WITH  PURE  WATER."  

It  is  enacted  hy  the  Oenertd  Aaaembl/y  as  follows : 

SEcmoN  1.  The  first  and  second  sections  of  said 
cbapter  582  of  the  Public  Law«,  are  hereby  amended, 
80  that  said  act  shall  apply  to  Easton's  Pond,  in  New- 
port and  Middletown,  and  to  the  lands  adjoining  and 
adjacent  to  said  pond,  in  addition  to  the  property  and 
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premises  to  which  it  already  relates,  and  so  that  said 
first  and  second  sections  shall  read  as  follows : 
n^or^^S"'  "Section  1.  George  H.  Norman,  of  said  Newport, 
1?  N?'  "°??^^"  ^^®  heirs  and  assigns,  are  hereby  authorized,  for  the 
with  pure  water,  purpose  of  Supplying  said  city  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof  with  pure  water,  as  hereinafter  provided,  to 
take  and  convey  into  and  throughout  the  city  of  New- 
port, the  waters  of  those  two  certain  streams  or  brooks 
which  unite  at  Law  ton's  Valley,  in  the  town  of  Ports- 
mouth, and  of  Easton's  Pond,  in  Newport  and  Middle- 
town,  and  to  acquire,  as  hereinafter  indicated,  and  to 
hold  the  said  waters,  the  water  rights  therewith  con- 
nected, 8o  far  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes 
hereof,  and  any  .real  estate  hereinafter  designated 
requisite  for  the  raising  or  enlarging  the  capacity  of 
said  pond  by  flowing  with  water  or  otherwise,  using 
for  such  purpose  the  adjoining  and  adjacent  lands,  and 
for  the  location,  establishment,  erection,  building  and 
maintaining  of  dams  and  reservoirs,  to  collect,  retain 
and  store  said  waters,  and  of  water  works  for  pump- 
ing and  transporting  the  same;  and  are  further  author- 
ized to  enter  upon  and  excavate  the  highway  in  Ports- 
mouth and  Middletown,  known  as  the  Main  Koad,  from 
said  valley  and  streams,  to  the  north  line  of  the  city  of 
Newport,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  water  pipes  beneath 
the  surface  of  said  road,  and  for  the  purpose  of  repair- 
ing such  pipes  thereafter;  but  said  highway  shall 
always  be  restored  immediately  after  such  excavating 
.  to  as  good  order  as  it  was  in  just  before  the  excavating 
was  commenced,  and  during  the  laying  down  of  said 
pipes  said  highway  shall  be  kept  passable  at  all  times 
for  the  public ;  and  are  further  authorized  to  raise  the 
highway  called  Bliss  road,  where  it  crosses  the  brook 
running  into  said  pond,  at  the  north  end  thereof,  and 
to  enlarge  the  bridge  over  said  brook,  in  said  highway, 
provided  every  change  in  said  last  named  highway  and 
bridge  shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  town 
council  of  Middletown. 
Of  condemning  Skc.  2.  If  auy  owuer  of  lands,  water,  or  water  rights, 
wlv^^^  ^'  or  others  having  rights,  required  to  carry  out  the  objects 
of  this  act  shall  refuse  to  sell  the  same  to  said  Norman, 
his  heirs  and  assigns,  or  if  any  such  owners  shall  not 
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agree  with  said  Norman,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  upon  the 
price  to  be  paid  for  such  property  or  privileges,  then 
said  Norman,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  are  authorized  to 
take  and  condemn  so  much  land,  water,  and  water 
rights,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  act, 
under  the  provisions  hereof,  and  to  proceed  with  the 
use  and  improvement  thereof  in  the  premises,  and  with 
the  construction  of  dams,  reservoirs  and  other  works 
therein  as  aforesaid;  but  the  lands  so  condemned  shall 
not  exceed  the  quantity  and  limits  hereinafter  specified, 
to  wit :  of  lands  adjoining  and  adjacent  to  said  streams, 
and  lying  next  to  and  south  ot,  said  Main  Road,  and 
between  said  road  and  Union  street,  so  called — about  J^^ndSlS^S^ 
twenty-three  acres  belonging  to  Susan  B.  Thurston, 
Peleg  L.  Thurston,  Lewis  Thurston,  Roland  Thurston 
and  Parker  H.  Thurston,  about  twelve  and  a  half  acres 
belonging  to  John  Croacher,  about  thirteen  and  three- 
quarters  acres  belonging  to  Jacob  Chase,  and  about 
sixteen  and  a  half  acres  oelonging  to  Peleg  A.  Cogges- 
hall ;  and  of  lands  lying  near  and  south  of  said  Union 
street,  about  four  acres  belonging  to  Edward  Almy, 
and  about  twenty-two  acres  belonging  to  Edward  Sis- 
son  ;  and  of  lands  adjoining  and  adjacent  to  said  Eas- 
ton's  Pond,  for  raising  or  increasing  the  capacity  of  said 
pond  by  flowing  or  otherwise,  about  forty  acres  of  such 
lands  which  lie  to  the  northward  of  said  Norman^s 
present  dam  on  said  pond;  provided  always  that  no 
person  shall  be  deprived  under  this  act  of  any  right  of  ^^***"""*^ 
boating,  fishing  or  cutting  ice  on  said  pond.  And 
upon  taking  any  property  or  privilege,  as  aforesaid, 
said  Norman,  his  neirs  or  assigns,  shall  tender  to  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof,  if  in  this  state,  a  sum  of 
money  as  and  for  the  damages  sustained,  or  to  be 
sustained,  by  such  owner  or  owners,  by  the  said 
taking  and  condemnation,  and  if  said  tender  shall  oftenderof 
be  refused  or  lawfully  omitted,  shall  on  demand  give  S^^gbo^* 
bond  to  such  owner  or  owners  for  the  prompt  pay- 
ment of  all  damages  and  costs  adjudged  under  this 
act,  in  a  form  and  a  sum,  and  with  sureties  satis* 
actory  to  any  justice  of  the  supreme  court."

npon  compliance  with  such  terms  and  conditions 
and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  said 
town  council  may  impose.

Section  1.  All  J;hat  part  of  the  town  of  Cumber- 
land including  the  village  of  Valley  Falls,  beginning 
at  the  point  where  the  easterly  line  of  the  town  of 
Cumberland  intersects  the  Blackstone  river,  thence 
northerly  by  said  easterly  line  to  the  Mendon  road,  so 
called,  thence  northwesterly  and  westerly  by  said 
Mendon  road  and  its  continuation  to  Broad  street, 
thence  in  a  direct  line  westerly  to  the  center  of  the 
Blackstone  river,  thence  bv  said  river  to  the  point 
of  beginning;  and  that  portion  of  the  town  of  Lincoln, 
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comprised  in  echcol  district  number  (3)  three,  bounded 
as  follows  :  Beginning  at  the  point  where  Blackstone 
street,  continued  easterly,  would  intersect  the  Black- 
stone  river,  thence  westerly  by  said  Blackstone  street 
to  Broad  street,  thence  across  Broad  street,  westerly  by 
the  northerly  line  of  the  United  States  Flax  Manufac- 
turing Company's  store  property,  to  the  rear  end  of  the 
one  hundred  (100")  feet  lots  laid  out  on  the  east  side  of 
Washington  street,  thence  northerly  by  the  rear  of 
said  lots  to  the  center  of  Blackstone  river,  thence  by 
said  Blackstone  river  to  the  point  of  beginning,  as 
marked  out  and  delineated  on  a  plat  accompanying 
the  petition  for  this  act,  is  hereby  incorporated  into  a 
district,  to  be  called  "  The  Valley  Falls  Fire  Dis- 
trict."

adding,  however,  any  taxable  property  which  may

The  firewards  appointed  by  said  district  may 
order,  in  time  of  fire,  such  buildings  to  be  pulled  down, 
or  blown  up,  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  stop  the

pulling  down  or  blowing  up  of  any  such  buildings,  by

Plantations : 

The  undersigned  respectfully  report  that  in  accord- 
ance vf\\h  chapter  656  of  the  Public  Laws,  passed 
April  20,  1876,  they,  acting  as  harbor  commissioners, 
have  marked  out  and  platted  the  following  line,  which 
they  deem  suitable  to  be  established  as  a  harbor  line ; 
to  wit :  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  northerly  boundary 
line  of  India  street,  in  the  city  of  Providence,  41H.42 
teet  easterly  of  the  northeast  corner  of  Gano  and  India 
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streets,  and  running  northerly,  in  a  direction  to  enclose 
an  angle  of  sixty-nine  degrees,  forty-seven  minutes, 
twenty  seconds,  between  said  line,  on  the  westerly  side 
thereof,  and  the  northerly  line  of  India  street,  a  dis- 
tance of  about  929.47  feet  to  a  point  in  line  with  the 
sontherly  side  of  Bower  street,  extended.  Said  point 
being  182.60  feet  easterly  from  the  southeast  corner  of 
Gano  and  Bower  streets.  All  as  shown  upon  a  plat  of 
harbor  lines  in  8eekonk  river,  designed  May  31,  1877, 
by  the  harbor  commissioners,  and  on  file  in  their  office.

Deflnitions.  Sec.  5.     lu  thc  coustructlon  of  this  act,  if  not  in- 

consistent with  the  context,  the  following  terms  shall 
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have  the  respective  meanings  herein  assigned  to  them, 
viz:

"  Foundation  wall "  shall  mean  that  portion  of  ex-  ^2y?°^^<*° 
temal  walls  below  the  level  of  the  street  curb,  and  for 
walls  not  on  any  street,  that  portion  of  the  wall  below 
the  level  of  the  ground  outside  of  the  wall. 

"Partition  wall"  shall  mean  any  interior  wall  of  *^2i."*"''° 
masonry  in  a  building. 

A  "  tenement  house  "  shall  mean  and  include  every  J-SV^-^ 
house,  building,  or  portion  thereof,  which  is  intended 
to  be  occupied,  or  is  occupied,  as  the  residence  of  more 
than  three  families  living  independently  of  one  an- 
other, and  doing  their  cooking  upon  the  premises,  or 
by  more  than  two  families  upon  a  floor,  so  living  and 
cooking,  but  having  a  common  right  in  the  halls, 
stairways,  yards,  water-closets  or  privies,  or  some  of 
them. 

A  "  lodging  house "    shall  mean  and  include  any  J|J;^f»"s 
house  or  building,  or  portion  thereof,  in  which  persons 
are  lodged  for  hire,  for  a  single  night,  or  for  less  than 
a  week  at  one  time. 

A  "cellar"  shall  mean  every  basement  or  lower  "^*^*"'' 
story  of  any  building  or  house,  of  which  one-half  or 
more  of  the  height  from  the  floor  to  the  ceiling  is  be- 
low the  level  of  the  ground  adjoining. 

Sbc.  6.     The  chief  engineer  of  the  flre  department  S'lS^'dtTarT 
shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be  the  inspector  of  build-  f^^dr^  ^°' 
ings  in  the  city  of  Providence,  and  is  charged  with  the  SsHcb  of :  """"^ 
duty  of  executing  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  may 
depute  such  duties  hereunder  to  be  performed  by  such 
of  the  assistant  engineers  of  his  department  as  he 
may  deem  proper.

The  inspector  of  buildings  shall  examine  all  build- 
ings in  the  course  of  erection,  alteration  or  repair,  as 
often  as  practicable,  and  shall  make  a  record  of  all 
violations  of  this  act,  toother  with  the  street  and 
number  where  such  yiolations  are  found,  the  name  of 
the  owner,  lessee,  occupants,  architect  and  master-me- 
chanics, and  all  other  matters  relatiye  thereto. 

The  said  inspector  shall  examine  all  buildings  re- 
ported dangerous,  or  damaged  by  fire  or  accident,  and 
make  a  record  of  such  examinations,  including  the 
nature  and  amount  of  such  damage^  with  the  name  of 
the  street  and  number  of  the  building,  the  name  of 
the  owner,  lessee,  and  for  what  purpose  occupied,  and, 
in  case  of  fire,  the  probable  origin  thereof;  he  shall 
examine  all  buildings  under  application  to  raise,  en- 
large, alter  or  build  upon,  and  make  a  record  of  the 
condition  of  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  Any  alteration  in  or  addition  to  any  build- 
ing already  erected,  or  hereafter  to  be  built,  except 
necessary  repairs  not  affecting  the  construction  of  the 
external  or  party  walls,  chimneys  or  stairways,  shall, 
to  the  extent  of  such  work,  be  subject  to  the  r^ula- 
tions  of  this  act. 

No  building  already  erected,  or  hereafter  built,  shall 
be  raised  or  built  upon  in  such  manner  that  were  such 
building  wholly  built  or  constructed  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  it  would  be  in  violation  of  any  provision 
hereof. 

Sec.  8.  Every  person  intending  to  build,  or  make 
any  alteration  in  the  external  walls  of  any  structure, 
any  part  of  which  is  to  be  placed  upon  or  within  ten 
feet  of  any  street,  square,  alley,  or  lane,  shall,  before 
he  proceeds  to  build  the  same,  or  to  lay  the  foundation 
thereof,  or  to  make  the  said  alteration,  give  notice  in 
writing  of  such  intention  and  of  the  proposed  location 
to  the  city  engineer,  at  least  six  days  before  doing  any 
act  for  carrying  such  intention  into  execution,  and  the 
city  engineer  shall  notify  the  inspector  of  buildings 
thereof,  and  within  three  days  after  receiving  notice, 
proceed  to  mark  out  and  define  the  line  of  such  street, 
square,  lane,  or  alley,  adjoining  the  estate  of  the  person 
giving  notice  as  aforesaid,  and  also  to  mark  the  grade 
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of  such  street,  square,  lane,  or  alley,  as  established  by 
the  proper  authority. 

Sec.  9.     Any  excayation  upon  a  lot,  adjoining  a  Bx«ivaiioD«. 
street,  shall  be  properly  guarded  and  protected  by  the 
person  having  charge  of  such  excavation,  so  as  not  to 
become  dangerous  to  public  travel.    Whenever  any 
excavation  shall  be  commenced  upon  a  lot  of  land,  and 
there  shall  be  a  party  or  other  wall  standing  upon  or  J^JrETo^^^hlr 
near  the  boundarjr  line  of  said  lot,  if  the  person  whose  "^^^^ 
duty  it  shall  be  to  preserve  and  protect  said  wall  from 
injury,  shall  neglect  or  fail  so  to  do,  for  twenty-four 
hours  after  notice  in  writing  from  the  inspector  of 
buildings,  left  at  the  usual  residence  or  place  of  busi-

shall  cause  the  portion  of  the  site  of  said  building  bor- 
dering upon  said  street,  to  be  enclosed  by  a  proper 
fence  not  less  than  four  feet  high,  and  at  least  seven 
feet  from  the  line  of  such  building ;  and  if  such  fence 
shall  prevent  passage  on  the  sidewalk,  shall  lay  and 
maintain  a  plank  walk  around  the  same  not  less  than 
thirty  inches  wide;  and  said  fence  shall  be  made  as 
much  higher  and  the  walk  as  much  wider  as  the  in- 
spector of  buildings  shall  direct,  and  the  same  shall  be 
maintained  imtil  all  liability  to  accident  from  falling 
materials  shall  be  terminated.

In  erecting  any  building,  no  person  shall  place,  de- 
posit or  suffer  to  remain  in  any  street  or  highway,  any 
lumber  or  other  building  material,  rubbish  or  remains 
of  any  old  building,  for  a  longer  period  than  may^  be 
necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  which  may 
be  going  on,  and  in  case  such  material,  rubbish  or  re- 
mains of  an  old  building  shall  necessarily  remain  after 
dark,  a  sufficient  light  shall  be  placed  over  or  near  the 
same,  and  kept  from  sunset  to  sunrise. 

All  rubbish  from  the  erecting  or  repairing  of  any 
building,  or  the  removal  of  an  old  building,  shall  be 
carried  away  by  the  person  so  erecting  or  repairing 
such  building  at  such  time  as  any  highway  commis- 
sioner may  direct ;  and  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  so 
to  do,  it  shall  be  removed  by  a  highway  commissioner 
at  the  expense  of  the  person  so  erecting  or  repairing 
such  building.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of 
this  section  shall  pay  a  fine  of  five  dollars. 

Sec.  11.  Every  permanent  building  shall  have 
foundations  not  less  than  four  feet  below  the  surface 
exposed  to  frost,  resting  upon  the  solid  ground  or  upon 
concrete,  piles  or  other  solid  sub-structure. 

Every  wall  other  than  foundation  walls,  constructed 
of  brick,  stone  or  other  similar  substance,  shall  be  pro- 
perly bonded  and  solidly  built  with  mortar  or  cement. 

The  thickness  of  every  wall,  as  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed, shall  be  the  minimum  thickness  as  applied  to 
solid  walls. 

The  height  of  every  external  or  party  wall,  as  re- 
ferred to  in  this  act,  or  in  any  act  in  amendment 
thereof,  shall  be  measured  from  the  level  of  the  fin- 
ished grade  to  its  highest  point;  on  sloping  ground 
such  height  shall  be  measured  at  intervals  of  ten  feet. 

Sec.  12.  Wherever  piles  are  required  to  be  driven 
for  a  foundation  they  shall  be  of  suitable  stock,  driven 
to  a  firm  and  solid  bearing,  and  the  tops  shall  be  cut 
off  on  a  level  to  insure  constant  immersio.i.  There 
shall  not  be  less  than  two  rows  under  all  external  and 
party  walls,  and  they  shall  be  spaced  not  over  three 
feet  on  centres  in  the  direction  of  the  length  of  the  wall.  . 

Every  building  to  be  used  for  a  dwelling  or  a  hotel, 
built  upon  filled  or  made  land,  shall  have  a  bed  of  oon-- 
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Crete,  made  of  hydraulic  cement  and  gravel,  or  tar  and 
gravel,  spread  over  the  cellar  bottom,  or  shall  be  paved 
with  brick  laid  in  cement,  or  asphalt,  throughout  the 
whole  extent  of  the  building;  and,  where  there  is  a 
basement  floor  over  the  cellar  bottom,  with  an  air- 
space between  the  concrete  and  said  floor,  the  air-space 
shall  be  properly  ventilated. 

Sec.  13.  Foundation  walls  shall  rest  on  a  proper  ^^^^^^^^ 
base,  or  footing  course ;  if  of  stone,  each  stone  shall  p^^y  waiu. 
have  the  upper  and  under  surfaces  approximately  par- 
allel, and  shall  be  close-fitted  and  bedded  solid.  Tim- 
ber shall  be  used  only  where  it  will  be  constantly  im- 
mersed in  water.  The  breadth  of  every  base  course 
shall  be  in  proportion  to  the  load  to  be  carried  and  to 
the  softness  of  the  soil  beneath  it. 

Foundation  walls  for  wooden  buildings  shall  be  of 
brick,  at  least  twelve  inches  thick,  or  rubble  or  block 
stone  at  least  sixteen  inches  thick,  laid  in  cement  mor- 
tar, or  dry  rubble  stone  at  least  eighteen  inches  thick. 

Sec.  14.     For  dwelling-houses  with  walls  not  ex-  S^Son?"©/''""' 
oeeding  thirty-five  feet  in  height,  foundation  walls,  SSiwiSS^" 
laid  with  block  or  ledge  stone  in  cement  mortar,  or  in  2jfii*^.« 
brick  laid  in  cement,  shall  be  not  less  than  sixteen 
inches  thick,  and  external  and  party  walls  of  brick 
shall  be  not  less  than  twelve  inches  thick  for  the  en- 
tire height. 

For  dwelling-houses  with  walls  exceeding  thirty- 
five  and  not  exceeding  fifty-five  feet  in  height,  foun- 
dation walls  laid  with  block  or  ledge  stone  in  cement 
mortar,  shall  not  be  less  than  eighteen  inches  thick ; 
if  of  brick,  not  less  than  sixteen  inches  thick,  and  laid 
m  cement.

For  buildmgs  in  which  the  walls  exceed  forty  feet 
in  height,  foundation  walls  shall  be  laid  of  block  or 
ledge  stone  in  cement  mortar,  not  less  than  twenty- 
eight  inches  thick. 

For  buildings  exceeding  forty  feet  and  not  exceed- 
ing sixty  feet  in  height,  the  external  wails  shall  not 
be  less  than  twenty  inches  thick  to  the  top  of  the  first 
story,  not  less  than  sixteen  inches  thick  to  the  top  of 
the  second  story,  and  not  less  than  twelve  inches  thick 
for  the  remaining  height.

Stone  walls  less  than  twenty-four  inches  thick  shall  2J*^**^X 
have  at  least  one  header  running  through  in  every 
three  feet  in  height  and  four  feet  in  length ;  if  over 
twenty-four  inches  thick,  at  least  one  header  for  every 
six  superficial  feet  on  each  side  and  running  in  at 
least  two  feet. 

The  amount  of  materials  above  specified  for  exter-  ?eMc?,%te^ 
nal  walls  may  be  used  either  in  piers  or  buttresses ; 
pravidedy  the  external  walls  between  said  piers  or  but- 
tresses shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  twelve  inches 
thick.  If  adjoining  owners,  instead  of  a  party  wall, 
shall  each  at  the  same  time  erect  a  wall  on  his  own 
land,  such  walls  may  be  twelve  inches  each  in  thick- 
ness, to  such  height  as  they  shall  be  contiguous. 

When  the  floor  joists  of  any  building  rest  on  brick  J'^^'^"^"*  ^ 
oorbelling,  or  on  iron  bearers,  and  are  not  built  into 
the  wall,  the  walls  may  be  made  four  inches  thinner 
than  required  above;  provided^  that  such  corbelling 
be  not  less  than  six  courses  in  height,  and  be  well 
bonded  into  the  wall ;  and  that  no  such  wall  be  less 
than  twelve  inches  thick. 

The  external  walls  of  stables,  or  workshops  for  light  Jf'JSSri^S?^ 
work  shall  be  at  least  twelve  inches  thick ;  provided,  workahope. 
that  no  such  building  shall  be  over  thirty  feet  high, 
nor  cover  more  than    three  thousand    square   feet, 
and  that  said  walls  be  not  less  than  twelve  inches 
thick. 

Hollow  walls  may  be  built ;  but  all  such  walls  shall  ^°"<*^  ^*"^- 
be  tied  together  with  incombustible  anchors  placed  not 
more  than  three  feet  apart.  If  used  as  bearing  walls, 
the  thickness  shall  be  reckoned  by  their  solid  parts, 
unless  either  part  is  at  least  eight  inches  thick  and 
solid  vertical  connections  are  made  not  less  than  twelve 
inches  wide  nor  more  than  eight  feet  apart  from  cen- 
tres, in  which  case  two  thirds  of  the  hollow  space  shall 
be  counted  with  the  solid  parts.

than  four  families,  the  hall  partitions  from  the  cellar 
to  the  second  floor  shall  be  built  of  non-conducting  in- 
combustible material. 

Backing  of  ^ex-  Extcrior  walls,  faccd  with  stone,  shall  have  a  baek- 
'  ing  of  not  less  than  eight  inches  of  hard  brick-work 
laid  in  mortar.  But  in  no  case  shall  the  thickness  of 
stone  and  backing,  taken  together,  be  less  than  the 
thickness  required  for  a  brick  wall  of  the  same  height. 
The  stone  facing  of  the  wall  shall  be  securely  tied  to 
the  brick  backing  by  means  of  metal  clamps. 

stone  cornices.  Wherc  a  Wall  is  fiuishcd  with  a  stone  cornice,  the 
greatest  weight  of  material  of  such  cornice  shall  be  on 
the  inside  of  the  face  of  the  wall,  so  that  the  cornice 
shall  firmly  balance  upon  the  wall. 

Headers.  In  brfck  walls  every  ninth  course  shall  be  a  heading 

course,  except  where  some  bond  is  used  in  which  at 
least  every  ninth  course  is  a  heading  course,  or  where 
walls  are  faced  with  face  brick,  when  every  ninth 
course  shall  be  bonded  with  Flemish  headers,  or  by  cut- 
ting the  face  course  and  putting  in  diagonal  headers 
behind,  or  by  splitting  the  face  brick  in  half  and 
backing   the  same  by  a  continuous  row  of  headers. 

Metal  uee.  Mctal  tics,  built  iu  as  often  as  every  ninth  course  and 
not  over  twelve  inches  apart  may  be  used  instead  of 
the  brick  headers.

backing  of  brick  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  inches 
thick,  and  each  ashlar  shall  be  securely  tied  to  the 
backing  by  one  or  more  suitable  metal  anchors.

the  flat  or  upper  slope  of  said  roof,  and  shall  extend 
through  the  lower  slope,  at  least  eighteen  inches  dis- 
tant from  and  parallel  with  the  roof  covering.  The  ends 
of  party  walls  shall  be  corbelled  out  at  least  twelve 
inches,  or  to  the  outer  edge  of  all  cornices  or  projec- 
tions on  the  front  or  rear  walls,  provided^  that  if  a 
I  gutter-stone  of  suitable  dimensions  and  properly  bal- 
j  anoed  shall  be  inserted,  it  shall  be  equivalent  to  cor- 
j  belling,  and  no  continuous  vertical  recess  of  more  than 
I  four  inches  in  depth  shall  be  made  in  any  twelve -inch 
party  wall,  and  no  recess  of  any  kind  shall  be  made 
in  any  eight  inch  party  wall. 
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Sec.  17.  Isolated  brick  piers  shall  be  built  of  good, 
hard,  well-burnt  brick,  and  under  all  lintels,  girders, 
iron  or  other  columns,  shall  have  a  cap-iron  at  least 
one  inch  thick,  or  a  cap-stone  of  granite  at  least  eight 
inches  thick,  or  bluestone  at  least  four  inches  thick, 
the  full  size  of  the  pier. 

In  the  case  of  an  external  brick  pier,  the  plate  may 
be  reduced  sufficiently  in  size-  to  allow  four  inches  of 
brick-work  to  intervene  between  the  edge  of  the  plate, 
and  the  face  of  the  pier  exposed  to  the  weather. 

Columns  supported  by  brick  walls  or  piers  shall  rest 
upon  an  iron  plate  at  least  one  inch  thick,  or  upon  a 
cap-stone  of  granite  at  least  eight  inches  thick,  or  of 
blue  stone  at  least  four  inches  thick,  of  a  size  satisfac- 
tory to  the  inspector  of  buildings.  Under  iron  col- 
umns shall  in  all  cases  be  an  iron  plate  of  not  less 
than  one  inch  in  thickness.  All  iron  colunm.s  must 
be  wrought  to  a  true  bearing  at  right  angles  with  the 
axis,  and  must  be  set  plumb  without  wedging  up,  ex- 
cept with  thin  iron  wedges. 

Every  pier  or  column  supporting  walls  of  masonry 
shall  have  for  a  footing  course  a  broad  leveler  of  block 
stone,  or  ledge  stone,  of  sufficient  thickness,  and  with 
a  bearing  surface  equal  in  area  to  the  square  of  one 
foot  more  than  the  width  of  the  footing  course  re- 
quired for  a  wall  of  the  same  thickness  as  that  borne 
by  the  pier  or  column ;  and  if  the  foundation  of  such 
piers  or  columns  rests  upon  piles,  a  sufficient  number 
shall  be  driven  to  insure  a  proper  support. 

Every  brick  pier  shall  have  one  or  more  binders 
built  therein  either  of  iron  not  less  than  one  inch 
thick,  of  blue  stone  not  less  than  three  inches,  or  of 
granite  or  sandstone  not  less  than  five  inches  thick ; 
these  binders  shall  be  of  the  full  size  of  the  pier,  ex- 
cept in  piers  on  the  street  front  above  the  curb  where 
they  may  be  four  inches  less  in  diameter.  The  dis- 
tance between  any  two  binders  or  between  either  of 
them  and  the  capstone  or  base  of  the  pier  shall  not 
exceed  four  feet. 

Sec.  18.  Floor  beams  shall  have  a  bearing  of  at 
least  four  inches  at  each  end.  Every  trimmer  or 
header  more  tban  four  feet  long,  used  in  any  building 
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except  a  dwelling,  shall  be  hung  in  stirrup  irons,  of 
suitable  thickness  for  the  weight  to  be  supported. 
The  butts  or  ends  of  all  floor  beams  and  rafters  enter- 
ing a  brick  wall  shall  be  cut  on  a  splay  of  three 
mches  in  their  width.  All  main  partitions  support- 
ing in  any  manner  the  floor-beams  or  rafters  shall  be 
placed  directly  over  each  other,  and  shall  rest  on  a 
wall,  girder,  or  hard-pine  capping,  and  shall  head  and 
foot  against  each  other  as  far  as  practicable. 

Roof  or  floor  timbers  entering  the  same  party  wall 
from  opposite  sides,  shall  have  at  least  four  inches 
solid  brick- work  between  the  ends  of  said  timbers. 

Under  the  ends  of  iron  or  wooden  girders,  resting  ^^^^^  template. 
in  walls,  a  stone  template  shall  be  built  into  the  wall 
not  less  in  width  than  four  inches  less  than  the  thick- 
ness of  said  walls,  and  not  in  any  case  less  than  four 
inches  in  thickness,  and  eighteen  inches  long.  Iron 
wall  plates  may  be  used  in  place  of  such  templates, 
not  less  than  one  inch  in  thickness. 

Sec.  19.  Flat  roofs  shall  be  constructed  to  bear  a  ^fSSSdn'oo™. 
safe  weight,  exclusive  of  materials,  of  not  less  than 
fifty  pounds  per  superficial  foot.  Floors  (except  attic 
floors)  shall  be  constructed  to  bear  a  safe  weight,  per 
superficial  foot,  exclusive  of  materials,  as  follows: 
For  dwelling  houses,  tenement  houses,  apartment 
houses,  hotels,  boarding  houses,  and  stables,  not  less 
than  seventy  pounds;  ordinary  school-rooms  and 
rooms  for  light  mechanical  purposes,  not  less  than 
one  hundred  pounds ;  theatres,  public  halls,  churches 
and  all  rooms  liable  to  be  crowded  with  people,  not 
less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  pounds ;  stores, 
factories,  mills  and  business  buildings,  not  less  than 
one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds ;  storehouses,  warehouses, 
machine  shops,  armories  and  drill  rooms,  not  less  than 
two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds. 

No  floor  shall  be  loaded  with  a  greater  weight  than  of'fl^?"* '^" 
that  above  assigned  to  its  class,  unless  it  shall  have  been 
previously  examined  by  a  competent  architect,  civil 
engineer,  or  master  builder  not  interested  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  building,  who  shall  give  a  certificate 
of  the  weight  per  square  foot  such  floor  can  safely 
sustain^  a  copy  of  which  certificate  shall  be  posted  in

a  conspicuous  place  above  or  adjacent  to  such  floor, 
and  the  weight  therein  named  shall  in  no  case  be  ex- 
ceeded. 

No  person  shall  load  any  floor  to  a  greater  degree 
than  above  named,  or  shall  remove  any  certificate 
posted  as  above. 

Sec.  20.  Projections  not  exceeding  twelve  indies, 
such  as  cornices,  may  be  built  over  any  street  more 
than  twenty  feet  wide ;  provided^  they  shall  be  firmly 
secured,  and  shall  not  extend  beyond  a  line  drawn  up- 
ward at  an  angle  of  forty-five  degrees,  fix>m  a  point 
eight  feet  above  the  highest  point  of  the  sidewalk,  im- 
mediately beneath,  nor  project  in  any  case  more  than 
four  feet  from  the  building. 

No  roof  within  the  building  districts  ,shall  be  built 
more  than  twenty  feet  in  height  from  the  top  of 
street  walls,  nor  so  as  to  make  the  total  height  of  the 
building  over  fifty-five  feet,  except  it  be  constructed 
of  non-combustible  material,  unless  its  pitch  is  at  a 
less  angle  with  the  horizon  than  ten  degrees ;  and  all 
the  exterior  parts  of  any  building  hereafter  erected, 
which  are  more  than  forty  feet  above  the  level  of  the 
finished  grade,  shall  be  made  of  or  covered  with  non- 
combustible  material. 

Incombustible  cornices  shall  be  well  secured  to  the 
walls  independent  of  any  wood-work ;  and  in  all  cases 
the  walls  shall  be  carried  up  to  the  planking  of  the 
roof  behind  the  cornice,  and  where  the  cornice  pro- 
jects above  the  roof  the  wall  shall  be  carried  up  to  the 
top  of  the  cornice,  and  all  exterior  wooden  cornices  on 
brick,  stone  or  iron  buildings  that  shall  hereafter 
require  to  be  replaced,  shall  be  constructed  of  some 
non-combustible  material,  as  required  for  new  build- 
ings ;  and  every  exterior  wooden  cornice  or  gutter  on 
brick,  stone  or  iron  buildings  that  may  hereafter  be 
damaged  by  fire  to  a  greater  extent  than  one-half  of 
the  whole  thereof,  shall  be  taken  down,  and  if  re- 
placed shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

Buildings  fronting  on  a  street  shall  be  kept  pro- 
vided witjbi  proper  leaders  for  conducting  the  water 
from  the  roof  to  the  ground,  sewer,  street  gutter,  or 
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dry  well,  in  such  manner  as  shall  protect  the  walls 
and  foundations  from  damage ;  and  in  no  case  shall  SSlwai^'''*^^ 
the  water  from  the  said  leaders  he  allowed  to  flow 
upon  the  sidewalk.     No  building,  except  churches  and 
grain-elevators,  shall  exceed  eighty  feet  in  height  to  SfuSii^! 
the  highest  point  from  the  level  of  the  finished  grade,  * 
exclusive  of  chimneys  and  party  walls  above  the  roof; 
unless  aU  of  said  building  above  such  height  shall  be 
constructed  in  a  fire-proof  manner,  as  herein  named, 
to  wit :  all  joists,  beams,  rafters,  purlins,  jack-rafters, 
plates,  studs,  ties  and  arches,  shall  be  made  of  and 
covered  with  incombustible  material.     Structures  or 
projections  above  or  outside  of  the  roof  of  buildings 
over  sixty  feet  high,   shall    be    made,   construct^, 
framed  and  covered  with  incombustible  material. 

Buildings  shall  have  scuttles  not  less  in  size  than  scntties. 
two  by  three  feet,  or  bulkheads  and  doors  on  the  roof, 
and  shall  have  stationary  ladders  or  stairs  leading  to 
the  same,  and  such  scuttles  and  ladders  shall  be  kept 
80  as  to  be  ready  for  use  at  all  times. 

The  skylights  of  buildings  within  the  said  first  skyiighu. 
building  district,  and  of  buildings  over  thirty  feet  high 
outside  of  said  district,  except  such  as  have  roofs  cov- 
ered with  shingles,  shall  have  the  frames  and  sash 
made  of  or  covered  with  metq^l ;  and  shall  be  glazed 
with  glass  not  less  than  one-quarter  of  an  inch  thick, 
or  shall  be  protected  on  the  outside  by  a  screen  or  cage 
made  of  No.  10,  or  heavier,  wire,  with  meshes  not  over 
one  and  one-half  inches,  and  placed  at  least  four 
inches  from  the  glass. 

8bc.  21.  Chimneys  shall  be  built  of  well-burned  JJJ^^°,fyj,„ 
brick  or  clay  pipe,  stone  or  iron.  Brick  flues  shall  apparatae. 
have  joints  filled  and  struck,  and  be  smoothly  plas- 
tered outside  below  the  roof  Plastering  to  be  put  on 
after  the  chinmey  is  built  up  the  full  height.  Iron  or 
clay  pipe,  if  used,  must  be  enclosed  in  a  brick  flue,  or 
in  an  outer  pipe  of  non-combustible  material,  with  a 
space  between  of  not  less  than  one  inch ;  and  all  joints 
in  such  pipes  must  be  thoroughly  filled  with  fire  clay 
or  incombustible  cement ;  brick  chimneys  must  have 
outer  brick  walls  at  least  four  inches  thick.  Outside 
walls  of  flues  not  over  one  hundred  inches  in  area,  for 
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ranges,  furnaces,  boilers  and  ovens,  shall  be  of  at  least 
six  inches,  if  of  greater  area  of  at  least  eight  inches, 
of  brick-work. 

Brick  flues,  not  starting  from  the  foundation  walls, 
shall  be  securely  built  into  the  brick-work  of  the 
walls  to  which  they  are  hung.  In  no  case  shall  chim- 
neys rest  upon  any  flooring  without  a  footing  of  ma- 
sonry or  iron  supported  by  iron  beams,  having  a  secure 
bearing  on  masonry  or  iron  at  either  end.  The  brick- 
work of  an  isolated  chimney  shall  not  be  carried  over 
more  than  three-quarters  of  an  inch  to  each  course  of 
brick,  nor  so  far  as  to  throw  the  centre  of  gravity  of 
said  chimney  outside  of  the  base  thereof.  Flues  shall 
be  topped  out  at  least  three  feet  above  the  roof;  brick 
topping  of  chimneys  shall  not  project  more  than  two 
inches,  unless  covered  by  metal,  stone,  or  terra  ootta 
caps,  well  secured. 

Hearths  of  fire-pla(^  or  grates  shall  be  laid  upon 
incombustible  supports.  Wooden  centring,  support- 
ing a  trimmer  arch,  shall  be  removed  before  plastering 
underneath. 

Brick-work  back  of  all  grates,  fire-places  and  rang^ 
shall  be  not  less  than  eight  inches  thick ;  and  when  it 
adjoins  a  wooden  or  stud  partition,  shall  have  at  least 
two  four-inch  walls  with  at  least  a  two-inch  air  space 
between.  No  wood-work  shall  be  secured  to  the  brick- 
work of  any  flue. 

Smoke-pipes  in  buildings  having  combustible  floors 
or  ceilings,  shall  enter  flues  at  least  twelve  inches  from 
floors  or  ceilings ;  and  where  they  pass  through  stud 
or  wooden  partitions,  whether  plastered  or  not,  shall 
be  guarded  by  a  double  collar  of  metal,  with  at  least  a 
four-inch  air  space  and  holes  for  ventilation,  or  by  a 
soapstone  ring,  at  least  four  inches  in  thickness,  ex- 
tending through  the  partition.  Earthen  funnels  in 
chimneys  shall  project  not  more  than  one  inch  from 
the  brick-work  thereof;  metal  funnels  carried  through 
furring  or  studding,  shall  be  filled  around  with  brick 
or  stone,  for  at  least  six  inches  out  from  the  pipe,  and 
shall  pass  entirely  into  the  chimney,  or  have  an  outer 
ring  of  metal  at  least  four  inches  at  every  point  from 
the  funnel,  the  space  between  to  be  left  open,  or  cov- 
ered with  perforated  metal.

The  smoke-pipe  of  any  hot  air,  steam,  hot  water  or  smokc-pipea.

Registers  connected  with  hot  air  furnaces  shall  be  R^ston. 
set  in  non-conducting  incombustible  borders  at  least 
two  inches  wide.  Roister  boxes  shall  be  made  of  tin 
plate  with  a  flange  on  the  top  to  fit  a  groove  in  the 
border.  There  shall  also  be  an  open  space  of  not  less 
than  one  inch  on  all  sides  of  the  register  box  (extend- 
ing in  floor  roisters  from  the  underside  of  the  ceil- 
ing, below  the  register,  to  the  border  in  the  floor,)  the 
outside  of  said  space  to  be  covered  with  a  casing  of  tin 
plate,  made  tight  on  all  sides,  to  extend  to  and  turn 
under  the  said  border.

In  every  building  in  whioh  there  now 
exists  or  hereafter  shall  be  j^aoed  any  hoistway  or 
elevator,  not  enclosed  by  fire-proof  partitions  and  doors, 
nor  placed  in  the  well -hole  of  the  stairs,  the.  opening 
thereof  through  and  upon  each  floor  shall  be  provided 
with,  and  protected  by,  a  good  and  substantial  rail- 
ing, and  good  and  sufficient  trap-doors,  with  which  to 
close  the  same;  and  such  trap-doors  shall  be  kept 
closed  during  the  night  time,  except  said  hoistway  or 
elevator  shall  then  he  in  actual  use.

base  board  thereof,  or  six  inches  above  the  rake  of  the 
nosings,  if  there  be  no  base  board,  shall  be  filled  in 
solid  with  brick  or  stone  set  in  mortar,  concrete  grout- 
ing, tile  or  other  incombustible  filling;  if  the  stairs 
are  wainscoted  there  shall  be  a  similar  filling  three 
inches  above  and  below  the  top  lines  of  the  wain- 
scoting, and  when  such  buildings  are  over  three  stories 
high,  warehouses,  storehouses  and  business  buildings 
over  fifty  feet  high,  said  partitions  shall  be  construct^

Public  halls,  churches,  school-houses,  and  places  of 
public  assembly,  not  hereafter  excepted,  and  business 
buildings  within  the  first  building  district  shall  have

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bat  unless  filled-in  solid  shall  be  plastered  on  both 
sides  on  iron  or  wire  laths,  or  be  covered  with  other 
incombustible,  non-conducting  material. 

In  all  buildings  herein  mentioned  the  spaces  be-  ^^^^^^^^^^^

of  public  assembly,  shall  not  liave  a  pitch  greater  than 
eight  inches  rise  to  twelve  inches  run,  not  shall  dis- 
diai^  at  right  angles  with,  or  confronting  each  other, 
upon  or  into  any  common  landing  or  corridor  of  less 
than  the  united  width  of  such  exits,  nor  unless  sepa- 
rated by  a  sufficient  railing  or  partition.  Whenever 
practicable,  incliues  at  a  pitch  not  exceeding  one  in 
ten,  shall  be  substituted  for  staii-s. 

No  doorway  or  stairway  leading  from  a  theatre  or  width  or  door- 
other  place  of  public  assembly,  shall  be  less  than  five  '^''^'■'  ®^*'' 
feet  wide ;  and  the  aggregate  width  of  doorways  and 
stairways,  from  galleries  or  interior  compartments  of 
tach  buildings,  shall  be  in  the  proportion  of  at  least 
dghteen  inches  to  eadi  one  hundred  persons  at  any 
time  contained  therein.  Exterior  openings  or  stair- 
ways, shall  have  the  same  proportionate  width  to  the 
whole  number  contained  in  the  building. 

Buildings  over  two  stories  high,  where  combusti-  ugrcep. 
ble  articles  or  materials  are  manufactured,  wherein 
over  two  hundred  operatives  are  employed,  must  have 
at  least  two  egress  stairways,  to  be  if  practicable,  at 
least  fifty  feet  apart,  and  if  that  distance  is  not  prac- 
ticable shall  have  stairways  at  each  end.

Sec.  29.     Such  person  as  the  board  of  aldermen  coaihoies and 
may  direct,  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  permits  for  sulewaikL^ 
the  construction  of  coal-holes,  and  vaults  under  the 
sidewalks,  upon  the  following  conditions,  viz :

The  top  shall  be  formed  either  by  a  brick  arch  turned 
in  a  good  and  substantial  manner,  or  by  covering  with 
rough-hammered  granite,  at  least  eight  inches  thick, 
or  blue  stone  or  North  river  flagstone,  at  least  six 
inches  thick,  or  iron  and  glass,  similar  to  the  '*•  Hyatt 
Light,'*  as  it  is  called,  or  with  rough  surface  iron. 
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The  aperture  in  the  sidewalk  over  any  coal-hole  or 
vault  shall  not  exceed  eighteen  inches  in  diameter, 
and  shall  he  covered  with  a  substantial  iron  plate,  with 
a  rough  surface  or  with  iron  and  glass  as  is  hereinbe- 
fore provided.  The  entire  construction  of  such  coal- 
holes and  vaults  shall  be  subject  to  the  directions  and 
supervision  of  the  inspector  of  buildings,  or  such  per- 
son as  the  board  of  aldermen  may  designate.  Goal- 
slides  may  be  placed  in  the  sidewalks,  if  constructed 
of  at  least  eight  inch  brick  walls  laid  in  good  cement, 
and  the  hole  covered  with  a  proper,  substantial,  rough 
iron  plate. 

The  owner  and  tenant  of  the  abutting  estate,  in 
front  of  which  the  coal-hole  or  vault  is  constructed, 
shall  be  responsible  to  the  city  for  damages  to  persona 
or  property  in  consequence  of  any  defect  in  the  con- 
struction of  such  vault  or  coal-hole,  or  for  allowing 
the  same  or  any  portion  thereof  to  remain  out  of  re- 
pair ;  and  such  owner  and  tenant  shall  be  required  to 
keep  the  said  vault  or  coal-hole,  its  walls  and  cover- 
ings, in  good  order  at  all  times,  and  the  tenant  shall 
be  responsible  to  the  city  for  damages  occasioned  to 
persons  or  property  in  consequence  of  the  aperture  in 
the  sidewalk  being  left  uncovered,  or  from  the  cover- 
ing thereof  being  left  insecure  or  unfastened. 

No  person  shall  leave  such  cole-hole,  excavation,  or 
aperture  opened  or  unfastened  after  sunset,  nor  in  the 
day-time,  unless  while  in  use  by  some  person  actually 
attending  the  same. 

Whenever  any  coal-hole  or  vault  under  any  side- 
walk or  any  aperture  constructed  therein  shall  not  be 
covered,  or  secured  as  provided  in  the  preceding  para- 
graphs of  this  section,  or  shall  in  the  opinion  of  the 
board  of  aldermen,  be  unsafe  or  inconvenient  for  the 
public  travel,  said  board  may  order  the  same  to  be 
removed,  and  a  suitable  one  put  in  its  place ;  and  if 
the  same  shall  not  be  done  within  ten  days  from  the 
service  of  the  said  order  on  the  owner  or  tenant  of  the 
premises,  or  other  person  having  the  care  thereof,  the 
inspector  of  buildings  shall  make  such  change,  and 
the  expense  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  such  owner, 
tenant  or  other  person  having  the  care  of  the 
premises. 
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The  owner  or  occupant  of  any  estate  may,  with  the  sieam  boiiere. 
permission  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  locate  and  use  under  sidewalk. 
under  the  sidewalk  and  street  adjoining  the  same, 
steam  boilers,  furnaces  or  other  heating  apparatus, 
but  no  explosive  substance,  nor  any  inflammable 
oil  shall  be  placed  or  kept,  and  no  cesspool  or  privy 
shall  be  built  or  used  under  any  street  or  sidewalk ; 
nor  any  excayations.  when  permitted,  be  ventilated 
into  said  sidewalk. 

Any  excavation  under  a  sidewalk,  shall  be  closed  ciosidk  excava 
and  filled  up  at  the  owner's  expense,  after  one  week's 
notice  to  that  effect  given  by  the  board  of  aldermen. 

Every  application  for  a  permit,  under  this  section,  permita. 
shall  be  maue  in  writing,  and  be  signed  by  the  appli- 
cant, and  shall  set  forth  the  dimensions  of  the  pro- 
posed excavation  or  aperture,  and  the  purpose  for 
which  it  is  to  be  used ;  and  such  excavation  or  aper- 
ture shall  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  that 
stated  in  the  application,  without  the  consent  of  the 
board  of  aldermen ;  and  such  permit  may  at  any  time 
be  revoked  by  said  board.  Every  such  applicant  will 
be  required  to  sign  an  agreement  to  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  conditions  upon  which  the  appli- 
cation is  granted.  Said  conditions  shall  be  printed 
upon  each  permit,  and  any  violation  of  the  same  shall 
work  a  forfeiture  of  the  privilege  thus  granted,  and 
the  board  of  aldermen  shall  cause  such  privilege  to  be 
revoked  accordingly. 

8kc.  30.  No  person  shall  hereafter  erect,  alter,  or  stawes. 
enlai^  any  building  for  a  stable,  except  in  such  place 
as  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  first  approve  and  direct. 
The  supreme  court  or  any  justice  thereof,  either  in 
term  time  or  vacation,  may  issue  an  injunction  to  pre- 
vent the  erection,  altering,  enlarging  or  use  of  any 
stable  contrary  to  the  provisons  of  this  section. 

Sbc.  31.     Every   dwelling   house,  manufactory  or  Privy  vauiu.. 
business  building  shall  have  a  sufficient  underground 
drain  and  a  suitable  privy. 

Vaults  of  privies  shall  be'  sunk  underground,  con- 
tain at  least  sixtv  cubic  feet,  and  be  built  of  brick  or 
stone  laid  in  cement  as  follows :  the  inside  not  less 
than  three  feet  from  the  line  of  every  adjoining  lot.

^urS.*'*  *°  ^  The  ends  of  pipes  not  to  be  immediately  connected 
with  water-closets,  sinks,  down-spouts,  or  catch-basins, 
shall  be  securely  guarded  against  the  introduction  of 
sand  and  earth  by  brick  and  cement,  or  other  water- 
tight and  imperishable  materials. 

Pipes  that  must  be  left  open  to  drain  cellars,  areas, 
yards  or  gardens,  must  be  connected  with   suitable 

catch-basine.  catch-basius  of  brick,  the  bottoms  of  which  shall  not 
be  less  than  two  and  a  half  feet  below  the  bottom  of 
the  outlet  pipe,  the  diameter  not  less  than  three  feet, 
and  of  a  form  proper  for  the  purpose.     When  meat- 
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packing  houses,  slaughter-houses,  lard-rendering  es- 
tablishments, hotels  or  eating-houses,  are  connected 
with  the  sewers,  the  dimensions  of  the  catch-basins 
shall  be  large,  and  properly  proportioned.  When  the 
end  of  the  drain-pipe  is  connected  with  a  temporary 
catch-basin  for  draining  foundations  during  the  erec- 
tion of  buildings,  the  drain-layer  shall  be  responsible 
that  no  dirt  or  sand  is  carried  into  the  drain  or  sewer 
from  such  temporary  catch -basin.  No  private  catch- 
basin  shall  be  built  in  the  public  street,  except  when 
the  sidewalks  are  excavated  and  used  as  cellars.  No 
privy-vault,  manure-pit  or  carriage-wash,  shall  be 
connected  with  the  public  sewers  except  through  an 
intervening  catch-basin ;  and  the  discharge-pipe  of  the 
vault  must  be  high  enough  above  its  bottom  to  effect- 
ually prevent  anything  but  the  liquid  contents  of  the 
vault  from  passing  into  the  drain. 

In  no  case  shall  drain-pipes  be  allowed  to  rest  on  Drainpipep. 
perishable  material ;  but  wood,  if  constantly  immersed 
in  water,  may  be  used. 

Drain-layers  shall  enclose  every  opening,  which  they  Preawtionsjn

Bepobt  of  the  Harbor  Commissioners  upon  harbor 
lines  in  a  portion  of  Seekonk  river,  in  the  city  of 
Providence,  and  in  Pawtucket  river,  in  the  town  of 
Pawtucket. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Governor^  and  the  Honorable 
Senate  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  and  Provi- 
dence Plantations. 

The  imdersigned  respectfully  report  that  in  accord- 
ance with  chapter  556,  of  the  public  laws,  passed 
April  20,  1876,  they  acting  as  Harbor  Commissioners, 
have  marked  out  and  platted  the  following  lines, 
which  they  deem  suitable  to  be  established  as  harbor 
lines,  to  wit : 

First — From  Bower  street  to  Bed  bridge,  on  the 
west  side  of  Seekonk  river,  b^inning  at  a  point  in 
line  with  the  southerly  boundary  line  of  Bower  street,

Senators  and  Representatives — By  virtue  of  the 
authority  vested  in  me  hy  the  Constitution  of  this 
State,  I  have  convened  your  honorable  body  in  special 
session,  to  consider  what  reasonable  and  proper  amend- 
ments are  essential  to  the  General  Statutes  in  view  of 
the  proposed  immediate  repeal  of  the  bankrupt  law 
(so  called)  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

I  desire  to  call  your  particular  attention  to  the  ex- 
isting provisions  of  the  General  Statutes  which  do  not 
prohibit  debtors  from  making  conveyances  preferring 
certain  creditors  to  the  impairment  of  the  rights  of 
others,  and  also  to  our  laws  for  the  collection  of  debts, 
which  allow  the  first  attaching  creditor  a  prior  lien 
upon  the  property  attached,  so  that  attachments  or 
levies  on  write  and  executions  are  to  be  satisfied  in 
full,  in  the  order  of  time  in  which  they  are  served, 
although  the  debtor  may  be  insolvent. 

The  general  bankrupt  law  of  the  United  States  has 
operated  wisely  and  healthily  in  restraining  these  fea- 
tures of  our  system  for  several  years,  but  its  repeal 
will  remit  us  immediately  to  our  existing  statutory 
requiremente,  to  the  serious  injury  of  our  business 
credit  at  home  and  abroad.

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It  is  proper  for  me  to  express  tbe  desire  that  your 
honorable  body  will  consider  and  act  upon  this  ques- 
tion with  as  much  promptness  as  is  consistent  with  its 
grave  character,  and  that  no  general  legislation  will  be 
introduced  to  prolong  the  session,  which  is  not  imme- 
diately and  imperatively  demanded  for  the  wise  pro- 
tection of  the  business  interests  of  the  State.

Although  there  is  no  provision  in  our  State  Constitution  or 
Legislative  enactment  requiring  written  messages  from  the 
Executive  to  the  General  Assemblj,  since  the  Governor  is 
ex-officio  President  of  the  Senate,  and  can  verbally  com- 
municate with  that  body  or  the  two  Houses,  comprising 
the  General  Assembly  when  united  in  Grand  Committee, 
yet  as  my  official  predecessors  have,  for  a  number  of  years, 
communicated  their  views  as  to  the  general  condition  of  the 
a&irs  of  the  State,  with  such  suggestions  as  have  appeared 
reasonable  and  proper,  to  the  General  Assembly  in  messages 
at  the  commencement  of  the  annual  January  Session,  be- 
lieving it  to  be  a  concise  and  acceptable  method  of  express- 
ing the  specific  information  which  I  have  obtained  during 
the  Legislative  vacation,  I  have  the  honor  of  requesting 
your  attention  to  the  following  statement :

INSTITUTIONS  FOE  SAVINGS.  !

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  no  failure  among 
our  Institutions  for  Savings,  although  we  are  slowly  passing 
through  a  period  of  perhaps  unexampled  business  depres- 
sion, and  decrease  in  moneyed  and  available  values. 

The  practical  interests  of  labor  and  capital  are  so  inter- 
woven and  unified  that  they  must  operate  harmoniously  to 
secure  present  safety  and  soundness  in  our  financial  and 
business  affairs.     No  elements  are  more  essential  to  this 
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than  prud^ioe  and  forbearance.  I  have  no  specific  recom- 
mendations to  make  as  to  the  management  of  our  Savings 
Banks.  It  is  one  of  the  highest  and  most  delicate  trusts 
and  requires  ability  and  character  of  the  most  elevated 
kind.  The  rates  of  interest  and  the  amount  of  profit  on 
investments  are  ratably  small  in  proportion  to  their  safety, 
and  depositors  in  our  Savings  Institutions  must  not  com- 
plain if  their  dividends  are  decreased  when  they  can  rest 
assured  that  their  principal  is  secure. 

I  think  the  people  of  our  State  have  come  to  imderstand 
that  Savings  Banks  are  no  mere  reservoirs  filled  with  capi- 
tal to  be  drawn  upon  for  speculation,  but  are  a  sacred  trust 
held  and  discharged  for  the  benefit  and  safety  of  widows 
and  orphans  and  the  industrious  and  prudent  laborers  of 
our  commonwealth. 


THE  MILITIA. 

I 

The  great  railroad  riots  that  so  seriously  disturbed  the 
country  during  the  past  summer,  together  with  the  late 
action  of  Congress  in  regard  to  the  army,  naturally  causes 
the  militia  question  to  assume  a  position  of  much  greater 
magnitude  than  usual.  The  question  naturally  arises, 
whether  our  system  and  force  is  as  efficient  as  it  should  be. 
In  comparison  with  the  militia  in  general  throughout  the 
country,  we  certainly  have  a  valuable  force  which  is  com- 
posed of  excellent  material,  yet  it  is  susceptible  of  im- 
provement, and  no  reasonable  means  should  be  spared  to 
bring  it  to  its  highest  possible  efficiency.  It  is  generally 
oonoeded  that  the  present  organization  is  superior  to  those 
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that  havo  preceded  it,  but  it  was  not  intended  to  be  perma- 
nent. It  can  and  ought  to  be  improved  by  a  decrease  in  the 
number  of  battalions,  giving  more  companies  to  the  bat- 
talion than  they  now  have. 

For  the  past  three  years  the  expenditure  on  account  of 
the  militia  has  been  the  subject  of  close  scrutiny,  and  its 
expenses  have  been  cut  down  to  a  very  low  point ;  and  I 
do  not  think  the  efficiency  of  the  force  can  be  increased 
without  an  increase  in  tlie  amount  expended  upon  it.  It 
has  been  the  policy  in  times  past  to  make  small  appropria- 
tions annually,  and  at  intervals  to  appropriate  large  sums 
for  specific  purposes.  I  think  a  regular  appropriation 
covering  the  entire  expenditure  for  the  militia  would  be 
preferable. 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  to  the  almost 
entire  lack  of  camp  equipage,  overcoats,  knapsacks,  can- 
teens,  &c.,  &c.  Should  active  duty  be  required  of  the  mi- 
Utia,  much  suffering  would  result  from  it. 

An  erroneous  statement  in  the  public  press  that  this 
State  was  indebted  to  the  Greneral  Government  in  the  sum 
of  $25,000  for  an  over-issue  of  arms,  and  that  the  State 
would  be  called  upon  to  pay  for  the  same,  requires  correc- 
tion. The  amount  is  $14,783.24,  and  is  not  required  to  be 
repaid  in  money. 

Prior  to  the  year  1870,  our  forces  were  not  supplied  with 
any  modem  breech-loading  muskets;  at  this  time  1000 
stands  were  procured,  together  with  the  necessary  accoutre- 
ments and  ammunition,  and  although  this  number  would 
equip  but  half  of  our  infantry,  yet  the  cost  was  $29,100. 
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By  the  act  of  Congress  of  April  23,  1808,  $200,000  is  an- 
nually appropriated  for  the  purchase  or  manufacture  of 
arms  which  are  distributed  to  the  several  States  in  propor- 
tion to  the  number  of  their  effective  militia.  The  appor- 
tionment to  this  State  for  this  year  is  $1,919.14;  this 
allowance  for  several  years  past  has  been  applied  to  the 
reduction  of  our  indebtedness. 

We  have  1000  old  muskets,  issued  between  1861  and 
*  1865,  which  have  been  arranged  to  be  returned  at  $10.00 
each.  This  will  reduce  the  indebtedness  to  $4,783.24.  We 
also  have  a  surplus  of  six-pounders,  caissons,  &c.,  &c.  Ne- 
gotiations are  in  progress  for  their  exchange  which  it  is 
hoped  will  not  only  free  us  from  the  debt,  but  enable  us  to 
draw  a  further  supply  of  modern  arms  that  we  require.

A  oomparison  of  these  figures  with  those  in  the  report 
«of  last  year,  will  show  an  appreciable  increase  in  the 
number  of  children  in  attendance  on  the  public  schools, 
and  a  corresponding  decrease  in  the  cost.  This  extension 
of  the  enrollment,  with  the  consequent  reduction  in 
the  per  capita  cost  of  instruction,  is  the  policy  of  the 
present  administration  of  this  department. 

If,  therefore,  measures  are  presented  this  session  for  your 
oansideration,  which  receive  the  sanction  of  both  the  Board 
of  Education  and  the  Commissioner,  and  which  are  asked 
for  in  the  interests  of  a  more  effective  and  economical  sys- 
tem, I  trust  that  you  will  give  to  them  the  benefit  of  your 
iiK)st  careful  attention. 

Whatever  may  be  our  individual  views  upon  this  ques- 
tion of  popular  education,  as  to  its  character  and  extent, 
we  must  agree  upon  the  necessity  for  a  more  general  edu- 
cation than  we  now  secure,  and  also  for  a  more  complete 
one.  The  lessons  of  our  late  State  census  teach  only  too 
plainly  that  the  balance  of  political  power  in  this  State  is 
passing  into  the  hands  of  an  illiterate  class,  who  will  be- 
come by  force  of  circumstances,  a  caste  by  themselves, 
through  whose  barriers  it  will  be  found  well  nigh  impossi- 
ble to  breaks     This  result,  if  it  comes  to  pass,  will  be  the 
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effect  of  the  failure  to  reach  these  persons  in  their  youth 
and  to  bring  to  bear  upon  them,  in  that  formative  period 
of  their  lives,  the  elevating  and  broadening  influences  of 
moral  and  intellectual  culture.  In  view  of  these  consid- 
erations ought  we  not  to  consider  whether,  as  a  State,  we 
have  made  all  the  efforts  to  avert  this  impending  evil,  which 
are  in  our  power  ? 

The  question  of  the  fullness  of  the  education  which  the 
State  shall  give,  and  what  shall  be  its  elements,  is  to-day 
pressing  itself  for  settlement  upon  the  minds  of  educators 
and  statesmen  alike.  What  forms  the  requisite  basis  for 
the  upright  man  and  the  good  citizen  demands  the  thought- 
ful attention  of  every  lover  of  his  country.  If  it  shall  be 
found  that  the  best  concurrent  judgment  of  both  the  pro- 
fessional educator  and  the  political  economist  point  to  the 
incorporation  of  the  distinctively  industrial,  or  manual 
element  into  the  system  of  popular  instruction,  Rhode 
Island  should  be  one  of  the  first  States  to  avail  herself  of 
the  opportunity  to  test  the  value  of  the  suggestion.  Cer- 
tainly no  State  surpasses  her  in  adaptation  of  existing 
circumstances,  and  no  community  can  hope  to  make  the 
trial  under  more  favorable  auspiceSi 

Indeed,  I  am  further  convinced  that  the  narrow  terri- 
torial limits  of  our  State,  her  singular  unity  of  interests, 
and  lastly  her  peculiar  political  features  preeminently  fit 
her  for  the  successful  solution  of  the  great  problem  which 
now  presents  itself  more  or  less  fully  to  every  State  in  the 
Union,  and  to  none  more  clearly  than  to  us,  viz: — How 
shall  the  heterogeneous  and  discordant  elements  of  the 
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body  politic,  representing  so  many  nationalities  and  hence 
reflecting  as  many  diverse  and  antagonistic  social  and 
political  ideas,  be  reduced  to  one  compact  and  harmonious 
whole,  where  can  be  safely  trusted  the  sacred  interests 
of  the  commonwealth  ?  One,  if  not  the^  efficient  agent  in 
securing  the  desired  result,  must  be  the  common  school. 
If  we,  then,  would  secure  for  our  State  in  the  future 
that  characteristic  unity  of  sentiment  and  action  which 
has  be^i  our  glory  and  strength  in  the  past,  we  must 
not  fail  to  profit  to  the  full  extent,  by  the  experience 
of  others  in  adopting  such  measures  or  methods  as  have 
been  proved  beneficial,  or  to  be  ready  to  test  the  well  con- 
ceived and  carefully  digested  theories  of  those  whose 
acknowledged  wisdom  and  acceptable  service  are  a  sufficient 
guarantee  of  their  fitness  to  become  the  leaders  in  an 
advance  movement  upon  the  intrenched  lines  of  ignorance 
and  idleness,  of  prejudice  and  crime. 


STATE  NOBMAL  SCHOOL. 

The  State  Normal  School  has  increased  in  efficiency  from 
year  to  year,  receiving  its  pupils  from  every  part  of  the 
State,  and  in  due  time  returning  them  to  inaugurate  better 
methods  of  teaching,  to  stimulate  those  already  in  the  field 
to  better  service,  and  in  some  cases  at  least  to  inspire  whole 
communities  with  new  enthusiasm  in  the  great  work  of 
public  instruction. 

The  policy  of  the  board  of  trustees  who  represent  the 
State  in  the  general  charge  and  oversight  of  the  school,  is.

in  some  of  its  features,  worthy  of  especial  mention.  1. 
They  have  raised  the  standard  of  qualifications  for  grad- 
uation. 2.  They  appoint  annually  a  board  of  competent 
examiners  selected  from  different  parts  of  the  State,  none 
of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  board  of  trustees.  The 
examiners,  both  by  written  and  oral  examinations  test 
the  condition  and  the  prepress  of  the  school.  3.  They  seek 
to  make  the  school,  as  far  as  possible,  a  real  professional 
school  for  the  training  of  teachers,  not  aiming  so  much  to 
enroll  large  numbers  as  to  furnish  a  superior  class  of 
teachers. 

The  records  of  the  school  show  that  it  has  been  con- 
ducted with  a  judicious  economy,  and  adapted  to  meet,  in 
the  training  of  teachers,  the  wants  of  the  common  schools 
of  the  State.  The  high  reputation  which  the  school  enjoys 
both  in  our  own  and  in  other  states,  has,  I  believe,  been 
honestly  earned. 

For  the  statistics  of  the  school  during  the  past  year, 
and  a  detailed  account  of  its  condition,  I  refer  you  to  the 
report  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  the  accompanying  re- 
ports of  the  Commissioner,  and  of  the  principal  of  the 
school. 

During  the  coming  year,  it  is  expected  that  the  city  of 
Providence  will  complete  its  new  high  school  building,  and 
thus  be  able  to  transfer  to  the  State  the  possession  of  its 
building  now  used  for  that  purpose,  recently  purchased  for 
the  Normal  School.  The  building  will  then  be  enlarged 
and  remodelled,  thus  furnishing  the  accommodations  so 
long  needed. 
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The  Normal  school  has  been  a  source  of  honest  pride  to  the 
people  of  the  State.  It  has  merited  and  has  received  their 
oordial  support,  and  its  teachers  have  never  complained  of 
a  lack  of  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  friends  of  educa- 
tion. In  fact  a  generous  appreciation  of  the  attitude  of 
the  people  of  the  State  toward  the  school,  and  his  belief  in 
its  increasing  usefulness,  have  influenced  Mr.  Greenough, 
its  principal,  to  decline  during  the  past  year  the  presidency 
of  one  of  the  oldest  and  best  colleges  in  Illinois,  and,  also 
the  principalship  of  the  Westfield  Normal  School  in  Mass- 
achusetts, with  its  superior  pecuniary  inducements. 

LITIGATION  IN  WHICH  THE  STATE  IS  INTERESTED. 

There  is  a  bill  in  equity  now  pending  in  the  XTnited 
States  Circuit  Court  in  the  District  of  Massachusetts,  in 
which  this  State  has  important  interest,  although  not  nomi- 
nally a  party  to  the  record,  and  in  which  the  then  Govern- 
or of  the  State,  by  virtue  of  authority  vested  in  him  by 
the  General  Assembly  at  its  January  Session,  A.  D.  1872, 
employed  counsel  to  represent  and  protect  this  interest. 
Our  present  General  Treasurer  holds  a  note  of  the  City 
of  Boston  for  $100,000.00,  which  is  over  due  and  upon 
which  interest  ceased  to  be  paid  several  years  since,  by  its 
own  conditions,  so  that  the  City  of  Boston  is  enjoying  the 
use  and  benefit  of  $100,000.00  without  requirement  of 
mterest,  which  this  State  is  advised  by  eminent  counsel, 
belongs  in  its  Treasury  on  account  of  the  forfeiture  of  the 
same  for  non-compliance  with  the  conditions  of  the  bond 
for  which  the  said  note  was  given  by  the  then  President 
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and  Directors  of  the  Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie  Railroad 
Company,  as  security,  but  the  payment  of  which  said 
note  is  enjoined  by  the  courts,  although  the  Greneral  Treas- 
urer was  directed  to  collect  it,  and  deposit  the  money  re- 
ceived thereon  to  the  credit  of  the  State  in  the  Bhode 
Island  Hospital  Trust  Company  on  special  account  for 
accumulation,  by  joint  resolution  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly at  its  January  Session,  A.  D.  1872. 

I  will  not  attempt  to  give  a  minute  statement  and  narra- 
tive of  the  occurrences  which  led  to  this  litigation,  but  I 
desire  to  call  the  immediate  and  careful  attention  of  the 
General  Assembly  to  its  consideration,  through  its  appro- 
priate committees,  so  that  the  causes  may  be  speeded  in 
the  courts  and  the  interests  of  the  State  adjusted. 


THE  SAXB  OP  SPIRITUOUS  AND  INTOXICATING  LIQUORS. 

Whatever  diversity  of  opinion  may  exist  as  to  the  rea- 
sonable and  effectual  legislation  required  to  prevent  the 
evil  of  excessive  use  of  intoxicating  liquors,  and  to  remedy 
the  crimes  and  poverty  which  are  its  direct  results,  I  pre- 
sume all  good  citizens  are  united  in  the  conviction  that 
drunkenness  is  an  evil,  and  the  sale  of  spirituous  liquors  is 
the  cause  of  intemperance.  The  system  of  moneyed  Ucenses 
authorized  by  the  State  and  granted  by  the  municipalities, 
does  not  prevent  intemperance,  because  crimes  of  the  most 
appalling  character  are  frequently  committed  where  the 
criminals  have  been  stimulated  to  the  acts  by  licensed 
liquor.     Perhaps  the  evil  is  not  as  great  as  it  would  be  if 
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every  man  who  chose  sold  intoxicating  liquor  without  re- 
striction ;  but  moral  discrimination  in  licensing  individuals 
for  this  avocation  seems  to  fall  far  short  of  the  degree  that 
is  ordinarily  employed  in  selecting  proper  persons  to  dis- 
ebai^e  much  less  dangerous  trusts.  Bearded  from  its 
lowest  standpoint,  the  pecuniary  results  that  the  State  or 
the  several  cities  and  towns  acquire  from  the  moneys  paid 
into  their  treasuries  for  license  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors 
is  painfully  small,  compared  with  the  great  expense  annu- 
ally incurred  in  the  support  of  paupers,  idiots  and  insane 
persons  and  the  maintenance  and  punishment  of  criminals 
and  those  guilty  of  misdemeanors,  which  are  more  or  less 
attributable  to  intemperance.  If  any  system  of  legislation 
can  be  devised,  beneficent  and  comprehensive  enough  to 
counteract  or  mitigate  this  terrible  evil,  it  should  receive 
the  thoughtful  consideration  and  support  of  every  legis- 
lator. 

A  very  large  number  of  our  most  conscientious  citizens 
believe  that  this  traffic  should  be  absolutely  prohibited,  and 
I  think  this  opinion  is  increasing  and  strengthening.  Pro- 
per and  legitimate  means  are  constantly  used  to  educate 
the  popular  mind  up  to  this  conclusion,  and  when  that 
result  is  attained  a  prohibitory  law  will  be  as  easy  of  en- 
forcement as  a  statute  against  any  other  evil  which  is 
characterized  by  law  as  a  crime,  and  has  a  just  penalty 
hanging  over  its  commission.  The  State  is  the  guardian 
of  those  citizens  who  cannot  take  care  of  themselves,  and 
should  protect  the  habitually  intemperate  from  those  who 
bold  the  cup  to  their  lips  for  moneyed  profit  to  themselves, 
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and  thereby  make  their  victims  •  paupers,  vagrants  and 
criminals,  whose  support  is  chargeable  to  the  public. 

It  would  be  indecorous  for  me  to  recommend  any  l^isla- 
tive  action  in  the  premises,  but  I  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  our  present  license  system  appears  inadequate 
to  accomplish  the  reform  which  should  result  from  sound 
and  effective  laws,  and  I  consider  it  my  duty  to  request 
you  to  divest  your  minds  of  all  partisanship  and  prejudice, 
if  any  exists,  and  endeavor  to  frame  such  laws,  applicable 
to  this  evil,  as  will  commend  themselves  to  the  consciences 
as  well  as  the  general  intelligence  of  the  people,  and  will 
do  much  to  purify  and  elevate  the  public  and  private 
affairs  of  our  State. 


CELEBRATION   OF   THE   BATl'LE   OF   RHODE   ISLAND. 

It  seems  fitting,  in  the  centennial  period  through  which 
we  are  passing,  that  Rhode  Island  should  take  some  part 
in  the  demonstrations,  which  recall  to  our  minds,  with 
renewed  force,  the  heroism  and  sacrifices  of  our  ancestors, 
resulting  in  the  establishment  of  our  national  govern- 
ment. 

No  occasion  presents  itself  to  my  mind  so  suitable  for  a 
State  celebration,  as  the  Battle  of  Rhode  Island,  in  August, 
1778,  and  the  masterly  retreat  which  it  enabled  the  Am- 
erican forces  to  effect  in  the  face  of  a  superior  enemy. 
General  LaFayette  pronounced  it  the  "  best  fought  action 
of  the  war,"  and  all  subsequent  investigation  has  confirmed 
the  accuracy  of  his  judgment. 


i 
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Considering  that  the  enterprise  was  entered  into  with 
the  most  sanguine  expectations  of  success,  which  were  jus- 
tified by  the  expected  cooperation  of  the  French  fleet,  and 
of  a  French  land  force  of  7000  men ;  that  they  had  reason 
to  feel  that  General  Pigot's  force  of  7000  or  8000  men, 
would,  on  the  first  demonstration  by  the  French  fleet,  in 
concert  with  the  allied  force  of  17,000  men,  (which  the 
army  of  Sullivan  would  then  comprise,)  be  compelled  to 
surrender;  considering  also,  that  the  American  army  was 
lai^ly  composed  of  raw  recruits  from  B/hode  Island  and 
the  neighboring  States,  that  they  had  suffered  frightfully 
from  the  terrific  storm  of  the  11th  and  12th,  arid  that  in 
eoii8e(|uence  of  the  storm  and  the  damage  to  the  fleet,  the 
French  commander  felt  obliged,  on  his  part,  to  abandon  the 
enterprise ;  the  fortitude  and  bravery  with  which  the  little 
army  extricated  themselves  in  time  to  elude  the  British 
fleet  which  surrounded  the  Island  the  next  day,  constitute 
one  of  the  most  brilliant  feats  of  modern  arms. 

I  therefore  recommend  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose 
of  uniting  the  people  of  Rhode  Island  in  a  celebration, 
worthy  the  occasion  and  the  honor  of  the  State,  to  be  held 
at  Butt's  hill  in  Portsmouth,  on  the  29th  day  of  August, 
1878,  under  the  direction  of  the  General  Assembly,  and 
the  appointment  of  a  Commission  upon  which  the  Histori- 
cal Societies  of  the  State  shall  be  represented. 

THE    PROVIDENCE    COUNTY   COURT   HOUSE. 

'he  commissioners  appointed  to  erect  a  Court  House  for 
tl    county  of  Providence  have  successfully  completed  their 
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labors,  and  the  result  is  elegant  in  its  architectural  propor- 
tions and  admirably  adapted  to  the  purposes  for  which  it 
was  designed.  I  am  gratified  to  be  able  to  assure  you  that 
the  entire  cost  of  the  building  and  furniture  will  not  ex- 
ceed the  appropriation  which  was  made  for  that  purpose. 
It  was  dedicated  and  its  custody  formally  transferred  to  the 
State,  with  appropriate  addresses  and  a  pleasant  entertain- 
ment, on  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  December  19th,  1877. 
The  commissioners  inform  me  that  they  will  be  prepared, 
during  your  present  session,  to  present  a  full  report  of  their 
receipts  and  disbursements.  I  desire  to  express  my  ap- 
preciation of  the  eminent  services  which  were  rendered  by 
the  late  Dr.  Thos.  P.  Shepard,  upon  this  commission. 


THE   STATE  HOUSE   IN   PROVIDENCE. 

The  necessity  of  making  some  alterations  in  the  State 
House  in  Providence,  to  better  adapt  it  to  the  convenience 
and  comfort  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly, 
has  frequently  been  brought  to  your  attention.  The  re- 
port of  the  joint  special  committee  on  that  subject,  sub- 
mitted at  the  May  Session,  contains  suggestions  of  such 
importance,  that  I  have  deemed  it  advisable  to  print  the 
report  entire  in  the  appendix  to  this  Message. 

In  addition  to  the  suggestions  of  the  committee,  due 
consideration  should  also  be  given  to  the  subject  of  provid- 
ing a  safer  place  of  deposit  for  the  State  records  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  surroundings  of  the 
State  House,  as  well  as  its  interior  arrangement,  are  such 
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that  a  fire  once  getting  under  way  would  probably  cause 
irreparable  injury  to  these  records,  if  not  their  total  de- 
struction. Apart  from  the  intrinsic  value  of  much  of  the 
property  in  the  State  House,  which  is  considerable,  there  is 
of  course  a  value  beyond  estimate  in  the  records  of  the 
State,  extending  back  as  they  do  to  the  earliest  settlement  of 
the  colony.  The  mere  statement  of  the  dangers,  to  which 
they  are  exposed,  would  suggest  to  a  prudent  mind  the 
necessity  of  immediate  precautions  against  their  loss  or  in- 
jury from  this  source. 

The  time  has  not  yet  come  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
State  House.  By  some  changes,  the  present  structure  will 
be  adequate  for  legislative  purposes  for  many  years  to 
come.  It  is,  however,  worthy  of  your  consideration  whether 
by  a  comparatively  small  expenditure  a  suitable  building 
cannot  be  erected,  which  will  not  only  afford  protection  to 
the  records,  but  also  ample  accommodations  for  the  State 
officers.  The  location  of  these  officers  in  various  parts  of 
the  city  of  Providence,  not  only  causes  inconvenience  to  tha 
public  and  to  the  officers  themselves,  but  seems  inconsistent 
with  the  dignity  of  the  State.  A  building  affording  ample 
accommodations  could  be  erected  on  the  front  of  the  State 
House  lot,  a  short  distance  removed  from  North  Main  street. 
A  portion  of  the  building  should  be  fire-proof,  containing 
safe  depositaries  for  the  records  of  the  secretary  and  the 
financial  officers  of  the  State.  Its  cost,  estimated  from 
|5O,OO0  to  $75,000,  according  to  the  architectural  design 
and  finish  of  the  building,  could  not  be  considered  burthen- 
some  ;  while  the  interest  on  the  expenditure  would  be  little 
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more  than  the  sum  now  paid  by  the  State  for  rents.  In 
such  a  ease  there  would  be  little  use  for  the  State  House 
during  the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly  and  much  of  the 
expense  for  the  care  and  heating  of  that  building  could  be 
avoided.  By  converting  the  upper  portion  of  the  State 
House  into  a  tenement  for  the  janitor,  that  building  could 
be  under  his  constant  care,  thereby  saving  the  expense  of 
a  watchman;  and  the  services  of  the  janitor  could  be 
utilized  in  the  care  of  the  building  proposed  for  the  State 
oflBcers. 


RAILROAD  COMMISSIONER. 

« 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  I  re-appointed 
the  Hon.  Henry  Staples  of  Barrington  as  Railroad  Com- 
missioner. He  has  discharged  the  duties  of  that  position 
with  remarkable  ability  and  faithfulness.  Owing  to  the 
amendment  made  to  the  railroad  law  at  the  last  January 
Session,  reports  from  his  department  are  to  be  made  an- 
nually instead  of  semi-annually,  and  in  accordance  with 
this  provision  his  detailed  statement  will  be  presented  at 
the  present  session.  He  informs  me  that  the  business  of 
the  several  railroad  corporations  appears  very  favorable  in 
view  of  all  the  circumstances  surrounding  other  business. 
As  compared  with  the  previous  year  the  capital  stock 
actually  paid  in  is  increased  ^7,949.54.  The  indebtedness 
is  increased  $26,616.91.  The  total  receipts  are  decreased 
$314,574.72.  The  number  of  passengers  has  decreased 
632,177,  while  the  tonnage  of  merchandise  has  increased 
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341,318  tons.  The  length  of  track  in  this  State  also  shows 
an  increase  of  15  ^  miles.  No  comparison  can  be  made  of 
the  net  earnings  of  this,  with  the  previous  year,  because  in 
former  returns  some  of  the  corporations  reported  as  their 
earnings  the  difference  between  their  total  receipts  and 
their  running  expenses,  accounting  for  their  interest  and 
taxes  afterwards,  whereas  this  year  the  form  of  returns  has 
been  changed,  so  that  the  amount  representing  the  total 
running  expenses,  includes  the  expenditures  for  interest 
and  taxes.  I  think  more  stringent  legislation  as  to  grade 
crossings  is  demanded,  as  accidents  are  constantly  increas- 
ing from  these  as  well  as  from  other  causes,  and  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  time  of  the  commissioner  is 
devoted  to  their  examination,  which  is  necessarily  minute 
and  laborious. 


THE   STATE   FABM. 

The  most  noticeable  feature  in  the  management  of  the 
State  Farm  during  the  year,  is  the  considerable  reduction 
of  expenses,  which  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Correc- 
tions is  able  to  report.  Under  the  very  efficient  direction 
of  the  Superintendent,  Mr.  Samuel  L.  Blaisdell,  the  gross 
current  expenses  have  fallen  to  about  $61,500,  against 
about  $79,000  the  year  previous.  Deducting  the  earnings, 
about  $9,500,  the  net  current  expenses  are  about  $52,000. 
The  average  number  in  the  institutions  during  the  year  has 
been  550.  Dividing  the  net  expenses  by  this  number,  the 
raiult  shows  a  cost  of  $94.54  for  each  inmate  for  the  year, 
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which  is  at  the  rate  of  tl.82  per  week.     In  1876,  it  wag 
$2.38,  and  in  1875,  $2.62. 

By  referring  to  the  account  of  the  Board  with  the  Trea- 
sury, given  below,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  on  Jan. 
1,  1878,  an  undrawn  balance  of  appropriations  for  the 
support  of  the  State  Farm,  of  $44,176.17,  against  $18,740.78 
on  Jan.  1,  1877.  At  the  present  rate  of  expenditure 
there  will  be  a  considerable  balance  undrawn,  at  the  end  of 
the  State  Fiscal  year,  April  30,  1878.  The  account  also 
shows  that  the  payments  from  the  Treasury  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  State  Farm  during  1877,  were  $69,843,  and 
that  the  sum  of  $31,278.49  collected  for  board  of  the 
insane  from  the  towns,  &c.,  from  the  Prison  Commission 
for  labor,  &c.,  and  from  other  sources,  was  paid  into  the 
Treasury  by  the  Board,  leaving  a  balance  of  $38,564.61  as 
the  net  amount  drawn.  Add  to  this  the  sum  of  $L500 
drawn  from  the  appropriation  for  land,  and  $816.37  drawn 
from  an  appropriation  for  the  repair  of  the  Pontiac  road, 
and  we  have  the  sum  of  $40,982.98  as  the  net  amount 
drawn  for  all  purposes. 

The  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction,  as  will  be  seen 
by  referring  to  the  table  of  statistics  below,  has  received  a 
smaller  number  of  inmates  than  in  several  years  past ;  the 
number  of  commitments  having  been  only  377  against 
545  in  1876,  and  562  in  1875. 

The  labor  of  the  inmates  has  been  employed  mainly 
upon  the  Farm  in  quarrying  stone  for  the  new  Prison,  and 
in  taking  care  of  and  repairing  the  buildings. 

The  position  of  deputy  of  the  Workhouse  has  been  vacant 
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ainoe  last  April,  and  the  Superintendent  has  been  perform- 
ing the  duties  of  this  office,  as  well  as  those  of  farmer, 
ia  addition  to  his  own.  Recently,  however,  a  young 
man  has  been  placed  in  this  position  on  trial.  With  this 
important  place  well  filled,  and  with  the  hearty  support  of 
the  citizens  of  the  State,  it  would  seem  that  the  State 
Pann  ought  to  attain  a  high  degree  of  success. 

The  Asylum  for  the  Insane  remains  under  the  efficient 
care  of  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Fred.  W.  Perry,  and  is  often  spoken  of 
as  a  most  admirably  managed  Institution  by  those  who  visit 
it  During  the  year  an  addition  has  been  made  to  the  cot- 
tage for  excited  patients,  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,000.  This 
addition  was  built  to  furnish  dining  rooms  for  the  occupants 
who  formerly  were  obliged  to  go  to  the  other  buildings, 
whatever  the  state  of  the  weather,  for  their  meals.  There 
has  been  a  gradual  increase  in  the  number  of  the  inmates 
of  the  Asylum  since  its  organization,  and  it  is  feared  that 
the  present  accommodations  will  soon  be  too  small  for  the 
number  sent  to  it.  Additional  room^  when  needed,  can  be 
obtained  by  adding  to  one  or  more  of  the  present  buildings. 

The  inmates  of  the  Almshouse  have  been  most  faithfully 
cared  for  during  the  year  by  the  deputy  and  matron,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Wm.  G.  Ward,  and  as  much  comfort  has  been 
provided  for  this  class  of  dependents  as  the  condition  of  the 
boilding  will  allow. 

The  establishment  of  a  home  for  the  children  who  come 
to  the  Almshouse,  orphans  and  the  ofPspring  of  criminals 
and  of  confirmed  paupers,  is  the  most  pressing  need  felt  by 
those  who  have  the  charge  of  our  dependents. 
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The  mnounts  dravni  from  and  paid  into  the  Treasury ^  on  account  of 
the  several  appropriations  made  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Stale 
CJiarities  aiid  Corrections  during  the  year  ending  Dec.  dlst,  1877,  are 
as  follows:

THE  NEW  STATE  PRISON. 

The  work  on  the  new  State  Prison  has  been  advanced 
daring  the  past  year,  as  rapidly  as  possible,  consistent 
with  thoroughness.  The  exterior  of  the  buildings  is  com- 
pleted, and  the  contract  work  on  the  interior  is  in  progress. 
The  exceptionally  favorable  weather  of  the  month  of  De- 
cember enabled  the  State  Prison  Commission  and  the 
contractors  to  continue  the  work  without  interruption, 
mitil  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Warden's  house  is  in  a 
forward  state  of  progress,  the  exterior  being  completed, 
and  the  whole  under  contract  to  be  ready  for  occupation 
on,  or  before  the  first  day  of  June,  1878. 
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On  the  first  day  of  January,  1877,  the  balance  in  the 
State  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  State  Prison  Commis- 
sion was  $883.40.     The  appropriations  for  the  Prison  in 

1877,  amounted  to  $130,000,  making  the  total  receipts 
$130,883.40  for  the  year.  There  has  been  expended  dur- 
ing the  year  1877,  the  sum  of  $108,238.96,  leaving  a  balance 
of  $22,664.44,  in  the  Treasury  at  the  end  of  the  year,  all 
of  which,  however,  will  be  required  for  existing  contracts, 
not  yet  completed. 

There  are  still  to  be  provided,  cooking  and  heating  ap- 
paratus, plumbing,  means  for  lighting,  drainage  and 
water  supply,  furniture  in  part,  grading  the  grounds, 
floors,  carpenter's  work  and  mason's  work  in  finishing  the 
chapel  and  adjoining  rooms,  and  iron  bridges  to  connect  the 
Hospital  and  the  Warden's  house  with  the  main  building. 

The  State  Prison  Commission  is  now  preparing  contracts 
for  the  completion  of  the  work,  which  will  soon  be  pre- 
sented, with  estimates,  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Com- 
mission to  the  General  Assembly. 

The  following  statement  of  the  total  appropriations  and 
expenditures  for  the  new  State  Prison  up  to  January  Ist,

THE  ZNTEBKATIONAIi  EXHIBmON  AT  PABIS. 

I  have  reoeiyed  from  the  State  Department  at  Wash- 
ington, official  information,  that  I  am  requested  to  nominate 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  for  appointment, 
two  suitable  persons  as  honorary  commissioners  to  repre- 
sent this  State  at  the  approaching  Paris  Exhibition,  and  I 
am  also  desired  to  call  the  attention  of  our  citizens  to  the 
importance  of  a  full  representation  of  our  varied  industries 
and  productions  on  that  occasion.  I  will  endeayor  at  an 
early  period  to  select  proper  individuals  as  honorary  com- 
missioners, and  I  request  the  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  present  to  their  constituents  the  important 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  a  representation  of  our  me- 
chanical and  manufacturing  products  at  this  great  Exhibi- 
tion, not  only  as  a  matter  of  reasonable  State  pride,  but  as 
having  a  direct  tendency  to  attract  the  attention  of  foreign 
consumers  to  our  productions,  and  thus  create  and  develop 
new  markets  for  what  we  can  readily  supply. 

THE  ANTIETAH  NATIONAL  CEMETEET. 

The  War    Department    at  Washington  requests    my 
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assistance  in  the  matter  of  securing  to  the  United  States 
a  legal  title  to  the  land  occupied  by  the  Antietam  National 
Cemetery,  near  Sharpsburg,  Maryland. 

Congress,  by  act  of  March  2,  1877,  authorized  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  to  pay  the  outstanding  indebtedness  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  this  Cemetery,  and  appropriated 
money  theivefor,  adding  a  proviso  that  payment  of  such 
indebtedness  shall  not  be  made  until  the  legal  title  to  the 
property  shall  be  vested  in  the  United  States. 

It  appears  that  the  title  to  this  property  is  vested  in  the 
State  of  Maryland  as  Trustee  for  the  several  States  that 
contributed  towards  its  establishment  and  maintenance, 
and  before  the  title  thereto  can  be  transferred  to  the  United 
States,  the  consent  of  the  several  States  to  such  transfer 
must  first  be  obtained. 

This  State  being  one  of  the  parties  in  interest,  I  desire 
your  earliest  attention  in  the  premises,  and  will  submit  to 
you  a  draft  of  a  bill  which  I  have  received  from  the  War 
Department  as,  in  their  view,  meeting  the  requirements  of 
the  case. 


THE  LADIES  BOABD  OF  YISITOBS. 

Upon  this  Board  there  have  been  two  resignations  of 
ladies,  who  have  exercised  an  important  influence  over  its 
conduct,  and  I  have,  after  considerable  difficulty,  secured 
proper  persons  to  fill  the  vacancies. 

I  think  the  important  benefit  to  be  derived  from  the 
influence  of  this  Board  over  our  penal  and  oorrectioiial 
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institutions  is  not  fully  appreciated.  There  are  many- 
females  and  children  of  tender  age  confined  for  misdemea- 
nors, who  require  the  delicate  consideration  and  attention 
of  females  tq  benefit  them  physically  and  morally,  and  if 
the  powers. of  this  Board  could  be  somewhat  increased,  it 
would  tend  to  very  beneficent  results. 


STATE   BBNEPICIABIES. 

There  are  19  State  Beneficiaries  at  the  Butler  Hospital 
for  the  Insane,  supported  in  part  by  their  friends  and  re- 
ceiving from  the  State  one  hundred  dollars  each,  per 
annum,  towards  their  support.  In  addition  to  these  there 
were  on  Nov.  1st,  1877,  others  receiving  State  aid,  as 
follows :

I  visited  the  Perkins  Institution  in  Decemher  last,  in 
company  with  the  Secretary  of  State  and  found  that  admir- 
able Institution  accomplishing  the  beneficent  results  which 
were  contemplated  by  its  benevolent  founders. 
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THE  VISIT  OP  THE  PRESIDENT  OP  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Agreeably  to  a  resolution  adopted  by  this  Honorable 
body  at  its  last  May  Session,  the  Static  of  Rhode  Island 
entertained  the  President  of  the  United  States,  several 
members  of  his  Cabinet  and  a  distinguished  party  accom- 
panying him,  with  appropriate  hospitalities.  The  joint 
committee,  appointed  by  you,  discharged  its  duties  with 
ability  and  courtesy,  and  will  render  at  the  present  session 
a  report  of  their  doings  and  expenditures,  which  were  ap- 
proved by  me  as  decorous  and  reasonable.  The  President 
has  since  expressed  to  me  by  letter  his  appreciation  of  our 
welcome  and  entertainment,  and  alludes  to  it  as  one  of  the 
pleasantest  excursions  of  his  life.  On  that  occasion,  at  the 
request  of  the  leading  military  officers  of  the  State,  I 
ordered  a  parade  and  review  of  the  entire  militia,  which 
resulted  most  satisfactorily,  although  I  was  compelled  by 
General  Order  to  substitute  this  parade  for  the  Annual 
Fall  Muster,  since  I  was  unwilling  to  subject  the  Treasury 
to  the  extraordinary  expense  of  the  two  occasions. 

Senators  and  Representatives : 

I  have  pleasure  in  welcoming  you  to  a  renewal  of  your 
legislative  labors,  and  in  conclusion  let  us  invoke  the 
divine  blessing  upon  our  united  efforts  for  the  safety, 
honor  and  welfare  of  the  State.

JOINT    COMMITTEE   TO   CONSIDER    NECESSARY 

REPAIRS   AND  ALTERATIONS  TO  THE 

STATE  HOUSE  IN  PROVIDENCE. 


To  the  Hon.  General  Assembly  at  the  May  Sessmi,  1877. 

The  joint  committee  appointed  at  the  last  session  to  examine  into 
the  condition  of  the  State  House  at  Providence,  beg  to  report  that  for 
the  purpose  of  facilitating  their  investigations  they  availed  themselves 
of  the  professional  services  of  Mr.  Alfred  Stone,  the  well-known 
architect  of  Providence,  who,  after  a  preliminary  inspection  of  the 
bnilding  in  company  with  the  committee,  received  from  us  directions 
to  make  a  thorough  examination  and  render  such  a  report  as  would 
enable  us  to  properly  consider  the  matter  referred  to  us.  Your  com- 
mittee, who  subsequently  witnessed  the  careful  and  thorough  work  of 
examination  made  by  Mr.  Stone  and  his  assistants,  feel  confident  that 
his  communication  will  prove  more  satisfactory  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly, than  a  mere  abstract  by  ourselves,  and  hence  present  it  hei-ewith 
Ma  part  of  our  report. 
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From  the  communication  of  Mr.  Stone,  we  find  that  the  State 
House  is  now  in  an  unsafe  condition,  and,  in  certain  respects,  abso- 
lutely requires  attention  previous  to  the  next  January  session. 

The  accidents  which  have  quite  recently  occurred  in  various  places, 

owing  to  a  deficent  support  in  public  buildings,  resulting  in  some 

instances  in  loss  of  life,  enhance  the  requirements  of  the  present  case, 

.  and  in  our  judgment,  any  delay  in  placing  the  iron  support,  and  in 

shoring  the  roof,  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Stone,  would  be  inexcusable. 

We  present  herewith  a  plan  prepared  by  Mr.  Stone,  showing  the  de- 
flection of  the  floor,  the  position  of  the  present  support  to  the  trass, 
and  also  a  drawing  of  the  proposed  iron  support  which  we  deem  in- 
dispensable. 

The  expense  of  these  repairs,  which  should  be  undertaken  imme- 
diately, will  probably  not  exceed  Seven  Hundred  Dollars.  (1700.) 

Before  deciding  to  proceed  further  in  any  alterations  or  repairs, 
it  is  desirable  to  know  what  is  the  future  policy  of  the  State  in 
regard  to  the  State  House  in  Providence.  The  discussion  of  this 
question  in  the  General  Assembly,  at  various  times  during  the  last 
ten  years,  has  developed  varying  sentiments,  some  favoring  an  entirely 
new  building  on  the  present  or  another  site,  others  preferring  an  ad- 
ditional building  with  alterations  to  the  present  one. 

The  sentiment  is  unanimous,  that  the  building  in  its  present  con- 
dition, is  not  adapted  to  the  requirements  of  the  State,  and  that  the 
halls  for  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  are  not  sufficicDtly 
spacious  and  well  ventilated  to  admit  of  the  proper  transaction  of  the 
legislative  business.  During  the  last  session  members  of  both  houses 
were  rendered  ill  by  the  foul  air  they  were  compelled  to  breathe,  owing 
to  the  ill-contrived  and  inadequate  means  of  ventilation. 

If  the  present  State  House  is  to  be  used  for  several  years  longer, 
the  alterations  and  improvements  suggested  by  Mr.  Stone,  should  be 
undertaken  at  the  earliest  practicable  period,  whatever  the  cost  may  be. 
If,  however,  the  General  Assembly  should  decide  that  a  new  State 
House  will  be  required  at  an  early  period,  we  should  deem  it  inexpe- 
dient to  expend  any  money  upon  alterations  other  than  those  which 
wo  have  recommended  as  absolutely  indispensable  to  safety. 

In  the  event  of  a  decision  to  alter  and  repair  the  building  for  per- 
manent occupation,  we  would  recommend  that  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed who  shall  have  full  power  to  direct  the  work  in  an  economical 
but  at  the  same  time  thorough  manner,  so  that  the  old  building  with 
all  its  historic  associations  of  the  past  century,  may  become  a  safe 
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repository  for  the  archives  of  the  State,  and  a  conyenient  and  suitable 
place  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  legislation. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  by  your  committee.

Gektlemen^  : — In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  we  have  ex  - 
amined  the  State  House  in  this  city  as  carefully  as  we  could,  without 
having  portions  of  the  floors  taken  up  and  the  plastering  removed,  to 
ascertain  its  present  condition  with  reference  to  the  necessary  repairs 
and  proposed  alterations  of  the  same,  under  the  resolution  passed  at 
the  January  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  would  respectfully 
report : 

That  we  find  portions  of  the  State  House  very  much  out  of  repair, 
and  in  the  successive  changes  which  have  been  made  in  the  building, 
superfluous  timber  has  been  left,  with  no  work  to  perform,  which 
might  have  been  removed,  and  although  it  will  require  great  care  to 
determine  what  is  of  service,  it  is  patent  to  a  casual  observer  that 
there  is  much  timber  there  now  which  adds  simply  to  the  weight  to 
be  carried,  without  increasing  the  strength  of  the  building,  and  also 
that  there  is  a  deficiency  of  support  in  certain  places  where  it  is  im- 
peratively needed.  The  floor  of  the  rooms  over  the  Law  Library  shows 
the  most  marked  deficiency  of  support,  caused  principally,  we  sup- 
pose, by  the  excessive  load  upon  that  floor  when  the  whole  edition  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  was  packed  in  a  small  room  in  the  third  story  on 
the  east  side  of  the  building.  Whatever  may  have  been  the  cause, 
we  find  that  a  truss  placed  in  a  partition  in  the  third  story  over  the 
room  for  the  Law  Library  has  given  away  partially,  or  its  support  is 
inadequate,  causing  a  deflection  of  two  and  a  half  inches  in  a  span  of 
twenty-five  feet,  so  that  we  deem  \t positively  unsafe. 
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We  also  find  the  floors  of  other  parts  of  the  building  badly  settled, 
and  supporting  colnmns  have  been  put  in  from  time  to  time  to  pre- 
vent possible  disaster.  We  doubt  if  there  is  any  immediate  danger, 
although  we  cannot  shut  our  eyes  to  the  fact  that  time  and  decay  add 
to  the  risk,  and  we  deem  a  thorough  examination  of  all  the  floors  a 
necessary  precaution. 

The  roof  of  the  last  addition  to  the  building  is  inadequately  sup- 
ported  and  should  be  temporarily  shored,  if  nothing  more  is  done,  to 
prevent  a  possible  accident  from  any  excessive  strain  which  might  be 
bi*ought  upon  it  from  a  sudden  wind  pressure,  from  an  accumulation 
of  snow,  or  any  unforeseen  contingency. 

The  furnaces  and  chimneys  are  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition; 
the  furnaces  being  of  insufficient  capacity  are  often,  during  the  sessions 
of  the  General  Assembly,  driven  to  such  a  degree  as  to  render  them 
positively  dangerous,  and  evidences  of  incipient  fires  and  the  escape 
of  smoke  from  the  flues  are  easily  detected. 

We  also  find  that  the  staircase  leading  to  the  third  story  is  not  in  a 
condition  to  bear  the  strain  of  a  sudden  and  unusual  load  which 
might  be  unexpectedly  brought  upon  it. 

In  this  review  of  the  present  condition  of  the  building  we  have 
only  touched  upon  those  things  which  are  not  in  a  ^'  proper  condition 
of  safety." 

The  changes  which  you  are  requested  to  report  upon,  if  carried  out, 
would,  of  themselves,  if  properly  executed,  strengthen  the  building, 
and  would  afford  the  desired  opportunity  to  give  such  additional  sup- 
ports as  a  fuller  investigation  might  make  apparent 

The  Senate  chamber  covers  a  portion  only  of  the  original  hall  of 
the  House  of  Bepresentatives,  which  was  divided  so  as  to  give  the 
passage  through  the  building,  which  now  separates  the  offices  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  from  the  Senate  Chamber. 

When  that  change  was  made  the  ceilings  of  the  passage  and  Senate 
chamber  were  lowered,  but  we  find  upon  examination  that  a  large  part 
of  the  curved  ceiling  of  the  original  hall  still  remains.  We  think  the 
best  plan  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Senate  chamber  is  simply  to  re- 
move the  partition  on  the  south  end  of  the  Senate  Chamber,  tear 
down  the  present  flat  ceilings,  remove  the  timber  which  supports  it 
and  restore  the  old  ceiling. 

It  will  probably  be  found  that  some  sticks  of  timber  have  been  cut 
away  which  will  have  to  be  replaced,  but  as  far  as  we  can  see  there 
will  be  no  difficulty  in  doing  it  and  the  result  would  be  eminently 
satisfactory. 
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As  this  change  would  open  the  landing  at  the  head  of  the  staircase 
directly  into  the  Senate  chamber,  we  would  advise  partitioning  off  the 
southeast  and  southwest  comers  of  the  Senate  chamber,  making  lob- 
bies, as  per  accompanying  diagrams.  This  plan  would  give  to  the 
members  an  entrance  on  each  side  of  the  chamber,  separate  from 
the  public  entrances,  and  would  also  give  easy  communication  from 
the  Senate  chamber  to  the  offices  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

With  this  enlargement  of  the  Senate  chamber,  the  addition  of  the 
two  lobbies  and  a  slight  change  in  the  arrangement  of  the  furniture, 
there  would  be  ample  accommodation  for  the  Senate  and  the  public. 
Upon  the  removal  of  the  Law  Library  to  the  new  Court  House,  and 
the  division  of  the  room  into  two  or  three  rooms,  the  necessary  sup- 
port for  the  third  story  floor,  where  it  is  now  so  much  settled,  would 
be  easily  accomplished. 

When  the  new  Court  House  is  ready  for  occupation,  the  removal  of 
the  Law  Library  and  the  changes  indicated  above  and  the  removal  of 
the  clerks  of  the  Courts,  together  with  a  proper  renovation  of  the 
third  story  rooms,  which  are  not  now  in  condition  to  be  occupied, 
there  will  be  seven  committee  rooms,  and  additional  storage  room  for 
the  use  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

In  the  changes  proposed  above,  it  will  probably  be  expedient  to  open 
the  present  ofiBces  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  by  proper  doors  into  the 
rooms  now  occupied  by  the  Law  Library,  thus  forming  a  suite  of 
rooms  in  which  could  be  arranged  and  properly  classified  all  of  the 
books  which  will  remain  in  the  State  House,  and  during  the  sessions 
of  the  General  Assembly  these  rooms  could  be  jointly  occupied  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  State  and  by  the  committee  of  the  General  Assembly. 
By  this  plan  the  Senate  would  have  four  rooms, — the  Senate  chamber 
and  Secretary  of  State's  rooms  for  committee  rooms,  and  the  House 
would  have  the  rooms  now  occupied  by  the  Sheriff,  the  Jury  and 
Judges,  making  three  rooms,  and  Hall  of  Representatives  and  the  two 
clerks'  rooms  in  the  basement. 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  we  have  also  examined  into 
the  question  of  heating  and  ventilating  the  halls  and  rooms  in  the 
State  House  and  although,  in  the  limited  time  given  us,  we  cannot 
go  fully  into  the  minute  details  of  the  work  required,  we  will  in  brief 
give  our  views  of  a  general  plan  for  the  same. 

First,  remove  all  the  furnaces  in  the  cellar  and  substitute  for  them 
steam  boilera  of  ample  capacity  to  thoroughly  heat  and  ventilate  the 
building  in  the  winter  when  the  General  Assembly  is  in  session  and 
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the  whole  building  is  occupied,  and  yet  so  arranged  that  only  a  por- 
tion of  it  need  be  used  when  the  large  halls  are  unoccupied  and  the 
committee  rooms  are  not  in  use. 

Construct  radiating  chambers  in  the  basement  of  the  building,  in 
which  will  be  placed  the  necessary  steam  coils  or  radiators,  and  the 
air  will  be  conveyed  to  and  through  them^  and  to  the  various  rooms, 
by  metal  pipes  or  flues,  and  in  doing  this  probably  nearly,  if  not  quite 
all,  of  the  pipes  and  registers  now  in  the  building  would  remain,  but 
others  would  have  to  be  added.  The  passages  and  hallways  and  the 
large  halls  should  also  have  radiators  placed  in  them  for  use  in  an 
emergency  and  in  extreme  cold  weather  to  supplement  the  heating  by 
hot  air.  The  smoke  from  the  boilers  should  be  carried  off  by  an  iron 
smoke  pipe  placed  in  a  large  brick  shaft,  with  a  ventilating  flue  of  not 
less  than  four  feet  in  diameter.  This  shaft  could  be  built  in  the 
corner  of  the  room  on  the  south  of  the  Benefit  street  hall  and  immedi- 
ately behind  the  speaker's  chair,  and  be  carried  up  through  the  roof, 
not  less  than  twenty  feet,  to  give  it  the  best  possible  draft  to  carry  off 
the  foul  air. 

The  ventilating  registers  should  be  at  both  the  top  and  bottom  of 
the  room  and  flues  carried  in  the  brick  walls  or  by  metal  pipes  into 
the  attic  or  roof  space  and  thence  to  the  main  ventilating  shaft  into 
which  they  all  should  discharge. 

As  an  additional  means  of  rarefaction  of  the  air  over  the  smoke 
pipe,  we  would  advise  that  a  coil  of  steam  pipe  be  placed  in  the  venti- 
lating shaft,  to  be  used  when  occasion  required. 

Upon  a  careful  examination  of  the  building  we  find  that  there  will 
be  no  difficulty  in  finding  proper  plaoes  in  which  to  place  the  flues. 

To  our  amazement  we  flud  that  the  present  ventilating  flues  are 
constructed  of  wood  and  are  the  exact  duplicates  of  many  which,  in 
other  buildings,  have  afforded  the  ready  means  for  destruction  by  fire 
which  has  overtaken  them. 

It  has  never  been  our  fortune  to  examine  a  building  so  amply  sup- 
plied, as  the  State  House  at  Providence,  with  this  most  inflammable 
contrivance,  wooderi  ventilating  shafts,  which  we  find  placed  in  direct 
contact  with  shelving  containing  valuable  records,  and  leading  through 
inaccessible  spaces  from  each  story  to  the  roof.  Let  a  fire  once  get 
underway  and  it  requires  no  prophet  to  foretell  the  result. 

Inasmuch  as  the  two  halls,  in  which  the  General  Assembly  meet, 
are  often  very  much  crowded,  we  think  it  absolutely  essential  that  an 
engine  and  fan  be  placed  in  the  basement  to  force  the  air  through  the 
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radiating  chambers  into  the  building,  or  that  exhaust  fans  be  placed 
in  the  attic.  The  former  plan,  in  this  case,  we  deem  the  most  satis- 
factory and  economicaL 

What  will  be  the  cost  of  these  changes  ?  is  the  last  question  to 
which  you  have  directed  us  to  make  reply,  and  it  is  the  most  difficult 
one  to  answer,  as  we  cannot  tell  what  may  develop  when  the  work  is 
begun  and  the  hidden  mysteries  are  revealed.  In  th«  old  building  dry 
rot  may  have  set  in  and  be  the  cause  of  unexplained  settlements,  and 
the  renewal  of  the  support  may  be  a  job  involving  a  large  expenditure; 
and  the  experience  of  every  one  who  has  attempted  to  alter  and 
renovate  a  yery  old  building  is  identical,  a  liberal  estimate  at  the  start 
and  an  expenditure  in  excess  thereof. 

We  cannot  see  how,  ioith  the  most  liberal  estimate  of  cost,  the  ex- 
pense of  what  we  advise  would  exceed  t20,006,  and  yet,  in  view  of  all 
past  experience,  wo  would  not  advise  the  entrance  upon  the  work 
with  the  idea  that  the  expenditure  will  be  less  than  t30,000,  and  a 
possible  increase  of  $5,000  over  that. 

If  the  State  is  to  continue  to  occupy  the  building  as  a  State  House, 
we  would  advise  that,  at  this  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  you, 
or  some  other  committee,  be  employed  to  make  the  necessary  repairs 
to  render  the  building  safe,  but  that  all  other  work  be  postponed  until 
after  the  January  Session,  1878,  inasmuch  as  there  will  not  be  time 
to  do  the  work  between  the  remoyal  of  the  Courts  to  the  New  Court 
House  and  the  meeting  of  the  Oeneral  Assembly  in  Jan.,  1878;  but 
in  order  that  the  work  may  be  completed  in  season  for  the  January 
Session,  1879,  all  possible  preparation  should  be  made  by  this  commit- 
tee before  the  spring  of  1878,  and  such  work  done,  as  can  be,  before 
the  Oeneral  Assembly  adjourns.

Since  submitting  the  above  report  for  your  consideration  we  have,  in 
accordance  with  your  instructions,  caused  the  removal  of  the  floor  to 
examine  more  minutely  the  condition  of  the  truss  over  the  Law 
Library,  and,  accompanying  this,  submit  a  drawing  showing  the  man- 
ner in  which  it  is  constructed  and  the  cause  of  its  settlement. 

We  calculate  that  a  weight  of  not  less  than  from  30,000  to  35,000 
pounds  has  been  brought  to  bear  on  the  truss  over  the  Law  Library

and  that  not  less  than  one-third  of  that  weight  has  been  carried  by 
the  stads  which  rest  on  1  inch  floor  boards^  which  are  in  tnm,  sup- 
ported on  3  X  10  floor  joists,  13  inches  apart.  We  therefore  advise 
that  an  iron  colnmn  be  put  into  the  south  partition  of  Benefit  street  | 

entrance  hall,  and  be  carried  ap  through  the  Law  Library  to  the  un-  ; 

derside  of  the  tie  beam  of  the  truss  and  directly  under  the  foot  of  ] 

the  structure,  first  screwing  np  the  truss  to  as  nearly  its  true  position 
as  it  is  possible.  This  will  remove  all  possible  source  of  danger  and 
until  it  is  done  we  cannot  be  sure  that  there  is  no  danger. 

The  red  line  on  the  drawing  shows  the  deflection  of  the  tie  beam  of 
the  truss.

THE   MILITIA. 


The  condition  of  the  Militia  in  general  shows  a  continued  improve- 
ment; a  very  creditable  exhibit,  in  view  of  the  general  depression  of 
business  and  the  increased  difficulty,  resulting  therefrom  in  sustaining 
the  company  organizations  where  the  amount  received  from  the  State 
is  not  sufficient  to  meet  all  their  necessary  expenses. 

THE  NEED  OF  BE-ORGANIZATION. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  some  amendment  of  the  Militia  Law 
has  been  a  subject  of  discussion  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  at  the 
January  Session  of  our  General  Assembly  for  several  years  past,  (at 
three  of  which  entirely  new  systems  were  considered,)  and  although 
the  present  law.  has  been  in  operation  but  three  years,  I  do  not  con- 
sider an  apology  necessary  for  recommending  the  appointment  of 
a  commission  for  the  purpose  of  again  submitting  a  further  revision 
of  the  militia  law  for  the  consideration  of  the  General  Assembly  at  its 
present  session.  It  may  not  be  out  of  place,  however,  to  state  a  few 
reasons  for  making  the  recommendation. 

My  annual  reports  since  the  adoption  of  this  law,  have  clearly  and 
distinctly  set  forth  that  it  was  intended  as  a  temporary  measure  and  was 
80  presented  and  argued  by  members  of  the  Assembly  at  the  time  of 
its  passage.  I  did  not  anticipate  at  such  an  early  period  so  radical  a 
change  as  is  now  desired,  but  the  '' Railroad  Riots"  in  July  last, 
▼hich  swept  over  a  large  section  of  our  country  so  disastrously, 
aroused  the  people  to  the  great  necessity  of  bringing  the  militia  to 
the  highest  attainable  point  of  efficiency.  I  might  present  a  very 
large  number  of  quotations  on  this  subject  from  the  leading  journals 
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of  the  day,  but  will  merely  make  an  extract  from  the  Providence 
Jonrnal,  of  August  13th,  1877. 

"The  people  of  the  United  States  have  a  prejudice  against  the  existence  of  a 
large  standing  army,  and  although  the  lesson  of  the  great  strike  will  prevent  any 
such  folly,  or  worse,  as  proposed  by  the  Democratic  party,  in  a  reduction  of  the 
present  force,  it  is  not  likely  that  Congress  will  consent  to  the  formation  of  a 
force  of  one  hundred  thousand  men,  which  would  be  necessary  to  make  such 
riota  impossible  in  the  future.  Our  main  dependence  for  the  present,  at  least, 
must  be  upon  our  citizen  soldiery,  and  to  make  them  effective,  they  must  be 
increased  and  more  thoroughly  exercised  in  the  East,  as  well  as  created  in  the 
West.  The  miserable  failure  of  some  of  the  militia  companies  should  not  operate 
aginst  the  system.  It  simply  shows  that  there  was  a  lack  of  training  and  of 
eaprit  du  corps,  which  comes  from  long  existence  and  powerful  organization. 
An  increase  in  the  number  of  drills,  musters,  and  all  that  goes  to  make  sol- 
diers, is  necessary  to  the  perfection  of  the  militia,  and  the  public  must  be  pre- 
pared to  pay  higher  for  its  citizen  soldiery  than  it  has  done.  It  is  both  unjust 
and  unwise  to  expect  that  they  will  bear  all  the  burden  and  costs  themselves. 
They  cannot  be  made  thoroughly  efficient  without  more  opportunity  for  training 
than  they  are  now  able  to  obtain,  and  the  community  whom  they  are  depended 
upon  to  protect  in  times  of  crisis  must  pay  for  it. 

A  sufficient  regular  army  for  aU  extraordinary  emergencies  is  out  of  the  ques- 
tion at  present,  and  States  happily  do  not  yet  need  a  regular  force  of  their  own 
men  who  are  nothing  but  soldiers.  A  citizen  soldiery  with  all  its  defects  is  our 
only  defence  against  internal  disorders,  and  we  should  use  every  effort  to  in- 
crease its  efficiency.  The  scenes  of  the  last  few  weeks  have  demonstrated  that 
service  in  the  militia  is  not  merely  playing  soldier,  and  should  remove  all  stigma 
of  ridicule  that  may  attach  to  it  in  the  minds  of  the  unthinking.'' 

The  above  certaiuly  represents  the  geaeral  state  of  public  feeling, 
and  the  action  of  the  National  House  of  Representatives  in  circum- 
scribing and  endeavoring  to  cat  down  the  regular  army,  should  serve 
to  stimulate  the  several  states  to  better  provide  for  the  wants  and  in- 
crease the  eflSciency  of  their  militia. 

Our  uniformed  militia,  as  organized  and  acting  under  the  law,  is 
arranged  in  one  division  of  two  brigades,  which  ai*e  divided  into  small 
battalions,  of  which  there  is  one  battalion  of  six,  three  of  four,  one  of 
three  and  one  of  two  companies  of  Infantry,  together  with  one  bat- 
talion of  Light  Artillery,  composed  of  two  Light  Batteries  of  four 
guns  each,  and  one  battalion  of  Cavalry  having  three  companies.  In 
addition  thei'eto,  (not  attached  to  the  line,)  there  are  three  organiza- 
tions acting  as  Infantry,  one  of  which  is  composed  of  three  companies 
and  the  other  two  are  single  companies. 

The  aggregate  number  of  officers  and  men  composing  the  uniformed 
militia  is  2042;  of  this  number  1531  (not  including  bands)  were  present 
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for  duty  at  the  parade  on  the  occasion  of  the  reception  of  President 
Hayes.  The  law  limits  the  number  of  men  in  the  division  to  1800, 
(without  inclnding  the  companies  not  attached  to  the  line,  which  have 
an  aggregate  of  350.)  I  recommend  that  the  limit  be  placed  at  1600 
instead  of  1800,  which  would  give  ns  a  reliable  force  of  about  1200.  This 
number  should  then  be  properly  equipped  and  maintained.  Without 
going  into  a  detailed  description  of  the  desired  arrangement  of  com- 
panies and  battalions,  I  will  merely  say  that  I  would  recommend  but 
one  brigade,  that  the  infantry  be  assigned  to  battalions  or  regiments 
of  six  or  eight  companies  each,  (for  many  reasons  I  think  a  six  com- 
pany battalion  for  militia  purposes  is  better  than  a  larger  one,)  that 
the  cavalry  be  consolidated  into  one  company,  and  that  one  of  the 
light  batteries  be  supplied  with  Oatling  Guns  in  exchange  for  the  six- 
pounders  now  in  use  by  them,  and  thereby  largely  reduce  the  expenses 
of  maintenance  and  organize  a  more  thoroughly  effective  battery  for 
service  in  time  of  civil  disturbance.  Such  a  change  in  the  law  at  this 
time  would  result  in  less  confusion  in  the  line,  from  the  fact  that  the 
term  for  which  field  ofScers  were  elected  expires  in  May  next 

The  following  extract  from  the  Army  and  Navy  Journal,  dated  June 
28th,  1877,  is  equally  applicable  to  our  State: 

"  A  further  fault  in  the  militia  system  is  found  in  the  niggardly  policy  of  the 
States  to  their  forces,  and  in  the  attempt  to  secure  a  large  show  of  numbers  at 
small  cost.  Such  a  policy  to-day  sends  out  regiments  in  New  York  State  with- 
out overcoats,  blankets,  haversacks,  or  canteens,  sends  the  Philadelphia  troops 
to  Pittsburg  without  food,  the  23d  Brooklyn  to  Hornellsville  with  only  one  day's 
rations,  and  shows  the  United  States,  after  all  the  journalistic  braggadocio  that 
has  been  spent  on  our  supposed  strength  in  '  veterans  of  the  late  war,'  that 
those  veterans  have  almost  departed,  and  that  we  are  as  thoroughly  unmilitary 
and  defencless  in  1877  as  we  were  in  1861." 

Fortunately  our  militia  were  not  called  into  active  service;  had  their 
services  been  required,  they  could  not  have  been  supplied  from  the  re- 
sources at  our  command  with  knapsacks,  haversacks,  canteens,  over- 
coats, blankets,  tents,  or  any  of  the  absolutely  necessary  articles  required 
for  such  duty.     The  statement  of  this  fact  suggests  its  own  comment. 

For  the  six  years  ending  February  1874,  there  was  expended  on  the 
militia  an  annual  average  of  nearly  $33,000.  If  we  are  to  have  an 
effective  force,  well  equipped  and  disciplinedy  at  least  this  amount  will 
be  required.  The  gross  amount  was  largely  appropriated  in  two  years 
and  generally  in  sums  large  or  small,  according  to  the  modesty  of  the 
petitioners  or  the  legislative  influence  of  their  friends.  Had  it  been 
a  regular  annual  allowance  expended  through  the  proper  military 
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departments,  I  firmly  believe  that  the  State  would  have  far  more  to 
show  for  it  than  it  now  has. 

The  discassion  of  this  branch  of  the  subject  leads  me  to  speak  of  the 
' 'National  Guards"  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  which  as  a  whole  is  now 
recognized  as  superior  to  the  militia  of  any  other  State.  I  think  the 
prime  reason  (after  the  fact  of  their  being  organized  as  one  brigade  of 
four  eight  and  ten-company  regiments,)  lies  in  this;  that  the  miUtary 
anthorities  have  a  regular  annual  fund  at  their  disiK)sal  of  about 
t70,000,  which  is  expended  on  about  2600  men.  This  sum  is  not 
appropriated  by  the  Legislature  but  is  raised  by  a  military  per  capita 
tax  of  12.00  on  all  citizens  subject  to  military  duty.  This  system  has 
been  in  operation  several  years,  has  been  foand  to  work  well,  the  tax 
is  not  felt,  and  as  the  money  is  not  annually  appropriated  from  the 
general  treasury  by  the  Legislature,  the  action  is  not  spasmodically 
liberal  or  parsimonious.  As  a  result  of  this  the  military  could  be 
made  immediately  effective  for  riot  or  other  duty,  and  the  expense 
amply  provided  for,  as  was  shown  in  their  ability  to  place  their  whole 
force  in  camp  at  the  Centennial  for  a  week,  fully  supplied  with  camp 
equipage,  with  the  expenses  of  transportation,  rations  and  pay  of  the 
command  provided  for  without  tax  upon  the  men,  by  a  suspension  of 
one  of  the  annual  encampments.  It  would  be  good  policy  to  try  a 
similar  svstem  in  our  State. 

From  the  facts  above  enumerated  a  i-evision  of  the  law  commends 
itself  to  the  Assembly,  and  the  pi*esent  appears  a  favorable  time  for  its 
consideration. 

ACTHORITY   OF  THE   PRESIDENT  TO  ORDER  THE  MILITIA. 

The  controversy  consequent  upon  the  Presidential  Election  contests 
of  1876 — 7,  and  the  Railroad  Riots  in  July,  brought  into  prominence 
the  question  of  what  power  was  vested  in  the  President  to  order  the 
militia.  It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  state  briefly  the  law  regarding 
it.  For  most  of  these  facts  I  am  indebted  to  the  Army  and  Navy 
Journal,  of  November  25tli,  1876. 

Section  8,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  savs: 

"  Congress  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute 
the  laws  of  the  Union,  to  suppress  insurrections  and  repel  invasion." 

By  virtue  of  this  power.  Congress  passed  an  act  in  1795,  which  has 
been  revised  at  various  times,  but  virtually  remains  the  same  as  when 
enacted,  to  read  as  follows,  viz: 
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Section  1643,  Revised  Statutes.  "Whenever  the  United  States  are  invaded, 
or  in  imminent  flanger  of  invasion  from  any  foreign  nation  or  Indian  tribe, 
or  of  rebellion  against  the  authority  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  to  call  forth  such  number  of  the  militia  of  the 
State  or  States  most  convenient  to  the  place  of  danger  or  scene  of  action,  as  he 
may  deem  necessary  to  repel  such  invasion  or  to  suppress  such  rebellion,  and  to 
issue  his  orders  for  that  purpose  to  such  officers  of  the  militia  as  he  may  think 
proper." 

This  anthority  was  qnestioned  by  a  New  York  militia-man  many 
years  since,  and  the  case  was  decided  against  him  by  the  Supreme 
Coart  of  that  State;  it  was  then  carried  to  the  Supremo  Court  of  the 
United  States,  which  sustained  the  decision,  (Martin  vs.  Mott,  re- 
ported in  12  Wheaton,  19.)  In  its  opinion  the  court  maintained  that 
the  action  of  a  Court  Martial  in  such  a  case,  would  bo  binding,  not- 
withstanding that  actual  war  was  not  then  existing.  The  authority 
therefore  is  indisputable,  that  the  President,  in  time  of  danger, 
may  issae  his  orders  to  such  officers  of  the  militia  as  he  may  think 
proper. 

RECEPTIOK  OF  THE  PBESIDENT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. — MUSTER. 

President  Rutherford  B.  Hayes  having  accepted  an  invitation  from 
the  General  Assembly  to  visit  this  State,  on  the  occasion  of  the  re- 
union of  several  of  the  army  societies,  it  was  decided  to  pamde  all  the 
uniformed  militia  for  review  in  his  honor,  and  to  order  the  Annual 
Muster  (usually  occurring  in  October)  for  the  29th  of  June.  Upon 
the  arrival  of  the  President  in  the  City  of  Providence,  on  the  28th  of 
June,  he  was  received  by  the  First  Battalion  of  Infantry,  (First  Light 
Infantry  Regiment)  Col.  R.  U.  L  Goddard,  commanding,  and  was 
escorted  to  the  Executive  Mansion  (provided  for  the  time  being)  on 
Benefit  street,  a  large  body  of  Veteran  Soldiers  of  the  late  war,  nnder 
command  of  Major  General  Burnside,  joining  in  the  escort  On  the 
29th,  the  President,  with  members  of  his  Cabinet  and  Gov.  Van  Zandt 
and  Staff  were  escorted  to  the  "Dexter  Training  Ground"  by  the 
Newport  Artillery  Company  and  the  First  Battalion  of  Infantry,  under 
command  of  Col.  John  Hare  Powell,  to  witness  the  review.  The 
escort  was  placed  in  line  and  at  12  M.,  all  the  militia,  under  Major 
General  William  R.  Walker,  commanding  the  Division,  were  reviewed 
by  the  President. 

The  occasion  was  one  long  to  be  remembered,  the  magnificent 
weather,  the  fresh  and  beautiful  foliage,  the  great  multitude  of  specta- 
tors, the  general  good  order  that  prevailed,  the  brilliant  uniforms  and 
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the  unexceptionable  review  combined  to  produce  an  effect  seldom  ex- 
celled. I  have  witnessed  a  great  many  reviews  but  have  not  seen  a 
finer  one.  After  the  review,  the  president  was  escorted  by  the  whole 
command  under  Major  Oeneral  Walker,  through  the  principal  streets 
of  Providence  to  the  "Executive  Mansion,"  where  the  Division  was 
dismissed,  and  the  special  escort,  awaiting  the  convenience  of  the 
President,  accompanied  him  to  the  Newport  boat  Further  escort 
duty  was  performed  by  the  Newport  Artillery  Company,  in  Newport, 
until  the  departui-e  of  the  President  for  New  York,  at  10  P.  M. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  customary  Fall  Muster  could  not  have 
been  held  in  addition  to  this  parade  or  ceremony.  The  occasions  for 
assembling  the  militia  are  too  rare;  if  they  could  be  brought  together 
more  frequently  or  for  a  longer  time,  their  efficiency  would  be  much 
increased. 

INSPECTIONS. 

The  annual  inspections  by  Brig.  Gen.  Charles  E.  Dennis,  Quarter- 
master General,  have  been  conducted  (in  November  and  December) 
in  the  usual  manner.  The  commands  voluntarily  parade  for  this  in- 
spection, and  General  Dennis  reports  them  for  the  most  part  in  very 
good  condition. 

Occasions  such  as  "Mustora,"  "Inspections"  and  the  like,  are  a 
great  incentive  to  improvement  in  drill,  discipline  and  general  appear- 
ance; but  for  them  the  militia  generally  would  fall  into  a  state  of 
lethargy.  In  view  of  the  unusually  early  period  at  which  the  "Mus- 
ter" was  held  this  year,  the  occurrence  of  these  inspections  at  this 
time  proves  of  more  than  usual  value. 

THE  EXAMINING   BOARD. 

The  biennial  election  of  line  officers  occurred  in  May;  this  in  addi- 
tion to  elections  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  resignations,  brought  quite 
a  number  of  officers  before  the  Examining  Board,  of  which  Brig.  Gen. 
Frederick  Miller  is  President.  The  reports  from  the  board  to  this 
office  show  that  much  greater  attention  is  given  by  the  newly  elected 
officers  to  a  proper  knowledge  of  their  duties,  and  that  the  results  are 
decidedly  advantageous  to  the  service. 

A  still  higher  standard  of  attainment  is  needed,  and  the  system  now 
inaugurated  will  serve  to  produce  a  better  drilled  corps  of  officers  than 
formerly. 
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CONCLUSION. 

Three  years  of  duty  have  been  performed  since  the  present  system 
▼ent  into  operation,  and  the  current  expenses  have  been  somewhat 
under  tlT^OOO  per  annum.  As  the  average  expenditure  for  the  mili- 
tia for  six  years  previous  was  nearly  double  this  amount,  the  expecta- 
tions of  the  advocates  of  the  law  are  fully  realized  that  its  results 
would  be,  increased  efiQciency  and  greater  economy.  If  the  organiza- 
tion, which  I  have  herein  recommended,  should  be  adopted  on  the 
same  basis  of  pay  as  is  now  allowed,  it  would  no  doubt  produce  a  more 
effective  body  with  less  expense;  still  a  more  desirable  and  satisfactory 
military  establishment  requires  a  larger,  judicious  appropriation. 

Anticipating  a  modification  of  the  law  at  some  early  day,  it  was 
nevertheless  expected  to  remain  without  change  for  a  longer  period 
than  it  has;  the  events  of  the  past  year,  however,  show  that  no  effort 
should  be  spared  to  bring  our  militia  to  its  highest  attainable  point  of 
efficiency.    It  therefore  seems  advisable  to  ask  another  revision.

REPORT 


To  the  Honorable    Oeiieral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island, 
at  Us  January  Session,  A.  Z>.  1878: — 

The  License  Commissioners  in  and  for  the  city  of  Providence, 
State  of  Bhode  Island,  herewith  respectfully  submit  their  third  annual 
report. 

The  act  for  regulating  and  restraining  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  has  been  thoroughly  enforced  in  this  city  during  the  year 
just  passed,  and  we  have  to  repeat  that  no  illegal  sales  of  liquors  are 
made  here  openly.     The  fees  for  license  remains  as  heretofore. 

The  average  cost  of  license  this  year  is  1228.00. 

llie  entire  cost  of  collecting  fees  and  maintenance  of  the  Com- 
mission is  about  4  per  cent,  on  the  amount  collected. 

It  will  be  noticed  by  comparing  the  following  statements,  substan- 
tiated by  figures,  that  a  desirable  reform  has  been  accomplished,  in 
that  the  traffic  in  liquors  has  been  placed  in  fewer  hands.  We  believe 
the  business  now  is  represented  by  about  the  proper  number  of  persons, 
most  of  whom  conduct  its  affairs  in  an  unobjectionable  manner  as  far 
as  may  be,  and  all  of  whom  are  prompt  in  adopting  any  change  we 
may  suggest. 
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From  the  15th  of  July,  1875,   to  the  15th  of  July,  1876, 

we  issued  licenses 664, 

the  fees  amounting  to $116,600.00 

From  the  15th  of  July,  1876,  to  the  16th  of  July,  1877, 

there  were  issued  licenses 483, 

and  collected  in  fees 108,525.00 

From  the  16th  of   July,   1877,   to  January   10th,   1878, 

we  issued  licenses 386, 

the  fees  for  which  amounted  to 88,350.00 

Entire  collection  for  fees  to  date $313,475.00 

By  this  showing  it  will  be  observed  that  the  number  of  licensees  in 
this  city  has  steadily  decreased  and  we  are  prepared  to  show  that  the 
number  now  engaged  in  the  sale  of  liquors  is  less  by  one-half  than  was 
the  number  in  the  year  previous  to  July,  1875.  The  entire  issue  of 
licenses  for  the  year  terminating  with  July  16th  next,  will  probably 
not  exceed  430,  the  fees  for  the  same  amounting  to  about  $100,000,00. 

It  must  be  admitted  that  the  material  interests  of  the  State  and  the 
city  of  Providence,  have  not  suffered  by  the  license  law,  the  fees 
amounting  to  so  large  a  sum,  helping  to  lift  the  financial  load  they 
are  now  carrying. 

The  number  of  arrests  in  this  city  for  dmnkenenss  and  revelling, 
from  July  1st,  1874  to  July  Ist,  1875,  was  5,561. 

From  July  1st,  1876,  to  July  Ist,  1877,  the  number  of  arrests  for 
the  same  offences  was  4,242,  decrease  in  number  of  arrests,  1,319. 

Different  people  will  draw  different  conclusions  from  these  figures. 
We  believe,  they  will  receive  the  approval  of  those  who  think  that 
means  should  be  judged  by  the  results  they  produce. 

CLUB   ROOMS. 

The  representatives  of  these  establishments,  which  were  numerous 
in  this  city  previous  to  July,  1875,  have  declined  the  business.  But 
one  or  two,  supported  by  the  sale  of  liquors,  now  exist  here. 
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HOUSES  OF  ILL-FAME. 

No  license  is  granted  to  the  keepera  of  these  houses. 

WAITER  GIRLS. 

No  license  is  placed  in  Saloons  employing  waiter  girls,  ^'so  called.^' 
But  two  Saloons  of  this  character  now  remain  in  this  city.  Their 
license,  soon  to  expire,  will  not  be  renewed. 

DESECRATION  OF  THE  SABBATH. 

We  impress  upon  Licensees  the  importance  of  refraining  from  busi- 
ness on  Sunday. 

The  fact  of  their  being  licensed,  places  them  under  bonds  for  be- 
havior that  shall  be  the  least  offensive,  and  for  this,  if  for  no  other 
reason,  an  abandonment  of  Sunday  business  seems  demanded. 

In  our  last  report  to  the  Legislature  we  suggested  the  propriety  of 
BO  amending  the  act,  that  authority  should  be  vested  in  the  officers  to 
arrest  without  warrant  any  one  detected  in  making  sales  of  liquor  on 
Sunday;  we  now  renew  the  suggestion. 

ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  LAW. 

The  law  is  being  administered  to  the  discomfiture  of  its  violators,  to 
nearly  all  of  whom  it  has  and  will  continue  to  protre  nnremunerative. 
It  is  the  aim  of  the  Commissioners  that  any  one  arraigned  for  a  viola- 
tion of  the  Liquor  Law,  shall  be  speedily  convicted  and  sentenced,  and 
to  this  end  all  necessary  appliances  are  directed. 

APPEALS. 

Our  cases  appealed  to  a  higher  court  are  now  reached  and  tried 
promptly. 

As  the  treatment  of  appealed  criminal  cases  by  the  courts,  has  been 
publicly  alluded  too  recently,  it  may  be  not  inopportune  for  us  to 
state,  that  during  our  three  years  connection  with  the  business,  not  a 
settlement  of  a  case  in  which  we  were  interested  has  been  made,  when 
any  concession  of  importance  from  the  penalty  fixed  by  law  was 
demanded.

of  our  basiness.

To  the  Honorable  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Islandy  etCy 
at  its  January  Session,  1878  : 

The  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  respectfully  present 
their  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1877,  as  required  by 
the  Public  Laws,  (Chap.  603,  Sec.  13.) 

At  the  January  session,  1877,  was  passed  "An  act  providing  for 
the  government  and  control  of  the  State  institutions  in  the  town  of 
Cranston.'*  This  act  forms  Chapter  603  of  the  Public  Laws;  and 
may  be  found  in  the  schedule  of  the  January  session,  pages  121-131, 
and  in  the  appendix  at  the  end  of  this  report.  It  went  into  effect 
June  5,  1877. 

By  the  provisions  of  the  act  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Cor- 
rections is  re-constituted.  The  former  members  retain  their  positions 
for  the  terms  for  which  they  were  appointed;  and  two  members,  namely, 
one  from  the  county  of  Providence,  and  one  from  the  State  at  large, 
are  added  to  the  Board;  making  the  number,  at  present,  nine. 

The  act  also  provides  (Sec.  6,)  that  "the  oversight,  management 
and  control  of  the  State  prison  and  Providence  County  jail,  shall  be 
vested  in  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections,"  in  addition 
to  their  former  duties. 


6  STATE  CHARITIES  AKD  CORRECTIONS. 

The  title  of  Superintendent  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  is 
changed  to  Agent  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections;  and  that  of 
Superintendent  of  the  State  Farm  is  changed  to  Superintendent  of 
the  State  Institutions  in  Cranston,  (Sec.  9.) 

The  other  portions  of  the  new  law  relate,  mainly,  to  details  of 
management. 

At  the  May  session,  His  Excellency  Governor  Van  Zandt  appointed 
Mr.  Stephen  R.  Weeden,  of  Providence,  the  additional  member  from 
the  county  of  Providence,  for  three  years;  and  Mr.  Alfred  B.  Chad- 
sey,  of  Wickford,  from  the  State  at  large,  for  six  years. 

Mr.  Samuel  W.  Church,  of  Bristol,  whose  term  expired  June  1, 
positively  declined  a  reappointment;  and  Mr.  Allen  C.  Mathewson,  of 
Barrington,  was  appointed  by  the  Governor,  in  his  place,  for  six  years. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  board,  held  June  1,  the  following  resolutions, 
offered  by  the  chairman,  were  unanimously  adopted: 

Whereas,  Hon.  Samuel  W.  Church,  who  has  been  a  member  of  this  board 
during  the  entire  period  of  its  existence,  has  signified  his  purpose  of  retiring 
from  it ;  and,  whereas,  our  earnest  wishes,  repeatedly  expressed,  have  been  in- 
sufficient to  induce  him  to  change  that  purpose,  therefore. 

Resolved,  That,  in  leaving  us,  he  carries  with  him  our  warm  regards  and  our 
best  wishes  for  his  continued  prosperity  and  happiness. 

Resolved,  That,  while  we  shall  miss  his  kindly  and  genial  presence,  his  wise 
counsels,  and  his  accustomed  companionship  in  all  our  labors,  it  shall  be  our 
aim  to  emulate  the  example  of  fidelity  and  devotion  to  our  common  trust, 
which  he  has  so  constantly  set  before  us. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  our  earnest  hope  that  his  interest  in  these  institutions,  for 
which  he  has  so  long  and  so  efficiently  labored,  may  remain  unabated;  and  that 
he  will  find  it  convenient,  hereafter,  to  be  frequently  with  us,  to  encourage  and 
cheer  us  in  our  work ;  sure,  at  all  times,  of  a  hearty  welcome. 

At  a  meeting  held  June  15,  Prof.  George  I.  Chace,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  under  the  former  organization,  after  calling  to  order,  spoke 
as  follows: 

"  The  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  enters  to-day  on  a 
new  era  in  its  history;  an  era  of  greater  responsibilities,  of  increased 
labor,  of  higher  trusts.  Another  institution  has  been  added  to  those 
heretofore  under  its  charge.     I  hold  in  my  hand  a  communication 
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from  the  Rev.  Augastus  Woodbury,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  In- 
spectors of  the  State  Prison,  which,  with  your  permission,  I  will  read: 

Pbovidknck,  June  6,  1877. 
Pbof.  Gboboe  L  Chace, 

Chairman  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections:

JFbr  the  Inspectors  of  the  R  I.  State  Prison, 

"  We  are  fortunate  in  receiving  this  added  institution  in  so  excel- 
lent condition  from  the  hands  of  gentlemen,  who  have  understood  so 
well  its  needs,  and  have  so  carefully  and  faithfully  attended  to  them. 
We  are  also  fortunate  in  having,  with  this  increased  responsibility,  a 
large  accession  of  strength.  One  of  our  number,  who  has  been  in 
Europe  during  the  past  year,  and  upon  whose  clear  judgment  and 
sound  practical  sense  we  have  been  accustomed  to  rely  with  so  great 
confidence,  is  to-day  with  us.  Of  the  new  members,  now  for  the  first 
time  present,  one  brings  to  us  the  experience  and  wisdom,  gathered 
from  more  than  a  decade  of  devoted  and  faithful  service  on  the  Board 
of  Prison  Inspectors.  Others  come,  not  only  with  large  intelligence 
and  ability  in  the  management  of  affairs,  but  with  special  qualifica- 
tions of  a  high  order  for  particular  departments  of  service.  While 
we  realize,  therefore,  the  extent  and  magnitude  of  the  work  before  ;is, 
—a  work  that  will  tax  the  best  energies  of  every  one  of  us,  I  think 
we  may  look  forward  with  cheerfulness  and  hope  to  its  successful 
performance. 

Our  first  business,  this  morning,  will  be  to  organize  under  the  new 
act;  by  choosing  a  chairman  and  secretary,  appointing  standing  com- 
mittees, and  adopting  rules  and  regulations  for  the  guidance  of  the 
board  in  the  transaction  of  business." 

Prof.  George  I.  Chace  was  then  reelected  Chairman,  and  William 
W.  Chapin,  Seci-eUiry. 
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The  following  Rules  and  Regulations,  relating  to  the  organization 
of  the  Board  and  the  duties  of  its  members,  were  adopted: 

The  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  shall  be  organized  as  follows: 

1.  There  shall  be  a  Chairman,  a  Secretary  and  seven  standing  committees; 
namely,  a  Committee  on  the  Farm;  a  Committee  on  Supplies;  a  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Repairs;  a  Committee  on  Labor  and  Discipline;  a  Committee  on 
Finance  and  Accounts;  a  Committee  on  Hygiene;  and  a  Committee  on  Schools 
and  on  Moral  and  Religious  Instruction. 

2.  The  Board  shall  meet  at  the  State  Farm,  on  the  first  Friday,  and  at  the 
office  in  the  city  of  Providence,  on  the  third  Friday,  of  each  month;  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  vote.  Special  meetings  maybe  ordered  by  vote;  or,  in 
cases  of  emergency,  by  the  Chairman;  or  by  the  Secretary  in  the  absence  of 
the  Chairman.  A  majority  of  all  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any 
regular  meeting. 

3.  The  Chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board,  and  shall  preside  at  their 
meetings;  but  shall  not  vote  except  in  case  of  a  tie.  He  shall  appoint  the  stand- 
ing committees,  of  which  he  shall  be  ex-offido  a  member;  and  may  be  present  at 
their  meetings,  and  shall  have  a  vote  in  the  committees. 

4.  The  Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board,  shall  keep  the  records 
of  the  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  meetings  of  committees,  when  so  re- 
quested ;  and  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended.  He  shall  keep 
such  books  of  account,  in  such  manner,  and  according  to  such  system,  as  shall 
be  directed  by  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Accounts.  He  shall  collect  all 
moneys  due,  giving  receipts  therefor,  and  shall  pay  such  moneys  into  the  State 
treasury,  as  required  by  law. 

He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  appropriate  Committees,  make  all  the 
purchases  of  supplies  and  material  for  the  institutions  and  for  the  farm;  but,  by 
consent  of  the  appropriate  committee,  may  delegate  the  authority  to  a  member  or 
employ6  of  the  Board. 

He  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  after  the  end  of  each  quarter  of  the  year, 
make  to  the  Board  a  classified  statement  of  the  amounts  of  money  received  and 
expended,  the  amount  of  indebtedness,  and  the  balance  of  resources  available 
for  the  use  of  the  Board. 

He  shall  receive  and  report  at  each  meeting  all  applications  and  communica- 
tions to  the  Board ;  including  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  State  Insti- 
tutions, the  Agent  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections,  and  the  Warden  of  the 
State  Prison,  and  all  other  matters  to  be  acted  upon. 

He  shall  prepare  an  annual  report  to  the  Board,  and  also  the  report  of  the 
Board  to  the  General  Assembly ;  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Board. 

5.  The  Committee  on  the  Farm  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  relating  to 
the  cultivation  of  the  land  and  the  raising  of  crops;  the  making  of  drains  and 
the  utilization  of  sewage ;  the  planting  of  fruit  and  ornamental  trees,  and  the 
purchase  of  live  stock,  teams  and  farm  implements. 
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6.  The  Committee  on  Supplies  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  relating  to 
the  purchase  and  use  of  supplies;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  look  after  the 
physical  comfort  of  the  inmates  so  far  as  food,  clothing  and  bedding,  and  the 
condition  of  the  dormitories  and  cells  are  concerned. 

7.  The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Repairs  shall  have  charge  of  the  plans 
and  construction  of  such  new  buildings  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Board;  the 
removal  or  destruction  of  such  as  may  become  useless;  the  repairs  and  altera- 
tions which  may  be  needed;  and,  in  general,  of  everything  that  appertains  to 
construction  and  repairs. 

8.  The  Committee  on  Labor  and  Discipline  shall  have  charge  of  all  mat- 
ters connected  with  the  labor  of  the  inmates,  not  working  upon  the  land;  in- 
cluding the  making  of  contracts  for  the  same  authorized  by  the  Board,  the 
duties  and  obligations  of  contractors,  and  the  hours  of  labor;  and  of  everything 
relating  to  correction  and  punishment. 

It  shall  be  their  duty  to  see  that  the  inmates  of  the  institutions  are  treated 
with  kindness,  and  that  no  unnecessary  or  excessive  punishments  are  inflicted 
in  the  prison,  and  in  the  workhouse  and  house  of  correction. 

9.  The  Committee  on  Finance  and  Accounts  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Board;  the  accounts  of  the  Secretary 
and  of  all  the  employes  of  the  Board ;  the  business  of  the  Board  with  cities, 
towns  and  individuals,  regarding  the  board  and  clothing  of  both  sane  and  in- 
sane paupers;  and  shall,  in  their  discretion  by  one  of  their  number,  examine 
and  approve  all  the  bills  of  expenditure  of  the  Board,  which  shall  be  presented 
by  the  Secretary  before  being  sent  to  the  State  Auditor  for  payment. 

10.  The  Committee  on  Hygiene  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  relating  to 
the  health  of  the  inmates  and  the  treatment  of  those  diseased,  and  to  the  ven- 
tilation, drainage  and  cleanliness  of  the  buildings.  It  shall  be  their  duty,  con- 
Jointly  with  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  to  examine  the  food  of  the  inmates  as 
regards  both  the  material  thereof,  and  the  manner  of  cooking  it. 

11.  The  Committee  on  Schools  and  on  Moral  and  Religious  Instruction,  shall 
have  charge  of  all  matters  connected  with  the  religious  services  on  Sunday; 
with  the  schools  that  may  be  established  at  the  different  institutions,  and  the 
instruction  of  the  children  in  the  almshouse;  and  with  the  selection  of  suitable 
books  and  other  reading  matter,  and  the  care  of  the  books. 

It  shall  be  their  duty  to  watch  over  the  moral  welfare  of  the  inmates;  to 
recommend  and  direct  the  employment  of  every  feasible  means  for  their  im- 
provement ;  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  elevate  their  minds ;  and  especially  to  use 
their  utmost  efforts  to  reform  the  characters  of  the  inmates  of  the  prison  and  of 
the  workhouse  and  house  of  correction. 

12.  The  several  committees, — acting  as  committees,  and  not  as  individuals, — 
shall  have  authority  to  confer  with  and  direct  the  executive  officers  employed  by 
the  Board  in  all  matters  appertaining  to  their  respective  duties;  but  all  im- 
portant measures,  outside  of  the  usual  routine  business  of  the  different  depart- 
ments, shall  come  before  the  Board  at  a  regular  meeting. 

13.  In  compliance  with  a  portion  of  Section  17,  Chapter  608,  of  the  public 
laws,  which  is  as  follows:   "One  or  more  members  of  said  Board  shall,  at 
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least  twice  a  month,  visit  the  prison,  examine  into  the  condition  of  the  pris- 
oners, hear  any  complaints  that  they  may  make,  and  see  that  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  prison  are  strictly  observed;  and  the  person  or  persons  so  visiting 
shall  keep  a  particular  record  of  such  visits  and  the  complaints  made  to  them 
by  the  prisoners,  whether  well  or  ill-founded,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose, 
open  to  the  inspection  of  the  whole  Board,  and  to  be  filed  with  the  records  of 
said  Board,"  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member  in  turn— excepting  the  Chair- 
man and  Secretary — to  visit  the  prison,  as  by  law  prescribed;  but  the  Chairman 
or  Secretary  may  take  the  place  of  a  member  at  his  request,  or  one  member  may 
take  the  place  of  another. 
This  rule  shall  be  extended  to  the  other  institutions  at  the  State  Farm. 

14.  The  order  of  business  at  the  regular  meetings  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Reading  of  the  record  of  the  preceding  meeting. 

2.  Reports  of  executive  officers. 

8.  Reading  and  hearing  petitions  for  release. 

4.  Reports  of  standing  and  of  special  committees. 

6.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  New  business. 

15.  These  rules  may  be  changed  by  vote,  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board, 
notice  thereof  having  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting.

The  office  of  Deputy  Superintendent  of  the  Workhouse  and  House 
of  Correction  has  been  vacant  since  April  1,  and  that  of  Farmer  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  duties  of  both  of  these  offices  have  been  per- 
formed by  the  Superintendent  of  the  State  Institutions,  in  addition 
to  his  own. 


COKSTRUCTION. 


Addition  to  the  Cottage  for  Excited  Patients  at  the  Asylum  for  the 

Insane. 


This  building  is  of  wood,  with  tinned  roof;  and  is  40  feet  long  by 
30  feet  wide.  It  contains  two  dining-rooms,  one  for  men  and  one  for 
women;  with  pantries  attached,  in  which  are  sinks,  closets,  &c. 
Formerly  the  inmates  of  the  cottage  were  obliged  to  go,  in  all  weath- 
ers, to  the  pavilions  for  their  meals. 

The  work  was  done,  mostly,  by  contract.  The  steam-heating  appa- 
ratus and  plumbing,  however,  were  put  in,  and  the  foundations  laid 
by  inmates  of  the  Workhouse;  and  the  closets,  sinks,  tables,  &c.,  were 
made,  and  the  painting  done,  by  inmates  of  the  Asylum.  The  cost 
of  the  building  was  $1,089.84. 
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Piggery. — A  building,  in  which  swine  could  be  comfortably  shel- 
tered and  conveniently  cared  for,  has  long  been  needed.  One  has 
been  constructed  during  the  year,  which  fulfils  these  requirements 
very  satisfactorily.  It  is  complete  with  the  exception  of  plastering. 
The  building  is  connected  with  the  barn,  standing  at  a  right  angle 
with  the  wing  on  the  south  side;  and  is  102  feet  in  length  by  32  feet 
in  width.  It  is  built  of  the  same  material  as  the  barn,  the  walls  being 
of  stone,  and  the  covering  of  the  roof  slate.  The  interior  is  divided 
into  twenty  pens,  ten  feet  by  ten  feet;  with  a  central  alley,  eight  feet 
wide,  running  the  whole  length  of  the  building.  Before  cementing 
the  floor  of  the  alley,  joists  were  laid  upon  which  rails  may  be  placed; 
so  that  a  feeding  car  can  be  used,  if  required.  On  the  outside  of  the 
building,  on  either  side,  are  yards,  one  for  each  pen;  and  doors,  which 
can  be  lifted  by  means  of  cords  by  a  person  standing  in  the  central 
alley,  enable  the  animals  to  pass  in  and  out.  Eighteen  windows  on  the 
sides  and  two  ventilators  on  the  roof,  easily  opened  and  closed  at 
pleasure,  afford  ample  means  of  ventilation. 

Shed  and  Carnage-House, — On  the  north  side  of  the  wing  of  the 
barn,  a  shed  has  been  built  of  sufficient  capacity  to  protect  from  the 
weather  all  the  farm  wagons,  implements  and  tools  of  every  descrip- 
tion. It  is  in  the  form  of  an  L;  and,  with  the  barn,  encloses  a  yard 
81i  by  7G  feet.  Its  length,  measured  midway  between  front  and  rear, 
is  191i  feet,  and  its  width  34  feet;  the  area  covered  being  6,511  square 
feet.  This  measurement  includes  the  carriage-house,  which  is  made 
by  enclosing  39  feet  of  the  length  of  the  shed  at  the  end;  thus  giving 
1,326  square  feet  for  carriages.  The  rear  of  the  shed  is  formed  by  a 
stone  wall,  laid  in  mortar,  13  feet  high  and  about  two  feet  in  thick- 
ness; and  the  front  is  supported  on  posts  151  ^^^  in  height.  The  roof 
is  tinned  in  the  best  manner. 

In  building  both  the  piggery,  and  the  shed  and  carriage-house,  a 
large  part  of  the  carpenters'  work  was  done  by  inmates,  only  a  master 
builder  having  been  hired;  and  the  painting  was  done  entirely  by 
them.  As  far  tis  possible  the  material  from  the  old  bams,  which  have 
been  torn  down,  was  used  in  the  construction  of  these  buildings. 
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The  bam  has  been  plastered  on  the  inside  and  outside,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  portion  of  the  basement,  which  was  not  in  condition  to 
work  upon.     The  area  of  wall  plastered  is  4,672f  square  yards. 

The  outla)^  for  the  piggery,  shed  and  carriage-house,  and  for  plas- 
tering the  barn  was  $3,901.99. 

A  wall  without  mortar  has  been  built,  entirely  by  inmates,  under 
the  old  basket-shop  roof;  which  was  moved  last  year  to  the  rear  of  the 
new  bam. 

To  complete  the  bam,  the  following  items  of  work  remain  to  be 
done:  namely,  plastering  the  shed  wall,  piggery,  and  a  portion  of  the 
basement;  cementing  the  cellar  of  the  main  bam  and  the  floor  of  the 
carriage-house.  The  cost  of  these  items  will  be  but  a  few  hundreds 
of  dollars. 

Plasteri7ig  the  Workhouse  Yard  Wall  and  Storehouse. — The  cost  of 
plastering  the  former,  which  was  built  in  1874  and  1875,  was  $545.60; 
and  the  area  of  wall  plastered,  3898f  square  yards.  The  cost  of  plas- 
tering the  storehouse,  built  in  1875,  was  $119.82. 

A  second  oven  has  been  built  in  the  bakery;  and  two  ventilators 
have  been  placed  upon  the  roof  of  the  cookhouse,  one  over  the  cook- 
room  and  one  over  the  bakery.  The  cost  of  these  improvements  was 
»255.24. 

In  July  a  telephone  was  attached  to  the  telegraph  wire  running 
from  the  office  in  Providence  to  the  office  at  the  State  Farm.  It 
works  admirably,  and  has  proved  to  be  exceedingly  useful  in  commu- 
nicating between  the  Farm  and  the  city. 

WORK   FOR  THE    NEW  STATE   PRISON. 

The  Board  has  continued  to  furnish,  during  the  working  season, 
the  stone  for  the  Prison,  Workshop,  Warden's  House,  &c.  In  the 
agreement  entered  into  between  the  Prison  Commission  and  this 
Board,  no  price  per  cubic  yard  of  stone  was  named;  but  men  and 
teams  were  to  be  furnished  at  prices  agreed  upon.  Teams  w^ith  drivers, 
for  hoisting  and  moving  material,  Ac,  at  the  Prison,  and  derricks, 
have  also  been  provided  by  this  Board  as  heretofore. 
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The  total  amount  received  from  the  Prison  Commission  during  the 
year  was  $10,107.90,  of  which  the  sum  of  WOO.  00  was  for  stone  quar- 
ried in  1876.

During  the  coming  year  the  Board  will  grade  the  grounds  in  front 
of  the  prison,  build  the  roads  leading  to  it,  lay  out  paths,  &c.,  &c., 
under  an  agreement  recently  made  with  the  Prison  Commission. 


PURCHASE    AND   EXCHANGE   OF    LAND. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Board  learned  that  a  strip  of  land  adjoining 
the  State  Farm,  and  containing  about  eleven  acres,  was  for  sale.  As 
early  as  1873  negotiations  had  been  entered  into  with  a  view  to  the 
purchase  of  this  strip,  as  it  was  deemed  desirable  to  obtain  possession 
of  it;  but  the  price  then  asked  was  thought  too  high.  In  March, 
1877,  the  chairman  was  authorized  to  purchase  this  land,  at  a  cost  not

to  exceed  $1,500.00;  and  in  May  a  deed  of  it  was  obtained  for  that 
sum. 

The  considerations  which  induced  the  Board  to  make  this  purchase 
were  these:  First,  a  portion  of  the  land  was  flowed  by  the  pond  at 
the  Water  Works;  second,  the  lot  is  quite  near  the  new  Prison, — 
within  five  hundred  feet  of  the  yard  wall,  and  might  have  fallen  into 
the  hands  of  persons  who  would  use-  it  for  objectionable  purposes; 
and  third,  it  was  thought  that  a  portion  of  it  might  be  exchanged  for 
another  piece  of  land  still  nearer  to  the  Prison,  which  was  needed  for 
an  entrance  to  the  Prison  grounds. 

The  land  was  bought  under  authority  granted  to  the  Board  in  1869, 
to  purchase  additional  land  for  the  State  Farm,  (See  Schedule  of  May 
Session,  1869,  page  21,)  the  amount  to  be  expended  not  to  exceed 
$10,500.  Of  this  sum,  *7,000  were  paid  in  1869  for  the  "  Brayton 
Farm;"  $800,  in  1872,  for  the  "Pardon  Williams  lot,"  a  piece  of  land 
containing  about  three  and  one-half  acres,  enclosed  within  the  territo- 
ry of  the  State  Farm,  and  quite  near  to  the  present  Almshouse;  and 
♦1,500  for  the  strip  mentioned  above — in  all  $9,300;  leaving  an  unex- 
pended balance  of  $1,200. 

As  was  anticipated,  by  gaining  possession  of  this  land,  the  Board 
was  enabled  to  procure  a  triangular  lot  which  tlie  Prison  Commission 
was  desirous  of  obtaining,  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  the  grounds  in 
front  of  the  Prison,  and  making  a  proper  entrance  thereto.  Acting 
under  authority  granted  at  the  May  Session,  1877,  (See  Appendix,) 
the  Board  agreed  to  exchange  with  Samuel  Burlingame  about  four 
and  three-quarter  acres  of  the  land  recently  purchased,  for  an  equal 
area  adjoining  the  Prison  grounds.  A  deed  of  tlie  land  was  received 
from  Mr.  Burlingame  in  November,  and  the  General  Treasurer,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  resohition,  made  a  conveyance 
on  the  part  of  the  State. 

PONTIAC    AVENUE. 

At  the  May  Session,  1877,  aresolution  was  passed  by  the  General 
Assembly  (See  Appendix  to  this  report,)  directing  the  Board  "to  re- 
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pair  and  improve  the  road  leading  to  the  State  Farm  from  the  line  of 
the  city  of  Providence." 

It  had  been  known  by  the  Board  that  the  town  of  Cranston  desired 
the  State  to  assist  in  improving  the  "  Pontiac,  or  Middle  road,"  now 
called  "Pontiac  Avenue."  It  was  also  known  that  a  considerable 
amount  of  grading  would  be  necessary  in  front  of  the  new  Prison, 
including  the  lowering  of  the  grade  of  the  road  at  this  point;  but, 
until  the  passage  of  the  above  resolution,  it  was  not  known  to  what 
extent  the  Board  would  be  called  upon  to  aid  in  these  improvements. 

The  purpose  of  the  resolution  was  carefully  considered,  and  the 
conclusion  reached,  that  the  appropriation  should  be  expended  along 
the  line  of  the  State  Farm,  which  extends  nearly  a  mile  upon  this 
road. 

Nothing  could  be  done,  however,  fo  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the 
resolution,  until  the  Prison  Commission  had  decided  upon  a  new  grade 
in  front  of  the  Prison,  and  until  the  authorities  of  Cranston  had  es- 
tablished the  grade  and  the  new  lines  of  the  road.  Several  interviews 
were  had  with  the  Town  Council  of  Cranston;  and,  about  the  first  of 
November,  the  new  grade  was  definitely  fixed,  and  a  Commission  ap- 
pointed by  the  town  to  establish  the  new  lines  of  the  road.  The 
season  was  then  too  far  advanced  to  accomplish  much  before  winter. 
Work  was  at  once  begun,  however,  in  front  of  the  Superintendent's 
house,  upon  a  part  of  the  road  which  has  always  been  in  a  bad  condi- 
tion in  wet  seasons,  on  account  of  the  springiness  of  the  land.  The 
grade  was  lowered  here,  and  the  material  taken  out  was  used,  so  far  as 
it  would  go,  to  fill  up  the  depression  in  the  road  where  the  unfinished 
Pontiac  Branch  Railroad  crosses  it;  a  stoiie  drain  was  laid  to  carry  off 

■ 

the  water,  and  the  road  bed  filled  with  stone  and  gravelled. 

The  Board  has  drawn  $816.37  from  the  appropriation  for  the  work, 
and  returned  the  same  to  the  Treasury.  This  sum,  which  was  for  the 
use  of  oxen,  carts,  tools,  &c.,  wjis  thought  sufficient  to  reimburse  the 
Board  for  the  additional  expense  incurred  in  making  the  improve- 
ment. Nothing  was  charged  for  the  work  of  the  inmates,  and  no 
labor  was  hired. 
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The  Board  believe  that  it  is  due  to  the  town  of  Cranston,  that  the 
State  should  assist  generously  in  improving  Pontiac  Avenue.  The 
town  has  already  expended  a  considerable  sum  upon  the  road,  from 
which  great  benefit  will  accrue  to  the  State,  as  the  Avenu§  must 
always  be  largely  used  in  the  transportation  of  material  to  the  institu- 
tions at  the  State  Farm. 

In  order  to  widen  and  straighten  the  Avenue,  a  narrow  strip  of 
land,  about  1,200  feet  in  length,  containing  about  one-third  of  an 
acre,  will  need  to  be  taken  from  the  State  Farm.  Authority  will  be 
asked  for,  to  enable  the  Board  to  convey,  in  the  usual  form,  to  the 
town  of  Cranston,  the  land  required  for  this  purpose. 

WORKHOUSE    AND    HOUSE   OF  CORRECTION.

Under  the  personal  direction  of  the  Superintendent,  the  Work- 
house has  been  admirably  managed  during  the  past  year.  The  disci- 
pline has  been  excellent;  the  strictest  economy  has  been  practised;  a 
large  amount  of  work  has  been  done;  and  may  we  not  believe  that 
steady  labor,  the  lessons  of  the  school,  fervent  Christian  appeals,  and, 
above  all,  the  example  of  earnestness  of  purpose  and  fidelity  to  every 
duty,  which  the  inmates  have  had  before  them,  have  produced  some 
lasting  moral  results? 

The  number  of  commitments  to  the  Workhouse  in  1877  is  less  than 
in  any  year  since  1871,  as  will  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  following 
table:

The  ratios  of  commitments  for  drunkenness  and  for  vagrancy  to 
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the  whole  number,  arc  about  the  same  as  in  1876;  that  for  proetito- 
tion  is  somewhat  larger;  but,  on  the  whole,  the  variations  in  tbe  rela- 
tive number  of  commitmenta  for  the  Uirger  classes  of  offences  (or  Ik 
two  y^rs,  are  verj-  small. 

The  Board  has  no  theory  to  offer  to  explain  the  decrease  in  i^ 
number  of  commitmenta  the  past  year.  Poseibly,  strict  disciplinf 
and  plenty  of  work  have  had  something  to  do  with  it.

The  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  maintained  at  the  high  stand- 
ard of  previous  years.  Only  one  death  is  reported,  that  of  a  man 
who  committed  suicide  by  hanging  liimself  from  a  cell  door.  Of  the 
3,836  persons  committed  to  the  institution,  only  nineteen  have  died 
in  it. 

Religious  services  are  held  on  Sunday,  and,  during  the  winter 
months,  there  is  a  school  for  both  sexes  in  the  chapel.  Mr.  James  P. 
Root,  who  continues  to  perform  faithfully  the  duties  of  Chaplain, 
speaks  quite  fully  on  these  subjects  in  his  report.

tution,  is  much  the  same  one  year  as  another,  and,  as  the  time  comes 
round  to  speak  of  them  again,  we  find  but  little  to  say  that  has  not 
been  said  in  previous  reports. 

Under  the  kindly  care  of  the  Deputy  and  Matron,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Fred.  W.  Perry,  they  have  been  made  as  comfortable  as  their  condi- 
tion will  permit.  Some  have  worked  in  the  garden;  some,  during 
their  seasons  of  quiet,  have  done  the  repairs  of  the  buildings,  and 
have  made  and  mended  the  bedding  and  clothing;  others,  so  far  de- 
mented, or  so  feeble  of  body,  as  to  be  incapable  of  labor,  have  passed 
their  time  according  to  their  bent,  sitting  under  the  trees  or  basking 
in  the  sun  in  summer,  and  enjoying  the  warmth  of  the  stoves  in 
winter;  and  a  small  number  have  remained  in  confinement  or  under 
restraint. 

The  addition  to  the  cottage  for  excited  patients,  described  under 
the  hea4  of  Construction,  has  done  much  to  increase  the  comfort  of 
the  inmates  of  this  building.  They  now  have  roomy  dining  halls, 
where  they  take  their  meals.

It  is  apparent  not  only  in  this,  but  also  in  other  asylums,  that  the 
rate  of  increase  of  the  number  of  the  insane  has  been,  of  late  years, 
greater  than  that  of  the  general  population.     It  has  sometimes  been 
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thought,  that  this  increased  number  is  due  to  the  fact,  that  during  the 
past  few  years  the  insane  have  been  brought  out  from  the  places  where 
thev  had  been  hidden.  Public  opinion  has  required  that  they  should 
no  longer  be  kept  in  private  families  and  in  town  poor-houses,  and 
has  forced  them  into  asylums,  where  they  may  have  special  care, — 
and  where,  too,  they  can  be  counted.  So  far  as  this  is  true,  the  in- 
crease is  apparent  rather  than  real.  But  the  physicians  of  many  of 
our  curative  hospitals  assert  that  there  is  a  real  increase.  It  was  so 
stated  by  Dr.  Nathan  Allen,  one  of  the  highest  authorities,  at  the  con- 
ference of  charities,  at  Saratoga,  in  1876;  and  at  the  same  meeting 
Dr.  Edward  C.  Mann,  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  State  Emigrant 
Asylum,  Ward's  Island,  New  York,  made  the  following  remarks,  not- 
ing the  increase,  and  giving  the  causes  which  produce  it: 

"  Insanity  is,  in  the  middle  states,  as  in  the  other  states,  increasing 
disproportionately  to  the  increase  of  population;  and  it  also  seems  to 
be  appearing  at  an  earlier  age  than  formerly,  which  latter  fact  is 
probably  due  to  hereditary  influences,  which  have  gradually  become 
intensified  by  violation  of  physical  laws  in  early  life,  want  of  proper 
training,  or  too  high  pressure  in  education.  Next  to  hereditary  pre- 
disposition, which  is  the  first  and  great  predisposing  cause  of  in- 
sanity, comes  the  great  mental  activity  and  strain  upon  the  nervous 
system,  that  appertains  to  the  present  age  and  state  of  civilization. 
This  feverish  haste  and  unrest,  which  characterize  us  as  a  people, 
and  the  want  of  proper  recreation  and  sleep,  tend  to  a  rapid  decay  of 
the  nervous  system,  and  to  insanity,  as  a  necessary  sequence.  It  is 
much  to  be  deplored  that  intemperance  is  operating  more  and  more, 
aich  succeeding  year,  as  a  formidable  cause  in  the  production  of  jn- 
sanity.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  all 
cases  of  insanity  admitted  into  the  asylums  of  our  middle  states  is 
due,  either  proximately  or  remotely,  to  intemperance,  which  has  pro- 
duced a  permanently  diseased  stiite  of  the  brain." 

In  this  State,  as  in  most  of  the  New  England  States,  the  ratio  of  the 

insane  to  the  population  is  lai'ger  than  in  the  United  States,  taken  as 

a  whole.     Our  State  census  of  1875,  shows  that  one  i)erson  in  every 

W9  of  the  population  is  insane,  and  that  one  in  every  459  is  either 
4 
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insane  or  idiotic.  In  the  United  States,  in  1875,  the  ratio  was  one  in 
953,  and  in  Massachusetts,  in  the  same  year,  one  in  455.  In  Europe 
the  ratio  is  still  higher  than  with  us;  being  in  England,  one  in  403; 
in  Ireland,  one  in  302;  in  Scotland,  one  in  336;  and  in  France,  one 
in  600. 

When,  in  January,  1875,  the  Board,  in  their  report,  said  that  ad- 
ditional accommodation  was  needed  at  the  Asylum,  the  number  of 
inmates  was  172.  The  number  is  now  209;  thirty-seven  more  now 
than  then.  Twenty-eight  rooms  were  added  to  the  cottage  for  excited 
patients  in  1875.  The  institution  has  again  reached  the  limit  of  its 
capacity  for  providing  for  its  inmates.  Should  the  steady  increase  in 
the  number  of  the  insane  be  maintained,  a  further  enlargement  of  the 
institution  will  become  necessary.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  on  Buildings  and  Repairs,  the  sum  of  14,000  is  included 
in  the  estimate  of  expenditures  for  the  coming  year;  to  be  used,  if 
it  shall  appear  to  the  Board  that  additional  accommodation  is  posi- 
tively required. 

In  their  report  of  last  year  the  Board  called  attention  to  the  neces- 
sity of  moving  back  the  old  farm  wall  and  fence,  along  the  line  of 
Howard  Avenue,  in  front  of  the  Asylum  for  the  insane,  and  said 
that  they  thought  it  desirable,  instead  of  replacing  them,  to  begin 
the  building  of  a  high  stone  wall,  to  enclose  the  entire  Asylum  grounds. 
**  This  work,"  to  quote  from  the  report  of  1876,  "  which  will  occupy 
several  years,  can  doubtless  be  done  mostly  by  the  inmates,  and 
can  be  carried  forward  to  completion  as  time  and  opportunity  aUow. 
But  a  small  outlay  will  be  needed  for  material."  Owing  to  the  de- 
mauds  for  the  workhouse  labor  and  for  the  teams  for  other  purposes, 
— largely  for  the  new  prison,  it  has  been  impracticable,  as  yet,  to  begin 
the  work.  As  Howard  Avenue  has  been  graded  along  the  line  of  the 
proposed  new  wall,  the  work  will  probably  be  undertaken  during  the 
coming  season. 

STATE   ALMSHOUSE. 

The  Board  deem  it  their  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  your  honor- 
able body,  from  year  to  year,  to  the  unfitness  of  the  buildings  of  this 
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institution  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  used.  The  question 
has  been  raised^  whether  it  is  not  desirable  to  begin  to  build  at  once  a 
new  Almshouse.  It  was  thought  wiser,  however,  to  defer  action  in  the 
matter  until  more  prosperous  times. 

The  institution  remains  under  the  care  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William 
0.  Ward,  who  do  all  in  their  power  to  make  the  well  comfortable  and 
to  alleviate  the  sufferings  of  the  sick. 

The  large  number  of  deaths  reported  each  year,  is  evidence  that 

those  received  here  are  mostly  of  the  aged  and  the  diseased.     Many 

are  brought  here  but  to  die.     The  Almshouse  is  the  only  provision 

the  State  makes  for  its  poor;  there  is  no  system  of  State  out-door 

relief.    Therefore,  it  depends  almost  entirely  upon  the  humanity  of  the 

town  overseer  of  the  poor,  whether  State  paupers,  discovered  in  a  dying 

condition  within  their  jurisdiction,  shall  be  cared  for  on  the  spot,  at 

the  expense  of  a  few  dollars  to  the  town  treasury,  or  shall  be  trans- 

I 

ported  miles,  it  may  be  from  tlie  furthermost  comer  of  the  State, 
to  the  Almshouse;  there  to  linger  a  few  days,  perhaps  but  a  few  hours, 
and  die.  Several  cases  of  persons  brought  to  the  Almshouse  on  tlie 
point  of  death,  and  suffering  pitiably  from  the  want  of  cai-e  and  medi- 
cal attendance,  have  occurred  during  the  year.  Still  the  evil  is, 
perhaps,  not  yet  of  sufficient  poiagnitude  to  make  it  desirable  to  estab- 
lish, as  has  been  done  in  Massachusetts,  a  system  of  out-door  relief 
for  the  State  poor.  Should  this  be  done,  however,  the  burden  of  the 
cost  of  such  a  system,  would,  through  State  taxation,  be  distributed 
among  the  cities  and  towns.  Is  it  not  less  expensive  for  each  town  to 
care  for  the  few  cases  of  this  kind  that  may  be  found,  than  to  aid  in 
making  a  system  of  out-door  relief  necessary,  and  then  share  in  the 
expense  of  maintaining  it?  But,  laying  aside  the  question  of  self- 
interest,  do  not  Christianity  and  our  civilization  demand  the  exercise 
on  the  part  of  the  dispensers  of  our  public  charities  the  broadest  hu- 
manity, and  are  such  acts  humane? 

Attention  has  thus  been  called  to  what  has  seemed,  at  times,  to  the 
Board,  to  indicate  a  want  of  true  charity  on  the  part  of  a  small  number 
of  those  to  whom  the  care  of  the  poor  and  suffering  is  entrusted,  in 
the  hope  that  this  may  meet  their  eye,  and  awaken  them  to  a  true  ap- 
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preciation  of  their  duties;  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  setting  before 
your  honorable  body  one  of  the  many  troubles  that  are  encountered 
by  those  who  undertiike  tlie  care  of  the  dependent  classes.

Your  attention  is  again  called  to  the  children  of  the  Almshouse. 
During  the  year,  fifty-two  have  been  admitted  to  the  institution,  and 
fifteen  have  been  born  there;  making  a  total,  since  its  organization, 
of  225  admitted,  and  forty-nine  born;  or  274  in  all.  These  children 
are  all  i)auper8, — many  of  them  offspring  of  paujwrs,  or  of  worse 
than  paupers.  Once  more  we  say  that  some  effort  should  be  made  to 
lift  tliem  out  of  their  present  position,  educate  them,  and  give  them 
a  chance  to  become  respectable  members  of  society.  The  importance 
of  making  some  distinct  provision  for  this  class  was  fully  shown  in 
tlie  report  of  last  year;  and  it  is  needless  to  repeat  the  facts  and  argu- 
ments therein  set  forth.  The  Board  will  gladly  do  all  in  their  power 
to  further  any  i)lan  that  the  State  may  adopt.  It  sincerely  hojies 
that  something  in  this  direction  will  be  done. 

FARM. 

By  referring  to  the  statement  of  what  the  farm  produced  in  1877, 
(which  can  be  found  in  another  place,)  it  will  be  seen  that  some  of  the 
more  important  croj)s  were  raised    in   largely  increased   quantities. 
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The  increase  in  the  yield  of  hay  and  fodder  was  over  one  hundred  per 
cent.;  of  potatoes,  twenty  per  cent.;  of  corn,  about  three  hundred 
per  cent. ;  and,  in  the  production  of  milk,  sixty-six  per  cent.  In  or- 
der to  test  the  value  of  different  kinds  of  fertilizers  upon  the  land  of 
the  State  Farm,  the  following  experiment  was  made. 

A  field,  of  uniform  character  and  well  fitted  for  such  an  experi- 
ment, was  carefully  measured  and  divided  into  six  plots; — five  hav- 
ing an  area  of  one  acre  each,  and  one,  an  area  of  forty-eight  one- 
hundredths  of  an  acre.  The  soil  is  heavy  and  cold, — with  a  hard, 
elayey  subsoil,  and  is  Wanting  in  vegetable  matter.  Previous  to  1876, 
it  had  been  in  meadow  for  a  number  of  years,  and  needed  breaking 
up  and  manuring.  In  June,  1876,  the  field  was  plowed,  manured, — 
one-half  with  Stockbridge  fertilizer  for  millet,  two  formulas  to  the 
acre,  and  one-half  with  Darling's  animal  fertilizer,  800  pounds  to  the 
acre,  and  sowed  with  millet.  The  crop — about  the  same  in  quantity 
from  each  half  of  the  field — was  very  light,  on  account  of  the  exces- 
sive drought  of  that  season. 

In  May,  1877,  the  field  was  again  plowed,  manured  with  five  differ- 
ent kinds  of  fertilizers, — including  barn-yard  manure,  and  planted 
with  Early  Rose  potatoes.  The  plot  containing  a  fraction  of  an  acre 
was  left  without  manure,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  what  the 
land  would  yield  unaided.  The  kinds  of  manure,  the  quantity  of  each 
used,  the  value  of  each,  and  the  results,  are  shown  in  the  following 
table:

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The  guano  used  was  of  the  kind  known  as  "Lobos  Island,"  which 
is  said  to  contain  a  comparatively  large  i>ereentage  of  potash,  an  ele- 
ment of  great  value  to  the  jwtato  crop. 

In  the  cost  of  the  fertilizers  is  included  cartage  in  the  city  and 
freight  to  Oaklawn;  but  notliing  is  added  for  cartage  from  Oaklawn, 
distant  about  one  mile,  to  the  field.  The  barn-yard  manure  is  esti- 
mated at  16.00  per  cord  in  the  city,  with  <4.00  added  for  cartage, 
seven  miles,  to  the  State  Farm. 

The  sewage  from  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction,  includ- 
ing the  laundry,  and  from  the  Almshouse,  is  carried  in  an  under- 
ground pijK)  to  the  brow  of  the  declivity  in  the  rear  of  the  latter  in- 
stitution. From  the  terminus  of  the  pipe  it  is  conducted  in  oj)eu 
channels  along  the  crest  of  the  hill,  on  either  side,  and  allowed  to 
trickle  down  the  hillside,  at  several  points,  uj)on  the  grass.  Wherever 
it  has  touched  the  growing  crop,  it  has  produced  very  marked  results; 
but  it  has  been  found  impracticable,  in  the  present  condition  of  the 
surface  of  the  land,  and  with  present  means,  to  effect  a  uniform  dis- 
tribution. Not  satisfied  with  the  results  obtained,  and  believing  that 
a  large  amount  of  fertilizing  matter  was  being  wasted,  the  Board  re- 
quested the  Committee  on  the  Farm  to  ascertain  whether  some  more 
economical  method  of  distribution  could  not  be  devised.  The  Com- 
mittee consulted  a  number  of  persons;  among  them  Mr.  J.  nerl>ert 
Shedd  and  another  civil  engineer.  Both  of  these  gentlemen  advised 
the  preparation  of  a  plot  of  ground,  with  carriers,  gates,  &c.,  ujwn 
different  portions  of  which  the  sewage  could  be  timed  at  pleasure. 
From  Mr.  Shedd  was  received  a  proposition,  to  furnish  a  plan  for  util- 
izing the  sewage,  which  was  so  generous,  coming  from  a  gentleman  of 
his  high  attainments,  that,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee, the  Board  at  once  voted  unanimously  to  accept  it.  Mr. 
Shedd,  in  his  communication  to  the  Board,  sjiys:  "I  am  willing  to 
give  to  the  State  my  own  services  for  the  work,  as  I  should  like  to  see 
executed  an  economical  irrigation-field  for  sewage."  This  offer  does 
not  include,  of  course,  the  cost  of  making  the  necessary  surveys  and 
working  plans.     A  small  outlay  for  those,  and  for  pij)e.  is  all  that  will 
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be  required,  as  it  is  proposed  to  do  the  work  with  the  labor  of  the  in- 
mates. 

STATE  PRISON  AND  PROVIDENCE  COUNTY  JAIL. 

These  institutions  continue  under  the  very  able  direction  of  General 
Nelson  Viall,  who  for  more  than  ten  years  has  been  at  their  head.  At 
the  meeting  of  the  Board  for  organization,  June  15, 1877,  it  was  voted 
to  authorize  the  warden  to  conduct  the  general  management  of  the 
prison  and  jail,  in  the  same  manner  as  when  they  were  under  the  charge 
of  the  board  of  Inspectors.  Xo  important  change  has  occurred  in  any 
department  sinoe  June  5,  the  date  at  which  the  new  law  went  into 
effect. 

Owing  to  the  thorough  organization  of  the  business  of  the  prison 
by  the  Board  of  Inspectors,  and  the  efficient  administration  of  its 
affairs  by  the  Warden,  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  past  seven 
mouths,  as  well  as  for  the  entire  year,  are  exceedingly  gratifying. 

The  contracts  for  labor  remain  nearly  the  same,  as  when  the  In- 
spectors made  their  last  report;  from  which  we  quote  as  follows,  not- 
ing the  changes: 

"  Contract  with  Messrs.  F.  D,  Bigelow  and  J.  T.  White,  for  fifty 
men,  employe:!  in  shoe  miking,  at  the  rate  of  forty  cents  per  day, 
expires  May  2^,  1878,  with  privilege  of  renewal." 

"Contract  w^ith  Providence  Cotton  Tie  Co.,  for  at  least  fifteen  men, 
employed  in  the  manufacture  and  preparation  of  cotton  ties,  at  the 
rate  of  forty  cents  per  day,  expires  May  1,  1878." 

The  company  discontinued  work  under  this  contract  Oct.  16,  on 
account  of  litigation  about  an  alleged  infringement  of  a  patent  right. 
They  are  looking  for  a  decision  in  their  favor  at  an  early  date,  when 
thev  will  at  once  continue  the  work. 

"  Contract  with  Robert  E.  Budlong,  for  at  least  twelve  men,  em- 
ployed in  the  preparation  of  shoddy,  at  tlie  rate  of  forty  cents  per 
day,  expires  May  1,  1878." 
"  Contract  with  George  Campbell,  for  at  letist  six  men,  employed  in 
•  the  manufacture  of  wire  goods,  at  the  rate  of  eighty  cents  per  day." 
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This  contract  was  renewed,  for  four  men,  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents 
per  day,  and  four,  at  forty  cents,  as  Mr.  Campbell  declined,  on  account 
of  the  depression  in  trade,  to  continue  at  the  old  rate. 

The  chairs  and  tables  for  the  cells^  and  the  chairs  for  the  chapel  at 
the  new  prison,  also  six  hundred  chairs  for  the  new  court  house,  hare 
been  made  at  the  prison.  These  chairs  are  so  strong,  of  such  excel- 
lent workmanship,  and  so  tasteful  in  appearance, — ^being  of  the  East- 
lake  pattern,  that  the  Warden  has  received  quite  a  number  of  orders 
for  them, — among  others,  orders  for  the  new  college  dormitory  and  for 
the  new  chapel  of  the  First  Congregational  Church,  from  persons  who 
had  seen  them  at  the  court  house,  and  elsewhere. 

A  number  of  convicts  are  now  engaged  making  the  cell  bedsteads, 
and  dining-room  stools,  for  the  new  prison. 

Cane  seating  and  picking  over  hair  have  also  given  occupation  to  a 
portion  of  the  convicts,  particularly  to  the  inmates  of  the  jail. 

In  the  summer  tj^ihoid  fever  threatened  to  become  epidemic  in  the 
prison,  several  cases  occurring  simultaneously.  Upon  searching  for 
the  cause,  it  was  discovered  that  a  large  quantity  of  sand,  washed 
down  from  the  neighboring  hill,  had,  on  account  of  the  raising  of  the 
level  of  the  water  in  the  Cove,  accumulated  in  the  sewer  in  Gaspee 
street,  into  which  the  prison  drain  empties;  and  that  the  sewage  fi*om 
the  prison,  having  no  means  of  discharging  itself,  was  retained  in  the 
drain.  By  request  of  the  Board,  the  Water  Commissioners  of  the 
City  of  Providence  courteously  caused  the  obstruction  to  be  removed, 
and  the  sewer  and  drain  flushed  with  water.  The  fever  at  once 
abated.  In  order,  however,  to  remove  eveiy  possible  source  of  dan- 
ger, the  drains  in  the  prison  yard  were  tapped, — a  measure  which  had 
not  been  necessary  when  the  tide  ebbed  and  flowed  in  the  drain,  and  a 
communication  made  between  them  and  the  workshop  chimney,  to 
take  off  any  possible  accumulation  of  sewer  gases. 

In  order  to  preserve  the  continuity  of  the  yearly  reports,  which 
have  succeeded  one  another  for  so  long  a  period,  the  Warden  has  made 
his  report,  both  as  regards  statistics  and  finances,  for  the  entire  year. 
It  was  thought  wiser  to  do  this,  than  to  have  two  fragmentary  reports 
of  the  year's  work.

The  report  of  the  Warden  shows  a  surplus  of  earnings  over  ex- 
penses, amounting  to  $174.51,  for  the  year;  account  having  been 
taken  of  the  decrease  in  the  value  of  the  property  on  hand, — including 
a  reduction  of  $100  in  the  estimated  value  of  the  building  on  Gas- 
pee  street, — ^and  also,  of  the  sums  due  the  Prison  for  labor,  &c.,  and 
of  the  amount  of  its  indebtedness. 

From  June  5,  1877,  to  January  1,  1878,  there  has  been  received 
from  the  Warden  the  sum  of  $14,439.85,  which  has  been  paid  into 
the  Treasury  and  added  to  the  appropriation  of  $10,000,  made  at  the 
January  Session,  1877,  for  the  support  of  the  Prison.  During  the 
same  time  there  has  been  paid  from  this  appropriation  the  sum  of 
$13,925.59;  leaving  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Prison,  January  1, 
1878,  of  $10,514.26.  Adding  the  receipts  of  December,  $3,232.50, 
and  deducting  the  payments  for  the  December  bills,  $2,366.14,  we 
have  a  balance  of  $11,380.62  to  the  credit  of  the  Prison.  Adding, 
again,  the  balance— $995.67 — of  sums  due  the  Prison,  for  labor,  &c., 
above  the  amount  it  owes,  and  its  resources  are  $12,376.29. 

But,  at  the  end  of  the  State  fiscal  year,  April  30,  1878,  this  appro- 
priation for  the  support  of  the  State  Prison,  with  whatever  may  have 
)€en  added  to  it,  will  expire. 

Should  the  success  which  has  marked  the  financial  management  of 

the  Prison  continue,  it  would  only  be  necessary  for  your  honorable 
5 
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body  to  authorize,  as  has  been  done  the  past  two  years^  the  Board  to 
draw  from  the  Treasury  the  amount  it  pays  to  it;  were  it  not  that  the 
same  reasons  exist  now,  as  last  year,  for  making  an  appropriation  for 
the  support  of  the  Prison;  namely,  the  additional  expense  which  will 
be  incurred  in  moving  the  institution  to  the  State  Farm,  and  the 
diminution  of  income  which  will  be  caused  by  the  interruption  of  the 
work  at  that  time. 

On  this  account,  the  sum  of  110,000  will  be  included  in  the  esti- 
mate of  appropriation  required  for  the  Prison  for  the  coming  year  in 
addition  to  its  receipts. 


COUNTY    JAILS. 

At  the  January  Session,  1877,  Section  9,  of  Chapter  240,  was 
amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows  (Chap.  602,  Sect.  2.): 

• 

"The  board  of  State  charities  and  corrections  shall  appoint  one  of  their  num- 
ber to  inspect  the  jail  in  each  county  except  the  county  of  Providence,  at  least 
twice  in  each  year,  and  to  inquire  into  the  state  thereof  as  respects  security, 
treatment  and  condition  of  the  prisoners  therein,  and  said  member  shall  have 
power  to  direct  the  sheriff  to  take  such  precautions  as  the  board  shall  deem 
necessary,  against  escape  and  infection,  and  the  board  shall  make  report  an- 
nually to  the  general  assembly  of  the  condition  of  the  several  jails,  in  the  same 
manner  as  they  are  required  by  law  to  make  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
jail  in  Providence  county. " 


At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  ^fter  this  amendment  went  into 
effect,  the  following  appointments  were  made:  namely.  Job  Kenyon, 
to  inspect  the  Kent  County  Jail;  James  M.  Pendleton,  to  inspect  the 
Washington  County  Jail;  Thorn  is  Coggeshall,  to  inspect  the  Newport 
County  Jail;  and  Allen  C.  Matliewson,  to  inspect  the  Jail  of  Bristol 
county. 

The  following  rej)orts  have  been  received.  The  statistics  of  the 
jails,  given  therein,  are  less  full  than  we  would  desire  to  have  them. 
Hereafter  we  will,  doubtless,  be  able  to  obtain  more  complete  state- 
ments from  the  jailers  regarding  the  prisoners.

The  undersigned,  a  committee  appointed  to  inspect,  &c.,  the  jail  in  Kent 
County,  begs  leave  to  report  that  he  has  performed  the  duty  assigned  to  him. 
The  jail  is  old,  and  its  condition  is  not  what  is  demanded  in  this  age  of  im- 
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WASHINGTON    COVISTIY    JAIL. 

To  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections: 

The  undersigned,  appointed  by  you  a  Committee  to  inspect  the  Washington 
Ooanty  Jail,  and  to  inquire  into  the  state  thereof,  as  respects  security,  treat-  ~| 

ment  and  condition  of  the  prisoners  therein,  reports  as  follows: 

On  the  17th  of  July,  I  visited  the  jail  and  learned  that  three  prisoners  had 
escaped  a  short  time  before. 

The  gratings  of  the  jail  windows  are  made  of  upright  iron  rods,  which  are 
heid  in  place  by  pairs  of  horizontal  iron  bars,  bent  so  as  to  clasp  the  rods,— one 
on  either  side — ^brought  together  between  the  rods,  and  there  riveted.  The  pris- 
oners first  picked  the  locks  of  the  cell  doors,  and  then,  by  inserting  a  thin  saw 
between  a  pair  of  the  horizontal  bars,  cut  through  the  rivets.  The  rivets  gone, 
the  bars  were  separated,  the  upright  rods  spread  apart,  and  an  aperture  made 
sufficiently  large  for  escape. 

I  suggested  to  the  Sheriff,  first,  to  place  "Yale"  locks  on  the  cell  doors; 
second,  to  have  the  horizontal  bars,  which  hold  the  upright  rods  in  place, 
planed  to  a  smooth  surface,  so  that,  when  riveted  together,  a  saw  could  not 
reach  the  rivets  without  cutting  nearly  the  whole  length  of  the  joint;  third,  as 
the  male  prisoners  are  kept  on  the  first  floor,  where  they  could  talk  with,  and 
receive  articles  through  the  windows  from,  persons  without  the  jail,  to  place 
wire  screens  over  the  windows,  on  the  inside  of  the  gratings  and  between  them 
and  the  sash.  The  iron  screens,  unless  first  cut  through,  would  also  prevent  the 
prisoners  working  upon  the  gratings;  and  any  injury  to  the  screen  would  be  read- 
ily detected. 

On  the  first  Monday  in  November,  I  again  visited  the  jail,  and  found  that  the 
Sheriff  had  carried  out  my  suggestions.  The  prisoners,  as  I  believe,  are  now 
securely  kept,  and,  as  far  as  I  can  learn,  they  receive  proper  treatment.

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provement.  The  cells  are,  perhaps,  sufficiently  strong  to  retain  persons  daring 
short  periods,  especially  those  who  are  incarcerated  for  minor  offences.  Per- 
sons committed  for  gross  crimes,  and  those  whose  escape  is  for  any  reason  ap- 
prehended, are  now  sent  to  the  Providence  County  Jail. 

The  construction  of  the  cells  is  such  that  proper  sanitary  measures  cannot  be 
carried  out.  To  make  the  alterations,  which  seem  to  be  required  for  the  comfort 
and  safe-keeping  of  the  prisoners,  would  necessitate  extensive  repairs,  and  a 
radical  change  in  the  plan  of  the  building.  This  work  your  committee  was  not 
empowered  to  undertake.  If  the  present  system  of  county  jails  is  continued, 
however,  a  thorough  renovation  of  this  jail  will  before  long  be  required;  hut 
it  appears  to  your  committee  that  it  would  be  more  economical  to  use  the  county 
jails  solely  for  the  detention  of  persons  during  the  sessions  of  the  courts,  and 
that  in  a  small  State,  like  ours,  one  prison  would  be  sufficient  for  all  sentenced 
persons  and  those  awaiting  trial. 

A  grated  door,  to  be  placed  inside  of  the  present  one,  was  asked  for  by  the 
Sheriff,  as  a  protection  to  the  jailer  when  entering  the  cell  corridor.  Your  com- 
mittee recommended  that  one  be  procured.

NEWPORT  COUNTY  JAIL. 

To  the  Board  of  State  Charitiei  and  Correctione: 

The  jail  in  Newport  gives  evidence  of  scrupulous  neatness  and  diligent  atten- 
tion. The  jailer,  Mr.  E.  D.  Jones,  and  his  wife,  are  particularly  adapted  to  the 
trust  committed  to  them. 

After  the  escape  of  two  prisoners,  I  recommended  placing  iron  screens  out- 
side the  corridor  windows.  The  sheriff  caused  this  to  be  done.  Water  will  he 
distributed  through  Newport  early  in  March.  Its  need  in  the  jail  is  apparent, 
water  being  brought  from  the  yard  nearly  one  hundred  feet.  A  frequent  dis- 
tribution of  water  through  tiie  cells  and  corridors  will  improve  the  condition  of 
prisoners.  As  a  defence  against  fire  on  the  premises,  and  from  adjacent  build- 
ings, a  supply  of  water  may  be  invaluable.  I  estimate  the  outlay,  with  needed 
hose,  at  two  himdred  dollars,  and  respectfully  ask  for  special  appropriation  to 
be  made  therefor  by  the  General  Assembly.

Mr.  Pi&her  says:  "  I  believe  the  jail  to  be  in  excellent  condition.  I 
have,  during  the  past  year,  had  the  building  whitewashed  on  the  out- 
side, and  the  wood  work  painted;  and  have  made  such  other  repairs 
as  appeared  to  be  necessary  for  the  health  and  safe-keeping  of  the 
prisoners.     I  think  the  jail  is  second  to  none  in  the  State." 

NEEDED   LEGISLATIVE  CHAKOES. 

■ 

The  Board  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to 
certain  features  in  the  practical  working  of  the  correctional  legislatiou 
of  the  State, — ^more  especially  that  part  of  it  which  supplies  the 
Providence  County  Jail  with  three-fourths  of  its  inmates.  The  laws 
reaching  the  large  class  of  offenders,  who  find  their  way  to  the  State 
Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction,  are  all  that  could  be  desired. 
They  need  only  to  be  properly  administered  and  faithfully  carried  out, 
in  all  their  wise  and  humane  provisions,  to  accomplish  the  best  re- 
sults to  the  individual  and  to  the  community.  It  is  mainly  owing  to 
the  enforcement  of  these  wholesome  laws,  that  our  State  has  been 
comparatively  free  from  the  nuisance  of  tramps,  whose  depredations 
and  crimes  have  been  so  frequent  and  alarming  in  other  parts  of  the 
country.  Were  the  path  leading  to  the  Workhouse  widened,  so  that 
a  considerable  portion  of  those  now  going  to  the  county  jails  should 
find  their  way  thither,  the  Board  believe  the  change  would  be  in  all 
respects  an  advantageous  one. 

To  illustrate  what  is  here  meant,  they  beg  leave  to  present  a  few 
statistics  from  the  Providence  County  Jail.     They  are  taken  from  the 
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report  of  the  jailer  for  1876,  as  the  report  for  1877  was  received  too 
late  for  this  purpose. 

It  appears  from  this  document,  that  there  were,  during  the  year, 
2,547  commitments  to  the  Providence  County  Jail.  Of  these,  802 
were  by  the  State;  214  by  the  different  towns  in  the  county  of  Provi- 
dence, under  the  authority  of  the  State;  1,480  by  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence, under  like  authority;  and  16  by  the  United  States. 

Of  the  802  commitments  by  the  State,  450  were  for  the  want  of 
bail,  and  35  for  debt.  Of  the  remaining  352,  219  were  for  the 
non-payment  of  fines  imposed  by  the  courts, — ^these  fines  varying 
in  amount  from  one  dollar  to  one  hundred  dollars,  the  most  frequent 
sum  being  five  dollars.  One  hundred  and  thirty-three  of  the  com- 
mitments by  the  State,  were  on  sentences  of  imprisonment,  for  terms 
ranging  from  ten  days  to  ten  months, — the  largest  number  being  for 
thirty  days,  and  the  next  largest  number  for  three  months.  The 
crimes,  which  led  to  these  last  commitments,  were  theft,  assault,  de- 
facing buildings,  evading  fare,  malicious  mischief,  and  a  few  other 
offences  of  much  rarer  occurrence. 

Of  the  214  commitments  by  the  different  towns  of  the  county,  186 
were  for  the  non-payment  of  fines  imposed  by  the  justice  courts,  the 
fine  being,  in  a  large  majority  of  cases,  two  dollars.  The  remaining 
twenty-eight  commitments  by  the  towns  were  on  sentences  of  impris- 
onment; in  twenty-seven  instances,  for  ten  days,  and,  in  one  instance, 
for  thirty  days.  The  offences,  with  two  or  three  exceptions,  were 
drunkenness  and  revelling. 

Of  the  1,480  commitments  by  the  city  of  Providence  to  the  County 
Jail,  thirty-five  were  for  the  want  of  bail.  All  the  remaining  1,445, 
with  two  exceptions,  were  for  drunkenness  and  revelling.  In  six  in- 
stances the  commitments  were  on  sentences  of  imprisonment  for  ten 
days.  In  all  the  other  cases  the  commitments  were  for  the  non-pay- 
ment of  fines, — most  frequently  in  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  imposed 
by  the  city  courts.  By  the  thirteenth  section  of  an  Act, — passed 
October,  1833,— authorizing  the  city  of  Providence  to  establish  a 
House  of  Correction,  the  city  is  precluded  from  keeping  its  prisoners 
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in  the  County  Jail  for  more  than  ten  days,  for  any  single  offence- 
After  a  time,  varying  from  one  to  ten  days, — according  as  friends  do, 
or  do  not,  appear,  to  pay  the  fines  and  costs, — the  doors  of  the  jail 
are  opened,  and  these  1,445  inmates  are  returned  to  society,  with  im- 
paired self-respect  and  diminished  power  of  resisting  the  solicitations 
of  a  diseased  appetite,  only  whetted  by  temporary  abstinence.  In  the 
words  of  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Police  Court,  "  They  do  not  re- 
main in  confinement  long  enough  to  begin  to  think  about  amend- 
ment." 

To  hope  for  any  benefit  from  such  treatment,  either  to  the  individ- 
ual or  to  the  community,  is  worse  than  idle.  The  only  real  purpose 
subserved  by  these  ten-day  imprisonments,  is  to  enable  the  <5ity  to  ex- 
tract, in  about  half  the  cases, — ^and  at  how  great  a  cost  in  pauper- 
ism?— from  the  wretched  families  of  the  inebriates,  these  imposed 
fines  and  costs. 

The  true  policy,  as  it  seems  to  the  Board,  dictated  alike  by  human- 
ity and  by  common  sense,  is  to  withhold  all  punishment, — especially 
punishment  tending  to  disgrace  and  to  humiliate,  from  the  unfortu- 
nate victim  of  his  appetite,  so  long  as  he  is  harmless  and  of  use  to 
his  family;  and,  when  this  limit  is  passed,  to  send  him  to  a  house  of 
correction,  where  he  may  remain  long  enough,  not  merely  to  become 
sober,  but  to  acquire  habits  of  sobriety.  The  county  jail  is  in  no  way 
a  suitable  place  for  him. 

The  Board  believe  the  present  to  be  a  favorable  time  for  making 
such  changes  in  the  correctional  legislation  of  the  State,  and  city  of 
Providence,  as  may  be  required  for  the  more  perfect  accomplishment 
of  its  ends.  It  is  probable  that,  during  the  coming  summer,  the 
State  Prison,  and  the  jail  connected  with  it,  will  be  removed  to 
Cranston,  some  seven  miles  from  Providence.  If  the  existing  statutes 
and  ordinances  continue  unchanged,  not  less  than  2,500  persons 
must,  during  the  year,  be  conveyed  there,  and,  after  remaining  for  a 
few  days,  be  brought  back  to  the  city, — an  average  of  eight  persons 
every  week-day  in  the  year.  The  expense  of  this  continual  transpor- 
tation of  prisoners,  to  and  from  the  jail,  will  be  considerable, — suffi- 
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cient,  it  is  believed,  to  make  it  for  the  interest  of  the  city  to  join  witli 
the  State  in  effecting  the  needed  legislative  changes.  It  is  not  im- 
probable that  the  municipal  authorities  will,  of  their  own  accord, 
move  in  this  direction,  during  the  present  winter. 

There  is  another  objection — and  no  slight  one — to  these  ten-day 
sentences.  It  is  impossible  to  keep  cells,  occupied  by  so  rapid  a  suc- 
cession of  tenants,  in  a  cleanly  and  proper  condition.  In  the  State 
Prison  and  State  Workhouse,  every  new-comer  is  first  subjected  to  a 
thorough  ablution,  and  then  provided  with  clean  garments  belonging 
to  the  State.  The  clothes  which  he  wore  there,  after  being  properly 
cleansed'  and  repaired,  if  necessary,  are  put  away  and  kept  for  him 
till  the  time  of  his  discharge.  For  those  committed  on  short  sen- 
tences to  the  County  Jail,  there  is  no  such  provision.  The  clothes  in 
which  they  came  there,  often  very  much  soiled,  and  infested  with  ver- 
min, they  continue  to  wear  till  they  leave.  The  cells  allotted  to 
these  temporary  occupants  have  been  for  many  years  the  opprobrium 
of  the  institution.  It  would  be  a  pity  for  any  part  of  the  new  Prison 
to  acquire  a  like  character. 

The  same  defect  of  short  sentences,  though  to  a  less  extent,  has 
characterized  the  legislation  of  Boston  and  New  York.  But  the 
authorities  of  those  cities  are  now  fully  awake  to  the  evil,  and  are 
considering  how  it  may  be  remedied. 

It  may  be  fairly  questioned,  the  board  think,  whether  men  are  not 
too  readily  incarcerated  for  minor  violations  of  the  laws  of  the  State. 
It  would  seem  that  an  offence,  for  which  a  fine  of  one  dollar  is 
deemed  an  adequate  penalty,  should  hardly  send  a  man  to  the  County 
Jail;  and  yet,  during  .the  year  1876-,  there  were  nine  such  imprison- 
ments. Frequent  and  light  punishments  only  harden  the  wrong 
doer  in  crime,  and  make  him  insensible  to  the  disgrace  of  it.  When 
the  transgressor  has  reached  such  a  point,  that  punishment  becomes 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  society,  let  it  be  sharp,  and  let  it  be 
certain.  Both  its  deterrent,  and  its  reformatory  effect  will  depend 
much  upon  its  possessing  these  qualities.  It  is  never  wise  to  play  at 
punishing.

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The  following  cases,  taken  from  the  records  of  the  Providence 
County  Jail  are  instructive,  as  showing  the  uselessness  of  frequent 
and  short  sentences  for  the  reformati^^n  of  character,  or  for  any  other 
good  purpose.     The  list  might  be  extended  indefinitely: 

M C ,  was  bom  in  Ireland,  July  1,  1843.     She  came  to 

this  country,  when  twelve  years  of  age,  with  her  mother  and  brothers. 
She  lived  in  Boston  till  March,  1859,  when  she  was  brought  by  a  man 
to  this  city  and  kept  in  a  house  of  ill-fame.  Three  months  later,  she 
was  arrested  and. sent  to  the  Providence  Reform  School.  She  re- 
mained here  till  she  was  nineteen,  when  she  was  returned  to  her 
friends  in  Boston.  A  few  months  afterwards  she  came  back  to  Provi- 
dence, to  oi)en  a  house  of  prostitution.  Her  name  appears,  for  the 
first  time,  on  the  books  of  the  jail,  in  June,  1863.  Her  record  is  as 
follows:

She  is  now  serving  out  her  sixth  sentence  to  the  Workhouse.  She 
has  a  kindly  nature,  and,  with  a  better  start,  might  have  been  a  useful 
and  respectable  member  of  society. 

M M ,  was  born  in  Ireland,  and  came  to  the  United 

States,  with  older  brothers  and  sisters,  but  without  parents,  at  the 
age  of  nine.  The  first  two  years  she  lived  with  a  family  in  the  coun- 
try, and  took  care  of  children.  At  the  age  of  eleven,  she  was  taken 
by  a  family  in  the  city  for  like  service,  where  she  remained  until  she 
was  cruelly  wronged,  it  is  said,  by  one  of  its  members.     This  was  the 
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starting  point  of  her  course  in  evil.     Her  first  appearance  in  the  Provi- 
dence County  Jail  was  in  1849.     The  following  is  the  record  of  her

She  is  at  present,  for  the  seventh  time,  at  the  Workhouse  in  Cranston. 
She  has  spent  one  winter  in  the  State  Almshouse.  She  has  grown  old 
and  grey-headed  in  crime,  and  yet,  she  has  not  a  wholly  bad  nature; 
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nor  has  she,  through  all  her  hard  experiences,  lost  her  sensibility  to 
acts  and  words  of  kindness.  To  the  enquiry  of  one  who  took  an  in- 
terest in  her,  as  to  how  she  first  got  into  the  wrong  path,  she  replied, 
the  tears  coursing  down  her  furrowed  cheeks,  "  It  was  the  same  old 
story." 

D M.  F ,  was  born  in  Providence.  He  has  no  remem- 
brance of  his  father.  With  only  the  care  of  a  mother,  he  early  fell 
into  bad  associations.  When  scarcely  of  the  required  age,  he  enlisted 
in  the  Third  Rhode  Island  Cavalry,  and  served  during  the  last  two 
years  of  the  war.  After  his  discharge,  he  returned  to  his  old  asso- 
ciations. His  first  appearance  at  the  County  Jail  was  in  1860.  He  was 
sent  there,  as  he  states,  for  a  blow  dealt  to  a  man  who  had  insulted 
his  sister.  His  record,  taken  from  the  books  of  that  institution,  is  as 
follows:

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For  some  years  past  he  has  alternated  between  the  Connty  Jail  and 
the  Workhouse  in  Cranston.  His  sentences  to  the  latter  institation 
cover  periods  amounting  to  seven  years,  nearly  one  of  which  he  has 
yet  to  serve  out.  He  is  at  present  employed  in  the  bam.  For  the 
past  seven  months  he  has  been  a  '^  trusted  man/'  going  to  and  from 
his  work,  early  and  late,  with  every  opportunity  of  escaping.  The 
officer  overseeing  him,  when  asked  a  short  time  since  what  sort  of  a 
man  he  was,  said,  "He  is  a  dreadful  good  fellow;  I  should  be  very 
sorry  to  lose  hjm.  He  is  kind,  obedient,  and  faithful;  and  the  best 
man  to  work  that  I  ever  saw." 

Is  society  in  no  way  responsible  for  this  wrecking  of  humanity? 
Can  any  thoughtful  man  turn  to  one  of  those  lost  brothers  or  lost 
sisters  and  say?  "My  skirts  are  clear.  See  thou  to  that."  How 
many  neglected  and  exposed  children, — the  offspring  of  poor,  shift- 
less and  vicious  parents,  are  growing  up  to  repeat  with  variations 
the  above  sad  histories;  unless  snatched  by  the  State  from  their  threat- 
ened destiny  and  placed  in  a  suitable  home,  where  they  may  be 
trained  to  habits  of  industry  and  virtue,  and  made  respectable  mem- 
bers of  society?  Such  a  home,  wherever  located,  is  the  crying  want 
of  this  community. 

The  Board  are  aware  that  the  proper  treatment  of  the  unfortunate, 
erring  and  vicious  chisses,  is  a  subject  environed  by  great  difficulties; 
taxing  to  the  utmost  the  combined  resources  of  the  statesman  and  the 
philanthropist.  They  are  also  aware  that  it  is  far  easier  to  point  out 
defects  in  existing  methods,  than  to  show  how  those  defects  may  be 
remedied.  But  nothing  is  gained  without  effort.  Should  it  be  the 
pleasure  of  your  honorable  body  to  refer  this  part  of  their  report  to  a 
committee,  they  will  bo  glad  to  appear  before  that  committee,  and 
present  their  views  more  at  length  on  some  of  the  topics  herein  con- 
sidered.

The  marked  decrease  in  the  expenses  of  the  State  Farm  has  been 
brought  about,  mainly,  by  the  vigilant  supervision  of  every  dei)art- 
ment  by  tlie  Superintendent.

Hon.  Allen  C.  Mathewson,  who  was  seriously  ill  at  the  time  the  pre- 
ceding pages  were  written,  has  since  deceased. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections,  held 
February  23,  1878,  on  the  announcement  of  his  death  by  the  Chairman,  the 
following  minute  was  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  entered  upon  the  records  of 
the  Board: 

Our  late  associate,  Allen  C.  Mathewson,  after  an  illness  of  several  weeks, 
died  at  his  residence,  in  Barrington,  on  the  21st  of  February,  1878,  in  the 
seventieth  year  of  his  age. 

While  he  will  be  greatly  missed  in  the  community  in  which  he  has  been  for 
so  many  years  a  prominent  actor,  and  will  be  mourned  by  a  wide  Circle  of  friends 
and  acquaintances,  to  us,  who,  in  nearer  relations,  had  just  begun  to  know  and 
appreciate  his  worth,  the  loss  is  especially  great. 

During  the  brief  period  of  our  official  connection  with  him,  we  have  been 
impressed  with  his  genial  and  kindly  disposition,  with  his  clear,  practical  sense, 
and  with  his  excellent  judgment,  sobered  and  trained,  as  it  has  been,  by  a  large 
business  experience.  In  the  discharge  of  our  common  and  high  trusts,  he  was 
ever  ready  to  take  his  full  share  of  the  responsibility,  and  to  perform  his  full 
part  of  the  labor.  It  was,  probably,  this  unfailing  devotion  to  the  duties  as- 
sumed by  him  in  accepting  a  place  on  the  Board,  that  induced  the  fatal  illness 
by  which  he  was  taken  from  us. 

In  token  of  respect  for  their  late  associate,  the  Board  resolved  to  attend  in  a 
body  his  funeral.

Gentlemen: — The  sphere  of  work  that  you  have  committed  to  me,  embra- 
cing the  duties  of  Chaplain  to  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction,  and  to 
the  Almshouse,  furnishes  abundant  opportunity  for  the  exercise  of  faith  and 
patient  endurance,  in  the  endeavor  to  benefit  the  inmates. 

The  confirmed  inebriates,  the  vicious  and  vagrant  classes,  in  the  former  insti- 
tution, and  the  infirm  and  diseased  occupants  of  the  latter,  cannot  be  regarded 
as  the  most  hopeful  subjects  for  Christian  effort.  The  direct  moral  or  religious 
culture  of  the  dangerous  or  unfortunate  classes,  must  always  be  attended  with 
serious  difficulties.  Men  that  have  been  gravitating  downward  from  their 
earliest  history,  becoming  tainted  by  evil  associations,  indulging  in  habits  of 
idleness,  intoxication  and  vice,  breaking  away  from  the  wholesome  restraints 
of  home  and  friends,  and,  in  many  cases,  leading  the  lives  of  outlaws  and 
criminals,  need  all  the  combined  influences  of  legal  restraint,  of  healthful  daily 
toil,  of  medical  supervision,  and  of  moral  and  religious  instruction,  to  purify 
the  springs  of  life  and  change  the  character. 

The  chapel  services  have  been  maintained  with  regularity,  on  Sundays,  in  the 
Workhouse.  The  quiet  behavior  and  good  attention  manifested  on  these  occa- 
sions, would  indicate  some  desire  to  be  benefited.  If  but  a  few  are  saved  from 
the  power  of  habits  that  have  so  strongly  fortified  themselves  in  their  hearts  and 
lives,  we  should  not  despair  of  reaching  cases  that  may  now  seem  hopeless. 

Miss  Grace  Blaisdell  has  contributed  valuable  help  in  performing  on  the  organ, 
thus  aiding  in  a  part  of  the  services  in  which  many  of  the  inmates  are  well 
pleased  to  participate. 

Measures,  kindred  to  those  used  last  year,  for  securing  secular  instruction  in 
the  common  branches,  have  resulted  in  similar  good.  A  number,  who  had 
grown  up  in  ignorance,  have  acquired  the  first  rudiments  of  education.  The 
chapel  has  furnished  sufficient  acconunodation  for  the  various  classes,  and  the 
officers,  together  with  some  of  the  inmates,  have  entered  into  the  details  of  instruc- 
tion with  much  interest.  About  one  quarter  of  those  committed  here  can  neither 
read  nor  write.     It  is  worthy  of  consideration,  whether  it  is  not  due  to  the  wel*

fare  of  this  class,  that  aU,  or  most  of  those,  who  remain  during  the  winter 
months,  should  not  be  required  to  attend  the  school.  As  a  result  of  the  train- 
ing and  instruction  afforded  in  this  institution,  some  have  gone  forth  to  enter 
upon  useful  avocations,  and  are  walking  in  safe  paths. 

The  religious  services  in  the  Almshouse  have  been  limited,  mainly,  to  funeral 
occasions,  which  have  been  quite  frequent  during  the  year. 

It  has  been  a  work  of  increasing  pleasure  to  me  to  spend  seasons  of  visitation 
among  the  inmates  of  this  institution,  distributing  reading  material, — ^kindly 
furnished  through  the  Committee  on  Schools  and  Moral  and  Religious  Instruc- 
tion,—to  these  pensioners  upon  the  public  bounty,  and  conversing  with  those  in 
trouble,  sickness  and  suffering.  It  is  highly  creditable  to  our  State,  that  such 
wise  and  ample  provision  is  made  for  the  comfort  of  the  dependent  classes. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  of  the  Superintendent  and 
other  officers  of  the  different  institutions,  and  to  speak  of  the  respectful  con- 
aderation  manifested  by  the  inmates.

Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned  respectfully  submits  the  following  report,  for 
the  year  1877: 

The  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction  bas 
been  remarkably  good  during  the  year,  only  one  death  having  occurred — ^that  of 
a  man  who  committed  suicide  by  hanging.  Sixty-three  persons  have  been 
under  treatment  for  the  following  complaints:

Asthma 1

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To  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections: 

The  undersigned,  Chaplain  of  the  State  Prison,  begs  leave  to  pre- 
sent the  following  report  of  the  religious  and  moral  condition  of  the 
State  Prison  and  County  Jail: 

During  the  year  past  nothing  of  very  especial  interest  has  tran- 
spired. We  still  continue  to  labor  for  the  intellectual,  moral  and 
spiritual  improvement  of  those  committed  to  our  care.  This  is  done 
by  Sunday  School  instruction  and  preaching  the  Gospel.  There  are, 
connected  with  our  Sunday  School,  thirty-three  teachers,  male  and 
female,  well  instructed  and  judicious  persons,  some  of  whom  have 
been  at  their  post  for  more  than  fifteen  years.  From  their  long  and 
tried  experience,  they  have  become  acquainted  with  the  condition  and 
character  of  their  pupils,  and,  being  truly  interested  for  them,  wisely 
adapt  instruction  to  their  wants,  and,  in  most  cases,  gain  their  atten- 
tion and  good  will.  Many  of  the  teachers  follow  the  prisoner,  after 
his  hberation,  with  their  counsel  and  aid,  and,  in  not  a  few  instances, 
find  employment  for  him.  We  still  continue  the  use  of  the  Interna- 
tional Sunday  School  Lessons.  We  also  continue  our  Sunday  School 
concerts,  with  increasing  interest. 

At  the  close  of  our  Sunday  School,  we  have  a  religious  service, 
when  a  plain  and  practical  discourse  is  delivered.  At  this  service  all 
the  inmates  who  are  in  health  are  present.  They  give  earnest  and  re- 
spectful attention  to  the  instructions  imparted;  their  countenances

indicating  a  deep  and  solemn  interest  in  the  truths  presented.  In  an 
assembly  composed  of  such  varied  characters,  it  is  not  easy  always  to 
reach  the  case  of  each  indiyidual.  Many  of  them  are  persons  of  de- 
praved appetites  and  perverse  dispositions,  distinguished  for  cunning 
and  falsehood,  turbulent  and  violent  in  temper;  hence,  it  requires,  on 
the.  part  of  those  who  would  permanently  benefit  or  reform  them, 
great  practical  wisdom,  as  well  as  strong  faith,  patience  and  forbear- 
ance. 

We  still  continue  our  Friday  evening  prayer  meeting.  Many  of  the 
Sunday  School  teachers  attend.  All  those  prisoners  who  desire  it  are 
permitted  by  the  Warden  to  be  present.  Quite  a  number  avail  them- 
selves of  this  privilege.  The  influence  for  good,  on  those  who  at- 
tend, is  felt  greatly  in  the  government  of  the  prison,  as  General  Viall 
has  frequently  stated. 

Our  choir  is  led  and  trained  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  W.  Goodwin. 
Mr.  Good^vin  leads  the  singing,  and  Mrs.  Goodwin  acts  as  organist. 
Their  services  for  ye^rs  have  been  very  valuable  to  us  in  tliis  portion 
of  our  worship.  In  this  part  of  the  service  many  of  the  congrega- 
tion join  with  enthusiasm. 

Our  conference  meetings,  held  on  the  first  Sunday  of  the  month, 
are  seasons  of  interest  to  all.  At  these  meetings,  many  of  the  in- 
mates speak,  with  deep  feelings  of  regret,  of  the  course  they  have 
pursued,  and,  oft-times,  manifest  deep  emotion,  as,  in  their  own  way 
and  language,  they  refer  to  the  miseries  and  privations  of  their  past 
lives,  and  the  many  resolutions  of  amendment  they  have  made.  The 
liberty  granted  them  on  these  occasions,  as  well  as  the  indulgence  of 
the  holidays,  are  highly  appreciated  by  them;  and  the  liberty  is  sel- 
dom abused. 

The  Evening  School  is  still  a  means  of  good  and  improvement  to 
those  who  attend.  They  maintain  an  unabated  interest  in  it.  Many 
of  the  scholars  make  rapid  and  commendable  progress.  Some,  who 
did  not  know  their  letters  when  committed,  now  read  quite  intelli- 
gently, and  write  a  fair,  legible  hand.  So  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge, 
the  school  has  had  a  beneficial  influence  on  the  character  and  disci- 
pline of  the  prisoners. 
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The  Library  is  in  a  good  condifcion  and  very  generally  used.  A 
number  of  valuable  volumes  have  been  added  during  the  past  year. 
The  books  are  well  kept  and  carefully  and  punctually  distributed,  and 
exert  a  healthful  and  elevating  influence  on  the  minds  and  habits  of 
the  convicts. 

At  no  time  since  my  connection  with  the  prison  as  a  religious 
teacher,  which  has  extended  over  a  period  of  very  nearly  forty  years, 
has  the  institution,  in  my  opinion,  been  in  a  better  condition  than  at 
the  present  to  accomplish  the  design  of  its  establishment, — the  pro- 
tection of  society  and  the  reformation  of  offenders. 

I  am  under  renewed  obligations  to  General  Viall,  and  his  subordi- 
nate officers,  for  the  efficient  aid  and  cooperation  they  have  rendered 
me  in  benefiting  the  persons  committed  to  my  charge.

The  undersigned,  Physician  of  the  Rhode  Island  State  Prison,  pre- 
sents the  following  annual  report: 

As  in  former  years,  the  inmates  of  the  Prison  have  enjoyed  a  fair 
degree  of  health.  Pew  cases  of  acute  disease  have  occurred;  and 
these  have  been,  mostly,  of  a  mild  type.  The  only  cases  of  grave 
acute  disease,  were  two,  of  typhoid  fever,  and  two,  of  pneumonia. 
Chronic  disease,  in  its  various  forms,  has,  as  usual,  required  the  chief 
attention  of  the  attending  physician.  Chief  among  these  may  be 
mentioned,  venereal  disease,  consumption,  scrofula,  and  dysi>epsia. 
These  diseases  prevail  with  especial  frequency  among  the  criminal 
classes;  and  the  inmates  of  the  Rhode  Island  State  Prison  are  no  ex- 
ception to  the  rule.  The  sick  have  been  kindly  and  faithfully  treated, 
and  have  received  such  extra  diet  as  circumstances  would  allow. 

There  have  been  four  deaths  of  "  State  prisoners"  during  the  year. 
These  cases  were  all  manifestly  incurable  when  first  placed  under 
treatment: 

Caesar  Pacini  hanged  himself  in  his  cell,  on  Februaiy  13,  1877. 
Henry  Thomas  died  of  consumption,  April  16. 
Elisha  Peck  died  of  uremia,  the  result  of  chronic  disease,  June  1. 
Luther  Holmes  died  of  enteric  fever,  complicated  with  tuberculo- 
sis, August  26. 

There  have  been  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three  applications  for 
medical  and  surgical  treatment  during  the  year.

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REMOVAL  OP  PAUPERS. 

Notwithstanding  the  continued  pressure  of  the  "hard  times/' 
the  number  of  inmates  in  the  Almshouse  wajs  two  less  at  the  close 
than  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  the  admissions  for  the  year 
were  forty-seven  less  than  in  1876.  The  policy  of  removing  depend- 
ents to  their  places  of  settlement,  has  tended  to  keep  down  their 
number,  and  to  reduce  materially  the  burden  of  supporting  them, 
both  for  the  towns  and  for  the  State.  The  number  of  persons  re- 
moved from  the  State  during  the  year  was  330,  of  whom  nineteen 
were  inmates  of  the  Almshouse,  and  four  of  the  Workhouse.  In- 
cluded in  this  number — 330 — ^were  twenty  insane  persons,  five  of 
whom  were  from  the  State  Asylum,  three  from  the  Butler  Hospital, 
and  two  from  the  Almshouse;  the  others  were  removed  before  entering 
any  institution.

CHAPTER    586. 

iLK  ACT  IN    ADDITION  TO    CHAPTER    206  OP    THE  OENBRAL  STATUTES,    "OF  AP- 


PEALS FROM  JUSTICE  COURTS  IN  CRIMINAL  CASES

(Passed  February  28,  1877.) 

It  M  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  foUows: 

Section  1.  The  word  "jail "  as  used  in  Chapter  208  of  the  General  Statutes, 
shall  be  construed  to  include  the  state  workhouse  and  house  of  correction  and 
the  Providence  reform  school. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

CHAPTER    595. 

AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OF  CHAPTER  494,  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LAWS,  ENTITLED 
"AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OF  TITLE  XII,  CHAPTER  68,  OF  THE  GENERAL 
flTATUES,    'OF  THE  RESTRAINT  AND   CURB  OF  THE  INSANE.*  " 

(Passed  March  21, 1877.) 
It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  1  of  Chapter  494  of  the  Public  Laws  is  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows: 

"  On  the  petition  of  the  agent  of  State  charities  and  corrections,  or  of  the  clerk 
of  the  supreme  court  or  court  of  common  pleas  in  any  county  of  the  State  other 
than  the  county  of  Providence,  setting  forth  that  any  person  awaiting  trial  and 
imprisoned  is  insane,  any  judge  of  the  supreme  court  shall  have  power  to  make 
such  an  examination  of  said  person  as  in  his  discretion  he  shall  deem  proper." 

Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  Af th  day  of  June,  1877. 
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CHAPTER    602. 

AN    ACT    IN     AMENDMENT    OF    CHAPTER    240  OF  THE  GENERAL   STATUTES,    "OF 
JAILS  AUD  THE  CARE  AND    DISCIPLINE    OF  JAILS." 

(Pissed  MatcIi  27, 1877.) 
It  is  enacted  by  the  G^eneral  Auembly  ae  folknot : 

Section  1.  Section  1,  of  Chapter  240,  of  the  Gteneral  Statutes,  is  amended 
SO  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

"The  jail  in  the  county  of  Providence  shall  be  the  building  adjoining  the 
State  prison  in  the  city  of  Providence,  built  for  the  keeper*s  house,  and  such 
portions  of  the  State  prison  and  buildings  on  the  prison  lot  as  are  now  used  for 
'  the  purpose  of  a  jail  together  with  such  portions  of  the  building  on  the  State 
farm  in  Cranston,  erected  by  the  commissioners  appointed  for  the  building  a 
new  prison  for  the  State,'  under  a  resolution  of  the  general  assembly,  passed  at 
the  May  session,  1874,  as  shall  be  designated  for  the  purposes  of  a  jail  by  the 
board  of  State  charities  and  corrections,  and  the  several  towns  in  Providence 
county,  including  the  city  of  Providence,  may  continue  the  use  of  the  Provi- 
dence county  jail  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  and  to  the  extent,  as 
they  are  now  authorized  by  law  to  use  the  same. " 

Sec.  2.    Section  9  is  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"The  board  of  State  charities  and  corrections  shall  appoint  one  of  their  num: 
ber  to  inspect  the  jail  in  each  county  except  the  county  of  Providence,  at  least 
twice  in  etich  year,  and  to  inquire  into  the  state  thereof  as  respects  security, 
treatment  and  condition  of  the  prisoners  therein,  and  said  member  shall  ha?e 
power  to  direct  the  sheriff  to  take  such  precautions  as  the  board  shall  deem 
necessary,  against  escape  and  infection,  and  the  board  shall  make  report  an- 
nually to  the  general  assembly  of  the  condition  of  the  several  jails,  in  the  same 
manner  as  they  are  required  by  law  to  make  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
jail  in  Providence  county." 

Sec.  9.  No  law  of  this  State  shall  be  so  co^trued  as  to  give  any  town  a  claim 
upon  the  State  for  the  labor  or  services  of  any  person  committed  to  jail  under 
authority  thereof. 

Sec.  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  fifth  day  of  June,  1877. 

CHAPTER    603. 

AN    ACT  PROVIDLNQ    FOR    THE    GOVERNMENT    AND  CONTROL    OF  THE  STATE  IS* 
8TITUT10N8  IN  THE  TOWN  OF  CRANSTON. 

(PMsed  March  97,  1877.) 
It  is  enactfd  by  the  General  AsseiMy  as  foUou^s: 

Section  1.  The  board  of  State  charities  and  corrections  shall  consist  of  nine 
persons,  three  from  the  county  of  Providence,  one  from  each  of  the  other 
counties,  and  one  from  the  State  at  large,  together  with  such  person  as  may  be 
appointed  secretary  of  the  board. 

Sec  2.  The  members  of  the  present  board  shall  respectively  hold  their 
offices  for  the  terms  for  which  they  were  appointed  unleas  sooner  removed. 
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8sc.  8.  The  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  shall  ap- 
point one  person  from  the  county  of  Providence  and  one^  person  from  the  state 
at  large  to  be  members  of  said  board,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  respectively, 
one  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  one  for  the  term  of  six  years,  from  the  fifth 
day  of  June,  A.  D.  1877. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  in  like  manner  annually  at  the  May  session  of  the  general 
assembly,  upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  any  one  of  the  said 
board,  appoint  a  person  to  such  office,  and  every  such  person  hereafter  so  ap- 
pointed shall  hold  his  office  for  six  years  unless  sooner  removed.  £very  ap- 
pointment to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  be  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Sec.  6.  Such  board  may  appoint  a  secretary,  who  shall,  by  virtue  of  his 
office,  be  a  member  thereof;  he  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  6t  said 
board ;  he  shall  give  bond  to  the  State  in  such  sum  as  the  board  may  require  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties;  he  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  doings 
of  the  board,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  by  them  required. 

Sec.  6.  The  oversight,  management  and  control  of  the  State  farm  in  Cran- 
ston, of  the  State  workhouse  and  house  of  correction.  State  asylum  for  the  in- 
curable insane  and  State  almshouse  thereon,  together  with  the  State  prison  and 
Providence  county  jail,  shall  be  vested  in  the  board  of  State  charities  and  cor- 
rections, and  they  shall  have,  in  addition,  all  the  powers  and  duties  heretofore  • 
vested  by  law  in  the  board  of  inspectors  of  the  State  prison. 

Sec.  7.  No  member  of  the  board  except  the  secretary  shall  receive  any  com- 
pensation for  his  services  as  such,  but  every  member  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
State  treasury  his  necessary  travelling  expenses,  and  shall  be  exempted  from 
military  and  jury  duty. 

Sec.  8.  The  board  shall  appoint  an  agent  of  State  charities  and  corrections, 
who  shall  hold  his  office  during  their  pleasure.  He  shall,  under  their  direc- 
tion, have  the  general  charge  of  the  examination  of  paupers  and  lunatics  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  their  place  of  settlement  and  means  of  support,  and 
who  may  be  responsible  therefor;  and  also  attend  to  their  removal  to  their 
homes  or  places  of  settlement,  or  to  the  State  almshouse  or  to  the  asylum  for 
the  incurable  insane,  and  shall  have  like  power  and  authority  in  respect  thereto 
as  is  conferred  upon  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  board. 

Sec.  9.  The  board  shall  appoint  a  superintendent  of  the  State  institutions  in 
Cranston,  who  shall  hold  office  during  their  pleasure.  Such  officer  shall,  under 
AheiT  direction,  have  the  control  and  management  of  the  State  farm  and  of  the 
State  workhouse  and  house  of  correction.  State  asylum  for  the  incurable  insane 
and  State  almshouse  thereon,  and  he  shall  have  the  general  oversight  of*  the 
State  prison  and  Providence  county  jail,  and  report  to  the  board  from  time  to 
time  upon  their  condition  and  management.  The  said  board  shall,  upon  the 
nomination  of  the  superintendent  of  the  State  institutions,  appoint  a  deputy 
superintendent  of  the  State  workhouse  and  house  of  correction,  a  deputy  su- 
perintendent of  the  State  Asylum  for  the  incurable  insane,  and  a  deputy  super- 
intendent of  the  State  almshouse,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  board.  Said  superintendent  shall  appoint  all  the  assistants 
to  the  deputy  superintendents,  and  such  other  persons  employed  upon  said  State 
farm  as  the  board  shall  deem  necessary,  and  shall  discharge  the  same  at  his 
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pleasure.  The  board  shall  fix  the  compensation  of  their  secretary  and  of  the 
superintendent  of  the  State  institutions,  the  agent  of  State  charities  and  correc- 
tions, the  deputy  superintendents  and  their  assistants,  the  warden  and  deputy 
warden  of  the  State's  prison  and  their  assistants,  and  all  other  persons  em- 
ployed in  any  manner  upon  said  State  farm,  and  the  institutions  thereon,  adopt 
all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Institutions  upon 
said  farm,  and  make  contracts  for  the  labor  of  the  inmates  thereof. 

Sec.  10.  The  board  may  bind  out  any  pauper  child  who  is  an  inmate  of  the 
State  almshouse  in  like  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  overseers  of  the  poor  may 
bind  out  children  under  their  charge,  and  may  at  any  time  discharge  any  of 
the  inmates  of  the  State  workhouse  and  house  of  correction.  State  asylum  for 
the  incurable  insane  and  State  almshouse. 

Sec.  11.  Such  board  may  cause  any  inmate  of  the  Providence  reform  school, 
who  shall  be  deemed  incorrigible  or  an  unfit  person  to  remain  therein  by  the 
tnistees  thereof,  upon  their  application,  to  be  removed,  with  the  mittimus  com- 
mitting him  thereto,  to  the  State  workhouse,  there  to  remain  until  the  expira- 
tion of  the  term  of  the  sentence  stated  in  the  mittimus.  Said  board  may  cause 
any  person  sentenced  to  the  jail  in  the  county  of  Providence,  whenever  in  their 
opinion  it  shall  be  for  the  interest  of  the  State  and  of  such  sentenced  person,  to 
be  removed,  with  the  mittimus  committing  him  thereto,  to  the  State  workhouse, 
there  to  remain  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  sentence  stated  in  the 
mittimus.  And  every  person  sentenced  to  such  workhouse,  or  removed  thereto 
in  the  manner  above  provided,  who  shall  escape  or  attempt  to  escape  therefrom, 
may  be  returned  thereto,  and  shall  on  conviction  of  such  escape  or  attempt  to 
escape,  be  imprisoned  in  such  workhouse  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more 
than  twelve  months,  in  addition  to  the  previous  sentence.  The  board  may 
cause  any  inmate  of  the  State  workhouse  and  house  of  correction,  who  shall  be 
by  them  deemed  to  be  a  dangerous  or  unfit  person  to  remain  therein,  to  be  re- 
moved, with  the  mittimus  committing  him  thereto,  to  the  jail  in  the  county  of 
Providence,  there  to  remain  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  commitment 
stated  in  the  mittimus. 

Sec.  12.  The  board  shall  direct  as  they  may  think  proper,  all  purchases  for 
use  on  the  State  farm,  and  in  any  of  the  public  institutions  thereon,  and  also  in 
the  State  prison  and  jail  in  Providence;  they  shall  in  their  discretion,  sell  the 
products  of  said  farm  and  institutions;  they  shall  make  such  contracts  respect- 
ing the  labor  of  the  inmates  of  the  several  institutions  as  they  may  think  proper, 
and  they  shall  cause  full  accounts  thereof  to  be  kept. 

Sec.  13.  The  members  of  the  board  of  State  charities  and  corrections  shall, 
l)efore  entering  upon  their  duties,  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  thereof, 
and  said  board  shall  make  a  full  report  of  their  doings,  including  a  statement  of 
the  names  and  salaries  of  all  persons  appointed  or  employed  by  them,  annually 
to  the  general  assembly,  on  or  before  the  second  week  of  the  January  session  in 
Providence. 

Skc.  14.  The  oversight,  management  and  control  of  the  State  prison,  shall 
be  vested  in  the  board  of  State  charities  and  corrections  and  all  the  duties  and 
powers  heretofore  vested  in  the  inspectors  of  the  State  prison  are  hereby  vested 
in  the  said  board,  excepting  only  as  hereinafter  in  this  act  provided;  and  the 
words  **  inspectors  of  the  State  prison,"  wherever  they  occur  or  are  referred  to 
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in  the  General  Statutes  and  public  laws,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  board  of 
State  chanties  and  corrections. 

Sec.  15.  Said  board  shall  appoint  and  may  remove  at  pleasure  the  warden, 
physician  and  religious  instructor,  and  shall,  upon  the  nomination  of  the  warden, 
appoint  a  deputy  warden.  The  warden  shall  appoint  the  other  officers  and 
assistants  of  the  prison,  who  shall  be  removable  at  his  pleasure ;  and  said  war- 
den, officers  and  assistants,  shall,  before  entering  upon  their  duties  be  sworn  to 
the  faithful  performance  thereof,  and  to  the  observance  of  the  rules  of  the 
prison.  The  religious  instructor  shall  conduct  the  religious  services  on  Sunday, 
at  the  prison  and  other  institutions  on  the  State  farm,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  in  connection  therewith  as  the  board  may  prescribe,  and  act  as  agent  for 
procuring  employment  for  prisoners  after  their  discharge.  Said  religious  in- 
structor shall  reside  at  or  near  the  State  farm  and  shall  receive  such  compensa- 
tion for  his  services  as  the  board  may  designate. 

Sec.  16.  Upon  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  of  the  warden,  they  shall 
immediately  give  notice  thereof  to  the  sherijff  of  the  county  of  Providence,  and 
proceed  as  early  as  possible  to  the  election  of  another  warden. 

Sec.  17.  They  shall  make  all  lawful  and  necessary  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  internal  police  of  the  prison,  for  the  mode  of  employing  the  convicts  im- 
prisoned therein,  and  the  place  of  such  employment  within  the  limits  of  the 
prison  yard,  or  within  any  of  the  buildings  on  the  prison  lot  or  on  any  portion 
of  the  State  farm,  and  shall  determine  the  uniform  to  be  worn  by  the  prisoners. 
Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and 
a  copy  thereof  given  to  the  warden  and  other  officers  of  the  prison.  One  or 
more  members  of  said  board  shall  at  least  twice  a  month  visit  the  prison,  ex- 
amine into  the  condition  of  the  prisoners,  hear  any  complaints  that  they  may 
make,  and  see  that  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  prison  are  strictly  observed; 
and  the  person  or  persons  so  visiting  shall  keep  a  particular  record  of  such 
visits  and  the  complaints  made  to  them  by  prisoners,  whether  well  or  ill- 
founded,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  whole 
board  and  to  be  filed  with  the  records  of  said  board. 

Sec.  18.  They  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  over  all  convicts  who  are 
DOW  or  hereafter  may  be  committed  to  the  prison ;  may  enlarge  their  confine- 
ment and  regulate  their  labor  and  exercise  within  the  limits  of  the  prison  yard 
or  of  any  building  on  the  prison  lot  or  any  part  of  the  State  farm ;  may  confine, 
in  their  discretion,  females  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  State  prison,  in 
the  Providence  county  jail;  may  admit  such  communication  to  and  from  pris- 
oners and  their  friends  and  between  prisoners  themselves,  and  such  books  and 
other  articles  to  be  given  to  them  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  the  same  being 
consistent  with  the  safe  keeping  of  the  prisoners. 

Sbc.  19.  Each  member  of  said  board  may  administer  oaths  as  to  all  matters 
connected  with  the  prison. 

Sec.  20.  The  warden  of  the  State  prison  shall  before  entering  upon  his  office, 
give  bond  to  the  state  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  board,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec  21.  He  shall  reside  at  the  prison,  and  shall  not  absent  himself  there- 
from for  a  night  without  the  written  permission  of  t'wo  of  the  board. 

Sec.  22.     He  shall  see  that  the  rules  of  the  prison  are  strictly  obeyed,  that

the  cnnricts  reguUrijr  receive  tlieir  mllow^aace  of  food  and  clothes;  that  they 
are  cltrAnly  in  their  dres8  and  cells,  and  actirelT  engaged  in  the  work  prescribed 
them :  and  he  shall  enforce  obedience  to  the  prison  mles,  by  such  punishments 
as  are  prescribed  therein;  but  whipping  shall  not  be  permitted  under  any  cir- 
cum.*^jince$,  nor  shall  any  other  corporal  punishment  be  inflicted  except  under 
the  dirhcticm  of  at  least  two  of  the  board. 

Sec.  33.  The  warden  of  the  State  prison  shall  receiTe  and  safe  keep  therein 
all  prisoners  committed  thereto  under  the  authority  of  any  court  of  the  United 
States  held  within  this  State,  until  such  prisoner  shall  be  disctuirged  by  the 
course  of  law  of  the  United  States,  under  the  like  penalties  and  liabilities  as  in 
ca^  of  prisoners  committed  by  the  authority  of  this  State. 

Sex*.  24.  He  shall  report  in  writing  once  a  month,  at  such  time  as  the  board 
may  determine,  and  oftener  if  they  require,  CTeiy  case  of  punishment  inflicted 
in  the  pris^^n.  and  the  mode  and  degree  of  the  same,  together  with  the  cause 
thereof. 

Sec.  25.  He  may  in  his  discretion,  and  without  a  permit  from  one  of  the 
board,  admit  visit ors  to  the  state  prison,  under  such  restrictions  and  on  pay- 
ment of  such  fees,  as  the  board  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe,  to  be  applied 
as  the  board  mav  direcL 

Sec  '26.  He  shall  not  receive  from  any  one  confined  in  the  State  prison, 
nor  from  any  one  in  behalf  of  any  such  prisoner,  any  gift  or  reward,  or  the 
proml<«  of  any.  for  any  services,  or  supplies  or  as  a  gratuity,  imder  the  penalty 
of  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  27.  He  shall  keep  a  journal  in  which  he  shall  regularly  enter  the  re- 
ception. dis<*harge.  death,  panii»n.  or  escape  of  every  convict,  all  punishments 
by  him  inflicted  for  breach  of  prison  discipline,  and  the  visits  of  members  of 
the  tH>ard  and  physicians. 

Sec.  28.  He  shall  keep  correct  accounts  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  and 
as  far  as  may  be.  separate  accounts  of  all  expenses  incurred  by  him  for  the 
prison  and  the  jail ;  taking  vouchers  for  all  payments  that  he  may  make,  speci- 
fying the  articles  furnished,  and  the  Ial>or  performed  for  each;  and  as  often  as 
rei)uired  by  them  make  report  and  pn^sent  his  account  to  the  board.  He  shall 
also,  as  often  as  required  by  them,  present  to  said  board  a  written  report  which 
shall  (X)ntain  the  numlier  of  per^ms  in  continement  in  such  prison  and  jail,  the 
sex.  age,  place  of  nativity,  time  of  ci>mmitment,  crime,  and  term  of  imprison- 
ment of  each;  noting  also  what  convicts  have  left  the  prison  or  jail  during  the 
preceiling  year,  and  under  what  circumstances. 

Sec.  29.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  warden,  by  death,  resignation  or 
removal,  and  until  the  lx>nd  of  the  new  warden  is  given  as  by  law  required,  the 
sheriff  of  the  county  of  Providence  shall  be.  tx-ojfScio,  warden  of  the  State 
prison,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  such  compensation  as  belongs  to  said 

Oltl(^. 

Sue.  30.  The  warden  of  the  state  prisi>n  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  conduct 
of  each  ci^nvict,  and  for  each  month  that  a  convict  (except  convicts  under  sen- 
tence to  imprisonment  for  life^  appears  by  such  record  to  have  faithfully  ob- 
scrveil  all  the  rules  and  nH^uircments  of  the  prison,  and  not  to  have  been  sub- 
jecteii  to  punishment,  there  sball  with  the  consent  of  the  governor,  upon  the 
r(HM>mmenilation  Im  bim  of  a  majority  of  the  lioanl.  be  deducted  from  the  term 
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or  terms  of  sentence  of  such  convict,  the  same  number  of  days  that  there  are 
years  in  the  said  term  of  his  sentence;  provided,  that  when  the  sentence  is  for 
a  longer  term  than  five  years,  only  five  days  shall  be  deducted  for  one  month's 
good  behavior;  and  provided  further,  that  for  every  day  a  convict  shall  be  shut 
up,  or  otherwise  punished,  for  bad  conduct,  there  shall  be  deducted  one  day 
from  the  time  he  shall  have  gained  for  good  conduct. 

Sbc.  31.  One  under-keeper  or  assistant  shall  every  day  inspect  the  cell  of 
each  prisoner,  shall  see  that  his  meals  are  regularly  furnished,  that  his  cell  and 
all  its  contents  are  in  good  order,  and  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  warden,  and 
to  the  board  when  required,  all  deficiencies  in  these  respects. 

8bc.  32.  No  under-keeper  or  assistant  shall  absent  himself  from  the  prison 
without  the  leave  of  the  warden;  nor  receive  from  any  convict  confined  in  the 
State  prison,  nor  for  any  one  in  his  behalf,  any  reward  or  gift,  or  promise  of  any, 
either  for  services  or  supplies,  or  as  a  gratuity,  under  the  penalty  of  imprison- 
ment for  thirty  days.  He  shall  also  be  immediately  dismissed,  and  shall  not 
afterward  be  employed  in  the  prison. 

Sec.  88.  The  under-keepers  and  assistants  shall  have  no  conversation  with 
the  convicts,  other  than  is  necessary  for  understanding  and  supplying  their 
wants,  and  enforcing  industry  and  obedience  to  the  rules  of  the  prison. 

Sec.  34.  The  buildings  erected  and  built,  and  to  be  built,  for  the  purpose 
of  a  State  prison,  on  a  portion  of  the  State  farm,  in  the  town  of  Cranston,  by 
the  commissioners  appointed  under  a  resolution  of  the  general  assembly,  passed 
at  the  May  session,  1874,  ''for  the  purpose  of  building  a  new  prison  for  the 
State,"  are  hereby  declared  to  be  and  are  a  portion  of  the  State  prison  of  the 
State  of  Rhode  Island. 

Sec.  35.  Every  convict  shall,  immediately  on  his  commitment  to  the  State 
prison,  be  examined  by  the  warden  and  other  officers,  and  his  name,  lieight, 
apparent  and  alleged  age,  place  of  nativity,  complexion,  color  of  hair  and  eyes, 
length  of  foot,  and  trade  or  occupation,  as  near  as  may  be,  ascertained  and 
entered  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  together  with  such  natural  and 
accidental  marks  as  may  serve  as  a  means  of  identifying  his  person. 

Skc.  36.  All  the  effects  on  the  person  of  the  convict,  as  well  as  his  clothes, 
shall  be  taken  from  him;  an  inventory  of  which  shall  be  entered  under  the  de- 
scription of  his  person,  in  his  presence;  after  which  he  shall  be  thoroughly 
cleansed,  conducted  to  the  cell  assigned  him,  clothed  in  the  uniform  of  the 
prison,  informed  of  the  roles  of  the  prison  and  set  to  labor  as  soon  as  conven- 
iently may  be.  The  effects  and  clothes  of  each  convict  shall  be  carefully  kept 
by  the  wlirden,  and  restored  to  him  on  his  discharge,  unless  the  warden  shall 
in  his  discretion  deem  it  advisable  to  sell  them,  in  which  case  the  convict  shall 
receive  the  proceeds  thereof  on  his  discharge. 

Sec.  37.  A  change  of  under-clothing  shall  be  furnished  to  each  prisoner  at 
least  once  a  week. 

Sec.  38.  No  convict  shall  receive  anything  but  the  prison  allowance,  unless 
by  order  of  the  physicians. 

Sec.  89.  No  person  shall  deliver  to,  or  receive  from  any  convict,  any  letter 
or  message  whatever,  not  authorized  by  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by 
the  board,  or  supply  any  convict  with  any  article  of  any  kind,  under  the  penalty 
of  otfe  hundred  dollars. 
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Sec.  40.  No  prisoner  shall  be  dismissed  from  the  State  prison  while  laboring 
under  dangerous  or  contagious  disease,  although  entitled  to  his  discharge. 

Sec.  41.  When  a  convict  shall  be  discharged  he  shall  be  decently  clothed, 
and  the  board  may  in  their  discretion  pay  to  him  a  sum  of  money  not  ex- 
ceeding one- tenth  of  his  actual  earnings  while  confined  in  said  prison;  pro- 
vided however  that  in  case  of  sickness  of  any  convict  by  which  he  shall  have 
been  incapacitated  for  labor,  he  shall  in  the  discretion  of  the  board  be  paid  a 
sum  not  exceeding  one-tenth  of  the  average  compensation  of  convict  labor  in  said 
prison  during  the  time  of  his  sickness;  provided,  moreover,  that  the  board  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  paying  said  amount  at  any  time  during  the  imprisonment 
of  the  convicts  to  the  families  or  near  relatives  of  such  convicts,  who  may  be 
in  circumstances  of  indigence  or  want,  instead  of  paying  it  to  the  convicts 
themselves,  at  their  discharge,  and  further  provided  that  in  no  case  shall  the 
sum  paid  such  convict  at  his  discharge  be  less  than  five  dollars. 

Sec.  42.  No  person  not  an  official  visitor  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  the  prison 
without  the  permission  of  the  warden  as  aforesaid,  or  a  written  permit  from 
one  of  the  board;  nor  shall  any  person  other  than  an  official  visitor  have  any 
conversation  or  communication  with  any  convict  except  as  provided  for  in  the 
general  rules  established  for  the  prison.  This  rule  may  be  dispensed  with  in 
favor  of  any  person  visiting  the  prison  from  without  the  state,  for  the  purposes 
of  general  information,  by  a  written  permit  from  two  of  the  board. 

Sec.  43.  The  governor  and  lieutenant-governor  of  the  state,  the  speaker  of 
the  house  of  representatives,  the  secretary  of  state,  the  attorney  general,  and 
justices  of  the  supreme  court,  shall  ex-offido  be  official  visitors  of  the  prison. 

Sec.  44.  The  words  ''superintendent  of  State  charities  and  corrections," 
wherever  they  occur,  or  are  referred  to  in  the  General  Statutes  and  public  laws, 
shall  be  construed  to  mean  agent  of  State  charities  and  corrections. 

Sec.  45.  The  governor  may  with  the  consent  of  the  senate  for  mal-feasance 
or  non-feasance,  during  the  sitting  of  the  general  assembly  remove  from  office 
any  member  of  the  board  of  State  charities  and  corrections,  and  when  the  gene- 
ral assembly  is  not  in  session,  may  suspend  such  member. 

Sec.  46.  Chapters  242  and  243  of  the  General  Statutes,  and  chapters  904, 327. 
350  and  440  of  the  public  laws  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  47.     This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  fifth  day  of  June,  1877. 

CHAPTER    632. 

AN   ACT  MAKING  APPROPRIATIONS    FOR  THE  SUPPORT  OF  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF 
THE  STATE,  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  ON  THE  THIRTIETH  DAY  OF  APRIL,  1878. 

Paesed  March  30,  1877. 
It  is  enacts  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  following  sums,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  authorized 
by  law,  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the  objects  hereinafter  expressed,  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1878.  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  several  appropriations  herein  mentioned;  and  the  State  auditor  is  hereby 
authorized  to  draw  his  orders  for  such  portion  thereof  as  may  be  required  from 
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time  to  time,  upon  the  receipt  by  him  of  properly  authenticated  vouchers. 
*********** 
For  the  support  of  the  State  prison,  ten  thousand  dollars. 


REfJOLUTioN  empowering  the  Warden  of  the  State  prison  and  keeper  of  the 
jail  in  the  county  of  Providence  to  remove  convicts  and  prisoners. 

RacHvedy  That  whenever  the  board  of  State  charities  and  corrections  shall 
notify  the  warden,  of  the  State  prison  and  keeper  of  the  jail,  in  the  county  of 
Providence,  that  the  new  buildings  on  the  State  farm,  erected  for  the  purposes 
of  a  State  prison  and  jail,  and  declared  by  act  of  the  general  assembly,  to  be  a 
portion  of  the  State  prison  and  jail  for  the  county  of  Providence,  are  ready  and 
suitable  for  occupancy,  the  said  warden  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
remove  the  inmates  of  the  State  prison  from  that  portion  of  said  prison  in  the 
city  of  Providence,  to  that  portion  of  the  State  prison  situated  on  the  State 
farm;  and  as  the  keeper  of  the  said  jail  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  remove  the  inmates  of  the  said  jail  from 'that  portion  thereof  situated  in  the 
city  of  Providence,  to  that  portion  thereof  situated  on  the  State  farm. 

Resolution  relative  to  moneys  received  by  the  board  of  State  charities  and 
corrections. 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  State  charities  and  corrections  shall  cause  to  be 
paid  into  the  State  treasury,  as  provided  in  section  14,  chapter  25  of  the  general 
statutes,  all  moneys  received  by  them  for  board  of  inmates,  labor  and  materials, 
and  from  all  other  sources;  which  sums,  so  paid  into  the  treasury,  shall  be 
added  to  the  appropriation  already  made  or  to  be  made  for  the  use  of  said 
board  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  April  30,  1878. 

Rbbolution  making  an  appropriation  for  the  State  Farm  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing April  30,  1878. 

Be$olv€d,  That  the  sum  of  sixty-four  thousand  dollars,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  board  of  State  charities  and  correc- 
tions for  the  fiscal  year  ending  April  30,  1878,  for  the  State  farm,  and  the 
State  auditor  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  orders  on  the  general  treas- 
urer for  such  portions  thereof  as  may  be  required  from  time  to  time,  upon 
the  receipt  by  him  of  properly  authenticated  vouchers;  provided  however, 
that  no  part  of  this  sum  shall  be  used  for  the  erection  of  a  school-house  or 
building  for  children. 

Resolution  to  settle  claims  of  Job  Wilbur  against  the  State. 

Resolwd,  That  the  board  of  State  charities  and  corrections  be  and  they  here- 
by are  directed  to  proceed,  and  without  unnecessary  delay,  to  erect  so  much  of  the 
stone  wall  as  has  not  been  built  between  land  of  Job  Wilbur,  and  the  highway

in  Cranston,  and  to  reset  the  wall  on  the  north  side  of  the  said  highway  as 
agreed  with  the  said  Wilbur,  and  to  fulfil  the  contract  of  the  State  with  the  said 
Wilbur  in  all  respects  in  reference  to  said  walls,  and  that  the  sum  of  four  hun- 
dred dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ordered  to  be  paid  to  the  said  Job  Wil- 
bur, from  the  general  treasury  upon  the  order  of  the  State  auditor,  proTided 
that  npon  the  receipt  thereof  the  said  Job  Wilbur  shall  execute  a  release  to  the 
State  of  all  claims  and  demands  which  he  may  have  against  the  State  for  or 
on  account  of  any  non-fulfilment  of  the  agreement  of  the  State  to  erect  said 
walls  according  to  its  contract. 

CHAPTEE    646. 

AN  ACT  FOB  THE  PUNISHMENT  OF  TRAMPS. 
Passed  Jane  1,  1877. 
It  ia  enacted  by  the  General  Assernbl/y  as  foUow9 : 

Section  1.  Every  able-bodied  man  who  shall  go  from  house  to  house,  or  from 
place  to  place,  begging,  or  who  shall  ^otherwise  seek  the  means  of  subsistence  by 
begging,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof,  before  any  justice  court,  shall  be  sentenced  by  such  court  to  hard  labor 
upon  the  public  highways,  or  other  public  work  of  the  town  in  which  he  shall 
have  been  convicted,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ten  days;  such  labor  to  be  per- 
formed by  such  offender  in  the  custody  and  under  the  direction  of  any  surveyor 
of  highways,  or  oflflcer  discharging  the  duty  of  surveyor  of  highways,  or  such 
other  public  officer  or  contractor  as  may  have  charge  of  any  public  work  for 
such  town. 

Sec.  2.  Every  able-bodied  person  who  shall  apply  to  any  overseer  of  the 
poor  of  a^y  town  for  relief  or  support,  may,  by  such  overseer  of  the  poor,  be 
provided  with  work  upon  the  highways  or  upon  some  other  public  work  of  the 
town  where  such  application  shall  be  made,  and  (*such  overseer  of  the  poor  may) 
put  such  applicant  at  work  for  a  term  not  exceeding  t«n  days,  under  the  direction 
of  the  surveyor  of  highways,  or  the  officer  discharging  the  duty  of  such  surveyor, 
or  such  overseer  of  the  poor  may  put  such  applicant  to  work  upon  some  other 
public  work  of  such  town  under  the  direction  of  the  officer  or  contractor  having 
control  of  the  same,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ten  days;  and  such  applicant,  and 
any  person  convicted  under  the  preceding  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  supported 
and  relieved  by  such  overseer  of  the  poor  while  such  person  is  employed  and 
faithfully  labors  upon  such  highway  or  public  work,  or  is  in  the  execution  of  a 
sentence  imposed  under  the  preceding  section  hereof;  and  if  any  person  neglects 
or  refuses  to  perform  the  work  assigned  him  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
of  this  act,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  committed  the  misdemeanor  described  in 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  may  be  convicted  and  sentenced  for  such  offense 
as  is  in  the  said  preceding  section  provided. 

Sec.  3.  Any  surveyor  of  highways,  or  officer  having  charge  of  any  public 
work  to  whose  custody  any  person  convicted  of  violating  any  provision  of  this

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act  shall  have  been  sentenced,  may  employ  any  means  to  compel  such  sentenced 
person  to  work,  authorized  to  be  employed  by  the  superintendent  of  the  State 
workhouse  and  house  of  correction  to  compel  the  inmates  of  that  institution 
to  labor,  or  he  may  use  such  means  to  make  such  sentenced  person  labor,  as 
may  be  employed  by  any  keeper  of  the  asylum  for  the  poor  in  the  town  where 
such  sentenced  person  shall  have  been  convicted. 

Sec.  4.  Every  person  convicted  for  a  second  time  of  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  be  sentenced  to  the  state  workhouse  and  house  of  correction 
for  thirty  days. 

Sec.  5.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  for  any  town  adjoining  another  State  shall 
cause  a  copy  of  this  act  to  be  posted  in  some  conspicuous  place,  on  or  near 
every  highway  leading  from  an  adjoining  State  into  such  town.

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  State  charities  and  corrections  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  exchange  land  of  the  State  farm,  adjacent  to  or  near  the  land  of  Samuel 
Burlingame,  for  land  of  said  Burlingame,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  better 
entrance  to  the  grounds  of  the  new  State  prison,  and  a  more  advantageous  dis- 
tribution of  the  sewage  therefrom ;  and  that  the  general  treasurer  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  make  and  execute  a  deed  of  such  land  as  the  board  of  State  charities 
and  corrections  may  have  agreed  to  exchange. 

Kesolution  for  the  repair  of  the  road  leading  to  the  State  farm  and  making  an 
appropriation  therefor. 

Betoltedy  That  the  board  of  State  charities  and  corrections  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  repair  and  improve  the  road  leading  to*  the 
State  farm  from  the  line  of  the  city  of  Providence,  using  the  labor  of  the  in- 
mates of  said  institution  as  far  as  practicable  therefor,  and  the  gravel  in  front 
of  the  new  State  prison  for  the  purpose  of  filling  up  such  portions  of  said 
road  as  may  require  it,  and  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated for  such  purpose;  and  the  State  auditor  is  hereby  authorized  to 
draw  his  orders  upon  the  general  treasurer  for  such  portions  of  said  sum  as 
may  be  required  from  time  to  time,  upon  the  receipt  by  him  of  properly  authen- 
ticated vouchers.

TO  SELECT  A  SUITABLE  LOCATION  FOR  THE 


STATE  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL 


(Presented  January  30,  1878.) 


To  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island : 

The  joint  special  committee  appointed  to  select  a  suitable  location 
for  the  State  Industrial  School,  respectfully  report,  that  soon  after 
their  appointment  they  organized  by  the  choice  of  A.  0.  Bourn  as 
chairman  and  S.  P.  Colt  as  secretary.  Notice  of  a  public  hearing 
was  then  given,  in  pursuance  of  which  they  met  in  the  Senate  cham- 
ber, and  were  addressed  by  General  A.  E.  Burnside,  Hon.  Thomas  A. 
Doyle,  Mayor  of  Providence;  Hon.  Jonathan  Ohace,  of  Lincoln;  Hon. 
Nelson  W.  Aldrich,  of  Providence;  Rev.  Mr.  Rugg,  of  Providence; 
Mr.  Martin  L.  Elldridge,  Superintendent  of  the  Providence  Reform 
School;  Mrs.  E.  B.  Ohace,  of  Lincoln;  and  many  others,  all  of  whom 
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heartily  coQCiirred  in  tho  expedieucy  of  the  proposed  iustitution. 
There  was  some  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  how  it  should  be  established 
and  COD  ducted,  but  all  agreed  that  it  should  under  no  circumstances 
be  located  on  the  State  Farm,  or  be  connected  by  its  management  witb 
that  institution.  The  committee  advertised  in  several  newspapers  in 
different  sections  of  the  State  for  a  suitable  location.  In  response, 
many  localities  were  offered,  most  of  which  were  visited  and  carefully 
examined. 

Mr.  Whipple,  of  Georgiaville,  who  has  taken  a  great  interest  in  the 
establishment  of  the  school,  generously  proposed  to  give  to  the  State 
several  acres  of  land  for  that  purpose.  While  the  committee  fully 
appreciated  the  liberality  of  Mr.  Whipple,  they  felt  obliged  to  decline 
the  offer,  as  the  location  was  not  such  as,  in  their  opinion,  was  best 
adapted  for  the  school.  Some  places  were  rejected  on  account  of  the 
quality  of  the  land,  bat  most  of  them  on  account  of  their  inaccessi- 
bility. Among  the  latter  class  were  the  Lapham  Institute  in  Scituate, 
the  Mount  Hope  and  the  Poppasquash  Point  farms  in  Bristol.  The 
Lapham  Institute  would  be  a  very  cheap  purchase,  taking  the  first  cost 
only  into  account;  but  its  great  distance  from  any  railroad  station 
prevented  tho  committee  from  recommending  it  favorably.  The 
Mount  Ho{)e  farm,  of  170  acres,  valuable  for  its  historical  associa- 
tions, its  admirable  location  and  the  richness  of  its  soil,  and  the  Pop- 
pasquash Point  farm,  of  160  acres,  which  the  committee  unanimously 
agreed  to  be  most  beautifully  situated,  and  precisely  adapted  to  the 
wants  of  the  school,  were  also  rejected,  only  on  aocount  of  their  dis- 
tance from  the  railroad  centre  of  the  State. 

The  land  which  the  committee  recommend  to  the  Legislature  for 
the  State  Industrial  School,  is  situated  mostly  in  the  tenth  ward  of 
the  city  of  Providence,  near  Fruit  Hill,  and  comprises  the  estates 
owned  by 

Mrs.  George  W.  Chapin,  45  acres 124,000 

Hon.  D.  T.  Lyman,  19  acres,  about 3,500 


•27,500 

in  all  seventy-four  acres.  The  land  is  all  of  good  quality.  The 
Chapin  farm  is  under  the  highest  possible  state  of  cultivation,  is 
thoroughly  drained  in  every  part  by  porous  tiles,  under  the  direction 
of  one  of  our  most  skillful  engineers,  has  a  pond  with  a  good  supply 
of  water,  a  large  stone  house,  two  very  good  cottages,  a  large  bam, 
extensive  green-houses,  hot-beds,  and  all  the  appointments  for  sac- 
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cessfnl  market  gardening.  The  other  nineteen  acres  of  land  is  wood- 
land, well  covered  with  wood,  and  is  high  and  dry.  Thirty  acres  of 
land  adjoining  the  Chapin  estate  can  be  bought  for  fifteen  thousand 
dollars,  but  the  committee  think  the  price  more  than  the  value  of 
the  land. 

A  map  of  the  lands  and  of  the  adjoining  estates  has  been  prepared , 
from  which  the  situation  may  be  easily  seen.  The  price  for  which  the 
whole  can  be  purchased  is  twenty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars, 
which  the  committee  think  a  very  reasonable  sum  as  compared  with 
the  price  cliarged  for  other  farms  at  a  great  distiince  from  Providence. 
(This  price  includes  the  furniture  in  the  stone  house  on  the  Chapin 
farm.)  They  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  purchase  would  be  ad- 
vantageous as  an  investment.  They  are  informed  that  there  has  been 
expended  on  the  Chapin  farm,  since  its  purchase  by  the  present  owner, 
nearly  three  times  the  amount  for  which  it  is  now  offered.  The  farm 
is  two  and  a  half  miles  from  the  bridge  at  Market  Square,  three-fourths 
of  a  mile  from  the  horse  car  route  on  Chalkstone  avenue,  and  about  a 
mile  and  a  quarter  from  the  Smith  street  route.  It  cannot,  however, 
be  many  years  before  the  cars  will  pass  the  entrance  to  the  farm. 

When  the  committee  were  appointed  they  were  not  united  as  to  the 
kind  of  a  location  desirable  for  such  an  institution.  Some  were  in 
favor  of  its  location  on  the  Brayton  farm,  a  part  of  the  State  farm  in 
Cranston;  some  on  a  farm  in  the  country  at  a  distance  from  any  city, 
and  some  on  a  farm  near  the  city  of  Providence.  But,  after  carefully 
examining  all  the  places  proposed,  and  considering  the  probable  wants 
of  the  school,  and  the  unmistakable  unanimity  of  sentiment  on  the 
part  of  all  who  were  at  the  public  hearing,  as  well  as  of  many  other 
friends  of  the  project,  that  the  school  could  not,  with  a  due  regard  to 
its  success,  be  located  on  the  State  farm,  they  have  finally  unanimously 
agreed  to  recommend  the  lands  before  mentioned,  believing  that  they 
are  well  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  school. 

From  their  investigations  the  committee  are  convinced  that  there  is 
a  general  desire  and  expectation  of  a  speedy  establishment  of  the  In- 
dustrial School,  on  the  part  of  the  public  as  well  as  of  members  of  the 
Legislature.  They  are  also  aware  of  the  divereity  of  opinions  as  to 
where  the  school  should  be  located,  how  established,  and  how  con- 
ducted. It  became  necessary,  therefore,  for  the  members  to  sink 
their  individual  preferences  and  to  unite  on  some  locality  which  in 
their  judgment  would  be  most  acceptable  to  the  public  and  to  the 
Legislature.     They  would  therefore  respectfully  appeal  to  those  who 
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may  entertain  the  various  opinions  as  to  the  location,  establishing  aud 
conducting  the  school,  to  waive  something  of  their  preferences  aud  to 
endeavor  to  unite  on  some  common  basis,  so  that  this  great  charity 
may  not  be  indefinitely  postponed  through  the  dissensions  of  its 
friends  rather  than  by  the  opposition  of  the  few  who  may  oppose  its 
principle. 

The  committee  would  respectfully  ask  leave  to  present  the  accom- 
panying resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  twenty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  the  location  for  the  State 
Industrial  School,  situated  partly  in  the  city  of  Providence  and  partly  in  the  town 
of  North  Providence,  as  recommended  by  the  joint  special  committee  appointed 
at  the  May  Session  of  the  present  Legislature,  for  that  purpose;  said  sum  to  be 

expended  under  the  direction  of ;  and  the  State  Auditor  is  hereby  directed 

to  draw  his  order  on  the  General  Treasurer  for  said  amount,  as may  direct, 

payable  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated;  provided, 
that  the  title  to  the  said  estates  be  approved  by  the  Attorney  General  before  the 
payment  of  any  money  therefor.

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  General  AssemUy  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island y  at 
their  January  Session  A.  D,  1878: 

The  undersigned;  Railroad  Commissioner^  has  the  honor  of  presenting 
the  following  report: 

Owing  to  the  amendment  made  to  the  Railroad  Law,  at  the  last 
Jannary  Session,  reports  from  this  department  are  hereafter  to  be  made 
annaally,  instead  of  semi-annually,  which  change  I  consider  to  be  very 
desirable,  because  it  makes  a  uniformity  in  all  the  various  departments 
of  the  State,  and  will,  undoubtedly,  prove  the  more  economical  way. 

The  great  depression  in  all  business  matters  is  as  perceptible  in  our 
railroad  business  as  in  any  other,  and  must  necessarily  be  so. 

During  the  year  the  Rhode  Island  and  Massachusetts  Railroad  Com- 
pany have  so  far  completed  their  road  as  to  be  able  to  run  regular 
trains  for  both  passengers  and  freight. 

On  the  4th  of  September  I  examined  it  and  found  it  to  be  thoroughly 
built.  I,  however,  made  quite  a  number  of  suggestions  in  regard  to 
further  safety  at  the  crossings.  I  have  twice  during  the  year  attended 
a  meeting  of  the  Honorable  Town  Council  of  Warwick,  to  protest 
against  the  granting  of  another  grade-crossing.  This  plan  was  before 
them  for  several  meetings,  at  which  all  the  points  were  fully  discussed, 
and  the  subject  of  granting  the  petition  was  finally  referred  to  the 
town,  whero,  at  the  town  meeting,  it  was  defeated  by  an  overwhelm- 
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ing  majority.  There  is  a  good  bridge  over  the  track  qnite  near  the 
place  where  this  grade-crossing  was  asked  for,  and  in  view  of  this,  and 
also  in  view  of  the  great  danger  attending  every  grade-crossing,  I 
could  not  see  any  necessity  for  the  one  proposed. 

I  have  also  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Highways  of 
the  Honorable  City  Council,  of  Providence,  to  whom  was  referred  a 
petition  to  so  extend  a  highway  as  to  cross  at  grade,  the  tracks  of  two 
prominent  railroad  corporations,  in  one  of  the  most  dangerous  locali- 
ties in  the  city.  I  protested  against  the  granting  of  the  petition,  as 
unnecessary  and  uncalled  for,  and  attended  by  too  great  risks,  and  the 
final  result  was,  that  the  petition  was  not  granted. 

I  now  present  a  detailed  report  of  the  condition,  and  business  of 
each  of  the  railroad  corporations,  which,  under  all  the  circumstances 
surrounding  other  business,  make  a  very  favorable  report,  with  only  a 
very  few  exceptions.

As  compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  capital  stock  actually  paid 
in  is  increased  $87,949.54.  The  indebtedness  is  increased  $26,016.91. 
The  total  receipts  are  decreased  $314,574.72.  The  number  of  passen- 
gers are  decreased  632,177,  while  the  tonnage  of  merchandise  has  in- 
creased 341,318  tons.

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THE  HARTFORD,  PROVIDENCE  AND  FISHKILL  RAILROAD  COMPANY 

have  expended  for  maintenance  of  way  1188,251. 66,  a  large  proportion 
of  which  was  for  new  rails,  and  $93,972.25  for  purchase  or  repairs  of 
rolling  atock,  of  which  12,602.72  was  for  new  rolling  stock,  making  a 
total  of  9282,223.91,  all  of  which  was  charged  to  profit  and  loss. 

PROVIDENCE   AND  SPRINGFIELD  RAILROAD  COMPANY 

have  replaced  about  thirty  tons  of  new  iron  rails.  They  report  as  ex- 
pended for  purchase  or  repairs  of  rolling  stock  12,176.84,  and  for 
maintenance  of  way  $6,981.12,  which  aggregate  of  $9,157.96  was 
charged  to  expenses.  They  also  report  as  expended  during  the  year 
$24,181.64,  which  was  charged  to  construction  account,  and  very  pro- 
perly so,  as  it  was  for  land  damages  growing  out-of  the  original  lay-ont 
of  their  road,  and  for  new  stations,  the  building  of  which  had  been 
deferred.  They,  however,  commence  their  new  year  with  an  addition 
of  $13,761.07  to  their  surplus  account 

NEWPORT  AND  WICKFORD  RAILROAD  AND  STEAMBOAT  COMPANY 

have  expended  for  purchase  or  repairs  of  I'olling  stock  $3,889.14,  and 
for  maintenance  of  way  $1,375.94,  making  a  total  of  $5,265.08,  which 
was  charged  to  expenses.  The  report  of  this  corporation  for  this  year 
is  so  entirely  at  variance  with  all  other  business  matters  of  the  year 
that  I  feel  compelled  to  especially  refer  to  it  and  that  their  position 
may  be  easily  seen,  I  herewith  compare  their  returns  of  the  year  with 
the  one  of  the  previous  year:

$6,563.26  for  maintenance  of  way,  which  amounts  were  charged  to 
expenses.  Their  previous  report  being  for  only  a  portion  of  a  year,  I 
cannot  well  compare  them. 
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WOOD   RIVER  BRAKCH   RAILROAD  COMPANY 

have  charged  to  expenses  the  1344.48  as  expended  by  them  for  purchase 
or  repairs  of  rolling  stock,  with  the  11,778.65  expended  for  mainten- 
ance of  way. 

OLD  COLONY  RAILROAD  COMPANY 

have  expended  during  the  year  1174,236.17  for  purchase  or  repairs  of 
rolling  stock,  and  $351,321.15  for  maintenance  of  way,  making  an 
aggregate  of  $525,557.32,  which  was  charged  to  expenses.  Ten  new 
freight,  and  ten  gravel  and  coal  cars,  have  been  added  to  their  rolling 
stock,  and  five  locomotives,  three  passenger  cars,  two  baggage  cai*s, 
twenty-one  freight  and  nineteen  gravel  cars  have  been  rebuilt.  Four 
f  thousand  and  twelve  tons  of  steel,  and  1,260  tons  of  iron  mils,  and 
10^,435  new  sleepers  have  been  used  in  repairing  and  improving  the 
track,  and  1,217  tons  of  rails  have  been  taken  up,  repaired  and  relaid.

Ai$  work  proposed  for  the  coming  year,  I  do  not  hear  of  any  to  re- 
[Htrt,  although  I  feel  quite  confident,  that  should  business  matters  de- 
^.-idiiUy  improve,  railroad  enterprises  that  have  been  allowed  to  slumber 
vkill  siiHH)di]y  assume  life. 

1  dislike  exceedingly  to  be  compelled  to  report  that  any  of  our  rail- 
i\»ad  corporations  have  again  increased  their  equipment  or  rolling  stock 
aoiH)unt. 

In  my  last  report  I  referred  at  length  to  this  method  of  doing  busi- 
nosjj:  that  various  expenditures  of  the  year,  which,  in  my  judgment, 
wore  nothing  more  or  less  than  legitimate  expenses,  were  charged  to 
utiier  accounts,  and  dividends  were  paid  on  a  wreng  basis. 

Instead  of  changing  my  views,  I  am  more  strengthened  in  them 
that  I  am  correct.  When  an  account  for  rolling  stock  has  once  been 
opened,  and  the  quantity  requisite  for  the  business  has  been  procured 
and  charged  to  it,  there  are  only  two  ways  to  proceed.  The  original 
amount  being  carried  forward  from  year  to  year,  no  other  charges 
should  be  added  to  it.  The  two  ways,  then,  are  as  follows:  If  the 
amount  for  subsequent  purchases  of  rolling  stock  is  to  be  charged  to 
that  account,  then  a  certain  percentage  on  the  whole  amount  should 
be  yearly  charged  to  expenses,  to  equal  the  depreciation.  The  other 
way  is:  Charge  the  full  amount  of  each  purchase  to  that  account,  and 
yearly,  before  making  up  the  accounts  of  the  year;  have  all  the  rolling 
stock  nrnmiiMl  hj  competent,  disinterested  persons,  and  let  the  amount 
they  '  *ut  the  full  value  on  that  account. 
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SUGGESTIONS. 

The  principal  suggestions  which  I  would  now  sabmit  is  the  same  old 
story  to  which  I  have  so  many  times  before  referred,  and  that  is  to 
0RADE-CB08SINGS.     Too  many  lives  have  already  been  lost  by  them, 
and  the  accidents  from  them  are  so  constantly  increasing  that  it  does 
seem  to  me  time  that  a  decided  change  in  regard  to  them  should  at 
once  be  made*     They  are  now  created  by  two  sources — one  by  commis- 
sioners appointed  to  award  land  damages  in  the  lay-out  of  a  new  rail- 
road, and  for  which  there  is  not,  and  never  was,  to  my  knowledge,  the 
first  particle  of  legal  authority,  and  the  other  source  is  by  town  coun- 
cils.   I  recommend  that  prompt  legislation  be  had  on  this  important 
subject,  and  a  new  law  made  confering  this  power  solely  to  some  of 
the  courts  of  our  State.     The  reasons  that  I  would  offer  are  these: 
To  cut  off  the  first  source,  because  it  has  no  law  to  rest  upon.     It  is  a 
practice  gained  by  precedents.     To  cut  off  the  other,  because  mem- 
bers of  the  Town  Council  are  so  constantly  changing  that  they  do  not 
fully  appreciate  the  importance  of  the  matter;  because  a  Town  Coun- 
cil will  probably  grant  any  reasonable  petition,  signed  either  by  the 
leading  citizens  of  the  town  or  else  by  a  large  proportion  of  the  voters 
of  the  town;  because,  it  often  happens,  that  the  railroad  company 
carry  weekly  through  the  towns  more  passengers  than  there. are  citizens 
of  the  town,  thereby  leaving  the  Council  to  legislate  for  a  minority; 
because  the  matter  may  eventually  get  into  the  control  of  a  clique  in 
the  town,  or  may  affect  the  whole  business  of  the  town.     During  the 
present  year,  an  example  of  the  latter  case  was  found.     Members  of 
the  Town  Council  were  openly  threatened  that  unless  they  voted  to 
grant  the  petition  they  would  be  removed  from  ofiQce  at  the  next  elec- 
tion.    Efforts  will,  therefore,  be  made  to  elect  men  pledged  to  this  one 
idea,  without  special  reference  to  qualifications  for  the  position.     Be- 
cause in  granting  a  new  highway,  or  changing  an  old  one,  interests 
outside  of  their  own  town  may  be  affected  and  several  town  councils 
called  upon  to  act;  because  in  having  this  authority  vested  solely  in 
the  court  all  interests  are  more  carefully  scanned,  all  objections  become 
known,  and  every  person  interested  would  be  notified  and  the  necessi- 
ties of  the  case  be  fully  understood. 

I  should  not  dwell  so  at  length  upon  this  matter  were  I  not  so  fre- 
quently called  upon  to  investigate  accidents  at  these  crossings. 

I  now  present  an  account,  in  detail,  of  the  various  accidents  of  the 
year,  and  in  investigating  them  I  have  taken  nearly  seventy  pages  of 
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testimony.     My  uniform  course  is  to  first  administer  the  oath  to  the 
witness,  then  take  the  testimony^  then  read  it  to  the  witness  and  then 
have  the  witness  sign  it. 
The  following  is  an  account  of  the 

ACCIDENTS: 

In  my  last  report  I  mentioned  that  an  accident  had  occurred  on  the 
Providence,  Warren  and  Bristol  Railroad,  whereby  Thomas  Barry 
was  injured,  but  that  the  nature  of  the  injuries  were  such  that  he  was 
unable  to  be  present  at  an  investigation  at  that  time.  I  subsequently 
investigated  as  to  the  cause  of  the  accident  on  February  20th.  This 
man  attempted  to  drive  across  the  track  on  India  street,  coming  up  a 
gangway  next  east  of  the  office  of  the  Union  Oil  Company,  while  the 
regular  passenger  train  was  backing  up  India  street  going  to  the  depoL 
The  conductor  of  the  train  was  on  the  front  platform  of  the  first  car; 
the  bell  on  the  engine  was  ringing;  some  buildings  obstructed  the 
view,  and  when  the  conductor  first  saw  the  horses'  heads  they  were 
some  thirty  feet  from  the  crossing,  and  he  immediately  shouted,  to 
attract  the  attention  of  the  driver,  who  was  hid  from  his  view  by  the 
buildings,  and  at  the  same  time  pulled  the  bell-line.  The  man  says 
he  did  not  hear  the  shouting  until  it  was  too  late  to  avoid  being  hit 
It  seems  to  me  that  a  good  proportion  of  the  responsibility  of  this  ac- 
cident rests  upon  the  man  himself  for  not  exercising  due  vigilance  and 
care,  while  the  balance  of  the  responsibility  rests  upon  the  corporation 
for  backing  trains  over  this  street 

An  accident  occurred  February  13th,  near  Smith-street  bridge, 
Providence,  whereby  material  damage  was  done  to  an  engine  and  cars, 
and  one  car-load  of  passengers  somewhat  shaken  up.  The  investiga- 
tion showed  that  the  direct  cause  of  the  accident  was  chargeable  to  an 
engineer  in  the  employ  of  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Com- 
pany, who  did  not  pay  sufficient  attention  to  the  signal  fixed  foe  him, 
and  he  was  promjitly  discharged. 

Thomas  Haggarty,  fatally  injured  February  16th,  at  Pawtucket, 
by  a  train  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company.  He 
Wiis  in  their  employ  as  brakeman  on  the  switching  engine,  and  his 
duties  called  him  frequently  off  of  engine  to  couple  cai^s.  He  caught 
his  left  foot  between  the  wheel  of  the  freight  car  and  jaw-strap  of  the 
car,  the  train  being  in  motion,  and  before  it  could  be  stopped  he  was 
so  jammed  as  to  lose  his  life.  The  train  was  moving  very  slow,  and 
the  two  brakemen  were  at  the  brakes  putting  them  up  at  the  time  of 
the  accident. 
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Jesse  A.  fiO0ERS  was  fatally  injured  Febrnary  22d  by  jnmping 
through  the  window  of  a  car  of  the  New  York,  Providence  and  Bos- 
ton Bailroad  Company.  He  was  a  passenger,  and  when  near  Auburn, 
and  when  the  train  was  moving  nearly  fifty  miles  per  hour,  he  made 
the  fatal  jump.  He  was  promptly  carried  to  the  fihode  Island  Hospi- 
tal,  where  I  visited  him  on  the  24th  of  February,  and  found  him  in  an 
unconscious  state,  and  died  there  on  the  2d  day  of  March.  He  was 
undoubtedly  deranged. 

James  Growell  was  injured  near  the  station  in  Providence,  Jan- 
nary  1st,  in  attempting  to  get  upon  the  hourly  train  of  the  Providence 
and  Worcester  Railroad  Company,  and  was  by  them  sent  to  this  Hos- 
pital. I  found  him  at  this  same  visit,  and  although  I  had  previously 
intended  to  wait  until  he  came  from  the  hospital  before  I  gave  the  case 
a  formal  investigation,  still  upon  finding  him  so  far  recovered,  I  took 
his  testimony  at  this  time.  He  admitted  that  the  train  was  in  motion, 
and  he  attempted  to  jump  upon  the  rear  platform  of  the  first  car,  and 
assumed  all  liability  and  responsibility  of  the  accident 

Charles  G.  Burroughs  was  killed  March  7th  by  coming  in  con- 
tact with  the  High-street  bridge,  Providence,  ho  being  on  the  top  of.  a 
passenger  car  belonging  to  the  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston 
Railroad  Company.  The  train  had  left  the  station  but  a  very  few  mo- 
ments, it  being  the  regular  boat-train  leaving  Providence  7:35  P.  M. 
It  is  supposed  that  he  took  this  position  to  evade  his  fare,  as  he  was 
found  without  either  ticket  or  money. 

Pascal  Ormsbee,  a  man  deaf  and  dumb,  and  about  seventy-five 
jears  of  age,  was  killed  March  9th,  at  Warren-avenue  crossing,  East 
Providence,  by  a  train  of  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Com- 
pany. This  train  was  broken  up  previous  to  reaching  the  crossing. 
The  engine  and  one  portion  had  crossed,  when  Mr.  Ormsbee  attempted 
to  cross,  and  was  run  over  by  the  rear  portion  of  the  train  and  instantly 
killed.  I  did  not  have  any  formal  investigation  of  the  case,  for  the 
reason  that  I  noticed  among  the  testimony  taken  by  the  coroner  was 
the  testimony  of  an  employ^  on  the  train,  who  stated  that  he  pulled 
the  pin  at  the  usual  place,  north  of  the  crossing,  and  that  the  train 
went  over  the  highway  in  detached  parts.  I  immediately  wrote  the 
Superintendent  that  Section  4,  Chapter  145  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
this  State  was  ''  no  car  or  carriage  for  the  transportion  of  passengers, 
or  freight,  over  any  railroad  in  this  State  shall  be  propelled  across  any 
highway  after  the  locomotive  has  been  detached  therefrom,  without  a 
stationary  bell  or  whistle  being  rung  at  said  crossing  during  the  whole 
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time  the  train  is  crossing  such  highway/'  and  that,  in  my  judgment;, 
as  the  train  was  ran  in  direct  violation  of  the  laws  of  this  State,  the 
whole  liability  and  responsibility  of  the  accident  rests  upon  the  corpo- 
ration. This  practice  of  running  trains  was  immediately  discontin- 
ued. I  subsequently  examined  the  crossing  and  recommended  to  the 
Superintendent  that  a  gate  be  erected  on  the  west  side  of  the  crossing, 
similar  to  the  one  then  on  the  east  side.  This  was  promptly  built^  and 
this  crossing  is  now  so  guarded  that  it  would  be  almost  an  impossible 
thing  to  have  a  similar  accident  occur  there. 

On  the  22d  of  November,  Dr.  L.  A.  Palmer,  of  Westerly,  was  in- 
jured, near  Wood  River  Junction,  by  attempting  to  get  on  to  a  car  of 
the  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston  Railroad  Company.  This  ac- 
cident was  at  first  regarded  so  very  slight  that  the  corporation  did  not 
know  of  it,  and  consequently  it  did  not  come  to  my  knowledge.  It 
however  became  known,  and  I  held  a  formal  investigation  March  23d, 
when  there  were  present  an  unusual  large  number  of  witnesses  for  each 
side.  I  first  took  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Palmer,  who  admitted  that  the 
car  was  in  motion  when  he  attempted  to  take  hold  of  the  rail,  where- 
upon I  immediately  dismissed  all  the  other  witnesses,  and  decided  that 
the  very  moment  he  attempted  to  get  upon  the  train,  knowing  that  it 
had  started,  he  assumed  all  liability  and  responsibility. 

EsEK  BowEN  was  slightly  iujui-ed  April  7th  by  a  car  of  the  Union 
Railroad  Company,  in  Providence.  Upon  making  inquiries,  I  found 
the  accident  so  slight  that  I  did  not  deem  a  formal  investigation  nec- 
essary. 

Ferdinand  Shminee  was  injured  the  previous  summer,  near 
Ocean  Cottage,  by  cars  of  the  Providence,  Warren  and  Bristol  Rail- 
road Company,  and  was  by  them  sent  to  the  Rhode  Island  Hospital, 
where  he  remained  nearly  seven  months.  I  made  frequent  inquiries 
there  in  regard  to  him,  still  he  left  before  I  expected.  However  at  last 
I  found  him,  and  held  a  formal  investigation  in  regard  to  the  accident 
on  the  26th  of  April.  He,  with  a  friend,  were  talking  while  standing 
between  the  rails.  The  friend  testified  that  he  not  only  heard  the 
whistling  of  the  coming  train,  but  that  he  said  to  Mr.  Shminke  that 
the  train  was  coming.  He  himself  moved  clear  of  the  train  by  jump- 
ing down  the  bank,  while  Mr.  Shminke  remaining,  or  hesitating,  was 
hit,  and  seriously  hurt  The  signal  of  danger  was  given  by  the  engi- 
neer and  the  train  stopped  as  soon  as  possible,  and  I  informed  Mr. 
Shminke  that  as  he  was  where  he  ought  not  to  be  and  had  no  right  to 
be,  and  as  everything  was  done  by  the  employes  on  the  train  to  prevent 
the  accident,  he  must  assume  the  rcsponsibility  of  it 
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John  M.  Honeywell  was  injured  April  25th  while  attempting  to 
get  off  a  car  of  the  Union  Railroad  Company,-  near  Durfee  street, 
Providence.  I  visited  him  at  his  residence,  and  he  stated  that  he  sup- 
posed the  car  was  going  to  stop,  and  finding  that  it  did  not  even  slack 
the  speed,  he  jumped,  and  added,  '^  I  do  not  blame  anybody  but  my- 
self/' 

,  Peter  Talbot,  a  boy  about  eight  years  of  age,  was  killed  May  5th, 
at  Woonsocket,  by  a  train  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad 
Company,  known  as  the  Worcester  express.  It  was  about  noon,  and 
when  the  engineer  first  saw  the  boy  he  was  only  some  forty  feet  off,  a 
carve  in  the  road,  and  other  cars  standing  there,  prevented  him  from 
seeing  him  before.  He  had  whistled  twice  within  the  previous  minute. 
This  boy  was  playing  with  another  one,  which  one  had  just  crossed  the 
track,  while  this  one  attempted  to  follow.  The  train  was  slacking  up 
at  this  time,  and  stopped  as  soon  as  possible,  so  soon,  that  the  boy  was 
found  less  than  the  length  of  the  train  in  the  rear. 

Akkie  McNiff,  a  girl  about  nine  years  of  age,  was  injured  May 
19th,  on  the  Grove-street  crossing,  by  a  train  of  the  New  York,  Provi- 
dence and  Boston  Railroad  Company.  The  engineer  saw  her  when  he 
was  about  two  hundred  feet  off,  and  immediately  blew  the  whistle,  she 
kept  moving  on  until  she  came  on  to  that  track,  then  he  blowed  for 
brakes.  There  was  another  train  coming  from  the  opposite  direction, 
and  she  appeared  to  be  noticing  it  The  bell  on  this  engine  was  ring- 
ing for  this  crossing,  and  a  portion  of  the  trains  passed  each  other  on 
this  crossing.  I  visited  her  at  her  residence,  and  her  injuries  were  not 
very  severe,  although  how  she  escaped  being  killed  is  not  easily  ex- 
plained. 

Akn  Wiksor  was  killed  July  17th  by  a  train  of  the  Providence  and 
Springfield  Railroad  Company  while  walking  on  the  track  between 
Plainfield  street  and  llartford-street  crossings,  near  Providence.  When 
first  seen  by  the  engineer  she  was  about  sixty  yards  off  walking  between 
the  rails.  The  whistle  had  scarcely  stopped  for  a  crossing  just  passed, 
and  a  curve  in  the  road  obstructed  his  view.  Immediately  upon  seeing 
her  he  blew  four  or  five  short  whistles,  and  almost  at  the  same  moment 
he  shnt  off  the  steam,  reversed  the  engine,  and  blew  for  brakes,  but 
she  was  struck  by  the  pilot  and  instantly  killed.  When  she  crossed  the 
first  crossing  the  fiagman  in  charge  motioned  to  her  to  get  out  of  tlie 
way,  and  although  she  was  looking  at  him  at  the  time,  she  did  not  pay 
attention  to  his  warning.  It  was  afterwards  proved  that  she  was  par- 
tially insane,  and  required  constant  watching.     She  was  stopping  with

W  iLM.vM  SsiVELT  was  injured  August  9th,  at  Bristol,  by  a  train  of

1  i.iirt ,  .itauding  near  the  track,  conversing  with  several  of  his  friends. 
.■  U'Ntitied  that  he  heard  the  whistle  of  the  coming  train  several  min- 
...  t„.r..f(,  the  accident,  and  also  testified  that  he  know  the  horse  was 

the  cars.  Instead  of  heeding  the  signal,  and  moving  to  a 
safety,  which  he  admitted  he  had  ample  time  to  do,  ho  still 
talking,  hence  the  accident.  I  took  bia  testimony  at  his 
and  subsequently  examined  the  place  of  the  accident.  I 
ere  a  tree  that  materially  obstructed  the  view  of  the  track, 
t  my  suggestion,  the  owner  promptly  removed.  Although 
cut  reaultod  quite  seriously  to  Mr.  Snively,  and  also  resulted 
nth  of  a  fine  horse,  I  could  not  see  that  a  particle  of  blame 
i'wherc  else  except  on  Mr,  ynively. 

It  Lewis,  a  brakeman  in  the  employ  of  the  Providence  and 
r  Railroad  Company,  was  killed,  near  Valley  Falls,  by  coming 
:t  with  a  bridge.     He  was  on  a  freight  train  and  was  at  bis 
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post  on  the  top  of  a  car.     It  was  about  nooD^  and  his  hat  had  jnst 
blown  off.     Standing  on  the  car,  looking  towards  the  re^r  after  his  * 
hat,  he  hit  the  bridge,  was  thrown  off,  run  over  and  killed. 

Henbt  L.  Kendall  was  injured  August  30th  by  a  train  of  the 
Providence,  Warren  and  Bristol  Railroad  Company,  while  attempting 
to  cross  the  track  on  India  street,  Providence,  at  the  Union  Oil  Com- 
pany's Works.     He  was  riding  in  a  buggy,  and  as  he  approached  the 
track,  he  carefully  watched  the  train  and  could  not  convince  himself 
that  it  was  in  motion.     It  was  a  train  of  thirteen  freight  cars,  backing 
np  from  the  yard  to  the  Bristol  depot.     When  within  about  a  rod  of 
the  track  he  saw  the  train  was  in  motion,  but  had  got  so  far  that  he 
could  not  turn  around,  and  thought  it  was  just  about  an  even  chance 
for  him  to  get  across  safe,  but  he  was  hit  by  the  train,  and  quite 
seriously  injured.     It  seems  to  me  that  the  responsibility  of  this  acci- 
dent is  evenly  divided  between  Mr.  Kendall  and  the  Railroad  Corpora- 
tion.   He  well  knew  the  situation  of  the  buildings  at  this  crossing, 
how  dangerously  near  they  were  to  the  track.     On  this  Railroad  Cor- 
poration, because  the  daily  practice  of  backing  long  trains  over  India 
street  is  full  of  danger.     The  engine  should  always/  be  upon  the 
approaching  end.     If  it  had  been  so  at  this  time,  there  would  not, 
probably,  have  been  any  accident,  for  the  engineer,  seeing  the  precise 
position,  could  almost  immediately  have  stopped  the  train,  but  as  it 
was,  the  signal  was  passed  through  three  brakemen  to  the  engineer, 
and  the  time  required  to  do  this  caused  the  accident     I  have  since 
visited  this  place,  and  carefully  examined  the  surroundings.     I  have 
suggested  the  moving  of  some  small  buildings  and  fences,  the  work  of 
which  is  now  progressing,  and  when  finished,  will  render  a  dangerous 
crossing  comparatively  safe. 

Chbistopheb  F.  Makwell  was  killed  September  3d,  near  the 
slaughter  houses,  in  Providence,  by  a  train  of  the  Providence  and 
Worcester  Railroad  Company.  It  was  the  hourly  train,  and  coming 
towai^s  Providence.  When  first  seen  by  the  engineer,  he  was  some 
six  hundred  to  eight  hundred  teet  off,  walking  towards  Providence, 
and  between  the  rails  of  the  outward  track.  When  the  train  was 
about  thirty  feet  from  him,  he  stepped  on  to  the  other  track,  directly 
in  front  of  the  coming  train.  The  engineer  then  whistled,  blew  for 
brakes,  and  reversed  the  engine,  but  without  avail,  as  the  man  was 
hit,  and  instantly  killed.  From  a  nephew  of  his,  I  learn  that  Mr. 
Mamwell  was  deranged. 
The  body  of  Johk  Wylie  was  found  early  on  the  morning  of  Sep- 
4 
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tember  5th,  between  Smith  and  Orms  street.  Providence,  lying  withio 
*  a  few  feet  of  the  track.  He  was  probably  killed  on  the  evening  of  the 
4th,  or  early  in  the  morning  of  the  5th.  From  an  examination  of  the 
body,  his  death  was  undoubtedly  caused  by  a  train,  although  other 
suspicions  were  had.  Trains  of  the  Boston  and  Providence,  and 
Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company  pass  over  this  place,  bat 
I  could  not  find  any  one  on  either  train  that  knew  anything  relating 
to  it 

Fbeddie  Bowkee,  a  lad  about  saven  years  of  age,  was  injured 
September  17th,  near  Atwell's  Avenue,  Providence,  in  attempting  to 
leave  a  car  of  the  Union  Railroad  Company.  I  did  not  have  a  formal 
investigation  of  this  cause,  because  I  saw  the  father  of  the  boy  and 
learned  from  him  that  the  boy  was  seated  in  the  car,  and  without 
notifying  either  the  conductor  or  the  driver,  he  jumped  from  his  seat, 
ran  on  to  the  forward  platform,  and  jumped  off,  retaining  hold  with 
his  hand.  He  fell  under  one  of  the  forward  wheels,  and  the  car  was 
so  promptly  stopped  that  his  leg  was  found  still  under  the  wheel. 
Learning  these  facts  from  his  father,  I  did  not  deem  a  formal  investi- 
gation necessary. 

Mary  Welch  was  killed  September  26th,  at  Valley  Falls,  by  a 
train  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company,  while 
standing  upon  the  track.  This,  again,  was  the  hourly  train  coming 
towards  Providence,  and  the  accident  occurred  about  two  minutes 
after  leaving  the  station.  When  the  engineer  first  saw  her,  she  stood 
between  the  rails  of  that  track,  facing  him,  and  about  two  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  off.  He  immediately  blew  the  alarm  whistle,  and  continued 
doing  so.  She  was  looking  at  him  all  the  time,  and  he,  finding  she 
did  not  move,  blowed  for  brakes,  and  reversed  the  engine.  When  the 
train  nearcd  her,  she  kneeled  down,  and  clasped  her  hands,  as  if  in 
prayer.  Her  mother  testified  that  she  was  eleven  and  a  half  years  of 
age,  that  she  had  the  scarlet  fever  when  about  three  years  of  age,  and 
her  mind  at  times  had  been  affected,  and  that  there  was  no  doubt  in 
her  mind  that  she  did  not  realize  what  she  was  doing  at  the  time  of 
.the  accident. 

Thomas  Osborn  was  injured  October  24th,  at  Warren,  by  a  train 
of  the  Fall  River,  Warren  and  Providence  Railroad  Company,  while 
lying  side  of  the  track.  This  accident  happened  about  9.25  A.  M., 
near  the  station.  When  first  seen  by  the  engineer  he  could  not  satisfy 
himself  what  the  object  was,  but  as  soon  as  he  saw  it  was  a  man,  he 
blew  the  whistle,  and  rang  the  belL     The  steam  was  shut  off,  and  had 
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been  for  a  minute  or  so,  as  they  were  nearing  the  station^  and  were  to 
stop.  The  man  did  not  pay  any  attention  to  the  signals^  but  remained 
there,  and  the  train  was  stopped  as  soon  as  possible.  The  engine 
passed  him  without  hitting  him^  but  one  of  the  steps  of  a  car  inflicted 
quite  a  serious  injury.  After  the  accident  he  could  not  explain  how 
he  got  hurt,  or  how,  or  when  he  came  to  Warren.  From  other  testi- 
mony, from  persons  who  saw  him  before  the  accident,  I  do  not  think 
there  is  any  doubt  but  what  he  was  partially  deranged. 

Mrs.  Ann  Worth,  injured  October  28th,  on  Orms  street.  Provi- 
dence, in  attempting  to  get  off  a  car  of  the  Union  Railroad  Company. 
This  was  Sunday  night,  nearly  eleven  o'clock.  She  got  into  the  car 
at  Market  Square,  and  did  not  say  anything  to  the  conductor  about 
stopping.  When  she  saw  that  the  car  had  passed  the  place  where  she 
intended  to  stop,  she  left  her  seat  and  motioned  to  the  conductor  to 
stop.  The  car  was  stopped  perfectly  still.  Her  testimony  was  that 
the  car  started  again  before  she  was  on  the  ground,  while  the  testimony 
of  the  conductor  was  that  she  got  off  while  the  oar  was  stopping  and 
before  it  had  stopped. 

November  8th,  a  brakeman  in  the  employ  of  the  Hartford,  Provi- 
dence and  Fishkill  Kailroad  Company  was  injured,  near  Pontiac,  but 
upon  finding  it  a  very  slight  injury,  did  not  deem  a  formal  investiga- 
tion necessary. 

Patrick  Mahonet  was  injured  November  10th,  on  Market  Square, 
Providence,  by  a  car  of  the  Union  Railroad  Company,  he  being  in  a 
wagon  and  attempting  to  drive  across  the  track.  His  own  testimony 
was  that  he  had  crossed  the  track  into  a  place  that  was  very  narrow 
between  the  track  and  the  curbing,  so  narrow  that  his  forward  wheel 
was  up  against  the  curbing,  and  his  horse  on  the  sidewalk.  He  saw 
the  car  coming,  and  '^  while  I  was  trying  to  get  out  of  the  way,  I  went 
a  little  mite  in  a  see-saw  way,  moving  sometimes  a  little  ahead,  and 
sometimes  backing  a  little."  The  testimony  of  the  driver  of  the  car 
was  that  his  horses  were  walking  all  the  time;  saw  him  drive  across  the 
track;  saw  his  horse  stop;  saw  that  the  car  would  clear  him  about  a 
foot  When  the  car  was  passing  the  team,  the  horse  in  the  team, 
backed,  and  continued  to  back  until  the  hind  wheel  of  the  wagon  hit 
the  guard  on  the  forward  end  of  the  car,  cramping  the  wagon  so  that 
it  tipped  nearly  over.  In  substance  this  testimony  agrees,  and  although 
there  were  several  other  witnesses,  it  seems  to  me  these  are  the  full 
facts  of  the  case. 
Frank  Bow  den  slightly  injured  November  22d,  on  Spring  street,

ProTidenoe,  in  attempting  to  jump  from  a  car  of  the  Union  Railroad 
Company.  I  have  made  diligent  inquiries  to  find  him,  but  failing  to 
do  80,  could  not  have  a  formal  investigation  of  the  case. 

Charles  P.  Nelson,  a  brakeman  in  the  employ  of  the  New  York 
and  New  England  Railroad  Company,  was  injured  November  23d, 
near  Valley  Falls,  while  trying  to  get  on  a  moving  train.  He  got  his 
foot  caught  in  the  frog,  and  the  tread  of  a  car  wheel  ran  on  to  the  side 
of  his  foot. 

Hrnrt  Loomis  was  killed  November  24th,  near  Valley  Falls,  by  a 
train  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company,  while  walk- 
ing upon  the  track.  It  was  the  express  train  from  Woonsocket  coming 
to  Providence,  and  it  was  about  noon.  The  engineer  first  perceived 
him  when  he  was  about  two  hundred  feet  off,  walking  at  the  end  of 
the  ties,  towards  Providence.  He  immediately  blew  the  whistle,  but 
the  man  did  not  turn,  or  notice  the  signal,  but  when  the  train  was 
about  ten  feet  from  him,  he  attempted  to  walk  directly  across  the 
ti*ack,  and  was  instantly  killed.  This  locality  is  the  scene  of  many 
accidents,  and  must  inevitably  continue  to  be  so  just  so  long  as  foot 
passengers  insist  upon  using  the  railroad  track  as  a  thoroughfare. 
Something  over  a  year  ago,  I  suggested  that  notices  be  put  up  there, 
cautioning  people,  and  there  they  remain  to-day,  painted — on  a  board 
about  one  foot  wide,  and  two  and  one-half  feet  long — in  large  black 
letters,  as  follows:  '^  Dangerous!  all  persons  are  forbidden  entering 
upon,  or  crossing  these  premises."  This  man  had  just  passed  one  of 
these  notices,  and  must  have  passed  within  a  very  few  feet  of  it 

Jeremiah  Sullivan  was  injured  November  24th,  between  Sabin 
and  Bradford  streets,  Providence,  by  a  train  of  the  New  York,  Provi- 
dence and  Boston  Railroad  Company  while  walking  upon  the  track. 
It  was  about  6  P.  M.  While  walking  upon  the  track,  he  saw  a  loco- 
motive ahead  of  him,  and  supposing  it  was  coming  down,  he  stepped 
off  that  track  on  to  another  track,  and  was  there  hit  by  a  train  coming 
in  the  opposite  direction.  Before  he  entered  upon  the  track,  tlie 
switch  tender,  with  whom  he  was  acquainted,  advised  him  to  wait  for 
a  few  moments  as  two  trains  would  soon  be  there.  He  replied  that  he 
would  look  out.  How  he  escaped  being  killed  is  not  easily  explained; 
but  if  persons  will  insist  upon  going  where  they  have  no  right  to  go, 
and  will  not  heed  caution  when  there,  accidents  must  follow,  and  this 
is  the  sympathy  which  I  gave  him,  with  the  advice  that,  for  the  future, 
he  had  better  walk  where  he  had  a  right  to  be. 

James  Costello  was  killed  November  27th,  near  Lonsdale,  by  a 
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'rovidence  and  Worcester  Railroad  Compaa?,  while  walk- 
traok.  It  was  about  5.40  P.  M.,  and  a  regular  train,  on 
id'light  was  lighted.  The  engineer  had  jast  Mowed  for

r.  Hallett  was  slightly  injured  December  13th  in  at- 
get  off  a  car  of  the  Union  Builioad  Company,  on  the 
ividencc,  which  was  about  3  P.  M.  The  car  was  intend- 
on  the  bridge,  and  when  it  was  on  Market  Square,  the 
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lady,  who  was  a  passenger  in  the  car,  left  her  seat  and  came  to  the 
door  of  the  car,  and  told  the  conductor  she  wanted  the  Pawtncket  car. 
This  was  passing,  and  the  conductor  signalled  to  that  conductor  to 
stop,  and  that  conductor  did  stop  that  car.  The  first  conductor  then 
turned  towards  the  lady  and  told  her  not  to  be  in  a  hurry,  as  that  car 
would  wait.  The  car  at  this  time  being  near  the  usual  stopping  place, 
the  conductor  left  it  and  went  into  the  office  to  make  his  report  Ho 
left  his  own  car  slacking  up,  but  before  it  came  to  a  decided  stop,  she 
undoubtedly  attempted  to  get  off,  and  received  slight  injuries. 

Miss  Mabkey  was  slightly  injured  December  15th  in  attempting  to 
go  from  a  car  of  the  Union  Railroad  Company,  on  High  sti*eet  It 
was  about  8.30  A.  M.  She  was  a  passenger,  and  as  the  car  was  mov- 
ing along,  she  saw  a  hack  that  was  passing  in  an  opposite  direction 
and  wanted  to  stop  and  get  in  it.  The  car  was  immediately  stopped, 
and  the  conductor  and  a  passenger  both  tried  to  stop  the  hack  by 
hallooing.  Not  succeeding  in  this,  the  lady  stepped  inside  of  the  car 
and  the  car  again  started.  It  had,  however,  scarcely  started  before 
she  came  to  the  rear  door  and  said  to  the  conductor  that  the  hack  had 
stopped,  and  she  would  like  to  get  out  The  conductor  again  struck 
the  bell  at  once,  and  she  came  on  to  the  rear  platform.  He  asked  ber 
to  wait  until  the  car  stopped,  and  at  the  same  time  placed  his  hand  on 
her  shoulder.  He  supposed  she  would  wait  after  being  thus  cautioned, 
but  she  jumped  off  before  the  car  stopped,  jumping  backwards,  and 
was  somewhat  injured. 

There  have  been  several  other  accidents  during  the  year,  but  upon 
inquiring  in  regard  to  them,  I  found  them  to  be  of  such  a  nature  a£ 
not  to  require  reporting.  Thus  ends  a  long  list  of  accidents,  which 
are  classified  as  follows:  Two  killed  and  five  injured  in  crossing  the 
track.  Three  brakemen  killed  and  two  injured.  By  leaving  a  car 
when  in  motion,  nine  have  been  injured,  and  one  killed  by  jumping 
through  the  window  of  a  car.  Nine  have  been  killed  and  three  in- 
jured while  walking  on  the  track.  One  was  killed  when  stealing  a 
ride,  and  being  on  the  top  of  a  car  came,  in  contact  with  a  bridge. 
Total  number  of  accidents  thirty-five,  sixteen  of  which  were  fatal 
This  seems  to  be  a  large  number  of  accidents  to  report,  but  when  the 
causes  therefor  are  carefully  examined  into,  it  is  easily  seen  that  a  very 
large  majority  of  the  cases,  in  fact  almost  every  accident,  was  directly 
caused  either  by  carelessness  or  thoughtlessness  of  the  persons  them- 
selves. On  the  other  side,  it  is  shown  that  there  have  been  19,888,309 
passengers  on  the  various  roads  during  the  year,  while  out  of  this  vast 
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namber^  three  have  been  killed  and  ten  injured.  The  three  reported 
killed  were  all  out  of  this  State,  consequently  I  do  not  know  any  of 
the  circumstances  connected  with  either  case.  Of  the  ten  injured, 
one  was  out  of  this  State,  and  each  of  the  other  nine,  the  accidents 
conld  be  charged  to  carelessness  of  the  passengers  themselves. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  quite  a  large  number  of  the  accidents  are  the 
result  of  people  walking  upon  the  track,  and  I  am  very  firm  in  my 
j  conviction,  that  if  a  law  was  passed  punishing,  by  a  small  fine,  any 
I  persons  walking  upon  the  road,  except  at  grade  crossings,  the  result 
i  would  be  the  saving  of  life  and  limb,  and  beneficial  in  every  respect 
I  I  cannot  close  my  report  without  referring  to  the  death  of  the  Hon. 

!  Wingate  Hayes.  He  has  been  so  long  identified  with  the  railroad 
interests  of  our  State,  so  long  counsel  for  some  of  our  leading  corpora- 
tions, so  thoroughly  conversant  with  railroad  laws  and  usages,  so  fully 
interested  in  the  railroad  growth  and  prosperity  of  our  State,  that  I 
feel  that  his  death  creates  a  loss  which  will  long  be  felt

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Rhode  Island  State  Prison  Commission  Report. 


Peovidbnce,  January  31,  1878. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island, 
at  its  January  Session,  A.,D.  1878: 

The  State  Prison  Commission  herewith  presents  its  fourth  annual 
report,  with  an  account  of  the  doings  of  the  Commission  and  of  the 
progress  of  the  work  on  the  new  State  Prison,  during  the  year  1877. 

During  the  year  1877,  the  Commission  held  forty  regular  meetings. 
The  attendance  of  the  members  of  the  Commission  upon  these  forty 
meetings  was  as  follows:  Snow,  39  meetings;  Bray  ton,  34;  Greene, 
37;  Chace,  38;  Woodbury,  38  meetings. 

Besides  attendance  upon  the  stated  meetings,  the  different  members 
of  the  Commission  have  devoted  232  days,  during  the  year,  to  the 
business  of  building  the  prison,  in  addition  to  the  time  of  Mr.  Greene 
as  agent  of  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Oren  A.  Ballou,  a  member  of  the  Commission,  died  on  Wednes- 
day,  February  21,  1877.  He  was  appointed  in  August,  1876,  in  place 
of  Hon.  William  B.  Lawton,  deceased.  Mr.  Ballou  was  sick  for  some 
months  before  his  decease,  his  last  meeting  with  the  Commission  being 
December  4,  1876. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Commission,  March  3,  1877,  Mr.  Allen 
Greene,  of  Providence,  presented  his  credentials  from  the  Governor  as 
a  member  of  the  Commission  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Oren  A.  Ballou, 
deceased. 
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At  the  same  meeting,  the  following  minute,  presented  by  Mr.  Wood- 
bury, in  relation  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Ballon,  was  adopted  and  ordered 
to  be  entered  upon  the  records  of  the  Commission: 

**  The  CommiBsioners  for  building  a  new  State  Prison  would  place  on  record 
their  sense  of  the  private  and  public  bereavement  sustained  in  the  death  of  their 
late  associate,  Oren  A.  Ballou.  They  gratefully  recall  the  harmonious  character 
of  their  intercourse  with  him  in  all  official  and  personal  relations,  and  the  con- 
stant and  intelligent  interest  which  he  manifested  in  the  performance  of  the  duties 
devolving  upon  the  Commission.  To  his  afflicted  family  they  tender  their  respect- 
ful and  cordial  sympathy.'' 

At  the  seventy-ninth  meeting  of  the  Commission,  on  Friday,  March 
9,  1877,  Mr.  Horatio  L.  Briggs  was  employed  as  the  Superintendent 
of  the  work  on  the  new  State  Prison,  during  the  working  season  of 
the  year  1877. 

At  the  same  meeting  it  was 

'*  Voted,  That  the  floors  of  the  corridors,  guard  room  and  chapel  be  made  of 
brick  arches  between  iron  beams,  and  covered  with  some  kind  of  cement,  con- 
crete or  asphalt." 

At  the  meeting  March  17, 1877,  Mr.  Allen  Greene  was  appointed  to 
act  as  the  agent  of  the  Commission  in  overseeing  the  work  at  the 
prison,  paying  the  workmen,  &c.,  during  the  present  year. 

At  the  eighty-first  meeting,  March  24,  1877,  Mr.  Edgar  B.  Peck 
was  appointed  clerk  and  time-keeper  at  the  prison  during  the  coming 
season. 

At  a  meeting  pn  Saturday,  March  31,  1877,  an  agreement  was  rati- 
fied  for  the  supply  of  sand,  during  the  present  year,  from  land  belong- 
ing to  the  city  of  Providence. 

A  contract  was  also  approved  with  Hopkins  &  Pomroy,  for  lime  and 
cement,  during  the  present  year. 

A  contract  was  also  signed  with  the  Naragansett  Brick  Company, 
for  the  year's  supply  of  brick. 

It  was  also  voted  to  authorize  the  Inspectors  of  the  State  Prison  to 
make  not  exceeding  300  chairs,  and  300  tables,  like  samples  furnished, 
for  the  cells  of  the  new  prison. 

At  the  same  meeting,  a  written  proposition  was  received  from  the 
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Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections,  in  relation  to  furnishing 
labor,  teams  and  tools  for  the  work  on  the  prison  daring  the  present 
year.  The  proposition  was  considei'ed,  accepted  and  ordered  to  be  re- 
corded, and  is  as  follows  : 

TROPOSAL  OF  THB  BOARD  OF  STATE  CHARITIES  AND  CORRECTIONS,  IN  RELATION 

TO  LABOR,  TEAMS,  TOOLS,  ftc. — Accepted  March  31,  1877. 

The  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections,  ofFer  to  furnish  the  stone  re- 
quired for  building  the  new  State  Prison,  during  the  building  season  of  1877,  the 
amount  not  to  exceed  thirty  cubic  yards  per  day,  provided  the  Prison  Commis- 
sion pay  to  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  a  portion  of  the  loss 
incurred  in  carrying  out  the  contract  of  1876,  namely,  the  sum  of  four  hundred 
dollars  ((400),  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  receiving  said  sum  as 
payment  in  full  for  all  claims  for  stone  delivered  in  1876,  and  not  used,  and  for 
stone  quarried  in  1876,  and  not  delivered.    And  also  provided  they  pay 

1.  For  the  labor  of  oxen  with  the  necessary  cart,  stone  puller,  or  drag,  yoke 
and  chain,  for  each  pair  of  oxen  per  day,  $3.50. 

2.  For  the  labor  of  inmates  of  the  Workhouse,  per  day,  $1.00. 

3.  For  the  use  of  derricks  kept  in  repair,  per  week,  $5.00. 

4.  The  actual  cost  of  material,  such  as  powder,  fuse,  steel,  <&c. 

5.  The  wear  and  tear  of  tools,  such  as  bars,  shovels,  stone  hammers,  &c, 

6.  Blacksmith^s  work,  making  and  sharpening  drills,  <&c.,  at  cost. 

7.  The  actual  wages  paid  to  the  boss  quarrymen,  and  such  assistant  quarrymen 
as  may  be  needed. 

8.  The  actual  wages  paid  to  hired  teamsters,  and  all  other  necessary  expenses 
incurred  in  fulfilling  the  contract. 

The  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections,  also  offer  to  furnish  horses  and 
mules  for  such  work  as  may  be  suitable  for  horses  and  mules  to  do,  during  the 
season  of  1877,  at  the  rate  of  four  dollars,  ($4)  per  day  for  a  pair  of  horses  or 
mules,  with  cart  and  driver,  if  the  driver  is  an  inmate  of  the  Workhouse,  or  if 
the  driver  is  hired,  at  a  rate  per  day  as  much  in  addition  to  four  dollars  as  the 
sum  paid  the  driver  per  day,  is  above  one  dollar;  and  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar 
per  day  for  inmate  shovellers. 

To  furnish  oxen  for  the  work  around  the  prison,  if  needed,  with  necessary 
carts,  drags,  &c.,  for  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  each  pair,  and 
driver  for  one  dollar  per  day  if  an  inmate,  or  for  wages  actually  paid  if  hired. 

To  let  to  the  Prison  Commission,  such  derricks  as  are  not  required  for  other 
work,  at  five  dollars  per  week,  the  derricks  to  be  kept  in  repair  by  said  Board  of 
State  Charities  and  Corrections.

At  the  meeting  of  the  Commission,  April  10,  1877,  it  was 
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Voted,  That  the  mess  room,  kitchen,  and  holier  room  be  huilt  extemilly  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  plans  already  presented,  the  walls  of  State  Farm  face-stone, 
with  brick  trimmings.  That  the  kitchen,  mess  room,  and  hospital  floors  be  of 
hard  pine,  matched  and  grooved.  That  the  boiler  room  be  below  ground,  and 
all  of  stone  and  brick,  with  a  roof  fire-proof. 

Tuesday,  May  1, 1877,  the  Gommission  visited  the  new  State  Prison 
officially,  and  examined  the  work,  and  held  a  meeting  for  bosinesB,  all 
the  members  being  present. 

At  the  eighty-seventh  meeting  of  the  Commission,  May  15, 1877, 
Messrs.  Woodbury,  Ghace  and  Oreene  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
examine  and  report  a  plan  for  the  supply  of  water  for  the  prison,  and 
for  its  distribution  in  the  prison  yard. 

At  a  meeting.  May  22,  1877,  the  plans  for  the  Warden's  house  were 
finally  accepted  and  adopted. 

At  a  meeting  on  the  fifth  of  June,  the  subject  of  the  size  and  ar- 
rangement of  the  workshops  was  considered,  and  at  the  next  meeting, 
June  14,  1877,  it  was  decided  to  build  the  workshops  substantiallj 
according  to  the  original  plans:  a  centre  building,  40x60  feet,  with 
two  wings,  each  100x50  feet,  all  two  stories  high,  with  slate  roof,  and 
built  of  State  Farm  face-stone,  with  brick  trimmings. 

At  the  same  meeting,  June  14th,  the  proposal  of  Jerome  Patterson, 
to  do  the  carpentei-'s  work  of  the  mess  room,  kitchen,  hospital,  and 
boiler  room,  for  the  sum  of  $4,795,  was  accepted.  At  the  same  meet- 
ing, the  proposal  of  Isaac  M.  Sweet  was  accepted  to  furnish  the  granite 
for  thresholds,  caps,  window  sills,  &c. 

At  the  meeting,  Monday  July  9,  1877,  it  was  voted  to  accept  the 
bid  of  Garvey  Brothers,  of  Pascoag,  to  furnish  the  granite  for  window 
sills,  &c.,  of  the  workshop,  for  five  hundred  dollars. 

At  the  next  meeting,  July  19,  accepted  the  bid  of  George  Dwight, 
Jr.  &  Go.,  to  furnish  the  iron  roof  of  the  boiler  house,  for  five  hundred 
and  twenty-five  dollars.  ^ 

Also,  voted,  to  accept  the  bid  of  Post  &  McGord,  to  furnish  the  iron 
beams  for  the  floor  of  the  hospital,  for  three  hundred  and  thirty-six 
dollars. 

Also,  accepted  the  proposal  of  Michael  Golrick,  to  do  the  slating  of 
the  roof  of  the  boiler  house,  for  fifteen  cents  per  square  foot 
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Also,  YOted,  to  accept  the  bid  of  Alexander  B.  Springer,  to  do  the 
carpenter's  work  of  the  workshops,  for  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand 
four  hundred  and  forty-three  dollars. 

Monday,  July  23,  1877,  the  proposal  of  Isaac  M.  Sweet,  to  furnish 
the  granite  for  the  Warden's  house,  for  tyro  thousand  six  hundred  and 
forty-eight  dollars,  was  accepted. 

At  the  meeting  on  Monday,  August  6,  1877,  the  proposition  of 
Alexander  B.  Springer  was  accepted,  to  do  the  carpenter's  work  of  the 
Warden's  house,  for  seven  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty  dollars. 

The  proposition  of  Michael  Golrick  was  also  accepted,  to  do  the 
slating  of  t)ie  mess  room  and  hospital,  for  eleven  cents  per  square  foot 
with  tinned  nails,  or  twelve  cents  per  square  foot  with  yellow  metal 
nails. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  op  Thursday,  August  23,  1877,  the  final 
action  in  relation  to  the  ventilation  of  the  cells  of  the  State  Prison  was 
taken,  as  follows: 

« 

Voted,  That  the  architects  be  directed  to  obtain  proposals  for  putting  up  the 
ventilating  pipes;  the  same  to  be  a  separate  five-inch  galvanized  iron  pipe  from 
each  cell  to  the  outer  air  at  the  ridge  of  the  building,  and  terminating  with  an 
Emerson  or  Cowl  ventilator  over  the  ridge;  the  pipes  from  the  cells  to  be  carried, 
in  groupe  of  six,  to  the  top  of  the  blocks  of  cells,  ^d  each  group  of  six  to  be 
enclosed  in  tin  pi^s;  the  pipes  in  each  group  to  be  separated  above  the  tops  of 
the  cells,  so  as  to  go  out  of  the  ridge  at  equal  distances  apart. 

At  the  meeting,  August  27,  1877,  Prof.  Ohace  reported  in  regard  to 
laying  out  the  grounds  about  the  new  State  Prison,  and  presented  a 
letter  upon  the  subject  from  Mr.  E.  W.  Bowditch,  of  Boston.  After 
consideration,  it  was 

Voted,  That  Mr.  Ernest  W.  Bowditch,  landscape  gardener,  of  No.  SO  Devon- 
shire street,  Boston,  be  authorized  to  furnish  "  Detail  plans  for  approaches  to  the 
Prison,  planting,  &c, ;  profiles  for  grading  grounds  and  1500  feet  of  highway,  for 
three  hundred  dollars,"  with  preliminary  sketches,  &c.,  in  accordance  with  his 
letter  to  Prof.  Chace,  of  August  9,  1877. 

At  the  same  meeting,  the  proposal  of  Walker  &  Pratt,  of  Boston, 
was  accepted,  to  furnish  ventilating  pipes,  according  to  specifications, 
for  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars. 
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On  Tuesday,  September  18,  1877,  the  propositions  of  Jerome  Pat- 
terson were  accepted,  to  do  the  wood  work  and  the  lathing  and  plas- 
tering oyer  the  corridors  of  the  State  Prison,  and  the  lathing  and 
plastering  of  the  hospital,  mess  room  and  kitchen. 

At  a  meeting,  October  10,  1877,  the  architects  were  authorized  to 
substitute  a  galvanized  iron  coyering  of  the  dome  of  the  central  build- 
ing in  place  of  slate,  as  preyiously  proposed. 

Several  meetings  were  held  in  October  and  Xoveniber,  occupied 
mostly  with  routine  business,  or  business  of  minor  importance. 

At  the  meeting  on  Monday,  December  17,  1877,  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  plans  presented  by  Mr.  Bowditch  for  grading,  be  accepted  and 
adopted,  with  the  specifications,  so  far  as  they  refer  to  the  ground  in  front  of  the 
prison. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  December  31,  1877,  the  propositions  of 
Mr.  Briggs  were  accepted,  to  whitewash  the  cells,  corridors,  guard 
room,  and  all  below  the  chapel  floors,  for  the  sum  of  Ave  hundred  and 
sixty  dollars;  and  to  point  the  cellar  walls  of  the  mess  room  and  to 
whitewash  the  same,  and  to  whitewash  the  walls  and  ceiling  of  the 
mess  room,  the  walls  and  ceiling  of  the  kitchen,  and  the  walls  and 
ceiling  of  the  hospital,  for  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars.  Also, 
to  point  and  whitewash  the  walls  of  the  workshop  entire,  inside,  for 
one  hundred  dollars. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  on  Wednesday,  January  9,  1878,  a 
proposition  from  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  was  ac- 
cepted, to  do  the  grading  in  front  of  the  new  prison,  according  to  the 
plans  and  specifications  prepared  by  Mr.  E.  W.  Bowditch,  for  the  sum 
of  seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

A  contract  was  also  voted  with  the  old  State  Prison  to  furnish  252 
camp  stools  for  the  mess  room  of  the  new  prison. 

THE  WOBK  DONE  THE  PAST  YEAR. 

The  work  on  the  buildings  was  begun,  for  the  year  1877,  on  Mon- 
day, April  2d,  and  was  finally  closed  on  Saturday,  January  12,  1878, 
though  some  portions  of  the  inside  work,  under  contract,  are  still  in 
progress. 
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Mr.  Allen  Greene  has  acted  as  agent  of  the  Board  daring  the  past 
year,  in  superintending  the  work^  making  purchases,  &c.  Mr.  Wood- 
bury has  given  much  time  and  attention  to  the  work,  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  have  been  faithful  in  their  attendance  upon  the 
meetings,  and  in  their  interest  in  the  progress  of  the  work. 

The  work  done  during  the  year  1877,  has  been  as  follows: 

1.  The  walls  of  the  centre  building  of  the  prison  have  been  carried  up  to  their 
proper  height,  and  the  roof  and  dome  covering  them  have  been  completed. 

2.  The  brick  arches  for  the  floors  of  the  centre  building  and  of  the  wings  of 
the  prison  have  been  laid. 

3.  The  floors  of  the  cells  in  all  the  wings  of  the  prison  have  been  covered  with 
Portland  cement. 

4.  The  ceilings  of  the  corridors  in  the  wings  o^  the  prison  have  been  plastered. 

5.  The  inside  of  the  prison  cells,  and  the  walls  of  the  corridors  in  all  the  wings 
and  in  the  centre  building,  have  been  whitewashed. 

6.  The  iron  work  about  the  cells  has  nearly  all  been  erected,  making  the  prison 
itself  nearly  complete  and  ready  for  occupation. 

7.  The  kitchen,  hospital,  mess  room  and  boiler  house,  which  are  connected 
together  and  constitute  one  group  of  buildings,  have  been  erected,  roofed  in,  and 
completed  with  the  exception  of  furnishing,  and  the  cooking  and  heating  appa- 
mtus. 

8.  The  workshops,  250  feet  in  length  and  two  stories  high,  have  been  built, 
including  the  foundation,  and  have  been  covered  and  slated,  and  are  complete 
with  the  exception  of  the  furniture  and  apparatus  for  steam  power  and  heating. 

9.    The  Warden's  house  has  been  built  ready  to  plaster. 

10.  A  substantial  brick  chimney  has  been  built  100  feet  in  height  and  8  feet 
square. 

In  general  terms,  it  may  be  said,  that  the  exteriors  of  all  the  build- 
ings connected  with  the  prison  are  completed,  and  the  interiors  are  in 
such  a  state  of  forwardness  that  they  can  be  finished  during  the 
summer. 

The  work  of  the  past  year  has  been  done  under  the  general  super- 
vision of  Mr.  Allen  Greene  of  the  Commission,  and  under  the  im- 
mediate direction  of  Mr.  Horatio  L.  Briggs,  as  superintendent  of  all 
the  work  not  done  under  contracts. 

The  rough  stone,  as  heretofore,  has  all  been  furnished  by  the  Board 
of  State  Charities  and  Corrections,  from  the  State  Farm. 

In  the  work  done  during  the  year  1877,  there  were  laid  4,176  cubic 
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yards  of  State  Farm  stone,  and  350  cabic  yards  of  granite,  making  & 
total  of  4,525  cubic  yards  of  stone  work  during  the  year.  In  1876, 
the  whole  amount  of  stone  work  laid,  including  granite  and  founda- 
tion walls,  was  4,548  cubic  yards. 

There  were  also  laid  906,600  bricks  in  1877,  which  were  used  in  the 
arches  for  the  floors  of  the  centre  building  and  wings  of  the  prison; 
in  the  chimneys  already  described ;  in  lining  up  the  kitchen,  hospital 
and  mess  room,  and  also  for  the  jambs  and  quoins  of  the  buildings 
within  the  yard  enclosure,  viz. :  the  mess  room,  kitchen,  hospital, 
boiler  house,  and  workshops.  The  number  of  bricks  laid  in  1876, 
was  687,600. 

The  cost  of  the  labor  on  the  prison,  during  the  year  1877,  was 
140,153.93.     The  cost  of  labor  may  be  analyzed  as  follows  :

This  does  not  include  the  amount  paid  to  the  Board  of  State  Char- 
ities and  Corrections  for  labor  in  getting  out  and  delivering  the  stone, 
and  team  work  about  the  prison.  If  we  add  this  it  would  increase 
the  amount  paid  for  labor  about  twenty-five  percent  The  cost  of 
getting  out,  delivering,  and  preparing  the  State  Farm  stone  for  laying, 
was  about  $2.57  per  cubic  yard. 

CONTRACTS  OF  THE   PAST  YEAE. 

The  condition  of  the  contracts  made  by  the  State  Prison  Com- 
mission, during  the  year  1877,  and  previously,  which  were  not  closed 
at  the  date  of  our  last  report,  is  as  follows : 

1.  *'The  Architectural  Iron  Works,"  of  New  York,  failed  during  the  year, 
and  on  account  of  their  failure,  much  of  the  other  work,  as  well  as  the  work 
under  their  contract,  was  delayed  several  months.    Arrangements  have  been 
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raado  with  one  of  their  bondsmen,  A.  R.  Whitney,  Esq.,  of  New  York,  for  the 
completion  of  their  contract,  and  the  work  is  now  nearly  done. 

2.  The  contract  with  William  Hall  &  Co. ,  of  Boston,  for  locks  for  the  cell 
doom,  remains  unfinished  and  unsettled,  the  same  as  at  the  date  of  the  last  report, 
because  it  has  seemed  desirable  not  to  have  the  locks  put  on  the  doors,  until  the 
prison  is  ready  for  occupancy. 

3.  The  contracts,  uncompleted  at  the  date  of  our  last  report,  with  the  Smith 
Granite  Company,  of  Westerly;  the  Pawtucket  Lumber  and  Builders  Supplies 
Company;  the  Watson  Manufacturing  Company  of  Paterson,  N.  J. ;  Jerome  Pat- 
terson, for  frame  &c.,  for  the  roofs  of  the  wings  of  the  prison,  and  Michael  6ol- 
rick  for  slating  the  roofs  of  the  prison  buildings,  have  all  been  completed  and  paid 
in  full. 

4.  The  contract  with  the  Danforth  Locomotive  Works,  is  nearly  completed. 
The  trusses  of  the  iron  roof  of  the  ceDtre  building  have  been  put  up,  tlie  guard 
room  cage  and  the  stairs  from  the  guard  room  to  the  bridge  leading  to  the  hos- 
pital, have  been  erected.  There  remain  the  bridges  from  the  guard  room  to  the 
blocks  of  cells,  and  the  stairs  to  the  chapel  to  complete  their  contract.  They 
have  been  paid  $15,500  on  account. 

5.  A  contract  was  made  June  15,  1877,  with  Jerome  Patterson  for  the  wood 
work  required  in  the  mess  room,  kitchen,  hospital,  and  boiler  house,  for  the  sum 
of  $4,725. 

6.  A  contract  was  made  with  Michael  Golrick,  July  19,  1877,  and  August  6, 
1877,  to  slate  the  roofs  of  the  mess  room,  hospital,  kitchen,  and  boiler  house, 
which  has  been  completed  and  the  account  settled  in  full. 

7.  A  contract  with  Hopkins  &  Pomroy,  for  Portlaud  Cement,  Newark  Ce- 
ment, and  bricks  for  the  season  of  1877,  was  made  May  22d,  and  has  been  com- 
pleted and  paid  in  full. 

8.  The  proposal  of  George  D wight,  Jr.  &  Co.,  of  Springfield,  to  put  up  the 
iron  roof  of  the  boiler  house,  for  $525,  was  accepted  July  19,  1877,  and  the  job 
has  been  completed  and  settled  for  in  full. 

9.  A  contract  was  made  July  28,  1877,  with  Alex.  B.  Springer,  for  the  car- 
penter's work  of  the  workshops,  for  the  sum  of  $13,443.  This  contract  is  nearly 
completed,  and  he  has  been  paid  $8,000  towards  it.  Also,  another  contract,  with 
the  .same,  for  the  carpenter's  work  of  the  Warden's  house,  for  the  sum  of  $7,440, 
was  made  August  G,  1877.  ,  This  contract  is  so  far  completed  that  the  building  is 
ready  for  lathing,  and  the  contractor  has  been  paid  $1,740  on  account  thereof. 

10.  Contracts  have  been  made  with  Isaac  M.  Sweet  for  granite  for  the  War- 
den's house,  for  $2,648;  also  for  granUe  for  the  mc^ss  room,  kitchen,  hospital,  and 
Iwiler  house,  for  $553.25.  Also,  with  Garvey  Brothers,  of  Paacoag,  for  granite 
for  the  workshops,  for  $500,  all  of  which  contracts  have  been  completed  and 
settled  for  in  full. 

11.  A  contract  was  made  with  Jerome  Patterson,  for  wood  work,  lathing  and 
plastering  the  ceilings  of  the  corridors  of  the  prison  wings,  and  the  mess  room, 
kitchen  and  hospital,  for  the  sum  of  $1,525,  which  has  been  completed  and  settled 
for  in  full. 
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12.  A  contract  was  made  August  27,  1877,  with  the  Walker  and  Pratt  Manu- 
facturing Company,  of  Boston,  to  furnish  the  ventilating  pipes  for  the  ▼entilation 
of  the  cells  of  the  prison,  for  the  sum  of  $2,525.  This  contract  is  awaiting  the 
completion  of  the  iron  work  before  putting  up  the  pipes,  and  the  contractors  haye 
been  paid  $1,500  on  account 

WORK  TO  BE   DONE. 

For  the  completion  of  the  prison  and  grounds,  ready  for  occupancy, 
there  remains  to  be  provided: 

1.  The  apparatus  for  steam  heating  of  all  the  buildings,  for  cooking,  and  for 
steam  power  for  the  workshops. 

2.  The  means  of  lighting  the  prison. 

8.    An  abundant  supply  of  water  in  all  the  buildings  and  for  all  purposes. 

4.  Means  for  draining  the  buildings  and  premises,  and  for  the  disposal  of 
waste  water  and  sewage. 

5.  Two  iron  bridges  to  connect  the  centre  building  of  the  prison  with  the  hos- 
pital, and  with  the  Warden^s  house. 

6.  The  plumbing  in  the  Warden^s  house  and  prison  buildings. 

7.  The  upper  cement  surface  of  the  floore  of  the  corridors  and  guard  room  of 
the  prison. 

8.  The  carpentere*  work  and  plastering  to  finish  the  chapel  and  adjoining 
rooms. 

9.  Furniture  for  the  Warden's  house,  offices,  guard  room,  chapel,  mess  room, 
hospital,  kitchen  and  workshops. 

10.  The  grading  of  the  grounds  in  front  of  the  prison,  and  in  the  prison  yard, 
and  the  construction  of  drive-ways  on  the  prison  premises. 

REMARKS   UPON  THE   WORK  TO   BE   DONE. 

From  the  preceding  list  of  items  of  "  work  to  be  done/'  it  will  be 
noticed  that  the  entire  completion  of  the  prison,  so  as  to  have  it  ready 
for  occupation,  will  include  considerable  expense,  which  properly  be- 
longs, wholly  or  in  part,  to  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Correc- 
tions; and  which  cannot,  therefore,  be  charged  exclusively  to  the 
expense  of  building  the  State  Prison. 

1.  Thus  the  second  item — '*  the  means  for  lighting  the  prisons- 
can  be  provided  by  putting  in  suitable  kerosene  lamps.  Bat  if,  as  we 
believe,  it  is  advisable  to  provide  for  lighting  the  State  Prison  and  all 
the  other  buildings  on  the  State  Farm  with  gas,  it  is  certainly  not  pro- 
per that  the  whole  expense  of  doing  it  should  be  charged  to  the  cost 
of  building  the  prison. 
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2.  In  regard  to  the  tliird  item — "an  abundant  supply  of  water'* — 
it  may  be  said  that  it  has  always  been  supposed  that  this  would  be  pro- 
vided by  the  water  works,  already  in  operation  for  supplying  the  State 
Farm.  It  seems  probable,  from  past  experience,  that  generally  this 
supply  would  be  sufficient  for  the  State  Prison  also.  But  it  also  seems 
probable  that  sometimes,  in  a  very  dry  season,  the  sources  of  the  sup- 
ply would  be  inadequate,  and  it  is  therefore  necessary  to  consider  the 
question  of  an  additional  supply  and  to  provide  for  it 

But  if  this  additional  supply  of  water  is  provided  for,  from  the  city 
water  works,  or  otherwise,  it  may  be  founds  advisable,  and  more  eco- 
nomical, to  supply  all  the  institutions  on  the  State  Farm  in  the  same 
way,  and  give  up  the  present  source  of  supply,  and  save  the  present 
expense  of  pumping.  If  this  is  done,  it  is  certainly  not  right  that 
the  whole  expense  of  providing  the  supply  of  water  should  be  charged 
to  the  expense  of  building  the  State  Prison. 

3.  The  fourth  item  in  the  "  work  to  be  done,"  is  *'  the  means  for 
draining  the  buildings  and  premises,  and  for  the  disposal  of  waste 
water  and  sewage."  It,  .of  course,  b^ongs  to  the  State  Prison  Com- 
mission to  provide  means  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  object;  but 
the  way  in  which  this  shall  be  done,  and  the  best  way,  is  certainly  an 
open  question.  It  may  be  the  best  way  to  provide  for  composting, 
or  disinfecting  the  sewage  within  the  prison  yard,  and  this  could  be 
done  at  a  comparatively  slight  present  expense.  Or,  it  may  be  best  to 
provide  an  underground  system  of  pipes  and  drains,  by  which  the 
sewage  will  be  carried  to  a  distance,  outside  of  the  walls  of  the  prison 
yard,  and  used  for  the  improvement  of  portions  of  the  State  Farm. 
It  seems  to  be  just  and  proper  that  whatever  expense  is  for  the  benefit 
of  the  State  Farm,  and  not  absolutely  necessary  for  the  use  of  the 
prison,  should  be  charged  to  the  appropriations  tor  the  State  Farm, 
and  not  to  that  for  building  the  prison. 

4.  The  tenth  item  named,  is  "the  grading  of  the  grounds  in  front 
of  the  prison,  and  in  the  prison  yard,  and  the  constniction  of  drive- 
ways." That  portion  of  this  work  within  the  prison  yard  will  be  left 
to  be  done  by  the  prisoners  themselves.  But  the  State  Prison  Com- 
mission, as  already  stateil,  has  made  a  conti-act  with  the  Board  of  State 
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Charities  and  Corrections  to  do  the  grading  in  front  of  the  prison,  and 
to  construct  the  drive-ways,  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, for  the  sam  of  $7,250.  This  work  is  somewhat  connected  with 
the  improvement  of  the  highway  in  front  of  the  prison,  and  is  neces- 
sary for  the  improvement  of  the  approaches  to  the  prison.  It  seemed 
very  important  that  it  should  be  done  in  connection  with  the  grading 
of  the  highway,  and  also  desirable  that  it  should  be  done  daring  the 
winter  season,  when  the  teams  and  men  at  the  State  Farm  were  not  so 
much  needed  for  other  work. 

At  the  time  the  contract  was  made,  it  was  hoped  that  the  work 
could  be  pushed  forward  at  once,  so  as  to  show  the  extent  and  charac- 
ter of  the  improvement  at  the  annual  visit  of  the  Greneral  Assembly. 
Accordingly,  the  State  Prison  Commission  voted  to  make  the  contract 
for  doing  the  work.  They  were  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  the 
work  was  important,  and  that  it  was  important  that  it  should  be  done 
at  an  early  day,  and  there  seemed  to  be  no  other  way  that  it  could  be 
done.  A  sudden  change  in  the  weather,  however,  soon  after  the  con- 
tract was  made,  delayed  the  commencement  of  the  work,  and  but  little 
has  been  accomplished  to  the  present  time. 

But  all  must  agree  with  the  State  Prison  Commission,  that  the  ex- 
pense of  this  grading  does  not  properly  belong  to  the  expense  of  build- 
ing the  prison,  and  should  not  be  charged  to  the  appropriations  for 
that  object.  The  Commission  respectfully  requests  the  General  As- 
sembly to  provide  for  this  work  by  a  special  appropriation  for  it,  or  by 
directing  that  it  shall  be  charged  to  some  other  appropriation  than 
that  for  building  the  prison. 

ESTIMATES. 

•  The  preceding  remarks  upon  the  items  of  "  work  to  be  done,"  make 
it  evident  that  our  estimates  of  the  cost  of  completing  the  prison  must 
be  larger  than  was  originally  contemplated. 

But  the  State  Prison  Commission  believes,  and  we  understand  this 
to  be  the  view  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections,  that  it 
is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State  that  the  Prison  Commission  should 
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continue  the  work  to  completion,  including  all  necessary  arrangements 
for  the  effective  working  of  the  prison. 

In  accordance  with  these  views,  the  following  estimates  are  given, 
showing,  in  detail,  the  liabilities  of  th6  Prison  Commission  for  con- 
tracts and  engagements  now  existing,  and  the  amounts  necessary  to 
complete  the  work  as  described. 

The  State  Prison  Commission  owes  on  uncompleted  contracts  and 
engagements — or  will  owe  when  they  are  completed — the  sum  of  $41,- 
500,  to  the  following  parties: 

"  The  Danforth   Locomotive  and   Machine   Company; "    "  A.   R. . 
Whitney;"  "Alexander  B.  Springer; "  **  Jerome  Patterson;"  "Board- 
of  State  Charities  and  Corrections ;"  **  Stone  &  Carpenter ; "  "  Walker 
&  Pratt  Manufacturing  Company;"  "R.  I.  SUit/C  Prison;"  "William 
Hall  &  Company;"  "Ernest  W.  Bowditch;"  "Horatio  L.  Briggs." 

At  this  date,  January  12,  1878,  the  Prison  Commission  has  a  bal- 
ance of  appropriations  in  the  State  Treasury,  available  towards  the 
above  liabilities,  of  120,832.35.  If  we  deduct  this  amount  from  the 
liabilities  named,  we  have  a  balance  of  $20,667.65  to  be  provided  for. 

In  addition  to  this  sum,  there  are  various  other  items  to  be  provided 
for,  making  the  whole  estimated  amounts  necessary,  as  follows:

Incidentals,  Painting,  &c.,  &c 10,000  00

In  view  of  the  preceding  facts  and  estimates,  the  State  Prison  Com- 
mission respectfully  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  eighty  thousand  dol- 
lars. This  sum  they  believe  will  complete  the  prison  in  all  its  neces- 
sary appointments,  and  with  this  sum  it  can  be  made  ready  for  occu- 
pation early  in  the  fall  of  the  present  year.     In  the  final  report  of  the 
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ComniissioD,  the  portion  of  this  sum  that  projKjrly  belongs  to  other 
appropriations,  will  be  carefully  shown. 

OEKEEAL   REMARKS. 

In  conclusion,  the  State  Prison  Commission  would  call  the  attention 
of  the  General  Assembly  to  two  or  three  topics  connected  with  the  ad- 
ministration of  their  trust: 

1.  In  their  last  report,  the  Commission  proposed  for  the  sake  of 
economy,  to  remove  the  prisoners  to  the  new  prison  before  the  first 
day  of  January  of  the  present  year,  and  to  employ  them  in  building  the 
workshops,  and  in  other  work  in  the  prison  yard.  If  this  proiwsition 
had  been  approved,  the  appropriations  now  asked  for  would  have  been 
about  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  less  than  are  now  necessary.  But 
this  plan  was  not  authorized  by  the  General  Assembly,  and  therefore, 
the  workshops  have  been  built  by  the  Commission,  and  sevei-al  months 
more  will  be  necessary  to  have  the  i)rison  ready  for  occupancy. 

2.  The  failure  of  a  large  contractor,  and  unavoidable  delay  iu  pro- 
curing material  by  another  contractor,  have  seriously  hindered  the 
j)rogress  of  the  work,  during  the  past  year,  though  aside  from  this, 
they  brought  no  pecuniary  loss  to  the  State. 

3.  The  amount  and  quality  of  the  work  done  on  the  jirison,  in 
1877,  have  been  highly  satisfactory  to  the  Prison  Commission.  For 
a  less  amount  of  money,  a  much  greater  amount  of  work  was  accom- 
plished in  1877,  than  in  1876. 

4.  The  Prison  Commission  would  specially  invite  the  attention  of 
the  General  Assembly  to  the  thoroughness  and  solidity  of  the  work 
done  in  every  part  of  all  the  prison  buildings.  The  quality  of  the 
stone  work  has  steadily  improved  from  the  beginning,  so  that  the 
walls  of  the  rear  of  the  prison  building,  of  the  Warden's  house, 
and  of  the  buildings  in  the  prison  yard,  present  even  a  better  appear- 
ance than  those  of  the  front  of  the  prison,  though  no  stronger  nor 
more  durable. 

Tlie  aim  of  the  Prison  Commission  from  the  beginning  of  their 
labors  has  been  to  combine  thoroughness,  strength  and  durability  in 
all  their  work,  avoiding  all  exj)ense  for  mere  ornament.     In  these  mat- 
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ten  they  haye  been  greatly  aided  by  the  fidelity  of  their  Superintend- 
ent, Mr.  Horatio  L.  Briggs,  who,  from  the  beginning  of  the  work 
until  the  present  time,  has  had  the  immediate  oversight  of  the  labor 
upon  the  buildings,  and  they  cannot  close  their  report  without  express- 
ing their  sense  of  the  value  of  his  services.  He  has  performed  his 
duties  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Oommission,  and  in  a  manner 
creditable  to  himself  and  to  the  State.  His  superintendence  has  been 
characterized  by  great  skill,  faithfulness  and  intelligence,  by  scrupulous 
integrity  and  a  most  careful  attention  to  every  detail.  As  he  is  soon 
to  leave  the  service  of  the  State,  the  Commissioners  have  felt  it  due  to 
him  thus  to  place  on  record  this  expression  of  their  confidence  and 
esteem.

At  the  May  Session  of  this  General  Assembly,  His  Excellency  the 
Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  reappointed 
Jedediah  Williams,  whose  term  of  service  as  Harbor  Commissioner  had 
nearly  expired,  for  a  further  term  of  three  years. 

OFFICE. 

The  Commissioners  have,  in  conformity  with  Chapter  611,  of  the 
Public  Laws,  secured  an  office  in  the  city  of  Providence,  at  an  annual 
rent  of  three  hundred  dollars,  where  they  keep  all  charts,  plans,  and 
other  papers  and  documents,  which  have  come  into  their  possession, 
and  it  also  affords  a  convenient  place  for  such  hearings  of  parties  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  required. 

APPLICATION  TO  CONGRESS. 

In  accordance  with  the  authority  granted  to  the  Commissioners, 
they  have  forwarded  petitions  to  Congress,  praying  that  an  appropria- 
tion be  made  for  the  widening  and  deepening  of  the  channels  leading 
to  the  port  of  Providence,  of  which  a  copy  may  be  found  in  the  Ap- 
pendix to  this  report     The  petitions  were  presented  in  the  Senate  and 
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in  the  House  of  Bepresentatiyes,  and  referred  respectively  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Commerce  of  each  body.  Sabsequently,  resolutions  were 
offered  by  Senator  Anthony,  in  the  Senate,  and  Representative  Eames, 
in  the  House,  calling  upon  the  Secretary  of  War  to  furnish  informa- 
tion as  to  the  needs  of  commerce  in  this  district,  and  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  improving  the  channels  leading  to  the  port  of  Providenoe. 
Said  resolutions  have  been  sent  by  the  Secretary  of  War  to  the  En- 
gineers' Department,  and  thence  forwarded  to  Gen.  O.  K.  Warren,  U. 
S.  Engineer,  in  charge  of  this  district  Upon  receipt  of  the  resoia- 
tions.  Gen.  Warren  communicated  with  this  Board,  asking  for  a  state- 
ment  of  what  was  desired.  '  Whereupon  the  Commissioners  prepared 
and  forwarded  a  statement,  of  which  a  copy  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix.  The  Commissioners  have  been  notified  by  Gen.  Warren 
that'he  has  forwarded  his  report  to  Major-Gen.  Humphreys,  Chief  of 
Engineers  of  the  United  States,  and  they  have  held  themselves  in 
readiness  to  proceed  to  Washington,  with  such  surveys,  plans,  statist 
tics,  etc.,  as  have  been  collected  and  prepared  for  this  purpose. 

HARBOR    LIKES. 

The  Commissioners,  having  given  notice  of  a  time  and  place  for 
hearing,  as  required  by  law,  all  parties  interested  in  the  establishment 
of  a  harbor  line  on  the  westerly  side  of  Seekonk  river,  from  India 
street  to  Bower  street,  and  such  a  heai*ing  having  been  had,  marked 
out  a  suitable  harbor  line  and  caused  the  same  to  be  platted,  which 
they  reported  to  the  Governor  and  Senate,  at  the  May  Session  of  this 
Assembly,  and  it  was  approved  by  them. 

Upon  the  application  of  parties  at  Pawtucket,  for  authority  to  ex- 
tend their  wharves  where  there  are  now  no  harbor  lines  established, 
the  Commissioners,  finding  that  there  are  wharves  already  constructed 
which  extend  so  near  to  the  channel  as  to  make  the  passage-way  for 
vessels  narrower  than  is  desired,  deemed  it  advisable  and  necessary  that 
suitable  harbor  lines  should  be  fixed  on  both  sides  of  the  river;  they, 
therefore,  marked  out  a  line  on  the  east  side  from  the  lower  dam  to 
Bass  rock,  and  on  the  west  side  of  the  river  from  the  lower  dam  to 
Bensley's  Point 
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They  have  also  held  meetings  with  the  parties  interested  in  the 
fixing  of  a  harbor  line  on  the  west  side  of  Seekonk  river,  from  Bower 
street  to  Central  or  Bed  bridge. 

The  Oommissioners  have  caused  these  lines  to  be  platted,  and  will 
soon  report  them  to  the  Governor  and  Senate,  for  their  approval. 

In  their  last  annual  report,  the  Commissioners  stated  that,  ^'  The 
harbor  line  of  East  Providence  is  unsuitable,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Commissioners,  and  they  would  suggest  the  repeal  of  the  act  estab- 
ishing  it." 

A  plan  is  preparing,  upon  which  a  new  harbor  line  will  be  marked 
out  from  a  point  about  two  hundred  feet  northerly  from  Washington 
bridge  and  extending  to  Kettle  Point,  and  also  on  the  westerly  side  of 
the  river  from  India  street  southerly  and  westerly  along  the  property 
of  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Company;  and  we  recommend 
that  action  be  taken  thereon. 

Plans  will  soon  be  submitted,  showing  the  harbor  lines  as  they  now 
exist  on  both  sides  of  Providence  river,  from  Crawford  street  bridge  to 
Fox  Point,  on  the  east  side,  and  from  Crawford  street  bridge  to  Sim- 
mons' wharf,  on  the  west  side. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  encroachments  which  existed  when 
this  Commission  was  appointed. 

ENOROACHMEXTS. 

Since  this  Commission  was  established,  the  following  wharves  have 
been  reconstructed,  and  encroachments  made  beyond  the  harbor  line. 

Wharf  owned  by  Alexander  Duncan,  et  al.,  near  the  foot  of  Hay 
street. 

Wharf  owned  by  Daniel  E.  Day,  near  the  foot  of  Pine  street. 

Wharf  owned  or  represented  by  Richard  W.  Comstock,  near  the 
foot  of  Power  street. 

Notices  have  been  sent  to  these  parties,  calling  their  attention  to 
Section  5  of  Chapter  611,  of  the  Public  Laws;  but  as  the  encroach- 
ments served  simply  to  bring  these  structures  more  nearly  into  con- 
formity with  structures  already  existing,  and  not  to  make  a  marked 
encroachment  along  the  shore,  no  proceedings  have  as  yet  been  com- 
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menced  against  them.  This  delay  has  been  snffered  that  we  might 
call  your  attention  to  the  whole  matter,  and  we  respectfully  ask  in- 
structions upon  the  subject. 

SURYETS. 

Surveys  have  been  made  of  Pawtucket  river,  on  the  east  side,  from 
the  lower  dam  to  Bass  rock,  and  on  the  west  side  from  the  lower  dam 
to  Bensley's  Point;  on  the  westerly  side  of  Seekonk  river  from  Central 
bridge  to  Bower  street,  from  Bower  street  to  India  street,  and  from 
India  street  to  a  point  near  the  works  of  the  Union  Oil  Company;  on 
the  east  side  of  Seekonk  river  from  a  point  about  two  hundred  feet 
northerly  of  Washington  bridge  to  Kettle  Point,  in  Providence  river, 
and  from  Long  wharf  (as  it  formerly  existed),  on  the  west  side  of 
Providence  river,  to  Simmons'  wharf. 

Where  applications  have  been  made  for  a  license  for  the  constmc- 
tion  of  wharves,  surveys  have  also  been  made. 

DUMPING   GROUND. 

Applications  having  been  made  for  a  dumping  ground,  where  the 
city  of  Providence  could  deposit  material  dredged  from  the  harbor,  a 
place  known  as  the  "  Deep  hole,"  opposite  Rumstick  Point,  was  de- 
signated. Subsequently,  action  of  the  Legislature  (see  Chapter  623,  of 
the  Public  Laws)  caused  the  Commissioners  to  select  another  place  for 
such  dumping  ground,  and  they  designated  an  area  opposite  Sandy 
Point,  east  of  Prudence  Island,  where  there  is  a  depth  of  thirteen  to 
fifteen  fathoms  of  water  at  low  tide,  and  also  an  area  on  the  west  side 
of  Providence  harbor,  between  Hill's  wharf  and  Sassafras  Point,  pro- 
viding said  material  should  be  deposited  at  least  six  hundred  feet  inside 
of  the  harbor  line. 

The  contract  made  by  the  city  of  Providence  for  dredging,  the 
present  year,  provides  that  all  material  shall  be  put  on  the  flats  be- 
tween Hill's  whai*f  and  Sassafras  Point. 

LICENSES. 

The  following  licenses  to  build  wharves  have  been  issued: 
1.     May  7,  James  Lawless,  Bristol,  250x40  feet,  bridge  wharf  and 
stone  piers. 
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2.  June  13,  Warren  J.  Crosby,  Drownville,  250x30  feet,  timber 
wharf,  filled  with  shells. 

3.  July  28,  B.  R.  Higgins  &  Co.,  Bullock's  Cove,  80x40  feet,  timber 
dock. 

L  October  17,  Buel  Buckingham,  Drownville,  100x25  feet,  timber 
wharf,  filled  with  shells. 

5.  November  21,  Daniel  E.  Day,  Providence,  to  rebuild  about  90 
feet  of  face  of  wharf,  stone  wall  on  pile  foundation. 

HEARINGS  BEFORE  THE  BOARD  IK  ADDITION  TO  THE  REGULAR  BUSI- 

NESS    MEETINGS. 

Two  hearings  with  the  Committee  on  Harbors  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  Providence  and  parties  interested,  as  to  a  proper  plan  of  piers 
and  slips  to  be  constructed  on  the  west  side  of  the  harbor  below  Hill's 
wharf. 

Two  hearings  with  riparian  proprietors  in  relation  to  fixing  harbor 
line  on  the  west  side  of  Seekonk  river,  between  Bower  street  and 
India  street. 

One  hearing  with  Samuel  M.  Qray,  City  Engineer,  and  Edward  S. 
Philbrick,  Civil  Engineer  of  Boston,  in  the  matter  of  building  harbor 
wall  on  Seekonk  river,  above  Washington  bridge. 

Four  hearings  with  Brook  street  district  Committee,  in  the  matter 
of  filling  along  the  westerly  side  of  Seekonk  river. 

One  hearing  with  Daniel  E.  Day  and  John  Howe,  Civil  Engineers, 
in  relation  to  the  harbor  line  on  the  west  side  of  Providence  river. 

One  hearing  with  riparian  proprietors  in  relation  to  fixing  harbor 
lines  on  the  west  side  of  Seekonk  river,  between  Bower  street  and 
Central  bridge. 

One  hearing  in  relation  to  the  depositing  of  material  in  the  river 
above  and  below  the  dam  in  Pawtucket,  and  also  in  regard  to  the 
emptying  of  the  sewers  and  wash  of  the  streets  into  the  river  below 
the  dam.  Complaint  was  made  by  those  present  of  the  approa(5hes  to 
Washington  bridge. 

Four  hearings  with  riparian  proprietors,  in  relation  to  fixing  harbor 
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lines  on  both  sides  of  Pawtncket  river;  on  the  east  side  from  the  lower 
dam  to  Bass  rock,  and  on  the  west  side  from  the  lower  dam  to  Bensley's 
Point 

Two  hearings  npon  complaint  by  James  Connery,  of  Bri8tx)ly  in  the 
matter  of  an  alleged  obstruction  caused  by  the  erection  of  a  bnilding 
adjacent  to  his  wharf.  « 

One  hearing  npon  complaint  that  the  Citizens  Gas  Light  Company 
deposited  their  refuse  coal  tar  into  the  river,  thereby  causing  damage 
to  the  boats  of  the  Providence  Yacht  Chib. 

ADVISORY   COUNCIL. 

The  Commissioners  having  invited  the  United  States  Advisory 
Council,  meetings  with  them  were  held  August  14th,  15th  and  16th, 
during  which  time  they  reviewed  the  whole  work  under  the  Commis- 
sioners' care,  and  fully  discussed  and  considered  the  subjects  appertain- 
ing thereto.  They  also  went  by  steamer  and  visited  many  points 
which  were  brought  to  their  attention. 

In  the  Appendix  to  this  report  will  be  found  copies  of  the  questions 
asked  of  the  Council,  and  their  very  full  and  able  reports  in  reply. 

WORK  OP  THE   UNITED   STATES   ENGINEER. 

By  the  courtesy  of  Gen.  6.  K.  Warren,  the  Board  has  received  a 
printed  copy  of  his  report  upon  the  Government  works  under  his 
charge  in  Rhode  Island,  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1877.  The  fol- 
lowing is  a  brief  summary  from  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers 
in  regard  to  the  work  upon  which  Gen.  Warren's  report  in  full  will  be 
found  in  the  Appendix: — 

Pawtucket  or  Seekonk  River,  Rhode  Island, 

No  work  has  been  done  during  the  fiscal  year,  and  none  will  be  done 
this  season,  unless  the  shoals  become  troublesome,  or  some  accidental 
obstruction  occurs. 

Bulkhead  Rock,  Providence  River,  Rhode  Island. 
This  rock  is  a  dangerous  and  annoying  obstruction  to  all  vessels  en- 
tering or  leaving  the  port  of  Providence,  drawing  more  than  fonrteen 
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feet  It  was  remoyed  down  to  fourteen  feet,  at  mean  low  water,  under 
an  appropriation  made  in  1870.  A  depth  of  eighteen  feet,  at  mean  low 
water,  is  deemed  to  be  necessary,  to  make  which  it  is  estimated  will 
require  an  appropriation  of  $5,000. 

Newport  Harbor,  Rhode  Island. 

With  a  small  balance  of  the  appropriation  of  March  3, 1875,  and  the 
assistance *of  the  officers  of  the  United  States  Navy,  Torpedo  Station, 
and  those  of  the  Old  Colony  Steamboat  Company,  two  large  boulders 
were  removed  from  the  channel.  These  boulders  have  been  struck 
several  times,  at  extreme  low  tides,  by  the  large  steamboats,  and  dur- 
ing the  last  year  caused  considerable  damage.  The  improvement 
planned  at  this  place  was  designed  to  facilitate  business  at  the  port, 
and  not  to  increase  its  capacity  as  a  harbor  of  refuge.  With  this  view, 
all  has  been  done  that  is  now  needed. 

Block  Island  Harbor,  Rhode  Island. 

Work  has  been  commenced  on  the  proposed  detached  pier,  under 
the  appropriation  made  by  the  act  of  August  14,  1876.  The  funds 
now  available  will  complete  the  breakwater  designed  for  the  business 
of  the  island. 

The  harbor  has  become  the  resort  of  numbers  of  fishing  vessels,  be- 
longing elsewhere,  so  that  at  tim^s  it  is  quite  filled  up.  It  will  un- 
doubtedly be  sought  by  fishermen  and  ordinary  coasters  in  numbers 
sufficient  to  fill  a  harbor  of  several  times  its  capacity.  The  present 
work  was  not  designed  to  meet  this  want  At  the  close  of  the  season's 
work  a  final  report  will  be  made,  which  will  include  plans  and  esti- 
mates of  cost  of  meeting  the  probable  wants  of  the  fntni-e. 

Pawcaiuck  River,  Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut. 

This  improvement,  as  projected,  has  been  completed,  and  no  further 
work  is  now  contemplated.  The  small  balance  is  reserved  to  remove 
any  small  obstruction  that  may  by  accident  be  placed  in  the  channel. 

Little  Narragansett  Bay,  Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut. 

The  improvement  projected  for  this  locality,  is  to  open  a  channel 
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two  handrcd  feet  wide  and  seven  and  a  half  feet  deep,  at  mean  low 
water,  along  the  north  shore  of  the  bay,  by  dredging  and  by  remoTing 
such  rocks  as  may  be  foand  in  the  way. 

The  original  estimate  for  the  work  was  $51,000,  deducting  $5,000 
already  appropriated,  leaves  $46,000  still  required  to  complete  the 
work.  One-half  of  this  amount  could  be  advantageously  expended 
during  the  next  fiscal  year,  and  would  probably  suffice  to  opmi  a  chan- 
nel one  hundred  feet  wide,  and  thus  utilize  the  improvement  of  Paw- 
catuck  river,  which  was  completed  last  year. 

We  wish  to  express  our  high  appreciation  of  the  value  to  this  State 
of  the  services  of  the  distinguished  men  who  compose  the  United 
States  Advisory  Council :  Rear-Admiral  Daniel  Ammen,  U.  S.  N., 
Brevet-Major-Gen.  G.  K.  Warren,  U.  S.  A.,  and  Prof.  Henry  Mitch- 
ell, U.  S.  C.  S.

PETITION  TO  CONGRESS. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Stales  i7h  Congress  assembled: 

The  petition  of  the  undersigned,  Harbor  Commissioners  of  the 
State  of  Rhode  Island,  etc., — acting  under  the  authority  and  on  be- 
half of  the  said  State,  respectfully  represents — 

That  the  port  of  Providence  is  situated  at  the  northern  limit  of 
coastwise  navigation  for  vessels  that  cannot  safely  pass  the  dangerous 
coast  of  Cape  Cod,  and  has  long  been  an  important  commercial  sta- 
tion. It  has  good  railroad  facilities  connecting  with  all  parts  of  New 
England  and  the  northern  States. 

The  United  States  has,  from  time  to  time,  expended  money  for  the 
improvement  of  navigation  to  this  port;  but,  for  several  years,  the 
sums  so  expended  have  been  of  trifling  amount. 

The  business  of  the  port  demands  vessels  of  deeper  draught  than 
can  pass  over  a  long  bar  which  is  in  the  unimproved  part  of  the  har- 
bor, having  a  least  depth  of  about  fourteen  feet  at  mean  low  water, 
along  the  pathway  of  vessels. 

By  the  excavation  of  a  channel  of  suitable  width  and  depth  through 
this  bar,  and  the  straightening  and  widening  of  the  channel  at  minor 
points,  ocean  vessels  of  deep  draught  may  pass  from  the  sea  to  the 
harbor,  by  the  eastern  passage,  a  distance  of  about  thirty  miles. 

In  order  to  furnish  a  convenient  course  for  vessels  of  equal  draught 
through  the  western  passage,  it  would  be  necessary  to  cut  a  channel 
through  a  short  bar  about  eight  miles  below  Providence  harbor.  As 
there  are  two  safe  and  commodious  entrances  to  Narragansett  Bay, 
one  or  the  other  of  which  can  be  made  by  vessels  in  a  storm  from  any 
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quarter,  it  is  very  desirable  that  vessels  driven  to  enter  by  the  western 
passage,  should  be  able  to  continue,  without  interruption,  on  their 
way  to  Providence  harbor.  The  western  passage  is  the  most  impor- 
tant to  commerce. 

The  material  of  which  these  bars  are  composed  is  believed  to  be 
sand  and  mud,  easy  of  excavation.  The  city  of  Providence  has  ex- 
pended or  appropriated  about  a  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  dredging 
in  the  harbor  since  1870,  and  the  average  price  per  cubic  yard,  for  the 
last  three  years,  has  been  less  than  twelve  cents. 

The  character  of  the  tidal  basin  is  such  that  channels  would  proba- 
bly be  permanently  maintained  at  small  cost. 

Your  petitioners,  therefore,  pray  your  honorable  bodies  to  make  an 
appropriation  for  the  removal  of  obstructions,  so  that  vessels  of  the 
larger  class  may  find  convenient  and  safe  passage  to  this  important 
harbor.

RESOLUTION. 

In  the  House  of  Reprbbentatives,  ) 

February  5, 1878.      J 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Eames: 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  communi- 
cate to  this  House  as  soon  as  practicable  what  improvements,  if  any,  are  de- 
manded by  the  interests  of  commerce  for  the  improvement  of  navigation  to  the 
port  of  Providence,  R  I.,  based  on  examinations  and  surveys  already  made  by 
the  Coast  Survey  or  other  departments  of  the  Government,  together  with  the  es- 
timated cost  of  such  Improvements. 

In  response  to  your  request  we  respectfully  submit  the  following: 

The  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  this  port,  for  which  we  ask 
and  which  we  consider  to  be  urgently  demanded  by  the  interests  and 
for  the  safety  of  commerce  would  be  accomplished: — 

First — By  widening  and  deepening  the  main  channel  from  Fox 
Point,  above  and  east  of  which  (on  the  Providence  and  Seekonk 
rivers)  are  our  present  wharves,  to  Field's  Point,  which  is  at  the  en- 
trance to  the  inner  harbor  from  Narragansett  Bay.  The  distance  be- 
tween the  two  points  by  the  thread  of  the  channel  is  about  one  and 
one-sixth  nautical  miles.  There  is  deep  water  at  both  the  upper  and 
lower  ends  of  this  distance,  but  in  the  middle  a  bar  exists  having  at 
points  only  fourteen  feet  depth  of  water  at  low  tide.  A  channel 
suited  to  this  position  should  be  about  1,060  feet  in  width  between  its 
outer  banks,  150  feet  of  which  width,  in  the  centre,  should  be  23  feet 
in  depth  at  low  water,  and  then  of  decreasing  depths  on  each  side,  to 
the  outer  banks,  where  the  depth  should  be  6  feet  at  low  water.  This 
form  of  channel  would  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  case.  It 
would  afford  good  anchorage  ground  on  each  side  of  the  central  path- 
way, leaving  a  free  course  for  the  manoeuvering  or  passage  of  vessels 
under  sail. 
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Second — Below  Field's  Point,  within  the  bay,  a  continaoas  channel 
should  be  secured  at  least  800  feet  in  width  with  a  central  pathway  23 
feet  in  deptli.  This  part  of  the  work  would  necessitate  the  deepening 
of  the  natural  channel  at  three  points,  to  wic:  Opposite  Rocky  Point; 
about  half  the  distance  between  Gaspee  Point  and  the  Pawtuxet  bea- 
con^ and  opposite  the  village  of  Pawtuxet  The  channel  should  also 
be  widened  between  a  point  nearly  opposite  Pawtuxet  Tillage  and 
Field's  Point 

We  should  then  have  an  unobstructed  passage-way  from  the  open 
sea  to  our  dockd  for  such  heavy  draught  foreign  and  coast-wise  vessels 
and  for  such  numbers  of  all  draughts  as  would  certainly  seek  our  har- 
bor if  so  improved. 

As  the  streams  emptying  into  the  harbor  are  not  of  such  size  or 
character  as  to  bring  down  any  considerable  amount  of  silt,  it  is  quite 
probable  that  if  the  channel  is  once  properly  improved  only  a  small 
annual  outlay  will  be  required  to  preserve  its  condition.  The  esti- 
mated volume  of  material  to  be  removed  between  Fox  Point  and 
Field's  Point,  to  secure  the  desired  channel,  is  about  2,250,000  cubic 
yards,  measured  in  bank;  for  the  work  in  the  bay  the  amount  would 
be  about  1,204,510  cubic  yards. 

As  will  hereafter  appear  by  the  contract  prices  for  similar  work  for 
the  city,  there  are  few  or  no  harbors  where  dredging  can  be  more 
cheaply  done;  and,  as  the  proposed  improvement  consists  mainly  of 
that  kind  of  work,  it  follows  that,  at  comparatively  small  cost,  the 
chief  obstacle  to  our  advancement  in  commercial  prosperity  may  be 
removed. 

We  feel  assured  that  the  contemplated  dredging  can  be  done  at  the 
rate  of  seven  cubic  yards  for  $1.00. 

If  this  work  is  done,  a  continuous  channel  of  about  thirty  miles  in 
length,  of  twenty-three  feet  depth  of  water,  from  the  sea  to  this  port, 
may  be  secured. 

The  city  of  Providence  has  peculiar  advantages  of  location  as  an 
importing  and  exporting  center.  Its  outer  harbor  is  Narragansett 
Bay,  through  one  of  the  two  unobstructed  passages  to  which  it  can  be 
entered  by  the  largest  vessels  that  float,  in  any  wind,  at  any  time, 
without  a  pilot;  and  it  is  never  obstructed  by  ice  to  prevent  making  a 
good  harbor.  It  is  completely  land-locked,  and  has  about  seventy 
square  miles  of  anchorage,  where  the  entire  shipping  of  all  the  ports 
of  the  United  States  could  ride  out  any  storm  in  safety. 

Tlie  harbor  proper  is  an  interior  basin  at  the  head  of  the  bay,  hav- 
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ing  an  area  of  about  700  acres,  with  a  channel  leading  up  to  the 
wharves.  This  channel  is  obstructed  by  a  bar,  having  only  fourteen 
feet  depth  in  places  at  low  water,  as  already  stated. 

The  city  of  Providence  is  the  second  in  size  in  New  England,  and 
the  sixteenth  in  the  United  States.  It  now  contains  a  population  of 
about  100,000,  having  made  a  very  rapid  growth  in  the  last  ten  years. 
It  is  the  most  northerly  important  terminus  of  safe  and  convenient 
navigation  from  southern  ports,  lying,  as  it  does,  about  thirty  miles 
into  the  interior  of  New  England,  and  having  direct  railroad  com- 
munication with  all  parts  of  those  States  and  the  Canadas,  and,  by  tap- 
ping the  roads  leading  west,  with  the  grain  producing  States. 

It  is  the  radiating  center  of  supplies  of  raw  material,  as  also  the 
market  for  an  immense  aggregate  of  manufacturing  industries  located 
immediately  around  it  and  mainly  developed  and  sustained  by  the 
water  power  of  three  streams.  The  leading  manufactures  are  cotton 
and  woolen  goods,  machinery,  arms,  etc.,  in  which  there  are  about 
fifty  million  dollars  invested  capital. 

Of  print  cloths,  there  were  reported  sold  here  in  1877,  a  year  of 
great  depression  in  business,  and,  therefore,  not  a  fair  showing, 
2,742,330  pieces.  The  average  annual  sales  during  the  previous  ten 
years  amounts  to  4,614,733  pieces. 

The  total  reported  receipts  of  cotton  in  this  market,  by  all  routes, 
during  the  year  1877,  were  234,532  bales,  which  is  18,746  bales  less 
than  the  average  during  the  previous  six  years. 

The  total  reported  receipts  of  wool  of  all  grades,  by  all  routes,  dur- 
ing the  year,  were  65,333  bales  and  sacks;  the  average  during  the  pre- 
vious six  years  being  93,983  bales  and  sacks  per  annum. 

By  the  last  census  of  Rhode  Island,  it  appears  that  our  bleachenes 
and  print  works  consumed  about  6,000  tons  of  supplies  of  foreign 
growth  or  manufacture;  but  there  was  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  facts, 
and  the  general  belief  is  that  these  figures  should  be  largely  increased. 

Providence  is  also  the  chief  coal  port  of  New  England.  The  total 
reported  tonnage  of  coal  during  the  year  1877  was  642,480  tons,  of 
which  4,960  tons  were  foreign;  the  average  per  annum  during  the 
previous  six  years  was  580,587  tons,  the  foreign  average  being  5,768 
tons. 

The  total  reported  receipts  of  flour  during  1877  were  324,539  bar- 
rels, which  is  38,477  barrels  more  than  the  average  annual  receipts  of 
the  previous  six  years. 

This,  therefore,  to  the  extent  of  our  present  transportation  facili- 
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tics,  is  an  important  receiving  and  distributing  point  for  direct  impor- 
tations and  productions  for  export.  For  coastwise  trafiSc  it  is  already 
the  leading  \yoTt  in  New  England,  and  with  our  harbor  so  improved 
that  ocean  steamers  and  coastwise  vessels  of  the  heaviest  draught 
could  reach  our  wharves,  we  should  have  unsurpassed  facilities  for  be- 
coming a  commercial,  as  we  already  are  a  manufacturing  center. 

More  coastwise  vessels  now  enter  this  bay  and  port  than  any  other 
port  in  New  England.  Some  of  these  of  large  draught  of  water,  like 
the  Philadelphia,  Norfolk  and  Baltimore  (freight)  steamers,  are  at 
times  compelled  to  wait  hours  for  the  full  tide  to  enable  them  to  cross 
the  bar  and  reach  the  inner  harbor. 

Many  others  are  effectually  barred  from  entering  the  port  at  all  on 
account  of  the  insufficient  depth  of  water  in  some  parts  of  the  chan- 
nel; the  inconvenient  and  expensive  result  of  which  is  that  a  consid- 
erable part  of  the  freight  consigned  to  our  merchants  and  manufac- 
turers, besides  that  which  would  naturally  come  to  this  port  in  transit 
to  interior  points,  must  first  be  delivered  in  New  York  or  Boston  and 
then  reshipped  by  rail  to  this  port.  One  of  the  onerous  features  of 
this  process  is  that  the  port  charges  elsewhere  are  about  twice  as  much 
as  they  are  here;  and  this  is  one  considerable  item  which  counts  with 
ship  owners  in  favor  of  this  as  a  port  of  entry. 

A  pressing  need  of  our  present  commerce  is  more  anchorage  room, 
already  large,  to  allow  the  channel  to  be  kept  free  for  the  passage  of 
vessels.  As  many  as  seventy  to  seventy-five  vessels  have  come  into  the 
harbor  in  an  afternoon,  for  all  of  which,  with  those  already  at  anchor, 
there  is  not  sufficient  room.  The  result  is  a  frequent  blockading  of 
the  channel  against  the  safe  passage  of  vessels  in  and  out  of  the  har- 
bor. Regular  lines  of  passenger  and  freight  steamers  run  daily  be- 
tween this  and  other  ports,  and  in  their  passage  through  the  channel 
much  delay  and  danger  sometimes  result  from  the  encroachments  of 
anchored  vessels  lapping  out  over  their  course.  This  trouble  is  in- 
creased duiing  the  summer  months,  when  excursion  steamers,  loaded 
with  passengers,  are  passing  in  and  out  almost  hourly. 

The  State  does  not  ask  that  its  maritime  facilities  shall  be  developed 
entirely  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States  Government,  lis  appre- 
ciation of  the  importance  of  preserving  and  improving  the  advantages 
it  ali'eady  possesses,  is  shown  by  the  expenditures  which  have  been 
made  to  that  end.  The  government  of  the  city  of  Providence  an- 
nually appropriates  from  $10,000  to  $15,000  for  the  improvement  of 
the  harbor.     A  large  amount  of  dredging  has  already  been  done  in  and 
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about  the  upper  part  of  the  chanuel  with  the  money  thus  appropriated, 
and  sums  paid  by  individuals;  and  now  there  is  much  more  water  in 
the  harbor  proper,  and  around  the  docks,  than  on  the  bars  below. 

During  the  last  eight  years,  $89,380. 10  have  been  expended  by  the  city 
for  dredging  alone,  and  for  surveys,  plats,  etc.,  $2,474.00  more.  This 
work  has  been  done  under  very  favorable  conditions;  the  contract  of 
last  year  for  dredging  about  168,000  cubic  yards  having  been  made  at 
nine  cents  per  cubic  yard.  The  amount  appropriated  by  the  city  for 
the  current  year  is  $15,000,  and  a  contract  for  the  dredging  has  been 
executed  at  thirteen  cents  per  cubic  yard,  requiring  the  material  to  be 
carried  on  trestle-work  to  fill  flats  belonging  to  the  city. 

The  city  has  also  nearly  completed  the  removal,  at  a  cost  of  $60,000, 
of  about  260,000  cubic  yards  of  mud  from  the  '*Cove  Basin,"  so 
called,  at  the  heM  of  Providence  river. 

The  chairman  of  the  Harbor  Committee  of  the  City  Council  has 
submitted  a  statement  relative  to  the  city's  operations  in  the  harbor, 
of  which  the  following  is  a  copy: 


PiioviDENCK,  January  22, 1878. 
J.  Herbert  S/iedd,  Efiq.j  Cfmifmati  of  the  State  Board  of  JTarbar  Coviniitufioners: 

Sir: — In  reply  to  yours  of  the  10th  instant,  I  would  say  that  for  many  years 
the  city  has  expended  considerable  sums  upon  dredging  in  the  harbor,  as  will  ap- 
pear in  the  enclosed  tabular  statement.  Our  citizens  and  our  City  Qovernment 
fully  realize  the  imperative  necessity  of  increasing  our  harbor  facilities,  and  a 
judicious  and  comprehensive  plan  for  harbor  improvement  will  assuredly  receive 
cordial  support. 

If  only  work  could  be  done  in  the  river  and  bay,  below  the  point  where  the 
city  could  be  asked  to  expend  money,  we  might  hope  that  our  harbor  would  re- 
ceive and  our  wharves  accommodate  the  largest  vessels. 

The  following  statement  of  money  paid  and  work  done  on  the  harbor  since 
1870  is  submitted  and  made  a  part  of  this  communication:

In  1876  the  appropriation  for  dredging  the  harbor  was  $11,500.  The  contract 
for  dredging  was  given  to  S.  H.  Hammond  at  thirteen  cents  per  cubic  yard. 

In  1877  the  appropriation  was  $12,500.  The  contract  for  dredging  was 
awarded  to  **  Providence  Dredging  Company  "  at  nine  cents  per  cubic  yard. 

For  1878  the  appropriation  is  $15,000,  and  contract  for  dredging  awarded  to 
Thomas  Potter  at  thirteen  cents  pur  cubic  yard. 

These  low  prices  have  been  obtained  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  there  has 

been  extra  trouble  to  the  contractor  in  disposing  of  the  material.    Last  year 

about  half  the  mud  was  towed  sixteen  miles  to  a  dumping  ground,  and  for  the 

year  to  come  the  price  includes  the  transferring  the  material  by  cars  on  trestle  to 

ground  too  high  to  be  reached  in  scows.    This  is  required  in  order  to  develop 

wharf  property.

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  read  and  nnanimoasly 
adopted  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Providence  Board  of  Trade  of 
the  city  of  Providence,  R,  L,  held  January  9,  1878. 

COPY. 

Whereas,  This  city  is  situated  at  the  head  of  Providence  river,  affording  a 
broad,  safe  and  natural  approach  to  a  point  about  thirty  miles  inland,  from  which 
a  large  portion  of  the  New  England  States  may  be  commercially  reached;  and 
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Whereas,  Much  shipping  is  prevented  from  coming  to  this  port,  on  account 
of  the  shoal  channels  leading  to  the  harbor,  notwithstanding  our  City  Govern- 
ment has  already  expended  considerable  sums  of  mftney  in  widening  and  deep- 
ening the  channels  of  the  harbor;  therefore 

Re$olwd,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  it  is  desirable  and  necessary  that 
steps  be  taken  to  procure  aid  from  the  United  States  Government  to  enable  the 
improvement  to  be  made  so  that  the  natural  facilities  of  this  harbor  may  be  pro- 
perly developed  and  increased 

SsMlved,  That  the  President  of  this  Board  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  a 
committee  to  confer  with  the  State  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  and  is  re- 
quested to  cooperate  with  said  Board  in  urging  upon  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment the  importance  of  the  work  and  procuring  the  necessary  aid  therefor.

In  response  to  another  resolution  passed  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  the 
following  report  of  a  committee  was  presented  to  that  body. 

BcMlved,  That  the  President  of  this  Board  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  commit- 
tee to  ascertain  the  amount  of  foreign  and  domestic  goods  annually  brought  into 
this  district. 

Your  Committee  were  notified  of  their  appointment  on  the  22d  ult. 
They  were  called  together  immediately,  and  have  held  several  meet- 
ings to  consider  the  business  confided  to  them. 

The  difficulties  in  the  way  of  obtaining  such  information  as  is  de- 
sired are  many.  The  want  of  time  precludes  the  possibility  of  issuing 
circulars  to  our  merchants  and  manufacturers,  requesting  such  infor- 
mation as  would  enable  us  to  estimate  accurately  the  amount  of  mate- 
rial required  in  their  business,  and  had  the  time  been  sufficient,  the 
reluctance  of  many  of  our  manufacturers  to  give  such  information, 
would  have  rendered  a  report  thus  obtained  inaccurate. 

The  last  census  of  Khode  Island,  taken  under  the  charge  of  a  most 
faithful  and  efficient  superintendeat,  gives  the  capital  employed  in 
manufactures,  i.  e.,  value  of  real  estate  and  machinery,  as  $49,942,871; 
of  raw  material  used,  $76,715,970;  of  products,  $126,659,875. 

Under  the  head  of  special  manufactures,  we  find  that  there  were 
reported  to  have  been  used  in  print  works  and  bleacheries,  about  6,000 
tons  of  materials  of  foreign  growth  or  manufacture.  From  inform- 
ation received  from  other  sources,  the  last  item  is  believed  to  be  much 
too  small,  and  the  same  discrepancy  may  exist  in  other  figures. 
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So  far  we  have  spoken  only  of  supplies  required  in  our  manafac- 
tures.  There  is  no  possible  means  of  obtaining  an  account  of  sup- 
plies required  for  all  ofher  branches  of  industry  for  a  population  of 
258,239  persons. 

Were  it  possible  to  obtain  ever  so  correct  an  account  of  the  wants 
of  the  people  of  our  own  city  and  State,  we  should  still  be  far  short  of 
the  information  of  which  we  are  in  search. 

Providence  harbor  is  the  natural  source  of  supply,  and  the  natural 
outlet  for  all  of  the  country  lying  east  of  the  Connecticut  river  north 
to  the  Canada  border,  and  west  of  Boston;  in  fact,  coming  from  the 
south.  Providence  is  nearer,  by  steam,  by  twenty-four  hours  than  the 
harbor  of  Boston;  and  when  we  consider  the  dangerous  navigation 
around  Cape  Cod,  we  are  led  to  believe  that  with  sufficient  depth  of 
water  in  our  bay  and  harbor,  the  Boston  lines  from  the  south  would 
find  it  for  their  advantage  to  make  Providence  the  terminus  of  their 
voyage,  and  transfer  by  rail  such  parts  of  their  cargoes  as  may  be  des- 
tined for  Boston. 

With  a  view  to  estimating  the  number  of  tons  of  merchandise  that 
is  annually  going  to  and  from  and  through  this  city,  we  have  request- 
ed from  our  several  railroad  companies  and  from  the  JSTew  York,  Phil- 
adelphia and  Norfolk  lines  of  steamers,  an  account  of  the  number  of 
tons  of  merchandise  transported  by  them  during  the  past  year. 

The  tonnage  on  the  railroads  is  given  in  total,  as  there  is  no  means 
of  ascertaining  how  much  may  go  from  point  to  point  on  the  roads 
without  touching  this  city;  but,  when  we  consider  that  in  this  state- 
ment there  is  no  account  taken  of  the  amount  carried  by  the  smaller 
lines  of  steamboats,  by  sailing  vessels  and  by  teams,  we  may  not  form 
a  very  inaccurate  idea  of  the  business  of  this  port,  even  in  dull  times, 
and  when  the  bars  in  our  bay  prevent  us  from  receiving  a  very  large 
part  of  the  business  that  the  position  of  our  city  would  otherwise 
give  us.

The  records  of  the  Custom  Honse  show  that  during  the  past  year 
there  have  been  123  foreign  and  5,520  domestic  arrivals;  that  the 
value  of  imports  were  1466,868;  that  there  were  brought  by  water, 
201,699  bales  of  cotton,  37,745  bales  of  wool,  60,362  barrels  of  flour, 
685,336  bushels  of  grain,  and  642,480  tons  of  coal. 

It  is  estimated  by  competent  authority  that  the  wholesale  grocery 
business  of  this  city  amounts  to  $11,000,000  per  annum,  and  that  of 
this  amount  $7,300,000  is  in  goods  of  foreign  growth.  The  trade  in 
drugs  and  chemicals,  which  is  very  largely  in  merchandise  of  foreign 
growth  or  manufacture,  is  estimated  at  about  $5,000,000  per  annum. 

The  domestic  importations  of  Providence  by  railroad  and  by  water 
for  1877,  are  given  as  follows:

As  illustrating  the  delays  resulting  from  the  shallowness  of  the  water 
on  the  bar,  we  insert  the  following  copy  of  a  letter  received  from  the 
agent  of  one  of  our  principal  steamship  lines:

J.  Herbert  Sheddy  Bsq,^  Chairman  of  the  Harbor  Commimoners: 

Dear  Sir: — I  beg  and  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that,  in  the  year 
1873,  the  Merchants  and  Miners  Transportation  Co.  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  inaugura- 
ted a  line  of  steamships  between  Baltimore,  Norfolk  and  Providence,  and  styled 
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Uthe  '*  ProYidence,  Norfolk  and  Baltimore  Steamship  Line."  Since  this  line 
was  set  in  motion,  owing  to  the  great  draught  of  water  of  our  steamers,  we  hsTe 
met  with  very  serious  delays  on  account  of  the  depth  of  water  in  our  harbor. 
The  steamers  of  this  line,  when  full  freighted,  draw  eighteen  and  twenty  feet  of 
water,  and  have  touched  bottom  in  midway  of  channel,  and  dragged  the  bottom 
for  long  distances;  and  when  we  have  had  strong  northwest  winds  we  experience 
very  much  more  delay. 

If  our  steamers  arrive  on  an  ebbing  tide,  of  two  or  three  hours  duration,  and 
ground,  they  are  obliged  to  so  remain  until  the  full  flood  tide  makes  again,  csns- 
ing  the  loss  of  valuable  time — from  six  to  eight  hours — which  is  exceedingly  an- 
noying to  our  patrons  and  ourselves. 

I  will  here  state  that  the  Merchants  and  Miners  Transportation  Co.  also  ran  a 
line  of  steamers  between  Baltimore,  Norfolk  and  Boston  via  Cape  Cf>d,  and  I  ha?e 
often  advocated  to  them  of  their  making  the  terminus  of  the  Boston  steamers 
at  Providence,  and  connect  with  Boston  by  railroad,  but  our  company  has 
always  contended  that  it  was  not  practicable  to  do  so  with  their  largest  steamers, 
on  account  of  the  shallowness  of  the  water  in  our  harbor;  but  have  intimated  to 
me  that  if  harbor  facilities  were  such  at  Providence  that  no  delays  would  occur 
on  account  of  depth  of  water,  and  the  steamers  could  arrive  and  depart  at  any 
time  of  tide,  that,  ultimately,  the  terminus  of  the  Boston  line  would  lie  established 
at  Providence.  This  line  is  an  important  one  for  the  city  of  Providence,  ranning 
as  it  does  direct  to  the  South,  connecting  at  Norfolk,  Va.,  with  the  Virginia  and 
Tennessee  Air  Line  and  Seaboard  and  Roanoke  Railroads,  for  all  points  South; 
and  at  Baltimore  (Locust  Point),  Md. ,  with  the  Great  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road, for  all  points  West,  North  and  Southwest.  I  trust  that  some  special  action 
will  be  taken  by  the  State  this  present  year  to  improve  the  navigable  waters  of 
our  beautiful  '*  Narragansett."

QUESTIONS   PROPOSED  BY  THE   BOARD   OF  HARBOR  COMMISSIONERS  TO 
THE   UNITED  STATES  ADVISORY  COUNCIL,   AND  THEIR  REPLY. 

Commodore  Danid  AmmeUy  Chief  of  Bureau  of  Navigation,  Chairman  of  U.  8. 
Advisory  Council  upon  the  Publie  Waters  of  Rhode  Idand,  WaMngton,  B.  C: 

Dear  8m: — The  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  for  the  State  of  Rhode 
Island,  desire  the  advice  of  your  Board  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  What  would  you  propose  as  to  the  general  improvement  of  the  harbor? 

2.  What  width,  depth  and  cross-section  of  channel  should  be  sought  in  order 
to  best  accommodate  the  shipping  likely  to  come  to  these  waters? 

3.  Has  any  change  been  made  in  the  tidal  flow  of  the  Seekonk  river  to  the 
injury  of  Providence  Harbor,  and  what  changes  in  the  harbor  would  be  likely 
to  follow  encroachments  upon  this  basin? 

4.  May  any  change  be  made  to  improve  the  harbor  by  restoration  of  tidal 
flow,  and  could  such  restoration  be  effected  by  a  rebuilding  of  the  bridges? 

5.  Will  the  Council  indicate  what  studies  or  surveys  may  be  involved  in  ob- 
taining specific  information? 

6.  What  general  course  should  b&  pursued  in  considering  the  establishment  of 
harbor  lines,  in  view  of  the  necessary  encroachment  upon  public  waters,  and  the 
probable  effect  upon  tidal  currents,  and  the  form  and  depth  of  channels? 

7.  What  course  shall  be  pursued  in  order  to  most  effectually  bring  before 
Congress  the  necessity  for  government  aid  in  impn>ving  the  channels  and  ap- 
proaches to  Providence  Harbor? 

8.  Will  the  Council  suggest  from  time  to  time,  such  information  as  may  be 
deemed  to  be  of  service  to  this  Board  in  preserving  and  improving  the  navigable 
waters  of  the  State?

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  for  the  State  of  Rhode  Idand  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  considering  the  interrogatories  contained  in  your  communi- 
cation of  November  5th,  we  have  endeavored  by  a  careful  inspection  of  the 
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original  surveys  of  Providence  Harbor,  made  by  the  U.  8.  Engineers,  and  by  the 
U.  8.  Coast  Survey,  to  give  our  personal  knowledge  of  the  locality  such  precision 
as  would  enable  us  to  make  the  practical  suggestions  which  seem  called  for; 
but  it  is  proper  to  state  that  questions  of  so  general  a  character  as  those  you 
propound — while  admitting,  designedly,  no  doubt,  of  great  latitude  in  reply, 
make  our  task  somewhat  difficult.  Nevertheless,  we  recognize  in  your  action  an 
indication  of  your  very  earnest  sense  of  the  importance  of  the  work  before  you  ; 
and  wc  offer  our  suggestions  as  an  introduction  to  this  work,  in  which  we  pro- 
pose to  assist  you  hereafter  to  develop  t?ie  detaiU. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  PROVIDENCE  HARBOR. 

From  a  physical  point  of  view,  the  harbor  of  Providence  is  an  interior  basin 
of  Narragansett  Bay,  and  comprises  the  water  space  between  Field's  Point  and 
the  dam  at  Paw  tucket,  with  the  addition  of  Providence  River,  as  far  up  as  the 
"  Cove  " — a  total  water  space  of  1700  acres,  in  round  numbers.  For  convenience 
of  reference  we  shall  divide  this  space  into  three  compartments,  viz:  the  Seekonk 
Basin,  having  an  area  of  about  900  acres,  between  the  bqfore  mentioned  dam  and 
the  draw -bridges  at  India  Point;  the  Providence  River,  from  the  head  of  tide 
water  to  the  Point  Street  Draw  Bridge,  about  50  acres,  and  the  harbor  proper, 
from  the  bridges  to  Field's  Point,  about  700  acres,  omitting  lagoons. 

The  harbor  proper  is  a  thin  sheet  of  water,  covering  a  vast  accumulation  of 
8ilt  or  mud,  through  which  winds  a  narrow  channel,  that  the  chart  shows  to  be 
a  continuation  of  that  which  issues  from  the  Seekonk  Basin. 

This  channel  enlarges  as  we  follow  it  down  towards  its  outlet  upon  the  bay, 
and  the  mind  almost  instinctively  assumes  that  it  has  been  hollowed  out,  or 
rather  maintained  by  a  stream,  whose  volume  augments  from  point  to  point;  and 
in  the  absence  of  tributary  land  waters,  we  naturally  look  to  the  tides  for  an 
explanation — recogn^ing  as  axiomatic,  the  general  rule  that  the  section  of  a 
tidal  channel  through  an  alluvial  bottom,  should  vary  in  area  with  the  service  it 
is  called  upon  to  perform  as  an  aqueduct.  This  service,  were  the  tides  at  differ- 
ent points  sjmchronous  and  of  uniform  effective  range,  would  vary  almost  direct- 
ly as  the  superficial  areas  covered.  For  the  case  in  question,  the  requisite  condi- 
tions are  so  nearly  fulfilled  that  comparisons  of  superficial  areas  and  vertical 
cross-sections  ought  to  be  conclusive. 

Selecting  the  two  terminal  sections,  as  near,  as  proper  regard  to  the  definition 
of  the  channel  will  permit,  we  have  the  space  above  Bald  Point,  950  acres,  ter- 
minating in  a  vertical  cross-section  of  13,000  square  feet,  and  the  area  of  the 
space  above  Field's  Point,  1,700  acres  (including  lagoons),  terminating  in  a  verti- 
cal cross-section  of  nearly  24,000  square  feet ;  in  the  first  case  the  ratio  of  our 
figures  is  1.13,  in  the  second  case,  1.14.  Intermediate  sections  are  difficult  of 
comparison,  because  the  channel  way  is  ill  defined;  but  such  comparisons  as  can 
be  made  offer  the  same  general  testimony,  and  we  express  without  doubt  the  con- 
clusion that:  The  main  channel  of  Providejice  harbor  is  maintained  by  the  tides; 
and  as  a  corrollary,  assert  that:  An  increase  or  diminution  of  the  tidal  area  of  the 
basins  would  sooner  or  later  be  foUoiced  by  a  corresportding  increase  or  decrease  of  the 
channd  below. 
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A  tide  of  four  and  a  half  feet  range  visits  Providence  liarbor,  and  the  ^fMm 
wlumei — tliose  for  the  hours  of  greatest  Ailing  and  draining — ^are  at  the  entnuioe 
section  (Field's  Point),  eighty-nine  millions  of  cubic  feet  on  the  flood,  and  ninety- 
six  millions  on  the  ebb;  the  former  excluding  or  **  backing  up"  three  and  a  half 
millions  of  land  water,  and  the  latter  including  or  bearing  off  the  river  supply. 

Leaving  the  strictly  physical  point  of  view,  we  observe  from  the  surveys  that 
the  harbor  proper,  although  it  presents  a  superficial  area  of  750  acres,  affords  for 
anchorage  and  manoeuvering  room  for  ordinary  vessels  only  188  acres  at  low 
tide. 

By  ordinary  vessels,  in  this  statement,  we  refer  to  those  drawing  only  12  feet 
when  laden.  The  same  area,  138  acres,  is  afforded  for  the  manoeuvering  of  good 
sized  vessels  (those  drawing  16  to  17  feet,)  at  ordinary  high  water;  but  such 
vessels  can  find  only  67  acres  for  anchorage,  without  taking  the  ground,  at  low 
tide. 

Practically,  the  depth  of  a  channel  is  that  of  its  shallowest  pass,  and  applying 
this  rule,  the  depth  of  the  main  channel  of  Providence  harbor  is  14  feet  at  low 
water  and  18i  feet  at  high.  While  there  is  no  generally  recognized  definition  of 
a  ahip  ehannelf  no  one  would  think  of  placing  the  requisite  depth  of  a  channel  so 
designated  at  the  figures  just  given.  We  are,  therefore,  constrained  to  state 
that: 

The  harbor  of  Providence  has  no  ship  eliannel.  There  is  no  harbor,  perhaps,  in 
the  country  where  dredging  can  be  done  at  less  cost;  and  since  there  is  little  silt 
naturally  brought  down  by  the  inconsiderable  fresh  water  streams,  it  is  probable 
that  the  channel,  once  deepened  effectually,  could  be  maintained  at  a  very  small 
annual  expenditure  in  the  average. 

Having  indicated  in  the  foregoing  the  premises  upon  which  our  answers  to  you 
should  be  based,  wc  shall  proceed  (o  consider  your  questions  in  detail: 

1.  We  recommend  the  enlargement  of  the  main  chani^l  of  the  harbor,  and 
an  improvement  of  the  passage  ways  through  the  bridges  at  the  outlet  of  the 
Seckonk  Basin. 

2.  In  a  port  like  Providence,  employed  for  miscellaneous  commerce,  the 
greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number  is  to  be  secured  by  a  channel  of  eighteen 
feet  depth  at  low  tide. 

In  order,  however,  not  to  exclude  vessels  of  greater  draught,  we  recommend 
that  the  channel  sliould  have  a  central  pathway  of  twenty-tliree  feet  depth,  one 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  wide. 

The  form  of  channel  that  would  meet  these  requirements  and  have  the  most 
permanent  slopes,  would  have  the  following  widths  naturally  between  its  con- 
tours, in  light  alluvium:

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We  recommend  that  this  channel  should  be  carried  from  the  city  to  Field's 
Point,  following  generally  the  present  channel  below  Fox  Point,  and  using  the 
above  table  as  a  guide,  as  far  as  possible,  for  computing  the  amount  of  material 
to  be  removed,  (and  not  as  a  convenient  plan  of  dredging,)  we  find  from  the 
original  hydrographic  sheet  of  the  Coast  Survey  (''1326  A.'*)  executed  in  1874, 
that  the  necessary  dredging  would  then  have  been  two  and  a  quarter  millions  of 
cubic  yards,  hank  measurement 

The  average  length  of  vessels  likely  to  seek  this  harbor  if  improved,  may  be 
set  down  at  150  feet,  and  these,  with  average  draught  of  eighteen  feet,  would  re- 
quire fifty-four  feet  of  cable,  giving  for  radius  of  swing  room  202  feet  These 
Teasels,  anchored  most  carefully  on  both  sides  of  the  channel  proposed,  would 
leftye  821  feet  gangway  for  the  passage  of  other  vessels.  If  anchored  with  only 
the  ordinary  care  (but  still  under  supervision  of  a  harbor  master,)  tlie  width  of 
the  gangway  would  sometimes  not  exceed  150  feet.  It  is  assumed  that  so  few 
yesHeLs  of  extraordinary  draught  would  bo  in  port  at  the  same  time,  that  the  har- 
bor master  could  so  arrange  them  as  to  avoid  having  any  two  of  them  in  the 
same  section.  It  is  proper  to  regard  the  vessels  as  lying  transversely  to  the  di- 
rection of  the  channel,  because  during  the  season  when  the  largest  fleet  visits 
this  port,  winds  from  the  W.  S.  W.  and  S.  W.  prevail. 

In  providing  for  anchorage  room  on  either  side  of  the  gangway,  rather  than 
excavating  a  special  basin  for  anchorage,  it  has  been  borne  in  mind  that  the 
whole  channel,  in  the  absence  of  vessels  at  anchor,  will  be  useful  for  the  passage 
of  vessels  under  sail,  and  that  this  channel,  traversed  by  tidal  currents,  will  be 
less  likely  to  freeze  up  than  a  sheltered  basin,  or  more  easily  broken  out  when 
frozen. 

8.  Wc  have  no  data  from  which  to  conclude  that  there  has  been  any  change 
in  the  range  of  the  tide  in  the  8eekonk  river,  and  while  the  violence  of  the  cur- 
rents under  the  India  Point  bridges  shows  that  the  propagation  of  the  tide  has 
been,  in  a  measure,  interrupted,  we  are  unable  to  state  that  this  interruption  lessens 
the  flow  through  the  channels,  above  and  below,  at  time  of  maximum  velocity 
(soon  after  half  tide),  when  the  effective  scour  occurs.  This  question  is  worthy 
of  study,  and  we  recommend  comparative  gaugings. 

As  things  are  now,  an  encroachment  upon  any  of  the  tidal  reservoirs  will  ulti- 
mately reduce  the  channels  below  by  lessoning  the  flow  through  them.  Should 
such  channels,  however,  be  artificially  increased  in  section,  their  rate  of  decline 
will  be  nearly  independent  of  such  encroachment  until  the  present  conditions  are 
restored. 

Since  it  would  be  eminently  just  and  proper,  under  the  premnt  circumstances, 
to  require  of  all  who  encroach  upon  tide  water  to  provide  by  prepayment  for  the 
injury  to  the  channels  below,  it  is  recommended  that  provision  for  maintaining 
the  depth  in  any  channel,  hereafter  dredged,  should  be  made  upon  the  same  basis. 

4.  We  recommend  that  such  changes  be  made  in  the  piers  and  bays  of  the 
bridges  as  the  study  indicated  in  No.  8  may  show  to  be  necessary  to  restore,  so 
far  as  may  be,  the  natural  and  orderly  flow  of  the  tides,  not  only  because  more 
useful  scouring  action  may  be  induced,  but  because  the  present  violent  flux  and 
reflux  make  the  passage  of  vessels  inconvenient,  and  sometimes  injurious. 
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We  are  satisfied  that  the  piers,  by  their  angular  remtance^  and  as  abrupt  oMadet, 
as  well  as  inadequate  water  spaces,  retard  the  tide  undulj. 

5.  Not  only  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  bridges,  but  throughout  those  portions 
of  the  channels  where  artificial  structures,  or  unyielding  banks,  appear  on  one  or 
both  sides,  the  streams  should  be  gauged  to  ascertain  where  these  streams  are  out 
of  register  with  the  avenues  they  traverse.  Slacks  and  eddies  along  the  borders 
of  such  streams  will  indicate  where  such  studies  should  be  most  carefully  made, 
in  view  of  occupation  of  territory  for  commercial  purposes.  Studies  of  this 
kind  yield  results  which  suggest  their  own  application,  and  leave  less  to  the  un- 
certain judgments  of  men. 

6.  The  channels  of  Providence  harbor  must  ultimately  be  preserved  by  dredg- 
ing, if  the  commerce  of  the  port  continues  to  increase;  and  if  provision  is  made, 
as  suggested  in  our  reply  to  No.  8,  for  creating  a  harbor  fund,  liberal  provision 
may  be  made  for  the  occupation  of  the  frontage,  reserving  in  ail  cases  an  ample 
channel  way,  with  allowances  for  anchorage  and  winding  room. 

For  the  location  of  every  portion  of  the  harbor  line  a  reason  should  be  stated; 
or  should  no  adequate  reason  exist  in  any  particular  case,  this  should  be  frankly 
acknowledged,  in  order  that  a  change  may  be  made  wherever  the  wants  of  com- 
merce demand,  without  disturbing  public  confidence  in  the  permanence  of  the 
system  as  a  whole. 

The  element  of  permanence  is  so  important,  as  affecting  the  value  of  riparian 
privileges,  that  every  endeavor  should  be  made  to  give  a  final  solution  to  the 
problem  at  each  point,  and  to  this  end  a  physical  reason  is  the  best  because  most 
permaneiU. 

The  studies  indicated  in  Nos.  4  and  5,  are  among  the  requisites  for  the  proper 
location  of  harbor  lines,  limiting  the  undue  extension  of  wharves,  <&c.  It  is 
very  often  the  case  that  parties  on  opposite  sides  of  a  basin  or  channel,  can  pre- 
sent equal  claims,  based  on  commercial  wants,  for  the  privileges  of  extension, 
but  that  both  cannot  be  granted  without  impairing  the  navigable  facilities  of  a 
public  thoroughfare.  In  a  case  of  this  kind  your  Board  will  find  that  careful 
gaugings  of  the  water  at  rest,  or  in  motion,  will  enable  you  to  determine  lines 
which  shall  represent  equal  displacements  or  diversions  of  the  streams,  or  balance 
other  physical  elements,  and  thus  you  will  be  able  to  secure,  as  a  compromise  of 
all  lines,  an  equitable  adjustment. 

The  above  are  designed  to  be  the  sreneral  hints  and  suggestions  which  your  ques- 
tion seems  to  call  for,  but  we  shall  be  ready  whenever  you  have  arranged  a 
scheme  of  lines  to  go  over  the  ground,  examine  the  data  upon  which  your  rea- 
sons are  based,  and  weigh  all  the  arguments  with  you. 

7.  There  should  be  prepared  a  full  statement  of  the  present  obstructions  or 
deficiencies  as  developed  by  past  experience,  and  the  public  importance  of  relief 
and  improvement  of  this  as  a  national  harbor  sliould  be  set  forth. 

You  will  best  commend  any  project  to  the  attention  of  Congress  by  indicating 
your  willingness  to  assume  a  share  of  the  burden,  either  by  contributing  towards 
the  work  directly,  or  by  providing  for  the  maintenance  of  the  improvement,  as 
we  have  heretofore  suggested. 
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8.  The  Board,  if  advised  of  the  progress  of  the  studies  indicated  and  the  im- 
proyements  as  they  progress,  will  be  most  happy  to  yield  any  assistance  in  its 
power.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  : 

Gentlemen:  I  was  unable  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  U.  8.  Advisory  Council 
this  month,  to  consider  the  questions  and  prepare  the  answers  which  you  desired 
of  us.  I,  therefore,  sent  my  proposed  answers  without  the  benefit  of  consultation 
with  my  co-members,  expressed  briefly.  To  some  of  these  answers  as  thus  made 
by  me,  my  colleagues  have  made  important  additions,  which  I  adopt.  But  in  the 
matter  of  natural  physical  influences,  1  differ  so  much  with  them  that  I  cannot  sub- 
scribe to  the  part  they  have  presented  preliminary  to  the  answers  they  have  given, 
and  this  difference  also  prevents  my  agreeing  with  them  in  certain  of  the  answers. 
I  therefore  make  this  special  communication. 

As  a  preliminary  to  considering  the  question  of  Providence  harbor,  I  will  say 
briefly,  that  in  my  judgment  its  improvement  is  involved  in  no  problem  of  physi- 
cal laws,  and  that  it  is  simply  a  question  of  capacity  for  oomm('rc!e  and  conven- 
ience of  navigation.     Points  to  be  cut  off;  crooked  places  to  be  made  straight;  nar- 
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row  places  widened;  shoals  to  be  removed,  and  all  by  artificial  means,  and  to  be 
maintained  in  the  same  way.  An  improvement  carried  on,  on  sach  principlai 
will  be  comprehended  by  every  practical  man  of  good  judgment,  and  every  ow 
will  see  the  reason  and  necessity  of  any  proposed  work.  The  consideration  of 
phjTsical  laws  lead  to  prolonged  Investigations  and  involved  conclusions,  that  few 
can  understand  or  submit  to,  and  should  be  avoided  unless  the  question  has  do 
other  solution.  They  delay  practical  operations  and  consume  time  and  money. 
I  do  not  mean  that  plain  natural  laws  should  be  disregarded,  nor  do  I  wish  to 
restrict  any  one  in  exhausting  the  subject,  in  any  direction  he  thinks  neccssaiy, 
who  has  a  voice  in  deciding  the  questions  that  arise.  I  but  give  the  advice  upon 
which  I  would  act  myself. 

My  answers  to  the  eight  questions  are  as  follows: 

Answer  to  questions  1  and  2.    I  agree  with  the  other  members  of  our  CoundL 

Answer  to  question  8.  This  is  really  two  questions,  but  the  answer  of  my 
colleagues  makes  it  three.  They  state  there  '*  is  no  data  from  which  to  conclade 
that  there  has  been  any  change  in  the  range  of  the  tide  in  the  Seekonk  river."  I 
think  there  is,  and  that  the  obstructions  at  India  Point  have  had  the  injurious 
effect  of  retarding  the  flood  tide  wave,  and  diminishing  its  useful  effect  above. 
Your  honorable  board,  however,  as  I  read  it,  does  not  ask  the  question.  There 
may  be  some  doubt  on  this  point,  however,  as  the  use  of  the  words  Providence 
harbor  has  a  different  signification  in  the  questions,  and  in  the  preliminaiy  re- 
marks of  my  co-members. 

The  question:  "  Has  there  been  any  change  in  the  Seekonk  river  to  the  injury 
of  Providence  harbor?  I  answer,  I  do  not  know  of  any.  To  the  second  part  of 
the  question  put,  I  think  any  judicious  filling  of  the  Seekonk  basin  could  be 
made  to  a  large  extent  without  injuring  Providence  harbor,  as  it  is  proposed  to 
improve  it. 

Answer  to  question  4.  I  would  use  every  effort  to  have  the  bridges  at  India 
Point  rebuilt,  and  th^  passage  made  as  wide  and  straight,  and  free  from  piers  as 
practicable,  for  the  convenience  of  navigation.  The  way  to  do  this  requires  no 
study  for  my  guidance.  In  engineering  there  is  no  matter  better  settled  than 
how  to  do  this.  The  opposition  will  be  the  resistance  of  adverse  interests. 
*' Vested  nuisances"  they  may  be  called. 

Answer  to  question  5.    This  is  implied  in  answers  already  given. 

Answer  to  question  6.  I  agree  with  my  co-members,  excepting  the  last  sen- 
tence relating  to  **  physical  reason." 

Answer  to  questions  7  and  8.     I  agree  with  my  co-members.

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ABSTRACT  OF  REPORT  OF  GEN.  G.  K.  WARREN.  TO  CHIEF 

OF  U.  S.  ENGINEERS,  FOR  1877. 

B— 6. 

Pawtnckety  or  Seekonk  River,  Rhode  Island. 

No  work  has  becD  done  in  this  river  during  the  past  fiscal  year.  The 
remainder  of  the  last  appropriation  is  reserved  to  deepen  certain  shoals 
which  are  re-forming,  or  for  the  removal  of  any  accidental  obstruc- 
tion which  may  take  place.

NiBwport  Harbor,  Rliode  Island. 

•  The  improvement  of  this  harbor  was  essentially  completed  last  year, 
as  far  as  designed.  (See  Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers 
for  1873,  pages  964-967.) 

'  The  small  amount  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  had 
been  reserved  for  contingencies,  and  with  it,  we,  assisted  by  the  Naval 
Ofiicers  of  the  United  States  Torpedo  Station,  and  by  the  Old  Colony 
Steamboat  Company,  removed  a  large  bowlder  from  the  channel,  be- 
tween the  south  end  of  Goat  Island  and  Lime  Bock  Light  This 
bowlder  had  but  eleven  feet  on  it  at  mean  low  water,  and  in  extraor- 
dinary low  run  of  tides,  not  more  than  nine  feet. 

The  steamboats  have  occasionally  struck  something  in  coming  into 
the  harbor,  but  it  being  at  night  and  the  vessels  never  sticking,  the 
location  of  the  obstruction  and  its  nature  had  been  a  matter  of  con- 
jecture. Last  winter,  the  large  steamboat  Bristol,  in  entering  the 
harbor,  at  time  of  very  low  water,  struck  on  it  so  hard  as  to  tear  off 
a  large  amount  of  copper.  The  divers  employed  to  examine  her  bot- 
tom, reported  that  she  must  have  struck  a  rock  or  an  anchor.  We 
then  swept  this  part  of  the  channel  with  two  boats  and  a  weighted 
line,  between  them.  This  line,  after  repeated  trials  caught,  and  a 
diver  was  sent  down,  and  reported  a  bowlder  about  twelve  feet  by  thir- 
teen feet,  and  five  feet  above  the  bed.  He  brought  up  several  pieces 
of  copper,  similar  to  that  on  the  Bristol.  The  rock  was  then  sbaken 
to  pieces  with  charges  of  dynamite,  by  Prof.  W.  N.  Hill,  of  the  Tor- 
pedo Station.  The  pieces  were  raised  so  as  to  leave  a  depth  of  fifteen 
feet  at  mean  low  water.  In  sweeping  for  this  rock,  a  can  buoy  was 
found,  which  was  raised  and  returned  to  the  Light  House  Depart- 
ment. 

Another  large  bowlder,  having  but  nine  feet  on  it  at  mean  low 
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water,  where  the  depth  around  it  was  eleven  feet,  was  removed  from 
the  inner  harbor.  This  rock  had  to  be  broken  with  dynamite,  like 
the  other,  before  the  schooner  employed  could  raise  it. 

The  improvement  of  this  harbor,  has  been  made  by  dredging  a 
channel  along  the  new  harbor  line,  with  an  approach  250  feet  wide 
in  the  middle  part,  and  one  fifty  feet  wide  at  the  north  side.  Along  the 
harbor  line,  the  width  varies  from  eighty-five  to  one  hundred  and  five 
feet,  and  the  depth,  from  twelve  feet  in  the  middle  portion,  to  ten  feet 
at  the  ends.  Wharf-owners  have  now  the  opportunity  of  dredging 
from  the  new  channel  in  to  their  wharves,  or  extending  the  latter  out 
to  the  channel. 

A  jetty  was  also  built  at  the  south  end  of  Goat  Island,  which  has 
served  effectually  to  prevent  the  shore  sands  and  gravel  from  drifting 
into  the  inner  harbor. 

No  fnrther  improvement  of  the  harbor  is  needed  at  present  for  its 
local  business,  except  what  should  be  done  by  private  parties. 

The  whole  outer  shore  of  Goat  Island  should,  however,  be  protected 
by  short  jetties  or  by  a  sea  wall. 

Newport  is  in  the  Newport  collection  district,  and  is  a  port  of  entry. 
The  amount  of  revenue  collected  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June

The  contract  was  awarded  to  Patrick  Harrington  &  Co.,  of  Groton, 
Conn.,  at  $1.29  per  ton.     They  commenced  work  in  May,  and  up  to 


r 
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this  date  have  placed  9^041.35  tons  in  the  main  work  and  in  the  de- 
tached piece. 

The  work  of  putting  in  stone  will  be  continued  through  the  season. 
In  addition  to  this  work  it  is  proposed  to  employ  a  vessel,  with  hoist- 
ing apparatus  and  divers,  to  remove  bowlders  from  the  anchorage 
sheltered  by  the  breakwater. 

The  funds  now  available  are  thought  to  be  sufficient  to  complete 
the  smaller  breakwater,  designed  for  the  business  of  the  island. 

The  original  survey,  upon  which  estimates  were  made  for  this  work, 
was  made  under  the  direction  of  Col.  D.  C.  Houston,  United  States 
Engineers,  in  1867. 

A  Board  of  Engineers  was  convened  under  date  of  Februaiy  18, 
1868,  to  report  plans  and  estimates  for  this  work.  Their  report  was 
published  as  Senate  Mis.  Doc,  No.  81,  Fortieth  Congress,  Second 
Session.     Estimates  were  made  by  this  Board  for  three  breakwaters: 

First  One  for  a  harbor  large  enough  for  a  shelter  for  the  largest 
vessels,  the  estimated  cost  of  which  was  about  $3,000,000. 

Second.  A  breakwater  for  a  harbor  for  local  purposes,  to  extend 
from  the  shore  out  500  feet,  to  ''Five-foot  Bock,"  to  cost  $372,000. 

Third.  A  breakwater  for  a  harbor  for  local  purposes  to  extend  to  a 
point  300  feet  beyond  "  Five-foot  Eock,"  to  cost  $553,798. 

The  breakwaters  for  local  purposes,  estimated  for  by  this  Board, 
were  to  be  of  riprap  stone,  with  the  outer  or  seaward  slope  faced  with 
stone  of  from  two  to  five  tons  weight,  and  to  be  surmounted  by  a  par- 
apet or  wall  of  cut  stone  above  low  water. 

The  work  of  construction  was  commenced  in  October,  1870,  by 
throwing  in  riprap  stone.  The  season's  work  demonstrated  that  to 
carry  on  this  work  cheaply,  shelter  must  be  had  for  vessels  engaged  in 
the  work.  This  was  done  by  building  a  timber  crib  in  the  shore  angle 
of  the  breakwater,  inclosing  an  area  of  about  250  by  300  feet,  with 
an  entrance  60  feet  wide.  This  enclosure  was  dredged  to  seven  feet 
depth  at  mean  low  water.  The  rise  of  the  tide  being  about  3.2  feet, 
vessels  drawing  ten  feet  can  enter  this  basin  at  higli  water. 

Instead  of  surmounting  the  breakwater  with  a  parapet  of  cut  stone, 
as  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Engineers,  we  have  built  it  to  the  re- 
quired height  with  riprap,  or  quarry  stone,  thereby  effecting  a  consid- 
erable saving  in  the  cost  of  the  work. 

The  present  condition  of  the  work  is  as  follows:  The  main  break- 
water is  completed  to  a  point  500  feet  beyond  the  "Five-foot  Rock," 
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and  1,325  feet  from  the  south  side  of  the  inner  harbor,  or  basin.  This 
it  is  proposed  to  extend  about  fifty  feet  farther. 

The  detached  piece  was  commenced  at  a  point  900  feet  beyond,  and 
on  line  with  the  outer  end  of  the  main  work. 

The  detached  piece  makes  an  angle  of  fifteen  degrees  to  the  left,  at 
a  point  about  fifty  feet  from  the  south  end,  and  an  additional  fifteen 
degrees  at  a  point  100  feet  from  the  south  end.  From  this  point  it  is 
to  be  continued  in  a  stmight  line  as  far  as  this  contract  for  stone  will 
build  it  The  present  length  of  the  detached  pier  is  about  ninety  feet 
It  will  probably  be  about  250  feet  in  length  on  completion  of  this  con- 
tract

In  justice  to  the  engineering  of  this  work,  it  should  be  considered 
finished  according  to  the  original  plan  of  procuring  sufficient  shelter 
for  tlie  use  of  the  business  of  the  island.  More  shelter  has  been  se- 
cured, and  at  a  cost  much  less  than  estimated.  Like  all  such  works, 
it  will,  in  time,  need  i*cpairs,  and  like  all  such  improvements,  too, 
thei-e  will  probably  be  a  need  of  extending  it,  for  it  has  become  the 
resort  of  nnmbers  of  fishing  vesst»ls,  not  connectcnl  with  the  island, 
and  they  sometimes  (juite  fill  the  harbor. 

The  mackerel  fishermen  and  menhaden  fishermen  would  at  times 
fill  up  a  harbor  of  double  the  present  capacity,  and  it  will  undoubtedly 
be  sought  by  ordinary  coiisters,  to  properly  accommodate  which  would 
rec|nii-ea  harbor  not  less  than  four  or  five  times  the  present  capacity. 

The  increase  of  area  for  anchorage  can  probably  be  doubled  or 
trebled  by  rcmoving  bowlders  and  divdging,  and  iis  far  as  the  enlarge- 
ment can  be  made  in  this  way,  it  is  probably  cheaiwr  than  by  extend- 
iuir  the  breakwater. 
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At  the  close  of  this  season's  work  it  is  proposed  to  submit  a  final 
report,  reviewing  the  subject  in  detail,  and  giving  plans  and  estimates 
of  cost  of  meeting  the  probable  wants  of  the  future.

The  projected  improvement  of  this  river,  viz:  a  channel  seventy- 
five  feet  wide  and  five  and  one-half  feet  deep,  was  completed  and 
reported  on  in  my  last  annual  report,  since  which  time  nothing  has 
been  done.  The  small  balance  from  the  last  appropriation  I  have  re- 
served to  meet  any  contingency  that  might  arise,  from  the  sinking  of 
a  vessel  or  other  obstruction  of  the  channel.

Little  Narragansett  Bay,  Rhode  hhmd  and  Connecticut 

Congress  by  act,  approved  March  3,  1875,  authorized  a  survey  of 
this  bay  to  be  made.  This  survey  was  made  by  me  in  accordance 
with  iiisti'uctions  dated  March  22,  1875,  in  the  summer  of  1875,  and 
reported  on  under  date  of  Nov.  30,  1875.  (See  Report  of  Chief  of 
Engineers  for  1876,  part  I,  pp.  217-221.)  The  improvement  recom- 
mended by  me  in  this  report,  was  a  channel  200  feet  wide  and  7^  feet; 
deep  at  mean  low  water,  to  be  located  along  the  north  shore  of  the 
bay,  to  avoid  the  danger  of  being  filled  by  shifting  sands,  and  to  give 
good  sailing  ranges.  This  channel  was  to  be  made  by  dredging.  In 
addition  to  the  dredging  the  removal  of  some  rock  was  also  recom- 
mended. Congress  by  act,  approved  August  14,  1876,  made  an  ap- 
propriation of  $5,000  for  this  improvement  The  expenditure  of  tbis 
money  was  not  authorized  until  April  30,  1877. 

It  is  proposed  exi)ending  this  appropriation  in  prosecuting  the  plan 
of  improvement  recommended:  $3,500  to  be  spent  in  dredging  by 
contract,  and  $1,500  used  for  removing  rock  to  be  done  by  hired 
labor. 

Advertisement  for  proposals  was  made,  dated  May  8,  1877,  for 
dredging.  The  contract  was  awarded  to  W.  H.  Molthrop,  of  New 
London,  Conn.,  the  lowest  bidder  at  the  letting,  June  8,  1877.

To  the  Honorable  the  House  of  Representatives  at  its  January  Session, 
A.  D.  1878: 

The  Committee  on  Education  to  whom  was  referred  the  several 
petitions  and  memorials  asking  that  the  Constitution  be  so  amended 
that  "  no  citizen  of  Bhode  Island  shall  be  disfranchised  on  account  of 
sex,"  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

Petitions  for  the  aboye  object^  signed  by  379  male  and  647  female 
citizens,  were  before  your  Committee.  Two  public  hearings  have  been 
held,  and  the  fullest  opportunity  granted  to  all  who  desired,  to  be 
heard. 

Your  Committee  have  given  this  subject  their  careful  attention,  and 
all  the  arguments  presented  have  been  duly  considered.  We  herewith 
present  our  conclusions. 

Ist.  We  are  unanimously  agreed  that  it  would  be  neither  right  or 
expedient  to  grant  the  full  prayer  of  the  petitioners. 

2d.  We  are  also  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  unmarried  women 
and  widows,  who  are  resident  tax  payers  in  any  town  or  city,  should 
be  permitted  to  vote  on  questions  directly  involving  the  expenditure  of 
money.  We  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  reso- 
lution: 

Resolved — ^a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house  of 
the  General  Assembly  concuring  herein — that  the  following  article  be

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ments,  in  which  are  employed  large  nnmbers  of  voters.  Now  i(

body  from  said  Charlestown,  having  considered  the  same  and  the 
evidence  submitted  in  reference  thereto,  and  finding  himself  un- 
able to  concur  in  the  conclusions  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the 
majority  of  the  committee,  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report: 

In  reference  to  the  charge  of  bribery  contained  in  the  said 
memorial,  the  undersigned  concurs  with  the  majority  of  the  com- 
mittee in  their  conclusion  that  this  allegation  was  not  substan- 
tiated by  the  evidence. 

In  reference  to  the  second  allegation  contained  in  the  said  me- 
morial, viz :  that  the  said  Charles  Holden  uttered  divers  threats 
against  certain  of  the  qualified  electors  of  said  Charlestown,  for 
the  purpose  of  inducing  said  electors  to  vote  for  him  or  to  with- 
hold their  votes,  the  undersigned  finds  the  testimony  conflicting. 
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William  F.  Tucker  and  six  other  witnesses  testify,  in  substance 
that  Holden  said  to  Tucker  *'  if  70U  vote  against  me  I  will  turn  yon 
out  of  that  house  in  twenty  days." 

On  the  other  hand  Holden  and  six  other  witnesses  testify,  in 
substance,  that  Tucker  first  called  Holden  a  "  squaw  hunter/'  and 
that  then  Holden  said  to  Tucker,  *'  You  can  vote  any  way  yoo 
please ;  you  have  used  me  so  mean  I  will  turn  you  out  of  that 
house  in  twenty  days." 

The  testimony  is  also  not  clear  to  the  undersigned  as  to  whether 
Holden  threatened  certain  persons,  viz.:  Ed.  Brown  and  Joe 
Tucker,  who  were,  with  others,  liable  on  a  certain  "  Union  Store 
note,"  held  by  said  Holden,  to  sue  them  if  they  did  not  vote  for 
him.  The  witnesses  for  the  memorialists  testifying  that  such 
threats  were  made  and  the  respondent's  witnesses  denying  that 
they  were  made. 

The  testimony  discloses  that  as  many  as  ten  witnesses,  includ- 
ing the  Town  Clerk,  Moderator,  Trial  Justice,  Town  Treasurer, 
and  President  of  the  Town  Council,  testify  that  the  meeting  on 
the  fourth  day  of  April,  when  the  sitting  member  was  voted  for, 
was  an  ''  average  meeting,"  and  that  they  heard  no  threats  and 
saw  no  signs  of  intimidation. 

The  testimony  further  shows  that  the  vote  at  the  election  stood 
as  follows : 

For  Representative:  Holden,  99;  Greene  83;  scattering  1; 
Holden's  majority,  15. 

For  Senator:  Brownell,  105;  Cole,  79;  Brownell's majority,  26. 

Holden  and  Brownell  were  upon  one  ticket,  and  Greene  and 
Cole  were  upon  the  other.  Holden  received  fifteen  majority  and 
ran  six  behind  Brownell. 

Such  generally  being  the  condition  of  the  testimony,  th'e  under- 
signed is  not  convinced  that  the  charges  of  the  memorialists  are 
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proved  by  a  sufBcient  preponderance  of  evidence  to  establish 
their  truth. 

Upon  the  questions  of  law  involved,  the  undersigned  is  unable 
to  concur  with  the  majority  of  the  committee  in  their  conclusions. 

Section  6  of  Article  lY,  of  the  Constitution  of  Rhode  Island, 
provides  that  *'  Each  House  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections 
and  qualifications  of  its  members." 

Thi|  House  then,  has  the  power  to  decide  whether  the  sitting 
member  was  elected  and  whether  he  was  qualified. 

I'he  rule  with  respect  to  the  election  of  a  member  where 
threats  and  intimidation  are  charged,  as  in  this  case  is,  that  the 
intimidation  should  be  shown  to  have  been  suflScient  either  to 
change  the  result,  or  that  by  reason  of  it  the  true  result  cannot 
be  ascertained  with  certainty  from  the  returns.  [McCrary, 
American  Law  of  Elections,  Sections  416,  417,  423,  424,  425,  426 
and  429,  and  cases  there  referred  to.] 

In  Biddle  and  Richards  vs.  Wing, "  Contested  Election  Cases 
in  Congress,  1783,  1824,"  at  page  506,  the  committee  say  ^'indeed 
nothing  short  of  the  impossibility  of  ascertaining  for  whom  the 
majority  of  the  votes  have  been  given,  ought  to  vacate  an  elec- 
tion." 

Intimidation  must  be  shown  to  have  been  sufficient  to  change 
the  result.  1  Bartlett,  (contested  elections  in  Congress,  1834, 
1865),  page  341. 

Upon  the  evidence  in  the  case  under  consideration,  it  does  not 
appear  to  the  undersigned  that  there  could  have  been  sufficient 
intimidation  to  change  the  result  of  the  election,  or  to  render  the 
result  uncertain* 

As  to  the  charge  of  fraud  in  the  memorial,  the  following  is  laid 
down  by  McCrary,  American  Law  of  Elections,  Section  436 : 
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*'  Before  a  return  can  be  set  aside,  there  mast  be  proof  that  the 
proceedings  in  the  conduct  of  the  election,  or  in  the  return  of 
the  vote,  were  so  tainted  with  fraud  that  the  truth  cannot  be 
deduced  from  the  returns." 

See  also  Howard  vs.  Cooper,  1  Bartlett,  p.  275,  also  Sections 
436,  437,  438,  444  of  McCrary. 

The  only  exception  (which  has  no  applicability  to  the  case  un- 
der consideration)  to  the  rule  that  before  an  election  can  be  set 
aside  on  the  ground  of  fraud,  it  must  be  so  tainted  with  the  fraud 
that  the  truth  cannot  be  deduced  from  the  returns,  is  where  the 
officers  or  maruxgers  of  an  election  are  guilty  of  fraud.  HcCrarj, 
Sections  184,  441 ;  Jenkins  vs.  Hill,  50  N.  H.  Bep.  104. 

It  seems  therefore  very  clear  to  the  undersigned  that  there  was 
no  such  degree  of  fraud  proved  in  the  case  under  consideration 
as  could  affect  the  validity  of  the  election.  The  undersigned 
is  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  sitting  member  was  legally 
elected. 

The  next  question  to  determine  is  as  to  the  qualifications  of  the 
sitting  member. 

Under  the  Bhode  Island  Constitution,  Art.  II,  Sec.  4,  and  Art. 
IX,  Sec.  2,  a  person,  otherwise  eligible,  can  only  be  disqualified 
after  being  ^*  convicted  of  bribery,  or  of  any  crime  deemed  infa- 
mous at  common  law."  There  is  no  evidence  in  this  case  that 
there  has  been  any  such  conviction. 

Section  3  of  Chapter  12  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Rhode  Island, 
says :  "  or  if  he  shall  use  any  threat,  or  employ  any  means  of  in- 
timidation, for  the  purpose  of  influencing  such  elector  to  vote  or 
withhold  his  vote,  such  person  so  offending  shall  be  fined  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  three 
months,  either  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court ;  and  no 
person  convicted   of  such  offence  shall  ever  thereafter  be  per- 
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mitted  to  exercise  the  privilege  of  voting  for  any  civil  or  military 
officer." 

It  appears  from  the  evideuce  that  if  the  sitting  member  can  be 
disqualified  it  must  be  under  this  section  of  the  statute,  for  if  he 
is  chargeable  at  all  it  is  of  using  threats  and  employing  means  of 
intimidation. 

Here,  as  in  the  constitutional  disqualifications,  a  conviction  of 
the  offense  is  required  in  order  to  disqualify.  The  evidence  in 
this  case  does  not  show  any  conviction.  In  the  opinion  of  the 
undersigned  it  is  necessary  that  a  conviction  by  a  court  of  law 
must  be  shown  before  this  House  can  disqualify  under  this  sec- 
tion of  the  General  Statutes. 

The  undersigned  fails  to  find  any  authority  that  conflicts  with 
the  position  here  taken  except  "  Gushing,"  at  Section  192,  where 
he  would  seem  to  indicate  that  in  the  case  of  bribery  the  legisla- 
tive assembly  might  itself  convict,  but  he  cites  no  authorities  in 
support  of  his  position,  and  hiai  must  have  derived  bis  opinion  from 
English  precedents,  biased  upon  the  unlimited  and  judicial  powers 
of  Parliament  and  to  which  there  is  ho  analogy  in  American  legis- 
lative assemblies.  Gooley's  Constitutional  Limitations,  page  86, 
where  he  says, ''  While  parliament  is  recognized  as  rightfully  ex- 
ercising the  sovereign  authority  of  the  country,  it  is  evident  that 
the  resemblance  between  it  and  American  legislatures  in  regard 
to  their  ultimate  powers  cannot  be  carried  very  far.  The  Ameri- 
can legislatures  only  exercise  a  certain  portion  of  the  sovereign 
power.  The  sovereignty  is  in  the  people ;  and  the  legislatures 
which  they  have  created  are  only  to  discharge  a  trust  of  which 
they  have  been  made  a  depository,  but  which  has  been  placed  in 
their  hands  with  well  defined  instructions.  Upon  this  difference 
it  is  to  be  observed  that  while  Parliament  to  any  extent  it  may 
choose,  may  exercise  judicial  authority,  one  of  the  most  noticeable 
features  of  American  constitutional  law  is  the   care  which  has 
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been  taken  to  separate  legislative,  execntive,  and  judicial  Ainc- 

» 

tions." 

Gushing,  in  Section  80,  says :  ^'  In  some  of  the  states  it  is  the 
commission  of  the  crime  which  disqualifies;  in  others,  and  the 
greater  part,  a  conviction  is  also  necessary."  It  follows  form 
this  that  the  Legislative  Assembly  may,  in  the  case  of  the  camtnis' 
sion  of  a  crime,  in  those  states  where  it  is  only  necessary  to  show 
a  commisaian  to  disqualify,  decide  whether  the  crime  has  been 
committed ;  yet  in  those  states  where  a  conviction  is  necessary  to 
disqualify,  as  in  this  state,  it  follows  that  there  must  be  a  convic- 
tion by  a  court  of  law,  before  the  Legislative  Assembly  can  dis- 
qualify, if  there  is  any  distinction  between  the  two  cases,  or  any 
meaning  to  this  section  in  Gushing. 

The  right  of  trial  by  jury  is  secured  to  the  citizens  of  this 
State  by  the  Constitution.    See  Sections  7, 10  and  15,  of  Article  I. 

There  is  also  a  constitutional  objection  to  Section  3,  of  Chapter 
12  of  the  General  Statutes  of  the  State,  so  far  as  it  disqualifies 
on  the  ground  of  threats  and  intimidation.     That  section  says : 

*'  if  he  [any  person]  shall  use  any  threat  or  employ 

any  means  of  intimidation,  for  the  purpose  of  influencing 
such  elector  to  vote  or  withhold  his  vote,  such  person  so  offend- 
ing shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  or  be  im- 
prisoned not  exceeding  three  months,  either  or  both,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court ;  and  no  person  convicted  of  such  offence 
shall  ever  thereafter  be  permitted  to  exercise  the  privilege  of 
voting  for  any  civil  or  military  oflBcer." 

It  is  a  well  settled  rule  of  construction  that  where  the  con- 
stitution prescribes  the  qualifications  of  electors  and  officers  (as 
it  does  in  this  State)  that  those  qualifications  cannot  be  added  to 
nor  the  penalties  imposed  extended  to  other  cases.  See  Cooley's 
Constitutional  Limitations,  page  64,  and  numerous  cases  there 
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cited;  also  Cashing^  Section  65,  and  McCrary,  Section  5;  and 
cases  there  referred  to. 

At  page  64  and  note,  Cooley  says :  ''Another  rale  of  construc- 
tion  is,  that  when  the  constitntion  defines  the  circumstances  un- 
der which  a  right  may  be  exercised  or  a  penalty  imposed,  the 
specification  is  an  implied  prohibition  against  legislative  inter- 
ference, to  add  to  the  condition,  or  to  extend  the  penalty  to  other 
cases.  On  this  ground  it  has  been  held  by  the  supreme  court  of 
Maryland,  that  where  the  constitution  defined  the  qualifications 
of  an  oflScer  it  was  not  in  the  power  of  the  legislature  to  change 
or  superadd  to  them,  unless  the  power  to  do  so  was  expressly  or  by 
necessary  implication  conferred  by  the  constitution  itself."  Note 
3,  same  page,  it  says :  ''  So  the  legislature  cannot  add  to  the  con- 
stitutional qualifications  of  voters." 

Cushing  in  Section  65,  says :  ''  It  is  a  general  principle  that 
neither  Congress  nor  the  States  can  impose  any  additional  quali- 
fications." 

In  Section  5  of  McCrary,  he  says :  "  Where  the  Constitution 
prescribes  the  qualifications,  whoever  possesses  them  has  a  con- 
stitutional right  to  vote,  and  of  this  right  he  cannot  be  deprived 
by  legislative  enactment." 

This  rule  is  well  founded,  for  without  it  the  Legislature  could 
make  the  penalty  for  swearing,  for  being  a  Protestant,  for  not  be- 
ing six  feet  tall,  or  anything  they  should  see  fit,  a  disqualification, 
and  thus  deprive  the  large  majority  of  the  people  of  having  any 
voice  in  the  government. 

Section  4  of  Article  II,  and  Section  2  of  Article  IX,  of  the 
Rhode  Island  Constitution  provide  that  conviction  of  bribery,  or 
of  any  crime  deemed  infamous  at  common'  law,  shall  be  a  disquali- 
fication. The  Constitution  provides  for  no  other  disqualification. 
Using  threats  or  employing  means  of  intimidation,  is  not  an 
ofience  deemed  infamous  at  common  law. 
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Hence  it  follows  under  the  rale  of  constmction  applicable  to 
constitutional  provisions  above  set  forth,  that  said  Section  3,  of 
Chapter  12,  of  the  Oeneral  Statutes  of  the  State,  so  &r  as  it  seeks 
to  disqualify  persons  convicted  of  the  use  of  threats,  or  of  em- 
ploying means  of  intimidation,  is  unconstitutional. 

Entertaining  the  views  above  set  forth  of  the  law  and  &cts  re- 
lating to  the  charges  of  the  memorialists,  the  undersigned  finds 
himself  unable  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  majority 
of  your  committee,  that  the  seat  of  the  said  sitting  member  shall 
be  declared  vacant,  and  with  all  due  deference  to  the  opinion  of 
the  majority,  submits  this  his  minority  report.

The  joint  committee  on  executive  communications,  to  whom  was 
referred  a  ^^  Circular  and  Besolutions  of  the  International  Medical 
Congress  in  relation  to  the  establishment  of  State  Boards  of  Health/' 
respectfully  report  that  they  requested  Dr.  Charles  H.  Fisher,  a  mem- 
ber of  said  committee  to  prepare  a  paper  on  the  general  subject  of 
State  Boards  of  Health,  which  is  herewith  submitted  and  is  as 
follows: 

Mr.   Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Committee  : 

In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  herewith  submit  some  sugges- 
tions, touching  the  questions  involved  in  the  communication  of  his 
excellency,  the  Governor,  of  a  circular  and  resolution  of  the  Interna- 
tional Medical  Congress,  in  relation  to  the  establishment  of  State 
boards  of  health. 

The  first  question  which  naturally  presents  itself,  is  the  one  of 
practical  utility, 

IS  A   STATE   BOARD   OF  HEALTH   NEEDED  ? 

If  answered  in  the  affirmative,  then  follows  the  question:  what  are 
the  reasons  for  so  believing?  In  order  to  intelligently  consider  the 
question,  it  is  necessary,  first  to  make  a  statement  of  facts,  appertain- 
ing to  the  general  public,  in  relation  to  health  and  life,  and  their  in- 
fluences, social,  civil  and  political.  The  value  of  public  health  can 
scarcely  be  overestimated.  It  is  the  absolutely  indispensable  founda- 
tion, of  a  vigorous  and  prosperous  state. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH    18   PUBLIC   WEALTH, 

said  the  statesman  and  philosopher,  Benjamin  Franklin. 

What  is  public  wealth? 

By  whatever  name  we  may  express  the  units  and  constituents  of 
wealth,  it  is  in  the  aggregate  almost  wholly  the  product  of  labor. 
Labor  to  be  effective,  must  depend  on  good  health,  and  so  indirectly, 
health  is  wealth,  or  its  chief  factor. 

INVALIDISM   IS  A   PUBLIC  AS   WELL  AS  PBIVATE  CALAMITY. 

* 

Every  individual,  disabled  wholly  or  in  part,  by  sickness,  is  to  that 
extent  and  degree  of  disablement,  not  only  a  burden  and  loss  to  self 
and  family,  but  also  a  burden  and  loss  in  various  ways  to  the  com- 
munity and  the  State. 

Invalids  not  only  lose  their  own  time  for  productive  labor,  but  com- 
pel to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  the  loss  of  time  of  others  in  their  care, 
and  also  sustain  pecuniary  losses,  to  recover  which,  entails  still  far- 
ther personal  loss  of  time,  and  therefore  loss  to  public  productiveness. 

Setting  aside  for  the  present  all  moral  and  humanitarian  aspects  of 
the  question,  suppose  it  to  be  examined  solely  on  the  business  and  pe- 
cuniary side,  in  the  light  of  dollars  and  cents. 

Assuming  there  are  only  250,000  persons  residing  in  the  State, 
would  it  be  unreasonable  to  assert  that  on  an  average  there  are  12,500 
persons  of  all  ages  sick,  or  one  in  every  twenty  of  the  whole,  i.  e.  five 
per  cent.,  and  that  the  requisite  attention  to  the  sick  would  require 
the  time  of  somewhat  above  half  as  many  more,  say  7,500,  or  three 
per  cent,  making  20,000  in  all,  or  8  per  cent  Now  if  the  labor  of 
the  whole  population  will  average  seventy-five  cents  per  day,  the  scale 
running  from  nought  to  $20  or  more,  here  is  a  clear  loss  of  $15,000  a 
day,  to  private  and  public  wealth,  during  the  continuance  of  the  sick- 
ness, to  say  nothing  of  the  loss  thereafter ;  $15,000  a  day  for  300 
days  makes  the  large  sum  of  $4,500,000. 

That  this  estimate  is  not  too  high,  may  be  inferred  from  the  report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Census  of  1875.  On  page  151  it  is  stated 
that  the  average  wages  in  the  whole  State,  for  the  woolen  manufacture, 
was  for  all  ages  $1.17|^.  In  this,  as  well  as  in  cotton  and  other  em- 
ployments, are  children  of  ten  years  of  age.  On  page  152  it  is  stated 
that  in  the  cotton  manufacture  the  average  wages  per  diem  are  higher. 
These  employments  are  referred  to  because  they  are  supposed  to  afford 
the  minimum  wages  of  all  occupations.     In  the  professional,  commer- 
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cial  and  mechanical  employments  the  average  wages  are  considerably 
in  excess  of  the  manufactures  alluded  to. 

It  is  believed  that  a  very  considerable  part  of  the  sickness  that  afflicts 
humanity  is  preventable.  This  belief  is  founded  on  what  seems  to  be 
positive  evidence,  afforded  by  results  of  measures  taken  in  some  locali- 
ties for  the  prevention  and  restriction  of  various  diseases.  Health 
boards  have  been  in  operation  in  many  parts  of  England  for  more  than 
thirty  years,  and  the  results  of  their  labors  have  been  so  satisfactory  as 
to  lead  the  general  government  to  establish  them  in  almost  every 
borough  of  the  kingdom.  The  reports  show  conclusively  that  the  sich- 
ness  and  mortality  of  those  localities  have  been  very  maieridUy  reduced. 
Suppose  in  Bhode  Island  by  means  of  proper  measures,  the  sickness 
could  be  diminished  five  per  cent.,  which  certainly  is  a  low  estimate, 
we  should,  on  the  calculation  above,  have  a  daily  saving  of  $750,  or  a 
yearly  saving  of  $236,000.  This  seems  like  a  large  saving  for  a  small 
expenditure  of  money,  but  the  conclusion  is  justified  by  facts! 

We  have  another  item  of  loss  in  the  death  of  individuals.  It  may 
be  assumed  that  the  average  individual  at  twenty  years  of  age  is 
worth  in  prospective  availability,  the  cost  of  support  during  the  period 
of  dependence,  including  food,  clothing,  education,  care  when  young 
and  in  sickness,  expenses  of  sickness,  and  every  item,  directly  and  in- 
directly. Suppose  the  average  sum  be  estimated  at  $100  per  annum, 
then  the  avei*age  individual  would  have,  at  twenty  years  of  age,  a  per- 
sonal value  of  $2,000  (at  least,  as  no  interest  on  cost  is  added,)  as  an 
investment  of  the  public,  and  capable  of  adding  to  the  public  wealth 
a  fair  dividend,  say  five  per  cent.,  or  $100  per  annum. 

Now  according  to  life  and  annuity  tables,  such  person  would  have 
ao  expectation  of  fifty  two  years  of  life,  and  an  average  of  forty-five 
years  of  effective  and  productive  value.  It  will  be  seen  that  the 
amount  at  the  end  of  forty-five  years,  would  be  a  very  considerable 
sum.  But  if  the  individual  should  be  stiicken  down  by  death,  at  that 
age,  then  the  whole  would  be  lost,  and  so  would  a  proportionate  loss 
be  sustained  by  the  death  of  an  individual  at  any  time,  during  the 
period  of  development  or  effectiveness. 

In  regard  to  this  estimate,  it  may  be  stated  that  on  page  158  of  the 
Beport  of  the  Census  of  1875,  the  total  products  of  the  State,  for  tlie 
year  ending  June  Ist,  1875,  were  $133,025,291;  equal  to  $515.12  for 
each  person,  of  all  ages,  in  the  State;  or  an  average  of  about  $1.72 
per  day  for  eveiy  man,  woman  and  child,  allowing  fifteen  days  each 
for  lost  time  per  annum.     Now,  with  the  pi'evious  estimate  of  the 
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average  of  75  cents  per  diem  for  individuals  of  all  eLges,  sick  or  well, 
from  infancy  up^  the  amount  of  wages  for  labor  for  300  days  would  be 
$58,101,760,  leaving  about  $75,000,000  profit  This  would  leave,  also, 
nearly  $300  per  annum  for  every  person  of  all  ages  and  conditions  iu 
the  State,  as  an  addition  to  the  public  wealth,  instead  of  $100,  the 
previous  estimate. 

The  mortuary  tables  of  the  registration  report  for  1876,  show  the 
decease  of  4,116  individuals  during  that  year.  Of  these,  at  least  3,500 
were  in  the  effective,  or  expectantly  effective  period  of  life.  Suppose 
the  average  public  value  of  these  persons  be  estimated — not  at  $2,000, 
the  average  value  at  twenty  years  of  age,  but  at  one  quarter  that  sum 
— $500,  the  loss  to  the  public  would  then  amount  to  the  large  sum  of 
$1,750,000.  Now  if  by  State  action,  five  per  cent  of  these  lives  could 
have  been  saved,  and  that  cannot  be  called  a  high  estimate,  we  shall 
find  the  number  of  lives  which  might  have  been  saved  to  be  175,  and 
the  amount  of  prospective  public  wealth  preserved,  the  sum  of  $87,500. 
If  to  this  sum  we  add  the  $236,000,  the  moderate  estimate  of  the  annual 
amount  saved  by  the  prevention  of  sickness,  we  have  then  the  veiy 
large  sum  of  $323,800,  which  it  is  believed  might  be  annually  saved 
the  State,  by  such  measures  as  could  be  put  in  effective  operation  by  a 
judicious  board  of  health.  Of  course,  thei'e  are  many  minor  items  of 
loss,  public  and  private,  which  are  the  inseparable  concomitants  of 
sickness  and  death,  not  now  to  be  taken  into  account,  the  purpose  of 
this  paper  not  contemplating  the  aggregation  of  minor  details.  The 
foregoing  simply  presents  a  summary  exhibit  of  the  coarser  financial 
features  of  the  question,  on  the  dollar  side. 

If  we  now  take  into  consideration  the  moral  aspect  of  the  question, 
we  are  met  at  the  threshhold  with  a  multitude  of  facts,  more  abhorrent 
and  appalling,  than  can  be  presented  from  any  other  view.  It  would 
be  impossible,  .within  the  proper  limits  of  this  paper,  to  portray,  ex- 
cept in  the  most  cursory  manner,  the  immense  amount  of  degradation, 
vice  and  crime,  that  directly  or  indirectly  have  their  origin  in  sickness 
of  the  body.  They  seem  to  be  mutually  causative  the  one  of  the 
other,  and  mutually  convertable.  Sickness  in  some,  benumbs  the 
moral  nature,  clouds  the  judgment,  induces  nervous  irritability  that 
intensifies  the  animal  propensities,  and  these  lasting  longer  than  the 
return  of  bodily  strength,  through  perversion  of  moral  sense,  plunge 
the  unhappy  victims  into  dissipation  and  degradation.  But  for  sick- 
ness, many  slums  of  vice  would  be  depopulated.  , 

How  sickness  of  body  tixes  the  resources  of  the  State  can  be  read- 
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ily  traced  through  various  down  hill  grades,  to  the  alms  houses,  jails, 
and  penitentiaries.  The  civil  and  political  aspects  of  the  question,  are 
so  intimately  involved  in  the  brief  considerations  above,  that  they 
need  no  separate  discussion. 

By  these  statements  we  find  the  State  a  great  loser  by  reason  of  sick- 
ness and  death.  Suffering  financially,  suffering  socially  and  morally. 
The  foundations  of  public  and  private  virtue  sapped,  its  future  pros- 
perity and  existence  endangered.  What  then?  Can  anything  be  done 
to  stay  the  moral  and  physical  death?  The  laws  of 'nature  are  benefi- 
cent, rightly  observed,  but  violated,  are  a  two-edged  sword.  Though 
absolute,  they  ai'e  not  tyrannical,  they  recognize  the  sacredness  of 
human  life,  and  the  blessedness  of  human  health.  The  great  fear  of 
human  mortals  should  be  less  the  servile  fear  of  human  authority  and 
human  opinion,  and  more  the  fear  of  Divine  authority,  as  declared  and 
administered  through  the  laws  of  nature.  But  when  natural  laws  are 
recklessly  or  ignorantly  violated  by  masses  of  citizens,  it  is  the  duty 
as  well  as  the  right  of  the  State  to  interpose,  and  while  seeking  dili- 
gently to  enlighten  its  people,  should  also  affix  a  just  penalty  for  viola- 
tion of  its  own  laws,  enacted  for  the  better  observance  of  the  laws  of 
nature.  It  does  seem  as  if  the  time  has  come  when  the  State  cannot 
justifiably  withhold  its  authority  in  the  devising  and  maintaining  of 
proper  measures  for  the  protection  of  life  and  health,  by  instituting  such 
inquiries  in  regard  to  the  influence  of  locations,  occupations,  habits, 
customs  and  indulgences,  as  humanity  requires,  and  by  such  inter- 
ference in  the  removal  of  causes  of  sickness  and  death  as  common 
justice  demands. 

ECONOMY  OF  EARLY  SANITABY  ACTION. 

The  towns  of  Rhode  Island  are,  with  very  few  exceptions,  in  pro- 
cess of  steady  growth  in  population.  Within  some  of  them  are  con- 
ditions limited  to  small  areas  which,  if  allowed  to  remain,  will,  at  no 
very  distant  day,  become  sources  of  disease,  entailing  great  pecuniary 
loss,  private  and  public.  In  most  of  them,  these  sources  of  future 
danger  can  be  removed  or  remedied  at  very  small  cost,  during  these 
earlier  periods  of  their  growth,  and  thus  stamped  out,  much  suffering 
and  expense  prevented.  But,  by  reason  of  delay,  may  be  so  hidden 
by  the  so-called  march  of  improvement,  that  their  existence  is  lost 
sight  of  and  forgotten,  until  the  outburst  of  some  terrible  epidemic 
reveals  the  perilous  and  portentous  fact.  And  also,  by  reason  of  de- 
lay, some  of  these  fountains  of  death  may  become  so  incorporated 
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with  large  pecuniary  inyestments^  and  thereby  acquire  the  title  of 
'' vested  rights"  of  individualsy  that,  though  the  right  of  eminent  do- 
main should  be  unlimited  in  the  interests  of  public  health,  there 
would  still  remain  the  probability  of  costly  litigation,  and  heavy  dam- 
ages. The  attention  of  the  general  public^  under  direction  of  recog- 
nized authority,  would  readily  detect  many  of  these  future  sources  of 
disease,  and  so  be  easily  and  cheaply  preempted  in  the  interests  of  hu- 
manity and  public  health. 

For  the  purposes  suggested  above,  of  the  prevention  of  disease  and 
the  protection  of  life,  and  thereby  the  enhancing  of  the  interests  of 
individuals  and  the  State,  it  cannot  be  reasonably  denied  that 

A  STATE  BOABD  OF  HEALTH  IS  KEEDED. 

Because  there  is  no  other  agency  to  effect  the  desired  objects,  or  put 
in  operation  the  desired  measures.  It  is  true  that  all  intelligent  and 
well  educated  physicians  are  regarded  as  the  established  conservators  of 
the  public  health,  and  it  is  their  duty  to  observe  and  study  diseases  in  all 
their  relations,  to  collect  facts  in  regard  to  circumstances  surrounding, 
as  well  as  conditions  personal  to,  and  inhering  in,  the  suffering  indi- 
vidual, but  they  cannot,  without  going  outside  the  daily  routine  of 
professional  work,  and  at  pecuniary  loss,  enter  upon  the  wider  labor 
of  a  comprehensive  survey  of  the  entire  broad  field  of  morbid  phe- 
nomena, as  affecting  a  large  area  of  communities.  This  work,  it  is 
the  jwlicy  as  well  as  the  duty  of  the  State  to  put  in  operatioh.  The 
question  may  be  asked,  how  can  a  board  of  health  accomplish  the  de- 
sired objects? 

BY    POPULARIZING    A    KNOWLEDGE     OF    THE    MEANS    OF    AVOIDING 

DISEASES. 

The  dissemination  among  the  masses  of  the  people,  of  information 
in  regard  to  the  prevention  of  disease,  emanating  from  acknowledged 
authority,  would  without  question  be  respected,  and  its  suggestions  be 
largely  observed.  Such  information,  widely  diffused,  need  not  neces- 
sarily be  attended  with  much  expense.  Tracts  of  one,  two,  or 
more  pages  of  printed  matter,  at  insignificant  cost,  can  be  scattered 
among  the  families  of  the  State  where  they  would  be  of  value.  Such 
distribution  might  be  easily  accomplished  through  town  superintend- 
ents of  public  schools,  and  many  other  agencies.  Then  again,  doubt- 
less, the  public  press,  at  intervals,  would  admit   short  articles  of 
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a  half  column  or  so,  vrithont  any  expense  to  the  State,  on  the  policy 
of  furnishing  to  its  readers  matter  of  pablic  interest  and  value.  In 
this  way  great  numbers  of  the  people,  otherwise  ignorant,  thoughtless 
or  indifferent,  would  have  their  attention  effectively  called  to  sources  of 
danger  and  the  means  of  defence.  Notwithstanding  the  fact,  that 
so  many 

"Know  the  right  and  approye  it  too, 
But  know  the  wrong,  and  yet  the  wrong  pnrsae," 

and  the  known  perversity  and  carelessness,  characteristic  of  human 
kind,  it  must  be  admitted  that  popular  hygienic  information  and  in- 
stmction,  so  diffused,  must  inevitably  largely  influence  the  public 
mind  and  perceptibly  decrease  the  percentage  of  sickness  and  the 
death  rate.  Among  the  common  causes  of  preventable  disease,  about 
which  the  masses  of  the  people  need  more  positive  knowledge,  may 
be  mentioned  vitiated  air,  absence  of  light,  morbific  emanations  from 
cess-pools,  sink  drains,  decomposing  garbage;  haze  and  dusts  holding 
animal,  vegetable  or  inorganic  irritants  and  poisons,  special  morbid 
products  derived  from  diseased  bodies  of  men  or  animals,  exhaustion  of 
physical  and  mental  vitality,  by  too  prolonged  or  excessive  labor  of  body 
or  mind,  loss  of  sleep;  violent  anger,  grief  or  joy,  and  long  immersion 
in  cold  and  humid  atmospheres.  It  will  be  seen  that  a  State  board 
is  needed 
• 

TO  GIVE  UNITY  O^   PURPOSE   AND  EFFECTIVENESS 

to  diffusion  of  sanitary  knowledge,  and  to  direct  investigation  in  a 
systematic  manner: 

1.  The  first,  and  the  continued  leading  object  of  a  State  board  of 
health  should  be  (a)  the  general  enlightenment  of  the  people  in  sani- 
tary knowledge,  (i)  so  that  they  may  have  a  clear  understanding  of 
the  rights,  duties  and  responsibilities  of  all  persons  in  relation  to  pub- 
lic as  well  as  to  personal  health;  and  (c)  to  perceive  the  necessity  of 
the  earnest  observance  and  enforcement  of  good  sanitary  laws  and 
regnlations,  as  the  foundation  of  success,  in  the  promotion  of  health 
and  longevity. 

2.  To  act  as  a  central  board  in  giving  enlightened  direction  to  all 
labors  of  a  sanitary  character^  that  may  be  instituted  in  different  sec- 
tions of  the  State;  first,  by  suggesting  systematic  and  uniform  meth- 
ods of  inquiry  and  investigation;  second,  by  suggesting  the  best 
modes  of  applying  general  sanitary  laws  to  special  or  local  circum- 
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stances;  and  thirds  by  snggesting  to  local  authorities  the  presnmablj 
best  means  of  securing  popular  support  to  local  sanitary  administra- 
tion; and  fourth,  by  encouragement  and  promotion  of  formation  of 
yiUage  health  clubs,  who  will  look  after  the  performance  of  the  sani- 
tary duties  of  their  respective  localities,  under  the  superintendence  of 
the  central  board. 

3.  In  reference  to  above  remarks,  it  need  hardly  be  observed  that 
the  inference  is  clear  that  every  person,  family,  community,  town  and 
city,  have  each  certain  individual  and  local,  as  weU  as  general,  duties 
and  responsibilities  in  regard  to  the  prevention  of  disease  and  loss  of 
life,  and  while  more  widely  spread  and  general  causes  of  peril  to  life 
and  health  exist,  requiring  a  central  sanitary  organization,  such  cen- 
tral organization  can  most  fully  accomplish  its  purpose  by  giving  unity 
of  purpose,  counsel  and  aid  to  local  organizations. 

4.  Such  local  organizations,  by  observation  and  inquiry,  can  collect 
a  mass  of  facts,  not  otherwise  so  well  attainable.  These  facts  singly, 
may  seem  and  be  of  little  value;  but,  reported  from  many  points, 
over  a  considerable  extent  of  territory,  and  under  a  great  variety  of 
circumstanced,  will,  when  properly  arranged  and  classified,  and  sub- 
jected to  a  reasonably  inductive  method  of  study,  become  a  valuable 
basis  for  generalizations  and  logical  conclusions,  and  also  valuable  as 
affording  great  aid  in  the  observation  and  detection  of  new  facts. 
Sanitary  observations  must  necessarily  extend  over  a  considerable  ter- 
ritorial area,  comprising  cities,  towns  and  villages,  neither  of  which 
alone  can  furnish  all  the  facts  absolutely  needed  for  fuUgeueralization. 
What  is  true  of  a  city,  may  not  be  true  of  a  country  town  or  village, 
any  more  in  sanitary  matters  than  in  morals,  habits  or  customs.  Con- 
sequently, the  jurisdiction  of  the  central  board,  should  comprise  su- 
pervision, not  only  of  important,  but  also  such  as  at  first  thought 
might  be  regarded  as  unimportant  localities. 

There  ha*  been  in  contemplation,  for  a  number  of  years,  the  estab- 
lishment at  the  national  capital  of  a  national  health  bureau,  or  a  pub- 
lic health  commission  for  the  United  States.  Such  a  bureau  like  the 
signal  service  office,  must  be  in  regular  correspondence  with  responsi- 
ble bodies  in  all  the  several  States;  bodies  having  defined  duties  and 
authorities,  such  as  are  conferi^d  on  State  boards  of  health.  At  this 
time  there  are  three  departments  of  the  national  government  doing 
all  their  limited  authority  will  allow,  in  the  way  of  collecting  an  ac- 
curate knowledge  of,  and  in  the  restriction  and  prevention  of  diseases, 
mostly  of  an  epidemic  character.     They  are  the  surgeon  general's 
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bnreau  of  the  army,  the  medical  department  of  the  navy,  and  the 
marine  hospital  service.  Compared  with  what  might  be  accomplished 
by  a  bureau  established  for  the  specific  purpose  of  promoting  the  na- 
tional health,  their  work  is  very  limited.  When  all  the  States,  or 
nearly  all,  (and  the  time  is  near  at  hand,  nearly  one  half  already)  have 
established  boards  of  health,  then  the  knowledge  acquired  in  the 
several  States  can  be  utilized  by  a  national  board,  to  the  great  advan- 
tage of  the  nation.  Without  question,  in  a  majority  of  cases,  the 
inception  and  development  of  pestilences  can  be  detected  at  the  out- 
set, the  course  of  the  epidemics,  and  the  spread  of  the  contagion  ar- 
rested, and  their  existence  stamped  out. 

A  bill  is  now  pending  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  having 
passed  the  House  of  Representatives  with  such  unanimity  as  to  give 
good  assurance  of  its  becoming  a  national  statute,  to  aid  State  and 
municipal  authorities  in  excluding  from  the  country  contagious  and 
infectious  diseases.  It  requires  weekly  reports  from  Consuls  of  the 
sanitaiy  condition  of  foreign  ports,  and  oftener  by  telegraph  if  at 
hand,  if  needful  to  announce  the  departure  of  suspected  vessels  or 
persons,  and  requires  all  needful  information  to  be  distributed  to  the 
local  State  and  municipal  authorities,  by  the  Surgeon-General  of  the 
Marine  Hospital  Service.  It  alludes  to  State  organization  of  Boards 
of  Health  in  such  a  wav  as  to  lead  to  the  inevitable  inference  that  the 
general  g;ovemment  expects  that  State  Boards  of  Health  will  be  soon 
universally  established  throughout  the  country. 

The  limited  time  allotted  me  forbids  a  more  extended  consideration 
of  the  subject  at  the  present  time;  but  such  suggestions  as  have  been 
made  are  simply  skirmishing  on  legitimate  ground,  for  the  more  the 
field  of  sanitary  observation,  presenting  prospective  benefits  from  sys- 
tematic legal  supervision,  is  surveyed,  the  wider  its  borders  extend. 
There  is  to-day  in  all  the  broad  world  no  material  agency  of  any  kind 
whatsoever,  that  is  working  out  so  many,  promisingly  beneficent  re- 
sults to  mankind,  as  that  which  is  involved  in  the  universal  applica- 
tion of  the  laws  of  sanitary  science.  They  are  demonstrating  that 
health  and  longevity  are  the  natural  inheritance  of  mankind;  that 
disease  is  abnoimal,  and  death  accidental,  except  from  natural  decline 
of  age;  and  that  both  are  largely  preventable  by  human  agencies.

To  the  Honorahle  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  tlie  State  of  Rhode  Island: 

Chapter  76  of  the  General  Statutes,  "Of  Contagious  Diseases 
Among  Cattle/'  proTidcs  for  the  appointment  of  a  Board  of  Cattle 
Commissioners  by  the  Governor,  and  also  says:  "  Sec.  16.  The  Com- 
missioners shall  keep  a  record  of  their  doings,  and  make  report  of  the 
same  to  the  January  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  next  after  the 
time  of  their  appointment,  unless  sooner  required  by  the  Governor. 

In  obedience  to  this  provision,  the  following  report  of  the  doings 
of  the  Commission,  during  the  past  year,  is  respectfully  presented: 

The  iii*st  meeting  of  the  Commission,  during  the  year,  was  held 

in  the  city  of   Providence,   on  Saturday,   June   9th,   1877.     It  was 

'  called  at  the  request  of  several  citizens,  on  account  of  the  prevalence 

of  the  disease  called  glanders  among  horses,  especially  in  the  city  of 

Providence  and  vicinity. 

All  the  members  of  the  Commission  were  present,  as  follows: 

Providence  County — Edwin  M.  Snow,  of  Providence. 

Edwin  Darling,  of  Pawtucket. 
Bristol  Coujity — Samuel  W.  Church,  of  Bristol. 
Newport  County — Joseph  Osborn,  of  Tiverton. 
Washijigton  County — Nathaniel  C.  Peckham,  of  Kingston  P.  0. 
Kent  Coujity — Jonathan  Bray  ton,  of  Warwick. 
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The  members  of  the  Commission  took  the  oath  of  office,  and  the 
Board  was  organized  by  the  Choice  of  Edwin  M.  Snow,  of  Providence, 
as  Chairman  and  Secretary. 

A  letter  was  read  from  W.  E.  Barnes,  of  Field's  Point,  in  the  city 
of  Providence,  stating  that,  during  the  five  months  ending  June  1, 
1877,  he  had  killed  and  buried  forty-five  horses  that  had  the  disease 
called  glanders  or  farcy.  He  also  thought  he  had  removed  fifteen 
more  dead  horses,  that  died  on  account  of  the  same  disease,  making 
sixty  cases  in  all. 

By  request  of  the  Commission,  Dr.  N.  A.  Fisher,  General  Agent 
of  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals;  Mr.  Charles 
H.  Thurber,  local  agent  for  the  same  society,  and  Dr.  Marlin,  Veteri- 
nary Surgeon,  were  present,  and  gave  valuable  information  to  the  Board, 
in  relation  to  the  prevalence  of  the  disease,  (glanders)  and  its  symp- 
toms and  diagnosis. 

After  discussion,  the  following  regulations,  in  accordance  with  the 
authority  given  in  Section  8,  of  Chapter  76  of  the  General  Statutes, 
were  unanimously  adopted: 

First — Any  horse  or  other  amimal,  that  has  the  disease  called  glan- 
ders, or  farcy,  shall  be  kept  by  the  owner  or  person  having  the  care  of 
the  same,  apart  and  separate  from  all  other  horses  or  animals. 

Second — No  horse  or  other  animal,  having  the  disease  called  glan- 
ders, or  farcy,  shall  be  led  or  driven,  or  permitted  to  go  in,  or  over 
any  public  street,  road,  lane  or  highway  in  this  State.* 


*NoTB.— SnbseqneDt  escperience  having  shown  that  these  regalatlona  were  defectiTe,  the  fol* 
lowing  subatitntes  for  them  have  been  adopted  by  the  CatUe  Commiaaion,  under  the  advice  of  Uie 
Attorney  General,  and  are  now  in  force: 

1.  The  owner,  or  any  pereon  having  the  care  of  any  horse,  or  other  animal,  knowing  the  same 
to  have  the  disease  called  glanders,  or  farcy,  shall  keep  such  horse  or  other  animal  apart  and 
separate  from  all  other  horses  or  animals. 

2.  The  owner,  or  any  person  having  the  care  of  any  horse,  or  other  animal,  knowing  the  same 
to  have  the  disease  called  glanders  or  farcy,  shall  not  lead  nor  drive,  nor  permit  snch  bone  or 
other  animal  to  go,  in  or  over  any  public  street,  road,  lane  or  highway  in  this  State. 

8.  Any  veterinary  surgeon,  or  other  person,  who  shidi  have  knowledge  of  any  horse  or  otber 
animal,  that  has  the  disease  called  glanders  or  Ihrcy,  shall  report  theeziatenoe  and  locadoaof 
such  case  of  disease  to  some  member  of  the  Cattle  Commiasion  within  twenty-four  honrf  after 
receiving  knowledge  of  the  same. 
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The  Chairman  was  directed  to  publish  these  regulations  in  two  pa- 
pers in  Providence,  one  in  Pawtucket,  one  in  Woonsocket,  and  one  in 
each  of  the  other  counties  in  the  State,  with  extracts  from  the  laws 
relating  to  the  subject,  and  such  other  information  as  he  might  think 
best. 

This  vote  was  carried  out  and  the  regulations  were  published  in 
every  portion  of  the  State. 

Soon  after  the  meeting  of  the  Commission  in  June,  a  travelling 
circus  passed  through  the  State  six)pping  at  several  places  for  exhibi- 
tion. From  evidence  obtained  in  the  State,  and  afterwards,  in  an- 
other State,  it  seems  that  some  of  the  horses  and  mules  connected 
with  this  circus  were  in  a  miserable  condition,  and* some  of  them  had 
the  glanders  ia  an  advanced  stage,  when  they  were  here.  Two  mules 
were  sold  from  the  circus  in  this  State,  for  a  very  small  pittance, 
and  were  soon  after  found  very  badly  diseased  with  the  glanders  in  an 
advanced  stage,  and  were  killed  by  the  direction  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Cattle  Commission.  From  subsequent  developments  it  is  thought  that 
the  passage  of  this  circus  was  the  origin  of  the  several  cases  of  the  dis- 
ease here. 

Another  meeting  of  the  Commission  T^as  held  in  Providence,  on 
Tuesday,  November  6,  1877,  at  which  all  the  members  were  present. 
The  principal  business  before  the  meeting  was  the  examination  and 
approval  of  various  bills  for  advertising  and  other  expenses.  The 
Chairman  was,  also,  authorized  to  prepare  the  annual  report  to  the 
General  Assembly,  at  the  January  session,  A.  D.  1878. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  1877,  the  Chairman  applied  to  Mr.  Barnes, 
of  the  Field  Farm,  for  his  facts  in  regard  to  the  disease  for  the  year. 
Mr.  Barnes  says,  that  during  the  whole  year  1877,  he  received  at  his 
place  seventy-one  horses  with  the  glanders,  or  farcy,  or  both,  and  killed 
and  buried  them  there.  He  also  received  thirty  dead  horses  that  had 
died  with  the  same  diseases,  making  101  horses  with  glanders  or  farcy 
that  were  disposed  of  by  him  during  the  year  1877.  These  diseased 
horses  were  all  in  the  city  of  Providence,  or  immediate  vicinity. 

Besides  these,  it  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  Dr.  Fisher,  to  be 
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given  hereaf ter,  that  several  cases  have  been  found  and  destroyed  in 
other  towns.  Thns,  one  horse  with  the  disease  was  killed  in  eacli  of 
the  following  towns:  East  Providence,  Pawtncket,  North  Providence, 
Cumberland  and  Burrillville,  and  two  mules  in  Coventry. 

Besides  these,  five  horses  with  glanders  were  found  at  the  public 
horse  market,  on  the  Cove  lands  in  Providence,  brought  there  for  sale. 
Of  these  five  hoi*ses,  two  were  from  Johnston,  one  from  Cranston, 
one  from  Yoluntown,  Conn.,  and  one  from  Behoboth,  Mii8&  Some  of 
tlie  twenty-one  cases  reported  by  Dr.  Fisher,  were  taken  to  Field's 
Point,  and  are  included  among  the  101  cases  disposed  of  by  Mr. 
Barnes.  The  whole  number  of  different  cases  of  glanders  or  farcy, 
that  were  killed  within  the  knowledge  or  direction  of  the  Cattle  Com- 
mission, during  the  year  1877,  was  about  110. 

By  reference  to  the  report  of  Dr.  Fisher,  it  will  be  seen,  that  in  all 
the  six  years  preceding  1877,  only  seven  cases  of  the  disease  were  re- 
ported. In  other  words  there  were  only  seven  cases,  in  the  six  years 
from  1871  to  1876  inclusive,  while  there  were  110  cases,  in  1877,  the 
next  single  year  following.  The  probable  causes  of  this  sudden  in- 
crease of  the  disease  are  given  in  Dr.  Fisher's  report 

The  glanders,  or  farcy,  is*highly  contagious  by  inoculation,  among 
horses  and  other  domestic  animals,  and  even  among  human  beings. 
So  far  as  known,  it  is  utterly  incurable,  and  the  danger  of  conta- 
gion increases  in  each  case,  as  the  disease  progresses,  until  death. 
Besides  the  great  danger  to  horses,  and  the  loss  of  property  by  their 
destruction,  no  less  than  four  men  in  Providence  and  Pawtucket  have 
lost  their  lives  by  inoculation  with  the  disease,  within  the  last  foar^ 
years.  It  is  evident  then,  that  the  destruction  and  disposal,  in  a 
single  year,  of  110  horses  afflicted  with  the  disease,  in  a  limited  por- 
tion of  the  State,  is  a  matter  of  no  slight  importance  to  the  public. 

Notwithstanding  the  large  amount  of  the  disease,  during  the  past 
year,  as  shown  by  the  number  of  cases  discovered,  very  little  compara- 
tively has  been  known  about  it  in  the  community  generally.  It  is  a 
disease  mostly  confined  to  horses  and  mules,  and  therefore  excites 
very  little    interest  or  fear  among  the  greater  portion  of  the  people. 
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The  community  is  never  distarbed  or  frightened  by  reports  that  there 
is  a  large  number  of  cases  of  glanders,  or  that  the  disease  is  rapidly 
spreading,  for  the  very  good  reason  that  in  every  case  the  animal  is 
destroyed  as  soon  as  the  disease  is  recognized.  Whatever  may  be  the 
facts  then,  it  can  never  be  known  that  there  is  a  large  number  of 
cases  in  existence  at  any  time. 

In  nearly  all  cases,  as  soon  as  the  nature  of  the  disease  is  made 
known,  the  owners  of  the  horses  re^idily  consent  to  have  them  des- 
troyed. In  a  few  cases,  during  the  past  year,  the  horses  have  been 
killed  by  order  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Cattle  Commission,  special 
care  being  lirst  taken  to  establish  the  nature  of  the  disease  by  compe- 
tent testimony.  When  the  fact  that  a  horse  has  the  glanders  is  fully 
established,  there  can  be  no  possible  value  to  the  animal,  and  there  is 
no  danger  of  a  claim  for  damages  if  it  is  destroyed. 

The  disease  still  continues  in  Providence  and  vicinity,  and  the  num- 
ber of  cases  has  increased  since  the  first  of  January,  1878.  At  the 
present  time,  there  are  several  suspected  cases  in  Providence.  It  is 
certain  that  without  constant  care  to  isolate  suspected  cases,  and  to 
destroy  those  in  which  the  disease  is  fully  recognized,  there  would  be 
danger  of  an  immediate  and  alarming  increase  of  the  disease. 

It  has  been  and  will  be  the  aim  of  the  Cattle  Commission,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  design  of  the  Statute,  to  obtain  and  make  known 
all  needed  information  upon  the  subject,  and  to  take  all  necessary 
measures  for  the  prevention,  cure,  and  extermination  of  the  disease. 

The  Cattle  Commission  is  greatly  indebted  to  Dr.  N.  A.  Fisher,  the 
General  Agent  for  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Ani- 
mals, and  to  Mr.  Charles  H.  Thurber,  local  agent  for  the  same  society, 
for  valuable  assistance  in  discovering  cases  of  glanders,  and  in  pro- 
viding for  the  removal  and  destruction  of  the  animals,  and  the  disin- 
fection of  infected  premises.  The  report  of  Dr.  Fisher  contains  im- 
portant information  and  suggestions,  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  bills  certified  to  the  State  Auditor,  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Cattle  Commission,  previous  to  December  31, 1877,  were  as  follows:

There  are  unpaid  bills  for  similar  services  that  have  been  allowed  by 

the  Commission,  amounting  to  $43.50,  and  the  services  and  expenses 

of  the  members  of  the  Cattle  Commission,  for  the  whole  year,  amount 

to  178.95,  making  the  total  expenses  of  every  description  for  the 

year,  $257.39.

Edwin  M.  Snow,  M.  D.,  Chairman  cf  Cattle  Commission: 

Sir:— Last  June  we  called  your  attention  to  the  prevalence  of  glanders  and 
farcy  in  the  city  and  country.  This  led  to  the  adoption  of  measures  by  the 
Commissioners  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease;  and  for  this  purpose  you 
requested  that  the  Agents  of  this  Society  should  carefully  investigate  all  cases  re- 
ported to  them,  or  that  might  come  within  their  observation,  giving  directions 
how  to  dispose  of  them,  and  that  a  record  should  be  kept  of  the  same.  This 
has  been  done,  and  the  following  report  will  show  the  results  to  this  date: 

But  it  may  be  well  to  state  in  tbe  first  place,  that  although  our  statute  does  not 
authorize  us  to  interfere  when  animals  are  suffering  from  diseases  of  any  kind 
unless  connected  with  them  some  act  of  cruelty  be  alleged,  we  have  always  taken 
particular  notice  of  all  cases  of  glanders  or  farcy,  that  have  come  to  our 
knowledge,  and  have  entered  them  in  our  records;  consequently  we  are  able  to 
give  some  idea  of  the  extent  to  which  they  prevailed  during  the  six  years  preced- 
ing the  last,  and  we  find  recorded  in  all  seven  cases,  as  follows:  In  1871,  none* 
in  '78,  one;  in  73.  two;  in  74,  three;  in  75,  one;  in  76,  none.  Of  these--all 
found  in  the  city— five  were  destroyed,  and  two  were  got  off  into  the  coimtry 
before  the  proper  authorities  could  be  moved  to  secure  them. 

The  whole  number  of  cases  of  glanders  and  farcy  that  have  received  the  at- 
tention of  the  agents  of  this  society  from  April,  1877,  to  Januaiy,  1878,  is 
twenty-one.  Of  these,  nineteen  were  killed;  one  was  stolen  away  after  he  had 
been  seized  by  the  agent,  and  one  was  by  permission  taken  to  Massachusetts 
where  he  came  from,  the  owner  wishing  to  try  some  experiments  in  the  way  of 
treatment,  and  having  given  assurance  that  he  should  in  the  meanwhile  be 
placed  where  he  could  not  endanger  other  animals. 

In  eight  of  the  cases,  glanders  alone  was  developed;  in  four,  farcy  alone*  and 
in  nine  glanders  and  farcy  existed  together.  Nine  were  owned  in  the  city,  one  in 
East  Providence,  one  in  Pawtucket,  one  in  Centredale,  one  in  Cumberland,  one  in 
Burrillvillet  two  in  Coventry;  five  were  found  on  the  Cove  lands,  brought  there  by 
the  horse  traders;  two  of  them  from  Johnston,  one  from  Cranston,  one  from 
Yoluntown,  Conn. ;  one  from  Massachusetts. 

tkyme  were  in  good  condition,  well  used  and  well  cared  for;  but  a  majority 
were  old,  ill-fed,  over-worked  and  sadly  neglected. 

How  the  disease  became  so  prevalent,  may  be  explained,  in  part,  by  the  fol- 
lowing facts.  The  first  four  cases  were  taken  from  the  dealers  in  old  horses- 
where  they  came  from,  or  when  they  came  into  the  State,  could  not  be  ascer- 
tained; but  as  they  were  moved  about  from  place  to  place,  and  sold  from  one 
dealer  to  another  daily,  they  no  doubt  did  much  to  spread  the  contagion.  In 
June,  a  circus,  with  a  large  number  of  horses  and  mules  traveled  through 
the  different  towns,  and  it  was  noticed  while  they  were  in  the  city,  that  many  of 
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the  animals  were  affected  with  something  like  glanders.  It  no  doubt  was  glan- 
ders, as  a  few  days  after  it  was  discoTered  that  the  company  sold  a  pair  of  mules 
when  at  Phenix  that  had  the  disease  in  its  last  stages,  and  these  must  have 
helped  to  extend  it.  Thus  glandered  and  farcied  animals  have  been  found 
worked  and  driven  on  the  streets,  spreading  the  poison  by  contact,  leaving  it  ai 
the  public  watering  places,  at  the  hitching  and  standing  places,  and  wherever 
they  went  In  some  instances  there  has  been  utter  neglect  to  purify  the  stalls, 
stables,  4k».,  from  which  diseased  animals  have  been  taken;  and  much  evil  has 
been  done  by  men  called  ^*  horse  doctors,"  whose  ignorance  and  presumption  are 
only  equalled  by  the  confidence  of  those  who  employ  them.  We  have  fouDd 
horses,  some  with  glanders  in  a  fearful  form,  under  treatment  for  cataarfa,  and 
and  others,  with  swelled  legs,  discharging  from  farcy  sores,  treated  for  sprains, 
and  in  some  instances,  when  the  disease  was  known,  it  was  under  treatment  by 
the  '*  doctors,*'  they  claiming  the  ability  to  cure  it,  and  doing  nothing  in  the 
mean  time  to  protect  sound  animals  from  danger. 

The  twenty-one  cases  we  have  recorded,  are  not,  probably,  a  quarter  of  all  that 
have  occurred  in  the  State  during  the  year;  but  they  are  enough  to  excite  alarm, 
for  of  all  the  diseases  to  which  animals  are  liable,  none  is  more  terrible. 

Qlanders  and  farcy  are  one  and  the  same  disease— only  different  developments 
of  the  same  specific  poison.  It  is  contagious  and  infectious.  Horses  and  mules 
seem  most  obnoxious  to  it,  but  other  animals  and  men,  may  take  it  by  contact; 
and  to  all  alike  it  is  fatal.  Within  the  last  four  years,  three  men  in  this  city  and 
one  in  Pawtucket,  have  died  of  it,  the  poison  having  been  absorbed  through  cuts 
or  sores  on  the  hands. 

It  is  difficult  to  distinguish  glanders  in  its  incipient  stage  from  a  simple  cataaih, 
and  farcy  may  be  mistaken  for  an  injury,  or  cutaneous  affection,  not  of  a  dan- 
gerous nature.  For  this  reason,  and  now  especially,  when  the  disease  is  so  preva- 
lent, in  every  case  at  all  resembling  it,  the  best  veterinary  skill  should  be  con- 
sulted. If  there  is  any  doubt  of  its  character,  the  subject  should  be  securely 
isolated,  until  it  is  decided;  then,  should  it  prove  to  be  the  disease,  there  is  but 
one  course  to  pursue,  the  animal  should  be  killed  at  once  and  properly  buried. 

To  aid  in  extirpating  the  disease,  all  who  have  the  charge  of  animals  should 
be  induced  if  possible,  on  the  least  suspicion  of  its  appearance,  to  have  it  ex- 
amined by  some  one  or  more  competent  persons,  designated  for  that  purpose, 
and  then  be  governed  by  the  advice  given.  If  this  examination  could  be  had 
free  of  charge  to  the  applicant,  it  would  be  more  likely  to  be  effectual.  Much 
might  be  done,  also,  by  a  careful  inspection  of  public,  and  in  many  instances, 
of  private  stables  from  time  to  time.  Then  it  should  be  seen,  that  there  is  no 
failure  to  thoroughly  cleanse  and  disinfect  the  places  that  have  been  occupied  by 
such  diseased  animals,  and  all  the  objects  used  upon  or  around  them. 

We  would  suggest  the  importance  of  some  provision  being  made  for  the  re- 
moval and  burial  of  glandered  and  farcied  animals.  There  are  those  who  are 
prepared  to  do  it,  but  it  cannot  be  expected  that  they  will  perform  such  disagree- 
able and  dangerous  business,  without  pay  from  some  one,  and  the  owners  wiio 
suddenly  find  themselves  deprived  of  their  horses,  for  no  fault  of  their  own,  it 
may  be,  are  often  too  poor  to  meet  the  expense.

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GLANDERS   IN    HORSES. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  CatUe  Commissionera  on  Thursday,  March  7th, 
1878,  the  following  regulations  were  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  published: 

1.  The  owner  of,  or  any  person  having  the  care  of,  any  horse  or  other  animal, 
knowing  the  same  to  have  the  disease  called  glanders  or  farcy,  shall  keep  such 
horse  or  other  animal  apart  and  separate  from  all  other  horses  or  animals. 

3.  The  owner,  or  any  person  having  the  care  of  any  horse  or  other  animal, 
knowing  the  same  to  have  the  disease  called  glanders  or  farcy,  shall  not  lead,  nor 
drive,  nor  permit  such  horse  or  other  animal  to  go  in  or  over  any  public  street, 
road,  lane  or  highway  in  this  State. 

8.  Any  veterinary  surgeon  or  other  person  who  shall  have  knowledge  of  any 
horse  or  other  animal  that  has  the  disease  called  glanders  or  farcy,  shall  report 
the  existence  and  location  of  such  case  of  disease  to  some  member  of  the  Cattle 
Commission,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  receiving  knowledge  of  the  same. 

The  regulations  passed  June  9,  1877,  are  rescinded. 

The  penalty  for  failure  to  comply  with  the  above  regulations,  as  fixed  by  Sec- 
tion 8,  Chapter  76,  of  the  General  Statutes,  is  a  fine  not  exceeding  three  hundred 
dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year. 

The  first  section  of  the  same  chapter  provides  that  any  person  who  shall  know- 
ingly expose  a  horse  or  other  animal  having  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease 
to  other  horses  or  animals  not  infected  with  such  disease,  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

Section  7  provides  that  any  person  who  shall  sell  or  offer  to  aeU  any  horse  or 
other  domestic  animal,  known  to  him  to  be  infected  with  any  contagious  disease, 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  not  exceed- 
ing two  years,  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

All  persons  are  urgently  requested  to  give  immediate  information  to  some  mem- 
ber of  the  Cattle  Commission  of  any  known  or  suspected  case  of  glanders 
or  farcy  that  may  come  to  their  knowledge,  and  such  cases  will  be  immediately 
investigated  and  measures  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  tlie  State  of  Rhode  Island, 
at  its  Jantuiry  Session,  A,  D.  1878  : 

The  State  Board  of  Pharmacy,  in  compliance  with  the  Act  for  rcg- 
nlating  the  sale  of  Medicines  and  Poisons,  respectfully  present  this 
their  eighth  annual  report  "  upon  the  condition  of  pharmacy,  together 
with  a  list  of  all  persons  registered  as  pharmacists  and  assistant  phar- 
macists." 

Upon  the  condition  of  pharmacy  the  board  have  little  change  to  re- 
port. The  continued  depression  of  all  branches  of  trade  in  the  State 
has  borne  with  great  severity  upon  the  pharmacists.  The  heavy  tax 
assessed  by  the  General  Government  upon  alcohol,  together  with  the 
stamp  tax,  although  in  theory  supposed  to  be  borne  by  the  consumer, 
is  in  fact  an  onerous  tax  upon  the  business  of  the  pharmacist  All 
these  combined  have  as  a  consequence  prevented  any  movements  for 
the  advancement  of  pharmacy. 

The  number  of  registered  pharmacists  and  assistant  pharmacists  re- 
main about  the  same  as  last  year.  Those  who  have  been  registered 
during  the  year  have  taken  the  places  made  vacant  by  failures,  re- 
movals and  death. 

The  manufacture  and  sale  of  weak  and  adulterated  medicines  by 
grocers  and  others  continues  to  be  a  grievous  cause  of  complaint. 
The  attention  of  the  prosecuting  authorities  has  from  time  to  time 
been  called  to  it,  but  the  trafBc  still  continues.  And  the  passage  of  a 
law,  asked  for  by  petitioners  to  your  honorable  body,  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  inspector  of  adulterations  of  food,  medicines  and  liquors, 
would  tend  in  a  great  measure  to  suppress  the  iniquitous  business. 
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The  board  have  held  their  regular  monthly  meetings  at  their  rooms 
for  the  transaction  of  business  and  the  examination  of  applicants  for 
registration,  with  the  exception  of  the  July  meeting,  which  was  held 
at  Newport  for  the  accommodation  of  business  in  that  part  of  the 
State. 

Fourteen  persons  made  application  for  registration  as  registered 
pharmacists;  ten  of  whom  passed  on  the  first  examination,  three  on 
the  second,  and  one  on  the  fourth. 

There  were  six  applications  for  registration  as  assistant  pharmacists; 
three  of  whom  passed  on  the  fii*st  examination,  and  one  on  a  second. 
The  qualifications  of  the  other  two  were  declared  insufiicient  to  entitle 
them  to  registration. 

The  board  have  experienced  some  trouble  arising  from  a  different 
construction  of  the  law  from  what  has  heretofore  prevailed.  It  has 
been  held  by  the  board  that  a  failure  to  renew  annually  the  registra- 
tion foi'feited  the  original  registration.  The  board  now  understand 
that  a  different  interpretation  of  the  law  is  held  by  the  Judge  of  the 
Justice's  Court  in  this  city,  and  in  order  that  there  may  be  no  doubts 
as  to  their  future  action  they  have  caused  to  be  prepared  an  Act  in 
amendment  of  Chapter  119,  which  is  herewith  presented  for  your  con- 
sideration, and  the  boai*d  would  respectfully  ask  for  the  passage 
thereof.        •

REPORT. 


ARMS,  EQUIPMENT,  AC. 

During  the  piisfc  four  months  many  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
inventory  of  arms,  equipments,  &c.  A  considerable  amount  of  ma- 
terial has  been  returned  to  the  United  States  Ordnance  Department, 
leaving  the  quantity  on  hand  much  less,  but  the  quality  greatly  im- 
proved. 

Owing  to  the  indebtedness  to  the  United  States,  occasioned  by  the 
overdraft  of  ordnance  stores  during  the  late  war,  this  department  has 
been  unable  to  draw  any  arms  or  ordnance  stores  since  I  have  been  in 
charge;  but  finding  that  some  considerable  material  had  been  used  up 
in  service  that  the  State  had  not  received  credit  for,  I  instituted  en- 
deavors, during  the  year  1876,  to  have  the  allowance  made,  and  also, 
in  1877,  applied  to  the  United  States  Government  for  permission  to 
turn  in  property,  both  for  exchange  and  in  reduction  of  the  indebted- 
ness. I  am  now  able  to  report  that  through  the  continued  efforts  of 
Muj.-Qen.  A.  E.  Burnside,  United  States  Senator,  the  applications 
have  at  last  been  successful,  the  allowances  made,  and  the  arms  ex- 
changed. 

The  amount  allowed  the  State  for  property  used  up  in  ser- 
vice (about  115,000),  together  with  the  amount  allowed 
for  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores  turned  in  to  the 
United  States,  as  per  schedule  D,  is $24,068  40 

The  indebtedness  of  the  State  in  October,  1877,  was 14,783  24 

Leaving  to  the  credit  of  the  State $9,285  16 
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The  amount  for  arms  drawn  March,  ISTS,  to  fm-nish  the 
militia  in  place  of  those  returned  to  the  United  States, 
as  per  schedule  B 8,109  00

In  order  to  accomplish  the  ohject  attained,  it  was  necessary  to  take 
the  mnzzle-loading  muskets  from  eight  companies  of  infantry  and 
leave  them  during  the  past  three  months  without  arms,  hut  they  are 
now  better  armed  than  ever  before,  and  with  weapons  to  be  relied  upon 
for  service,  and  their  efficiency  is  thereby  greatly  increased. 

The  arms  and  other  military  property  of  the  State  are  now  in  very 
excellent  order,  and  during  the  year  1877  the  loss  and  dami&ge  has 
been  very  small,  much  less  than  in  any  previous  year. 

The  arms  and  equipments  turned  over  to  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment were  of  obsolete  patterns  and  unfit  for  service,  and  the  State  has 
no  muzzle-loading  muskets  in  its  possession,  and  all  of  the  infantry 
companies  are  armed  with  the  Springfield  breech-loading  rifles. 

ARMORIES. 

The  armories  owned  by  the  State,  four  in  number,  are  in  about  the 
condition  reported  last  year.  The  companies  occupying  them  have 
kept  them  apparently  in  better  condition  internally  than  in  former 
years.  The  magazine  at  the  armory  of  the  P.  M.  C.  Artillery,  known 
as  the  State  Arsenal  (but  not  used  as  such),.is  in  worse  condition  than 
ever,  and  the  100  rounds  for  six  pounder  cannon  I  placed  there  at  the 
time  of  the  riots  in  Pennsylvania  and  other  States,  in  a  few  days  be- 
came unfit  for  service.  I  found  the  flat  portion  of  the  roof  and  the 
tower  of  the  Woonsocket  armory,  which  are  covered  with  tin,  to 
be  in  bad  condition,  and  immediately  had  them  covered  by  two  coats 
of  paint  Other  expenditures  are  needed  upon  the  armory  to  protect 
it  from  damage,  for  which  I  have  asked  the  General  Assembly  to  ap- 
propriate a  small  sum. 

The  armories  hired  by  the  several  companies  in  Providence  are  too 
small  to  admit  of  the  diill  they  require  in  movements  of  the  company 
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and  battalion.  The  allowance  by  the  State  for  armory  rent  is  but  a 
small  portion  of  the  amount  the  companies  are  obliged  to  pay,  and 
many  of  them  find  it  difScult  to  bear  the  burden  of  rent.  The  arm- 
ories arc  kept  clean  and  attractive,  many  of  them  being  handsomely 
decorated  with  fixtures,  furniture,  pictures,  ornaments,  &c. 

ANNUAL  INSPECTION. 

The  inspection  for  the  year  1877  proved  to  be  of  unusual  benefit  to 
most  of  the  militia.  After  the  parade  and  review,  before  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  in  June  last,  there  being  no  further  parade 
required  by  law,  many  of  the  companies  lost  interest  in  the  drills,  and 
were  only  aroused  from  their  lethargy  by  their  desire  to  present  a  good 
appearance  at  the  inspection;  but  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  report,  that 
with  perhaps  one  or  two  exceptions,  the  companies  never  appeared  so 
well,  or  exhibited  so  much  interest  in  the  drill  and  the  ceremonies  at- 
tending an  inspection,  as  upon  the  last  occasion. 

At  nearly  all  of  the  armories  or  places  of  inspection,  a  larger  num- 
ber of  gentlemen  and  ladies  have  been  present,  to  witness  the  ceremo- 
nies, than  upon  any  former  occasion. 

Upon  the  6th  of  November  last,  I  issued  the  usual  notice,  giving 
the  day  and  hour  I  should  visit  the  different  armories,  and  (with  but 
one  exception)  received  in  reply  the  assurance  that  the  companies 
would  be  in  line,  uniformed  and  equipped  to  receive  the  inspecting 
officers.

The  inspection  of  the  First  Battalion  of  Infantry,  Companies  A,  B, 
C  and  D,  took  place  in  Howard  Hall,  Providence,  the  armory  not  af- 
fording sufficient  accommodations.  The  portion  of  the  hall  allotted 
to  spectators  was  crowded  with  the  friends  of  the  "Infantry,"  and 
the  Battalion,  accompanied  by  its  drum  corps  and  the  American  Band, 
pever  appeared  to  better  advantage,  or  with  so  full  ranks  at  an  in- 
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spection.  Yoar  Excellency,  accompanied  by  the  Adjutant  General, 
your  personal  staff  and  officers  of  the  Newport  Artillery,  was  received 
with  the  honors  due  the  commander-in-chief,  and  escorted  to  the  plat- 
form to  witness  the  ceremonies. 

The  inspecting  officer  was  accompanied  by  a  staflf  of  twenty-five 
officers,  representing  the  Second,  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Bat- 
talions of  Infantry,  the  Battalion  of  Light  Artillery,  and  the  Battalion 
of  Cavalry,  and  was  properly  received  by  the  Battalion. 

Col.  Goddard,  in  command,  tendered  me  a  review,  which  was  jier- 
formed  in  admirable  style. 

The  inspection  ceremonies  were  well  executed,  and  drew  from  the 
large  audience  many  flattering  remarks.  The  muskets  were  in  excel- 
lent order,  as  usual,  the  uniforms  and  equipments  bright  and  clean. 

After  inspection,  the  ceremony  of  dress  parade  was  pei'formed  with 
great  precision,  and  then  followed  the  ceremony  of  guard-mounting 
with  equal  promptness  and  accuracy.  This  last  ceremony  was  a 
prominent  feature  of  the  performance,  and  was  witnessed  by  many  for 
the  first  time,  while  the  old  soldiers  present  were  delighted,  and  closely 
observed  every  movement.  The  remarks  of  your  Excellency  to  the 
Battalion  at  the  close  of  the  ceremonies  were  complimentary  to  them 
and  gratifying  to  all  present  Chaplain  Webb's  speech,  in  presenting 
to  Company  D  the  picture  of  their  deceased  comrade.  Corporal  Slade, 
was  worthy  of  being  remembered  by  all  present 

The  inspection  of  the  Second  Battalion  of  Infantry  proved  them  to 
bo  in  good  condition  generally. 

Company  A,  at  Warren,  turned  out  in  large  numbers,  and  presented 
the  property  of  the  State  in  good  order,  and  the  drill  that  followed  in- 
spection showed  the  company  were  endeavoring  to  keep  up  its  good 
record.  Capt  McSoIey  and  a  committee  from  Company  B,  Fourth 
Battalion,  at  Providence,  were  present  to  deliver  a  testimonial  to  Com- 
pany A,  Second  Battalion,  in  remembrance  of  courtesies  received  while 
visiting  Warren  July  4th,  and  after  the  ceremonies  the  visitors  and 
others  were  entertained  by  Capt  Munro,  Quartermaster  Dana,  and 
Capt.  Bosworth.    As  usual,  many  of  the  leading  citissens  of  Warren, 
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who  take  great  interest  in  this  company,  were  present  at  the  armoiy 
to  witness  the  inspection. 

Company  B,  at  Newport,  paraded  an  average  number,  and  showed 
a  good  state  of  drill.  The  arms  and  equipments  were  in  excellent  or- 
der, being  always  well  cared  for  by  this  company,  but  I  think  their 
condition  excelled  that  of  any  previous  inspection.  The  company 
have  ornamented  their  armory  and  put  down  a  new  floor  at  their  own 
expense. 

Company  C,  at  Bristol,  paraded  in  company  with  the  Bristol  ArtU- 
lery,  to  escort  the  inspecting  officers  on  their  arrival,  and  turned  out 
in  good  numbers.  The  drill  has  somewhat  relaxed  during  the  past 
year,  and  the  old  arms  were  in  fair  order  only. 

The  Third  Battalion  paraded  Companies  A  and  B,  at  Westerly,  un- 
der command  of  Col.  Crandall,  and  escorted  the  inspector  and  other 
officers  from  the  hotel  to  the  armory.  The  movements  of  the  com- 
panies, and  the  manual  of  arms,  were  well  executed.  I  found  the 
muskets  in  fine  order,  better  than  at  any  previous  inspection,  and  all 
the  property  well  cared  for. 

Company  C,  at  East  Greenwich,  were  small  in  numbers  and  inferior 
in  drill.  There  is  a  very  limited  number  of  young  men  in  the  place 
to  recruit  from,  and  the  Lieutenant  in  command  has  difficulty  in  keep- 
ing up  the  organization,  but  hopes  on  receiving  new  muskets  to  infase 
more  life  into  the  company.  The  arms  and  equipments  were  in  fair 
order  only. 

Company  D,  at  Apponaug,  paraded  in  good  numbers,  met  the  in- 
specting officers,  and  escorted  them  to  the  armory.  The  old  arms 
were  in  fair  order  only,  and  the  two  4-pounder  cannon  remain  in  the 
cellar,  mementos  of  departed  worth.  The  drill  of  the  company  is  not 
what  it  should  be,  but  the  officers  intend  making  a  good  rei)ort  at  the 
spring  parade,  with  the  new  arms. 

The  Fourth  Battalion  has  only  two  companies,  but  composed  of 
good  material. 

Company  A,  at  Woonsocket,  paraded  a  good  percentage  of  its  mem- 
bers present.    The  men  appeared  well,  and  gave  evidence  of  their 
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ability  to  acquit  themselves  well  by  proper  drill.  The  ofScers  are  new 
in  their  position,  but  are  much  interested  in  making  improvement  as 
rapid  as  possible,  and  show  ability  to  accomplish  it  if  persistent  in 
their  efforts.  The  muskets  were  in  good  order,  but  the  equipments 
are  not  used,  the  company  haying  recently  procured  forty  new  cart- 
ridge boxes,  &c.,  at  their  own  expense. 

Company  B,  at  Providence,  turned  out  in  fair  numbers.  In  the  set 
up,  discipline  and  drill,  this  company  ranks  among  the  firat  in  the 
militia.  The  arms,  &c.,  were  in  fair  order.  In  the  drill  which  fol- 
lowed the  inspection,  the  company  executed  moi*e  drill  in  the  manual 
of  arms,  and  the  school  of  the  company,  than  any  inspected. 

The  Fifth  Battalion  has  six  companies,  and  some  of  them  have  made 
much  advancement. 

Company  A,  at  Providence,  usually  the  largest,  turned  out  with  full 
ranks  and  made  a  fine  appearance.  It  is  composed  of  young  men,  well 
set  up,  who  gave  an  exhibition  of  drill  in  the  school  of  the  soldier  and 
company,  with  a  spirit  and  exactness  rarely  equalled.  The  arms  were 
in  fair  order,  but  some  errors  are  made  in  the  assembling  of  the  parts, 
too  frequently  found  where  armorers  are  not  looked  after  sharply.. 

Company  B,  at  Pawtucket,  virere  present  in  good  numbers  and  made 
a  fair  appearance.  The  arms  and  equipments  were  in  passable  condi- 
tion. The  armory  is  too  small  for  anything  more  than  squad  drill. 
The  company  should  have  more  drill  in  details,  as  well  as  in  company 
movements. 

Company  C,  at  Central  Falls,  paraded  a  good  company,  and  have 
made  rapid  advancement  during  the  year,  in  appearance  and  drill. 
The  Captain  commanding  has  improved  n^uch  in  his  manner  of  han- 
dling the  company  and  giving  commands,  while  the  step  of  the  com- 
pany and  the  manual  of  arms  is  decidedly  better.  The  muskets  and 
equipments  were  in  fine  order,  an  improvement  over  last  year  being 
noticeable. 

Company  D,  at  Providence,  presented  an  average  company  of  young 
men,  under  a  good  degree  of  discipline  and  drill.  The  arms  were  not 
in  as  good  order  as  I  expected  to  see  them;  and  the  company  would 
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do  well  to  secnre  the  services  of  one  man  who  is  competent  to  act  as 
armorer.  The  mannal  of  arms  was  very  good,  the  handling  of  the 
pieces  at  inspection  excellent,  the  marching  inferior. 

Company  E,  at  Woonsocket,  turned  out  fair  in  numberSybat  in  drill 
and  general  appearance  there  is  mnch  work  to  be  done  to  place  it 
equal  with  the  other  companies  of  the  Battalion.  The  old  arms  were 
in  fair  order  only. 

Company  F,  at  ProvidencCy  tamed  out  with  good  numbers,  the  new 
plumes  adding  mnch  to  the  appearance  of  the  company  which  was 
good  in  all  respects.  The  mannal  of  arms  was  well  executed  and 
there  was  a  visible  improvement  in  the  marching.  The  company  had 
no  State  property,  owning  their  muskets  and  equipments  at  the  time 
of  inspection. 

The  Sixth  Battalion  were  small  in  numbers  at  the  inspection. 

Companies  A,  B  and  C,  at  Providence,  paraded  under  the  command 
of  the  Lieutenant-Colonel  at  their  new  quarters  in  Phenix  building, 
which,  though  too  small,  are  pi'eferable  to  those  formerly  occupied. 
The  drill  of  the  companies  is  not  uniform  or  correct,  and  many  incor- 
rect orders  are  given,  showing  that  a  school  of  instruction  is  needed 
here,  as  in  some  of  the  other  battalions  and  companies.  The  driU  in 
the  manual  has  improved  in  some  respects,  Company  B  being  the  most 
proficient.     The  muskets  and  equipments  were  in  fair  order. 

Company  D,  at  Newport,  presented  a  small  company  in  fair  drill, 
but  in  many  points  showing  a  misinterpretation  of  the  tactics.  The 
muskets  and  equipments  were  in  good  order.  The  officers  being  un- 
able to  account  for  all  the  overcoats  delivered  them,  I  ordered  those 
on  hand  turned  in  to  this  department. 

Battery  A,  Light  Artillery — "P.  M.  C.  A." — have  a  larger  amount 
of  State  property  in  their  possession  than  any  other  organization,  and 
of  the  kind  that  requires  much  labor  to  care  for. 

The  location  and  arrangement  of  the  armory  is  not  a  desirable  or 
proper  one  for  a  light  battery,  as  now  organized,  and  was  not  intended 
to  be  such  when  built  by  the  State,  the  company  then  being  foot  artil- 
lery, armed  with  muskets  and  two  iron  cannon.     The  inspection  was 
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not  np  to  their  usual  standard,  although  the  property  was  in  fair 
order.  The  tum-ont  was  small,  and  but  one  detachment  gave  a  drill 
in  the  manual  of  the  piece,  dismounting  and  mounting  guns,  carriage 
and  limbers.  After  the  inspection,  Oapt  J.  L.  White  and  a  commit- 
tee of  Hartford  City  Guards  presented  the  Proyidence  Marine  Corps 
of  Artillery,  with  a  splendidly  engrossed  and  framed  vote  of  thanks 
for  courtesies  extended  the  Guards  while  in  Providence  on  a  visit 

Col.  Robert  Grosvenor  was  also  presented  with  a  gold  badge  of  the 
H.  0.  G's,  and  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  the  resolutions  and  badge 
by  a  few  remarks,  and  was  followed  by  Ex-Governor  Lippitt,  in  his 
usual  felicitous  and  effective  manner,  after  which  the  large  company 
present  were  invited  to  a  collation  in  the  upper  rooms. 

Battery  B,  at  Pawtucket,  inspected  with  a  smaller  number  than 
usual  present;  and  Oapt  Crocker  informs  me  that  the  company  are  in 
great  need  of  uniforms,  only  about  one-half  of  his  command  having 
coats  or  trowsers  they  can  wear,  having  aut-groton  them. 

The  property  of  the  State  was  in  good  condition,  and  the  platoon 
gave  a  drill  in  the  manual  of  the  piece,  dismounting  and  mounting 
guns  and  carriages. 

The  Battalion  of  Cavalry  presented  the  State  property  in  good  order, 
as  usuaL  The  sabres  had  hard  usage  before  they  were  given  into  the 
hands  of  the  companies. 

Companies  A  and  B  have  recently  taken  smaller  quarters  on  North 
Main  street,  Providence,  having  vacated  the  hall  so  long  occupied  by 
them,  on  account  of  the  heavy  expense  of  rent 

These  two  companies,  small  in  numbers,  were  inspected  as  a  bat- 
talion, under  command  of  Major  Joslin,  at  the  armory  of  Battery  A, 
the  use  of  which  had  been  tendered  them. 

Company  C,  at  Pawtucket,  paraded  a  good  sized  company,  and  under 
its  efficient  Captain  gave  evidence  of  attention  to  the  drills.  Property 
in  good  order  and  well  looked  after  by  the  officers. 

The  Newport  Artillery  Company  paraded  in  strong  force,  accom- 
panied by  the  Newport  Band,  and  the  buglers  of  the  company.  The 
inspection  of  this  command  proved  a  repetition  of  what  it  always  is^ 
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satisfactory  in  every  detail,  and  the  arms,  equipments,  cannon,  &o., 
will  stand  the  closest  scrutiny.  Your  Excellency,  accompanied  by 
the  oflScers  of  the  general,  and  your  personal  staff,  was  received  with 
the  proper  honors  at  the  armory,  where  your  presence  and  the  words 
of  commendation  addressed  to  them,  caused  the  company  to  feel  still 
more  pride  in  claiming  you  among  its  honorary  members.  The  drill 
which  followed  the  inspection  was  exact,  showing  the  officers  and  non- 
commissioned officers,  especially,  were  well  versed  in  the  school  of  the 
battalion.  The  new  haversacks  and  canteens  purchased  by  the  com- 
pany were  hung  on  the  walls  under  the  knapsacks,  the  very  handsome 
and  appropriate  ornament  formerly  upon  one  of  the  wheelhouses  of 
the  Steamer  Metropolis,  which  was  presented  to  the  company,  was 
placed  in  position  over  the  entrance  npon  the  outside,  and  iron  shat- 
ters for  all  the  windows,  placed  on  the  building. 

The  United  Train  of  Artillery  armory  and  the  State  property  therein 
was  inspected  during  the  day  announced,  and  the  muskets  were 
found  to  be  in  passable  condition  only.  I  have  received  from  the  U. 
S.  Ordnance  Department  such  extra  parts  and  new  stocks  as  are 
needed  to  place  them  in  order  again,  and  they  will  be  issued  to  them 
for  that  purpose. 

The  Bristol  Artillery  Company  paraded  in  larger  numbers  than 
usual,  and  together  with  the  Bristol  Light  Infantry,  and  Cornet  Band, 
all  under  command  of  Col.  R.  B.  Franklin,  escorted  myself  and  staff 
from  the  depot  to  the  hotel.  The  inspection  showed  a  want  of  proper 
care  of  the  muskets  and  equipments.  The  drill  of  the  whole  com- 
mand needs  moi*e  time  and  attention  bestowed  upon  it  By  the  cour- 
tesy of  the  officers  of  the  artillery,  the  inspecting  officera  and  the 
officers  of  the  Bristol  Light  Infantry,  Co.  C,  2d  Battalion,  were  en- 
tertained with  a  bounteous  supper  at  the  Church  Street  Honse. 

The  Mowry  &  OofT  School  Battalion  was  inspected  by  the  com- 
mittees on  militia  from  the  General  Assembly,  and  gave  an  exhibition 
of  their  drill  in  the  school  of  the  soldier  and  school  of  the  battalion, 
ending  with  a  dress  parade.  The  muskets  and  equipments  are  always 
in  the  good  condition  they  were  found  to  be  at  the  inspection. 
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CONCLUSIOlir. 

Although  the  policy  of  this  country  is  peace,  to  be  prepared  for 
war  is  the  most  effective  means  of  preserving  it.  Many  of  the  states 
have  their  militia  based  upon,  and  goyerned  by,  a  much  more  com- 
plete system  than  ours,  and  the  reports  lately  received  fi-om  the  Adju- 
tant or  Quartermaster  Generals  of  other  states,  show  they  are  zeal- 
ously contending  for  a  well  armed  and  well  disciplined  force  of  militia, 
though  it  may  not  be  so  very  large  in  numbers.  We  have  in  the  offices 
and  ranks  much  of  our  best  material,  and  have  many  fine  organi- 
zations, which  with  some  changes,  a  more  stringent  law,  and  a  little 
more  financial  aid  from  the  State,  would  place  us  in  the  front  ranks 
of  the  National  Guard  organizations  of  the  country. 

Gen.  Ben6t,  Chief  of  Ordnance,  XT.  S.  A.,  in  his  last  report,  says: 

''Recent  events  have  conclusively  proyed  that  an  anned  force,  well  organized 
and  disciplined,  is  as  powerful  to  mainttdn  law  and  order,  as  it  has  been  to  gain 
our  independence  and  preserve  our  Union.  Until  our  militia  is  by  statute  or- 
ganized, disciplined,  and  well  armed  and  equipped,  as  was  emd&nUy  intended  by  the 
Constitution,  our  dependence  in  times  of  disorder  and  disturbance  must  be  in 
our  small  standing  army.  In  the  light  of  the  recent  past,  I  know  of  no  subject 
so  fraught  with  interest,  and  so  pregnant  with  vital  issues  to  the  country  at  large 
in  its  future  far  and  near,  nor  one  that  should  arrest  the  attention  of  Congress 
more  strongly,  or  more  earnestly  invite  its  patient  consideration.  Not  only 
should  the  permanent  annual  appropriation  for  arming  and  equipping  the  militia 
be  increased  to  <me  mOUon  of  doUars^  but  there  should  be  some  positive  legisla- 
tion fixing  the  responsibility  and  prescribing  the  method  of  accountability  for 
these  arms  and  equipments.'* 

The  latter  part  of  the  above  extract,  no  doubt,  is  intended  to  re- 
fer to  the  loss,  and  disposal  by  sale,  of  arms  by  some  states,  and  XT. 
S.  Attorney  General  Williams  in  1874,  gave  his  opinion  upon  the  sub- 
ject to  the  Secretary  of  War,  viz. :  "  that  the  States  do  not  by  the  ex- 
isting laws  have  the  right  of  property  in  the  arms  issued  for  arming 
the  militia,  if  an  absolute  right  of  property  is  there  meant;  and  that 
they  derive  no  authority  under  those  laws  to  sell  or  dispose  of  such 
arms  at  their  pleasure."    Again  Gen.  Ben6t  says, 

'*The  rifle  issued  to  the  army  and  the  militia  compares  favorably  with  the 
best  breech-loader,  either  here  or  abroad,  as  was  conclusively  shown  recently  in 
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the  inter-state  military  match  at  Creedmoor,  when  the  California  team  from 
Gen.  McComb*8  brigade  made  a  score  never  equaled  in  a  military  team  match." 

"  What  fifteen  years  ago  was  deemed  a  perfect  musket,  is  now  classed  as  obso- 
lete, with  hardly  a  marketable  value,  and  that  marvel  of  mechanism  of  to-day, 
the  breech-loading  rifle,  must  soon  make  room  for  a  still  greater  marvel  in  sim- 
plicity and  effectiveness.  In  our  preparation,  we  must  keep  abreast  of  the  pro- 
gress of  the  age;  get  the  best  of  to-day,  with  a  certainty  that  it  must  yield  to  the 
best  of  to-morrow." 

The  rapid  advancement  in  the  science  of  arms  assisted  by  the  inven- 
tive genias  of  the  mechanic,  is  every  year  presenting  new  features  to 
the  soldier;  the  guns  of  the  hght  artillery  of  to-day,  are  being  partially 
supplanted  by  the  machine  guns  of  Gatling,  Gardner,  and  Uotchkiss; 
the  sabre  of  the  cavalry  has  become  obsolete,  and  will  probably  soon 
be  discarded  for  the  magazine  carbine,  and  the  bayonet  of  the  infantry 
may  possibly  be  partially,  if  not  wholly  dispensed  with.  In  view  of 
these  facts  or  probabilities,  I  have  drawn  from  the  Ordnance  Depart- 
ment, only  what  will  barely  suffice  our  present  needs,  and  expect  to 
make  yet  more  changes  for  effectiveness. 

The  amount  in  value  of  the  annual  appropriation,  under  the  **  law 
of  1808,  for  arming  the  militia  of  the  States, ''  is  $200,000 — less  about 
$12,000  for  expenses  in  making  the  distribution — ^and  is  apportioned  to 
the  several  States  of  the  Union,  under  the  law  of  1855,  ^^  according  to 
the  number  of  their  Representatives  and  Senators  in  Congress,  respec- 
tively," making  the  allowance  for  this  State  annually  y^,  equal  in 
value  to  $1,919.14. 

The  subject  of  rifle  practice,  during  the  past  year,  has  received  con- 
siderable attention,  but  not  as  much  as  its  importance  demands;  and 
only  a  few  companies  prepare  themselves  by  the  aiming  drill  in  the 
armory,  previous  to  the  annual  field  practice.  With  the  new  rifles 
furnished  the  organized  teams,  it  is  to  be  hoped  Rhode  Island  will  be 
represented  this  year  in  the  inter-state  military  matches. 

The  history  of  the  two  bronze  field  pieces  in  the  hands  of  the  War- 
ren Artilleiy  having  been  the  subject  of  considerable  speculation,  I 
made  endeavors  to  ascertain  from  the  archives  of  the  artillery  of  the  war 
office  at  Paris,  France,  if  any  authentic  information  concerning  them 
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could  be  given.  The  correspondence  relating  thereto  having  been  re- 
cently published  in  the  Providence  Journal,  I  will  not  repeat  it  here. 
Still  further  efforts  are  being  made  to  gain  information  concerning 
them. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  officers  of  the  militia 
for  their  many  courtesies  during  the  past  year^  and  also  to  testify  to 
the  ability  of  my  assistant,  Major  F.  S.  Arnold,  and  his  attention  to 
any  duties  to  which  he  has  been  assigned.

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  at 
its  January  Session,  1878: 

The  Commissioners  of  Inland  Fisheries  submit  their  eighth  annual 
report. 

The  hatching-house  and  all  its  appurtenances  at  Ponegansett  are  in 
excellent  condition.  Owing  to  the  failure  of  our  springs  last  fall, 
1877,  we  did  not  think  it  best  to  attempt  the  hatching  of  the  Califor- 
nia salmon  eggs  offered  us  by  Prof.  Baird,  as  failure  would  have  been 
assured  and  the  eggs  wasted,  so  that  the  past  year  we  have  done  noth- 
ing with  salmon. 

Our  plan  has  been  to  watch  as  carefully  as  possible  for  the  appear- 
ance of  salmon  in  the  streams  stocked  by  us  the  previous  years.  The 
presence  of  dams  in  large  numbers  on  the  various  streams,  and  the 
presence  of  innumerable  traps  and  pounds  in  the  bay,  made  the  return 
of  the  fish  to  the  upper  waters  an  impossibility,  and  their  reaching 
even  the  mouth  of  the  streams  a  problem. 

When  the  present  Commissioners  first  assumed  ofiice  these  facts 
were  fully  thought  of,  and  the  question  whether  any  attempt  had  bet- 
ter be  made  without  first  causing  fishways  to  be  put  over  all  the  dams 
was  agitated. 

The  expense  of  this  would  have  been  very  large,  and  the  opposition 
would  have  been  great,  and  much  litigation  would  have  ensued  in 
consequence,  and  still,  unless  the  obstacles  were  removed,  and  traps 
and  pounds  abolished,  success  would  have  been  more  than  doubtful. 
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To  hatch  and  i)lace  the  young  sjilmon  in  the  streams  was  not  much 
trouble,  and  small  expense;  the  only  thing  else  to  be  done  was  to  re- 
new the  supply  from  year  to  year  and  watch  for  results,  with  all  the 
obstacles  against  them  that  it  is  possible  to  conceive  of. 

This  has  been  done,  and  we  have  to  rei)ort  that  a  good  many  salmon 
have  been  taken  in  the  past  two  years  that  we  have  record  of,  and,  no 
doubt,  many  more  unreported. 

The  largest  weighed  ten  i)ounds,  and  was  taken  at  the  foot  of  the 
falls,  at  Pawtucket,  last  June.  Smaller  ones  were  t^iken  in  the  Paw- 
tuxet,  between  the  firet  dam  and  Pontiac,  and  a  number  near  West- 
erly, below  the  first  dam,  on  the  Pawcatuck;  none  larger  than  two 
and  one-half  pounds. 

These  facts  prove  conclusively  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  impuri- 
ties of  the  waters  to  j^revent  success. 

In  spite  of  all  obstacles,  the  ten-pound  fish  must  have  lived  three  or 
four  years  and  gone  down  to  and  back  from  the  ocean  at  least  once, 
and  with  obstacles  removed  nothing  seems  to  reason  against  a  fair  per 
cent,  of  fish  doing  likewise. 

So  that  we  think  it  fair  grounds  to  assume  that,  with  the  abolisli- 
ment  of  pound-nets  and  the  erection  of  fish  ways  over  all  dams,  salmon 
can  be  brought  once  more  to  be  a  Ehode  Island  fish  with  certainty. 

The  Commissioners  having  worked  out  this  problem  to  their  own 
satisfaction,  and  they  hope  to  all  fair  minds,  it  remains  for  the  people 
to  decide  whether  or  no  these  things  will  be  done. 

SHAD. 

Last  year  we  put  one  hundred  thousand  young  shad  in  the  Black- 
stone,  Warren  and  Barrington  rivers.  We  failed  to  get  any  for  the 
Pawtuxet  on  account  of  the  falling  of  the  water  in  the  Connecticut, 
which  put  a  stop  to  the  hatching;  and  we  should  have  left  the  Pawca- 
tuck out  in  the  cold  anyhow,  on  account  of  the  very  numerous  heart- 
seines,  traps  and  pounds  within  four  miles  of  the  mouth  of  that  river 
at  Westerly,  at  least  thirty  in  number,  most  of  them  with  a  half-inch 
mesh.  It  is  a  waste  of  time  to  try  to  do  anything  under  such  circum- 
stances.    In  our  own  bay  shad  operations  have  been  a  success. 
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BLACK   BASS. 


As  before  reported,  black  bass  are  a  complete  success,  and  all,  or 
nearly  all,  of  the  waters  in  the  State  suitable  for  them  are  now  stocked 
with  them.  Certain  parties  profess  to  regret  this  fact  and  to  wish  for 
the  good  old  times  when  nothing  but  the  all-devouring  and  worthless 
pickerel  was  the  only  fish  to  be  taken.  We  can  only  say  "  such  men 
are  dangerous  "  and  i)artake,  we  fear,  of  tlie  nature  of  the  fish  whose 
pmise  they  sing. 

LAND-LOCKED   SALMON. 

We  received  from  Mr.  Atkins,  of  Maine,  through  Prof.  Baird,  ten 
thousand  eggs  in  February  and  hatched  them  with  very  small  loss, 
and  they  are  now  about  ready  to  distribute. 

In  conclusion,  the  Commissioners  respectfully  recommend  the  pass- 
age of  the  act  amending  Sections  29  and  31  of  Chapter  134  of  the 
General  Statutes,  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  Fisheries  of 
the  Senate.

CHAPTER  134. 

OF  CEBTAIK  FISHEBIES. 

Sectiox  1.  Every  person  who  shall  set  or  draw  any  seine  in  any 
part  of  the  river  running  from  Warren  Eiver  through  the  town  of 
Barrington  to  the  dividing  line  between  the  town  of  Barrington  and 
the  town  of  Rehoboth  shall  forfeit  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person  who  shall  set  or  draw  any  seine  or  net  in 
Easton's  Pond  in  Newport  and  Middletown  for  the  purpose  of  catching 
fish,  or  shall  set  any  such  net  or  seine  in  the  creeks  or  inlets  of  said 
pond  above  the  bridge  at  Easton's  Beach  shall  be  fined  twenty  dollars 
or  be  imprisoned  ten  days. 

Sec.  3.  If  any  person  shall  set  or  draw  any  seine  or  net  in  Kicka- 
muit  River  within  half  a  mile  from  the  place  called  the  Narrows  he 
shall  forfeit  fifteen  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  person  shall  erect  or  make  any  weir,  pot,  or  other 
contrivance  to  obstruct  the  course  of  fish  across  Puncatcst,  alias  Nom-

quit  Pond^  or  any  part  thereof,  or  in  any  river  or  stream  leading  into 
or  oat  of  said  pond  at  any  time,  he  shall  forfeit  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  If  any  person  shall  set  any  hanging  or  mesh  net  in  Punca- 
test,  alias  Nomquit  Pond,  or  in  any  river  leading  into  or  out  of  said 
pond  from  the  first  day  of  January  to  the  first  day  of  August  in  every 
year,  he  shall  forfeit  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  If  any  person  shall  erect  or  continue  in  Palmer's  River 
above  Kelly's  Bridge  any  weir,  dam  or  other  obstruction  to  prevent 
the  free  passage  of  fish  up  said  river,  he  shall  forfeit  fifteen  dollars  for 
the  first  offence  and  ten  dollars  for  every  twenty-four  hours  any  such 
weir,  or  dam,  or  other  obstruction,  shall  be  continued  after  the  first 
twenty-four  hours. 

Sec  7.  If  any  person  not  at  the  time  an  inhabitant  of  this  state 
shall  set  or  draw  any  seine  or  net  in  Palmer's  River  above  Kelly's 
Bridge  on  Thursday,  Friday  or  Saturday  of  each  week,  or  if  any  per- 
son shall  set  or  draw  any  seine  or  net  in  said  river  above  said  bridge  on 
Sunday  or  between  the  setting  and  rising  of  the  sun  on  any  day,  he 
shall  forfeit  for  each  offence  fifteen  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  If  any  person  not  at  the  time  an  inhabitant  of  this  state 
shall  set  or  keep,  or  cause  to  be  kept  or  set  within  any  of  the  waters 
or  upon  or  within  three  miles  of  any  shore  of  this  state,  more  than 
two  pots  or  nets  for  the  catching  of  lobsters  at  any  one  time  he  shall 
forfeit  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sec  9.  If  any  person  shall  lift  or  raise  any  pot  or  net,  set  for  the 
catching  of  lobsters,  without  the  permission  of  the  owner  thereof  he 
shall  forfeit  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  10.  The  electors  of  the  town  of  New  Shoreham  may  in  town 
meeting,  called  for  that  purpose,  enact  such  ordinances  as  they  may 
think  proper,  to  protect  and  I'egulate  the  taking  of  shell  and  other  fish 

• 

in  Great  Salt  Pond,  and  may  impost*  penalties  therefor  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollara  fine  and  three  months'  imprisonment  for  any  one  offence. 
Sec.  11.  The  electors  of  the  town  *)f  Tiverton  may  in  town  meet- 
ing, called  for  that  purpose,  make  such  regulations  for  the  preservation 
of  the  fish,  and  may  exercise  such  control  over  the  fisheries  of  Nom- 
quit  Pond  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  as  they  may  think  proper. 
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Sec.  12.  No  person  shall^  between  the  first  Monday  in  October  and 
the  first  Monday  in  Jannary^  erect  any  weir  or  draw  any  seine  or  net 
for  the  purpose  of  catching  or  obstructing  the  passage  of  fish  at  or 
within  one  hundred  and  sixty  rods  of  the  mouth  of  Petaquamscut 
River  in  South  Kingstown;  nor  shall  any  person  erect  or  put  down 
any  weir,  standing  seine,  or  trap  seine,  or  hoop  net  of  any  kind  either, 
within  or  across  said  river  at  any  other  season  of  the  year. 

Ssc.  13.  Nothing  in  the  next  preceding  section  shall  be  construed 
to  prohibit  any  person  from  using  nets  or  fishing  crafts  for  the  catch- 
ing of  smelts;  such  as  are  commonly  used  in  the  smelt  fishery  between 
the  first  day  of  February  and  the  first  day  of  April  in  every  year,  or 
to  prohibit  the  netting  of  gill  nets  for  bass  in  said  river  or  pond;  pro- 
vided, that  such  nets  shall  not  exceed  twenty  fathoms  in  length,  nor 
be  set  within  twenty  fathoms  of  each  other;  nor  south  of  the  dividing 
line  between  the  lands  of  William  G.  Watson  and  George  W.  Crandall; 
nor  within  twenty  rods  of  the  narrows  that  connect  the  upper  and 
lower  ponds;  nor  shall  any  person  maintain  any  such  standing  seine 
or  net  in  the  same  pl&ce  for  more  than  twenty-four  hours,  if  any  other 
person  demands  the  same  place  for  the  purpose  of  setting  a  like  net  or 
drawing  a  seine  therein. 

Sec.  14.  Every  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
the  next  preceding  two  sections  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty  dol- 
lars or  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence,  and  shall  forfeit  the 
net,  seine,  boat  and  other  apparatus  by  him  used  in  such  violation. 

Sec.  15.  Every  person  who  shall  set  any  trap,  net,  or  draw  any 
seine  at  any  time  west  of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Quanset  Point  on 
the  north  side  of  Wickford  harbor  to  Room's  Point  on  the  south  side 
of  said  harbor,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than 
twenty  dollars;  one-half  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  complainant,  and 
the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the  state.  Nothing  in  this  section  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  prevent  surface,  bag  or  purse  seine  fishing 
for  catching  menhaden. 

Sec.  16.  Every  person  who  shall  set  any  trap,  net,  or  draw  any 
seine  at  any  time  west  of  a  line  drawn  from  Calf  Pasture  Point  on  the 
north  side  of  Allen's  harbor  to  Rocky  Point  on  the  south  side  thereof. 
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or  west  of  a  line  drawn  from  Pojack  Point  on  the  south  side  of  Pota- 
wamnt  RiTer  to  Marsh  Point  on  the  north  side  thereof ,  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars;  one-half  to 
the  use  of  the  complainant  and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the  state. 

Sbc.  17.  No  person  shall  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  April  to  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  June,  inclusive  of  both  days,  in  every  year,  or  from  the 
fifteenth  day  of  August  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  December,  inclusive  of 
both  days  in  every  year,  commencing  at  the  rising  of  the  sun  on  both 
days,  erect  any  weir,  or  set  or  draw  any  seine  or  net  for  obstructing, 
catching  or  hauling  of  fish,  within  half  a  mile  east  from  Point  Judith 
ponds'  breach,  meaning  the  breach  for  the  time  being  into  the  sea,  or 
within  a  point  on  the  west  side  of  said  breach,  four  rods  distant  from 
Joseph  Ghamplin's  fish  house  (so-called),  or  within  said  breach,  or 
within  any  channel  leading  to  said  ponds,  or  any  branch  thereof 
from  the  sea,  or  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  entrance  of  such 
channel  into  said  ponds  or  branches  of  said  ponds;  and  when  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  December  happens  on  Sunday  this  prohibition  shall  con- 
tinue to  the  rising  of  the  sun  on  the  next  succeeding  day. 

Sec.  18.  No  weir  shall  be  erected,  nor  any  standing  seine  or  net 
set  across  the  channel,  nor  in  Point  Judith  ponds  within  a  quarter  of 
a  mile  from  the  following  places,  viz. :  Alder  Point  near  where  Sauka- 
tucket  River  flows  into  the  said  ponds;  Prince's  Narrows,  which  con- 
nect the  upper  with  the  lower  ponds;  Strawberry  Hill  on  Great 
Island;  High  Point  (so-called),  on  land  of  the  heirs  of  Joseph  Sher- 
man, and  Gooseberry  Hole. 

Sec.  19.  No  person  shall,  between  the  first  Monday  in  April  and 
the  second  Monday  in  June  in  every  year,  commencing  at  the  rising 
of  the  sun  and  ending  at  the  setting  thereof,  ei-ect  any  weir  or  net,  or 
draw  any  seine  or  net  for  the  purpose  of  catching  or  obstructing  the 
passage  of  fish,  in  any  part  of  Point  Judith  Pond  south  of  a  line 
drawn  from  the  most  northerly  point  of  Strawberry  Hill,  on  Great 
Island,  to  the  most  northerly  point  of  High  Point  in  said  pond« 

Sec.  20.  No  person  shall  erect  any  weir  or  set  or  draw  any  seine  or 
net  for  the  obstructing,  catching  or  hauling  of  fish  within  any  part  of 
said  ponds,  or  any  branch  thereof,  at  any  time  from  the  fifteenth  day 
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of  Angast  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  December  in  every  year,  commencing 
and  ending  at  the  rising  of  the  sun  on  both  of  said  days. 

Ssc.  21.  No  seine  or  net  of  any  sort  shall  be  used  at  any  time 
within  said  ponds  or  any  branch  thereof,  of  over  one  hundred  fathoms 
long,  nor  any  standing  seine  or  net  of  over  twenty-five  fathoms  in 
length. 

Sfic.  22.  No  person  shall  set  any  standing  seine  or  net  at  any  time 
within  forty  rods  of  any  place  within  said  ponds  or  any  branch  there- 
of, where  another  person  may  have  already  set  his  standing  seine  or 
net;  nor  shall  any  person  maintain  any  such  standing  seine  or  net  in 
the  same  place  for  more  than  forty-eight  hours  if  any  other  person 
desires  to  occupy  the  place. 

Sec.  23.  Every  person  violating  any  provision  of  the  six  sections 
next  preceding  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  and  shall  also  forfeit  the  boat,  seine,  net  and  other 
apparatus  by  him  used  in  such  violation;  one-half  of  said  fine  and  for- 
feiture to  and  for  the  use  of  the  person  so  complaining,  and  the  other 
half  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  state. 

Ssc.  24.  Every  person  living  without  the  state  who  shall  take  any 
lobsters,  tautog,  bass  or  other  fish  within  the  harbors,  rivers  or  waters 
of  this  state,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  them  from  thence  in  vessels 
or  smacks,  shall  be  fined  ten  dollars  for  every  ofifence  and  shall  forfeit 
all  the  fish  or  lobsters  so  taken. 

Sec.  25.  Every  person  who  shall  take  any  fish  in  any  stream  or 
fresh  pond,  except  upon  his  own  land,  in  any  other  way  than  by  hook 
and  line,  or  who  shall  take  or  carry  away  any  fish  from  any  private 
pond,  brook,  stream,  preserve,  or  any  other  place  made,  constructed 
or  used  for  the  purpose  of  breeding  or  growing  fish  therein,  without 
the  consent  of  the  proprietor  or  lessee  of  such  pond,  brook,  stream  or 
preserve,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  or 
by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  authorize  the  taking  of  any  fish  from  any  pond  or 
stream  stocked  at  the  expense  of  the  state. 

8so.  26.     (As  amended  by  chapter  4d5,  passed  June  15, 1875;  chap- 
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ter  540,  passed  April  19,  1876;  and  chapter  678,  passed  April  12, 
1878.)  Eyery  person  who  shall  take  any  trout  between  the  fifteenth 
day  of  August  and  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year,  «hall  forfeit 
twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Seo.  27.  All  actions  for  violations  of  the  provisions  of  the  pre- 
ceding two  sections  shall  be  commenced  within  thirty  days  after  the 
commission  of  the  offence,  and  not  afterwards. 

Sec.  28.  If  any  person  shall  by  any  seine  or  stop  net,  or  othenrise 
obstruct  the  channel  leading  from  the  sea  into  Ward's  Pond  and  up 
through  said  pond  on  each  side  of  Watermelon,  Grooseberry  or  Lar- 
kin's  islands,  he  shall  forfeit  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty 
dollars. 

Sec.  29.  (As  amended  by  chapter  677,  passed  April  12,  1878.) 
Every  person  who  shall  erect  any  dam,  weir,  or  other  obstruction 
across  Mill  Gove  in  Warwick,  or  from  the  mouth  of  said  cove  to  the 
pond  of  fresh  water  that  runs  into  said  cove,  or  such  streams  as  ran 
into  said  pond,  or  who  shall  keep  up  any  dam,  or  weir,  or  other  ob- 
struction therein  made,  and  any  owner  or  occupant  of  lands  adjoining 
said  Mill  Cove  or  the  stream  leading  from  said  pond  into  said  core, 
who  shall  permit  any  such  obstruction  to  be  erected  or  continued  in 
or  upon  said  cove  or  stream,  whether  done,  erected,  or  continued  by 
himself,  or  other  persons,  adjacent  to  his  land,  at  any  time  between 
the  first  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  November  in  any  year, 
shall  forfeit  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sec.  30.  Every  person  who  shall  fish  in  said  cove,  except  with  a 
hook  and  line,  on  Saturday  or  Sunday,  or  who  shall  catch  or  hinder 
any  alewives  coming  down  said  Mill  Cove  or  said  stream,  or  shi^ 
therein  at  any  time  set  any  weir  or  device  to  prevent  the  passage  of 
the  fish,  sliall  forfeit  ten  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sec.  31.  (As  amended  by  chapter  677,  passed  April  12,  1878.) 
Every  i^erson  who  shall  set  or  draw  any  seine  or  net  in  said  Mill  Cove, 
or  off  from  the  mouth  thereof  to  Long  Meadow  Rocks,  or  from  the 
mouth  thereof  to  the  ix)nd  of  fresh  water  which  empties  into  said 
cove,  between  the  first  day  of  March  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  June,  in 
any  year,  or  who  shall  take  any  alewives  from  said  pond,  or  streams 
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flowing  into  said  pond,  between  the  first  day  of  March  and  the  first 
day  of  November,  in  any  year,  shall  for  each  offence  forfeit  one  hun- 
dred dollai's,  and  the  boats,  seines  and  other  apparatus  used  in  the 
commission  thereof;  provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  said  chapter 
shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  any  person  from  fishing  for  alewives  in 
said  cove  or  stream  running  from  said  pond  into  said  cove,  with  a 
bowed  net  not  larger  than  twelve  feet  around  the  mouth  of  said  net, 
on  days  other  than  those  excepted  in  section  30  of  chapter  134. 

Sec.  32.  All  forfeitures  under  this  chapter  shall,  where  there  is  no 
other  provision  made  to  the  contrary,  enure  one-half  thereof  to  the 
use  of  fche  town  where  the  offence  shall  be  committed,  and  the  other 
half  to  the  use  of  the  person  suing  for  the  same. 

CHAPTER  135. 

OF  THE  FISHERY   IN   PAWCATUCK   RIVER. 

Section  1.  No  weir  or  pound  or  other  obstruction  shall  be  erected 
or  continued  in  the  channel  of  Pawcatuck  River  dividing  the  states  of 
Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut,  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  main  channel 
of  said  river,  upon  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  the  first  offence,  and 
seven  dollars  for  every  twenty-four  hours,  or  any  less  space  of  time, 
any  such  weir  or  other  obstruction  shall  be  continued  in  the  main 
channel  of  said  river  after  the  first  offence. 

Sec.  2.  No  weir  or  pound  shall  be  erected  or  continued  upon  any 
flat,  or  other  paii;  of  the  bottom  of  said  river,  eastward  or  westward 
of  the  aforesaid  channel  of  said  river,  between  the  first  day  of  June 
and  the  twentieth  day  of  March,  annually,  upon  penalty  of  fourteen 
dollars  for  the  first  offence  and  seven  dollars  for  every  succeeding  day 
such  weir  or  pound  shall  be  continued  in  said  river,  from  the  first  day 
of  June  to  the  twentieth  day  of  March,  annually. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  fish  with  mesh  or  scoop  nets  in  Pawcatuck 
River  or  any  of  its  branches,  after  sunset  on  Friday  until  sunrise  on 
Monday  in  each  week,  from  the  twentieth  day  of  March  to  the  first 
day  of  June,  annually;  and  no  person  shall  use  more  than  one  net  at 
a  time,  upon  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  offence. 
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8ec.  4.  All  penalties  incurred  for  yiolation  of  any  of  the  provis- 
ions of  this  chapter  shall  enure,  one-half  thereof  to  the  complainant, 
and  the  other  half  to  the  town  where  the  offence  is  committed. 

Sec.  5.  The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  consid- 
ered as  forming  a  compact  with  the  state  of  Conneeticnt^  from  which 
this  general  assembly  will  not  depart  nntil  the  l^islatnre  of  Uie 
state  of  Connecticut  shall  agree  with  the  legislature  of  this  state  to 
a  repeal  thereof,  alterations  therein  or  additions  thereto. 

Sec.  6.  If  any  owner  of  land  adjoining  Pawcatuck  River  in  this 
state  shall  permit  any  weir,  pound  or  other  obstruction  to  be  erected 
or  continued  upon  any  flat  or  bottom  of  said  river,  whether  done, 
erected  or  continued  by  himself,  servant,  lessee,  or  any  ot^er  person  by 
his  privity  or  consent,  such  owner  shall  be  liable  for  anj  such  breach 
or  violation  of  the  second  section  of  this  chapter  in  the  same  manner 
as  though  the  same  had  been  committed  by  such  owner  in  person. 

CHAPTER  137. 

OF  THE  INLAND   FISHERIES. 

Section  1.  The  governor  shall  appoint  three  commissioners,  to 
be  known  as  the  commissioners  of  inland  fisheries,  who  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  three  years  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

Sec.  2.  The  commissioners  of  inland  fisheries  shall  introduce, 
protect  and  cultivate  fish  in  the  inland  waters  of  the  state,  and  mar 
make  all  needful  regulations  for  the  protection  of  such  fish  and  shall 
prosecute  for  the  violation  of  such  regulations.  They  may  cooperate 
with  the  fish  commissioners  of  other  states,  and  they  shall  make  an 
annual  re])ort  to  the  general  assembly  of  their  doings  with  such  facts 
and  suggestions  in  relation  to  the  object  for  which  they  were  appointed 
as  they  may  deem  proi)er. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  commissioners  shall  cause  a  copy  of  their  regu- 
lations to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk  of  any  town  in  which 
any  waters  stocked  with  fish  under  the  authority  of  the  preceding  sec- 
tion of  this  chapter  may  be,  and  to  which  such  regulations  may  apply, 
and  shall  also  cause  a  copy  of  such  regulations  to  be  advertised  in 
some  newspaper  published  in  the  same  county. 
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Sbc.  4.  Every  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  regulations 
made  by  the  commissioners  of  inland  fisheries  under  the  authority 
of  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  sections  of  this  chapter,  or  who 
shall  take  any  fish,  fish-spawn  or  any  apparatus  used  in  hatching  or 
protecting  fish,  from  any  pond,  lake,  river  or  stream,  stocked  with,  or 
set  apart  by  said  commissioners  or  by  private  parties  for  the  protec- 
tion and  cultivation  of  fish,  with  the  consent  of  the  town  council  of 
the  town  where  such  cultivation  is  carried  on,  without  the  consent  of 
such  commissioners,  or,  if  the  cultivation  of  fish  be  carried  on  by  a 
private  party,  without  the  consent  of  the  person  cultivating  the  same, 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars, 
or  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  be  both  fined  and  im- 
prisoned,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  before  which  the  offender  shall 
be  tried. 

Sec.  5.  Every  person  who  catches  any  fish  or  uses  any  seine  for 
catching  fish,  within  one-half  a  mile  from  the  mouth  or  outlet  of  any 
fishery  set  apart  as  is  herein  provided,  and  within  any  waters  into 
which  the  waters  of  such  fishery  are  let  out,  shall  forfeit  for  the  first 
offence  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  and  for  every  subsequent  offence  shall 
forfeit  one  hundred  dollars,  and  in  addition  to  the  penalties  herein 
provided,  shall  forfeit  all  tlie  apparatus  by  him  used  in  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  section. 

Se(\  6.  Each  of  the  commissioners  of  inland  fisJieries  may,  per- 
sonally or  by  deputy,  seize  and  remove  sumniarily,  if  need  be,  all  ob- 
structions erected  to  hinder  the  passage  of  migrating  fish,  or  whicli 
are  illegally  erected  to  obstruct  or  in  any  way  to  impede  the  growth 
and  culture  of  fish. 

^  Sec.  7.  The  prohibition  to  the  catching  of  fish  by  hook  and  line 
from  fisheries  stocked  as  is  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  extend  and  be 
continued  for,  and  during,  the  term  of  three  years  from  and  after  the 
time  when  such  fishery  was  first  established.  [Amended.  See  chap- 
ter 282,  section  2,  page  17,  infra.] 

Sec.  8.  One-half  of  the  })enalties  recovered  for  violatioh  of  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  accrue  to  the  complainant  and  the 
other  half  thereof  to  the  state. 
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Sec.  9.  The  oommissioners  of  inland  fiflheries  may  take  fish  from 
the  fisheries  hereinbefore  referred  to  for  any  purpose  connected  with 
fish  culture,  or  for  scientific  obserration.  [See  section  6,  chapter  282, 
page  18,  infra.] 

Sec.  10.  Each  of  said  comijnissioners  may,  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties,  enter  upon  and  pass  through  or  oyer  priyate  property  without 
rendering  himself  liable  in  an  action  of  trespass. 

Sec.  11.  The  commissioners  of  inland  fisheries  shall  be  allowed 
their  actual  disbursements  made  in  carrying  into  effect  the  proTisions 
of  this  chapter. 

CHAPTER  138. 
general  provisions  for  the  protection  of  fisheries. 

Section  1.  Every  person  who  shall  throw  into,  or  deposit  in,  or 
cause  to  be  thrown  into  or  to  be  deposited  in  any  of  the  public  tide- 
waters of  this  state  or  upon  the  shores  of  any  such  tidewaters,  any 
fish  offal,  or  any  water  impregnated  with  fish,  and  every  person  who 
shall  cause  any  deleterious  substance  resulting  from  the  smelting  or 
manufacture  of  copper,  or  from  other  manufactures,  or  from  other 
sources,  which  is  destructive  to  fish,  or  which  repels  them  from  com- 
ing into  the  said  public  waters,  or  which  shall  do  anything  which 
tends  to  drive  them  therefrom,  to  be  emptied,  deposited  or  run  into 
the  said  public  waters,  shall  forfeit  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  Every  vesi^el,  craft,  boat  or  fioating  apparatus  of  any  kind 
whatever,  employed  in  the  procuring  of  fish  oil,  or  in  the  dressing  of 
bait  for  the  mackerel  fisheries,  or  the  dressing  of  fish  for  other  pur- 
jK>ses,  in  violation  of  tliis  chapter,  shall  be  liable  for  any  forfeiture 
and  costs  resulting  from  prosecution  hereunder,  and  the  same  may  be 
attiiched  on  the  original  writ  and  held  as  other  personal  property  at- 
ta<*hed  may  be  held,  to  sec^ure  any  judgment  which  may  be  recovered 
ill  any  ait  ion  brought  to  enforce  any  such  forfeiture,  and  any  person 
iilK>n  view  of  any  offence  in  violation  of  this  chapter,  may  seize  and 
detain  any  vesi^el,  craft,  boat  or  floating  apparatus,  the  same  to  be  at- 
tiichtnl  for  a  jKM'ioil  not  exeet^ding  six  hours. 
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Sec.  3.  Every  person  who  shall  boil  any  menhaden  fish,  or  press 
any  such  fish  for  the  purpose  of  extracting  oil  therefrom,  on  board  of 
any  vessel  on  any  of  the  public  tidewaters,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars. 

CHAPTER  281. 

An  Act  in  amendment  ofCliapter  134  of  the  Qeyieral  Statutes,  '* Of  cer- 
tain Fisheries." 

(PaKBed  March  13,  ISTTS.) 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Asse^nbly  as  follows : 

Section  1.  No  person,  not  a  member  of  the  Narragansett  tribe  of 
Indians,  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  council  of  said  tribe  being 
first  obtained,  erect  any  weir  or  set  or  draw  any  seine  or  net  for  the 
obstructing,  catching  or  hauling  of  fish,  or  take  any  fish  with  hook 
and  line  or  in  any  other  manner,  in  the  ponds  or  other  waters  within 
the  bounds  of  the  land  belonging  to  said  tribe. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person  violating  the  preceding  section  shall  forfeit 
not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be 
recovered  on  complaint  made  by  the  commissioner  of  the  Indian  tribe, 
for  the  benefit  of  said  tribe. 


CHAPTEK  282. 

An  Act  in  amendment  of,  and  in  addition  to  Chapter  137,  Title 
XVIIL,  of  the  General  Statutes,  ^^Of  the  Inland  Fisheries," 

(Passed  March  11, 1878.) 

//  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  a^  follows: 

Section  1.     No  person  shall  take  or  catch  fish  of  any  kind  from 
any  of  the  inland  waters  of  this  state  set  apart  by  the  commissioners 
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of  inland  fisheries  thereof  for  the  cultivation  of  fish  except  at  such 
times  and  in  such  manner  as  is  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  Section  7  of  said  chapter  137  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
this  state  is  so  far  amended  as  to  allow  the  catching  of  fish  through 
the  ice  only  and  with  hook  and  hand  line  only,  in  those  ponds  set 
apart  for  the  cultivation  of  black  bass  during  the  month?  of  Decem- 
ber, January  and  February  of  each  and  every  year  from  the  passage 
of  this  act,  until  the  expiration  of  the  three  years  mentioned  in  sec- 
tion 7  of  said  chapter. 

Sec.  3.  (As  amended  by  chapter  539,  passed  April  19,  1876.)  i:Vf- 
ter  the  expiration  of  said  three  years,  no  black  bass  shall  be  taken  in 
any  waters  of  this  state,  from  the  first  day  of  March  to  the  fifteenth 
day  of  July,  and  only  by  hook  and  line  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  After  the  expiration  of  said  three  years,  no  fish  shall  be 
taken-  by  any  person  from  any  waters  legally  set  apart  by  said  com- 
missioners for  the  cultivation  of  shad  or  salmon,  or  within  one  mile 
of  the  outlet  of  the  streams  so  set  apart  except  from  and  iifter  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  April  until  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  of  each  and  eveiy 
year,  nor  at  any  time  except  by  hook  and  hand  line,  or  by  not  less 
than  three  inch  mesh  nets  or  seine  or  seines. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  take  any  fish  from  any  of  the  waters  of 
this  state  legally  set  apart  for  the  cultivation  of  fish  during  the  times 
allowed  to  be  taken  by  this  act  except  on  Thursdays,  Fridays  and  Sat- 
urdays during  said  term,  except  the  months  of  December,  January 
and  February. 

Sec.  6.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  prevent  the  commissioners  of 
inland  fisheries  from  taking  fish  from  any  of  said  waters  as  is  now 
I>ermitted  by  section  9  of  chapter  137  of  the  General  Statutes. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  for  catching  fish  as  imposed  by  section 
5  of  said  clia])ter  137,  of  which  this  act  is  an  amendment. 

Sec.  8.  All  acts  and  i)art8  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately  on  and  after  its 
passage. 
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CHAPTER  598. 

Afi  Act  in  amendment  of  Chapter  282  of  the  Public  Laws,  e^ititkd 
"^n  Act  in  amendment  of  and  in  addition  to  Chapter  137,  Title 
XV III.  of  the  General  Statutes,  'Of  Inland  Fisheries.'" 

(Pasaed  March  »,  19n.) 

//  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.     Sneacli  Pond,  in  the  town  of  Cumberland,  is  hereby 
exempted  from  the  operation  of  chapter  539,  "Of  inland  fisheries." 
Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

OPINION 


OF  THE 


JUDGES    OF   THE    SUPREME    COURT, 


BELATIVB  TO  THE  EE6ISTEATI0X  Or  PEB80NAL  PftOPERTT  TALPATEE8. 


[Given  November  12th,  1877.] 


To  His  Excellency  Charles  C.  Van  Zandt^  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations  : 

We  have  received  from  your  Excellency  a  communication  request- 
ing our  opinion  upon  the  following  question,  to  wit: 

*'  Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  683,  as  amended  by  Chapter  640,  of  the 
Public  Laws,  must  a  personal  proi)erty  tax-payer  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  Section  2  of  said  Chapter  633  as  amended,  in  addition  to  the  other  require- 
ments of  law,  to  entitle  him  to  vote  f^ 
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We  understand  joar  Excellency  to  mean  by  a  personal  proper^ 
tax-payer,  a  person  who  is  taxed  upon  personal  or  other  property  to 
the  amount  of  one  dollar  and  upwards,  so  that  he  will  not  be  re- 
quired to  pay  a  registry  tax  to  qualify  him  to  vote.  Understanding 
the  question  in  this  way,  we  have  to  say  that  we  have  carefally 
examined  Chapter  633,  as  amended  by  Chapter  640,  and  that  we 
cannot  find,  either  in  the  second  section  or  in  any  other  section  or 
part  of  Chapter  633  as  amended,  any  provision  that  personal 
property  tax-payers  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  second 
section  to  entitle  them  to  vote.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the 
twelfth  section  implies  that  personal  property  tax-payers  are  subject 
to  the  requirements  of  the  second  section.  The  twelfth  section  is 
as  follows,  to  wit: 


'*  The  several  town  and  ward  clerks  shall  annually  place  upon  the  registiy  list 
the  names  of  the  several  persons  who  have  previously  been  upon  the  voting  list, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  against  whom  a  property  tax,  to  the 
amount  of  one  dollar  or  upwards,  shall  have  been  assessed ;  and  such  persons 
need  not  register  their  names  annually  as  is  reiiuired  of  persons  paying  a  n^istir 
tax," 


The  implication,  if  it  exists  anywhere  in  the  section,  is  to  be 
found  in  the  concluding  clause.  In  order  tlie  better  to  appreciate 
the  force  of  that  clause,  we  will  consider  the  preceding  part  of  the 
section.  The  preceding  part  directs  the  town  and  ward  clerks  to 
put,  annually,  upon  the  registry  lists,  the  names  of  all  persons 
against  whom  a  property  tax  of  one  dollar  has  l>een  assessed,  who 
have  previously  been  u{>on  the  voting  lists.  The  transfer  will  in- 
clude all  voters,  listed  on  the  voting  lists,  except  real  estate  voters 
not  taxed  to  tlie  amount  of  one  dollar,  voters  who  are  (qualified 
by  having  performed  military  duty,  and  voters  who  are  qnahfied 
by  the  payment  of  a  it»gistry  tjix.  The  tninsfer  will  incliule  not 
only  all  voters  who  pay  a  tjix  upon  {lei'sonal  property  of  one  dollar 
or  upwards,  but  also  all  voters  who  pay  a  tax  on  real  estate 
of  one  dollar   or  uj)wurds,  even  though,  its  owners  of   one  hundred 
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and  thirty-foar  dollars'  worth  of  real  estate,  they  are  entitled  to 
Yote  without  being  registered  at  all.  The  section  conclades  by 
providing  that  ''such  persons  need  not  register  their  names  an- 
nnally  as  is  required  of  peraons  paying  a  registry  tax/'  and  because 
it  expressly  provides  that  they  need  7wt  register  their  names  an- 
nuallt/y  it  is  supposed  that  it  impliedly  provides  that  they  must 
register  their  names  at  least  once,  as  is  required  of  persons  paying 
a  registry  tax.  We  apprehend  this  is  giving  greater  positive  effect 
to  a  negative  provision  than  has  ever  before  been  given  to  such  a 
provision.  ^  The  clause  includes  real  estate  voters  who  are  assessed 
to  the  amount  of  one  dollar.  It  cannot  have  been  intended  to  re- 
quire them  to  register  their  names  at  least  once,  as  is  required  of 
persons  paying  a  registry  tax^  for  under  the  constitution  they  are 
entitled  to  vote  without  registering.  The  clause  does  not  include 
voters  who  are  qualified  by  the  performance  of  military  duty.  If 
it  was  designed  to  have  the  broad  positive  effect  which  is  claimed 
for  it,  why  did  it  stop  short  of  embracing  this  class  of  voters?  We 
think  there  is  a  view  which  is  more  consonant  with  the  apparent 
scope  and  purpose  of  the  act.  Every  year  there  will  probably  be  a 
greater  or  less  number  of  voters  on  the  voting  lists,  put  there  as 
i^egistry  votera,  who  before  the  year  is  over,  will  be  assessed  for  one 
dollar  or  upwards.  These  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  town  and  ward 
clerks  to  place  upon  the  registry  lists,  and,  inasmuch  as  they  were* 
until  so  assessed,  subject  to  the  requirements  of  section  2,  it  is 
reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  clause  in  question  was  added  to  make 
it  plain  to  them  beyond  doubt  that,  having  been  so  assessed,  they  will 
continue  subject  to  its  requirements  no  longer.  Certainly,  this  is 
more  reasonable  than  it  is  to  suppose  that  the  General  Assembly 
intended  to  introduce  a  great  change  in  the  law,  regulating  the 
right  or  franchise  of  voting,  by  a  mere  implication  from  a  negative 
provision. 

Our  opinion  then  is,  that  '^personal  property  tax-payera,"   using 
the  words  as  above  explained,  are  not  subject  to  the  roiiuirements 
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of  Section  2,  of  Chapter  633  as  amended  by  Chapter  640,  but  that 
they  are  entitled  to  have  their  names  put  on  the  Toting  lists  and 
to  Yote,  if,  being  othenrise  qualified,  they  are  duly  r^^istered  in  com- 
pliance with  the  law  which  was  in  force  before  Chapters  633  and 
640  were  enacted,  this  prior  law  being  still  in  force  as  to  them.

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HUSBAND  TO  VOTE  ON  HIS  WIFE'S  REAL  ESTATE. 


[Given  March  30,  1878.] 


To  His  Excelle7icy  Charles  C.  Van  Zandt,  Oovenior  of  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations. 

We  have  received  from  your  Excellency  a  commnnicafcion  request- 
ing oar  opinion  upon  the  following  question^  to  wit: 

'*  Can  a  husband,  under  the  State  constitution,  Article  IT,  Section  1,  be  entitled 
to  vote  by  virtue  of  any  right  or  interest  which  he  may  have  as  husband  in  the 
real  estate  of  his  wife,  and  if  so,  under  what  circumstances  ?" 

We  think  it  proper,  in  giving  our  answer  to  this  question,  to  give 
the  reasons  also  on  which  our  answer  rests.  This  will  oblige  us  to  go 
back  to  the  doctrines  of  the  common  law,  which  previous  to  1844  was 
the  law  that  determined  the  right  of  the  husband  in  the  property  of 
his  wife  in  this  State. 
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At  common  law  the  hnsband,  simply  by  force  of  his  marriage,  with- 
out the  birth  of  issue,  acquired  an  estate  in  all  the  wife's  real  property 
in  possession,  whether  of  inheritance,  or  for  the  life  of  the  wife,  and 
whether  vesting  in  her  before  or  after  marriage,  during  their  joint 
lives.  The  estate  thus  acquired  is  commonly  denominated  an  estate 
by  marital  right.  It  entitles  the  husband  to  the  entire  usufruct  of 
the  property  during  its  continuance.  It  is  a  freehold,  or  an  estate  for 
life,  though  whether  for  the  life  of  the  husband  or  of  the  wife  is  un- 
certain. It  may  be  leased  or  sold  by  the  husband,  or  taken  on  execu- 
tion for  his  debts,  unless  the  law  forbids.  It  is  not,  however,  an  in- 
dependent estate,  for  under  the  old  law  it  was  forfeitable  for  the 
felony  of  the  wife,  and  the  husband  is  seized  of  the  entire  property 
jointly  with  his  wife  in  her  right,  and  not  separately  of  his  marital 
estate  in  his  own  right  But  this  is  before  issue  bom.  If  the 
property  of  the  wife  is  an  estate  of  inheritance,  then,  after  the  birth 
of  issue  capable  of  inheriting  it,  the  estate  by  marital  right  expands 
into  an  estate  for  the  life  of  the  husband,  and  becomes  more  inde- 
pendent and  indefeasible.  Indeed  it  has  been  held  that,  after  the 
birth  of  issue,  the  husband  becomes  solely  seized  of  a  freehold  estate 
in  his  own  right,  and  that  the  interest  of  the  wife  is  a  mere  rever- 
sionary interest,  consequent  upon  his  life  estate.  But  the  decisions  on 
this  point  are  not  uniform.  The  estate  after  issue  bom,  though  not 
forfeitable  by  the  attainder  of  the  wife,  may  be  forfeited  by  a  divorce 
a  vinculo  for  the  fault  of  the  husband.  The  estate  is  not  consum- 
mate in  the  husband  until  the  death  of  the  wife.  Before  her  death 
and  after  issue  born,  the  husband  is  denominated  tenant  by  the 
curtesy  initiate. 

The  question  submitted  is  therefore  in  effect  whether  a  married 
man,  who  is  qualified  by  age,  residence  and  citizenship,  can  vote  as 
tenant  by  marital  right,  or  by  curtesy  initiate,  on  the  real  estate  of 
his  wife,  under  the  constitution,  Art,  II,  Section  1.  Under  that  sec- 
tion no  one  has  a  right  to  vote  unless — to  quote  the  words  of  the 
section — he  is  **  really  and  truly  possessed  in  his  own  right  of  real 
estate    ♦    ♦    ♦    ♦    of    the  vahie  of   one  hundred   and  thirty-four 
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dollars  over  and  above  all  iacumbrances^  or  which  shall  rent  for  seven 
dollars  per  annum  over  and  above  any  rent  reserved  or  the  interest  of 
any  inenmbrances  thereon^  being  an  estate  in  fee  simple^  fee-tail^  for 
the  life  of  any  persouy  or  an  estate  in  reversion  or  remainder,  which 
qualifies  no  other  person  to  vote."  This  section  is  very  similar  to  a 
provision  of  the  election  law  which  was  in  force  when  the  constitu- 
tion was  adopted.  That  law,  however,  required  that  the  qualifying 
estate  should  be  '^at  least  an  estate  for  a  person's  own  life."  We  un- 
derstand that  it  was  the  uniform  practice  under  that  law  to  permit  a 
man  to  vote  on  his  wife's  estate  of  inheritance,  if  of  sufficient  value, 
after  the  birth  of  issue  capable  of  inheriting  it.  It  must  therefore 
have  been  understood  that  an  estate  by  the  curtesy  initiate  was  an 
estate  for  the  husband's  own  life.  The  constitution  was  doubtless 
adopted  under  that  understanding,  which  we  think  was  entirely  cor- 
rect. The  constitution,  as  will  be  seen,  is  not  less  liberal  in  this  res- 
pect than  the  election  law.  We  think,  therefore,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  an  estate  by  curtesy  initiate,  as  it  existed  at  common  law, 
may  be  a  sufficient  real  estate  qualification  under  our  constitution. 
Article  II,  Sec.  1. 

In  regard  to  the  estate  by  marital  right  there  is  more  doubt  The 
estate  by  marital  right  was  clearly  not  sufficient  to  qualify  under  the 
old  election  law,  for  under  that  law  the  estate  was  required  to  be  '^  at 
least  an  estate  for  a  person's  own  life."  In  the  constitution,  instead  of 
this  the  requirement  is  simply  an  estate  ''for  the  life  of  any  person." 
The  change  is  significant.  It  was  evidently  intended  to  extend  the 
electoral  right  It  evidently  extends  it  to  the  owner  of  an  estate  pur 
autre  vie.  But  if  that  is  all  that  was  intended,  the  change  was  of 
trifling  importance;  for  the  estate  pur  autre  vie  is  of  rare  occurrence. 
The  estate  by  marital  right  is  an  estate  for  the  life  of  one  of  two  per- 
sons, that  is  to  say,  of  the  one  of  them  who  dies  first,  and  it  is  there- 
fore within  the  description  of  an  estate  "  for  the  life  of  any  person." 
We  think  it  is  fair  to  presume  that  the  question  of  extending  the 
electoral  right  to  tenants  by  marital  right  was  considered,  when  those 
words  were  adopted  by  the  framei*s  of  the  constitution ;  and  if  it  was 
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then  oonsideredy  we  can  hardly  conceiye  that  die  words  would  ha?e 
been  adopted,  if  they  were  not  designed  to  embrace  the  estate  by 
marital  right  as  well  as  other  estates  for  life.  We  think,  therefore, 
that  the  estate  by  marital  right,  as  it  existed  at  common  law,  maj 
also  be  a  sufficient  property  qualification  under  Art  II,  Sec.  1. 

Perhaps  it  may  be  suggested  that  a  mere  tenant  by  marital  right 
cannot  vote  under  Art  II,  Sec.  1,  because  that  section  requires  that 
the  person  claiming  to  Tote  shall  be  ''possessed  in  his  own  right, ** 
whereas  a  tenant  by  marit^  right  is  held  to  be  seized  jointly  with  his 
wife  in  her  right.  The  difficulty  is,  howeyer,  merely  yerbal.  The 
words  '^  in  her  right,"  are  used  not  so  much  to  describe  the  character 
of 2 the^  estate  as  of  the  seizin  or  tenure  thereof.  The  words,  'Mn 
his  own  right,"  mean  that  the  person  claiming  to  yote  shaD  be  en- 
titled or  hold  beneficially  for  himself,  and  not  simply  as  trustee  or 
custodian.  The  words  are  in  the  old  election  law,  where  they  could 
not  have  been  intended  to  exclude  an  estate  by  marital  right,  bat 
could  only  have  been  used  in  the  sense  above  indicated. 

Almost  immediately  after  the  adoption  of  the  constitution,  tbe 
common  law  was  changed.  Dig.  of  1844,  p.  270.  It  was  enacted 
that  ''The  real  estate,  chattels  real,  household  furniture,  plate,  goods, 
stock  or  shares  in  the  capital  stock  of  any  incorporated  company  of 
this  State,  or  debts  secured  by  mortgage  on  property  within  this  state, 
which  are  the  property  of  any  woman  before  marriage,  or  which  may 
become  the  property  of  any  woman  after  marriage,  shall  be  and  are 
hereby  so  far  secured  to  her  sole  and  separate  use,  that  the  same  and 
the  rents,  profits  and  income  thereof,  shall  not  be  liable  to  be  at- 
tached, or  in  any  way  taken  for  the  debts  of  the  husband,  either  be- 
fore or  after  his  death ;  and  upon  the  death  of  the  husband  in  the 
lifetime  of  the  wife,  shall  be  and  remain  her  sole  and  separate 
property."  The  act  also  provides  that  the  receipt  or  discharge  of  the 
husband  for  rents  and  profits  shall  be  a  sufficient  receipt  or  discharge, 
until  notice  in  writing  is  given  by  the  wife;  after  which  the  receipt  or 
discharge  of  the  wife  alone  shall  be  sufficient.  It  still  further  pro- 
vides that   nothing  in  the  act  shall  be  construed  to  impair  the  rights 
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of  the  husband  npon  the  death  of  the  wife  as  tenant  by  the  curtesy. 
The  act,  by  express  provision,  does  not  affect  any  property  owned  by 
any  married  woman  previous  to  its  enactment.  And  inasmuch  as  it 
does  not  affect  her  property  previously  acquired,  of  course  it  does  not 
affect  her  husband's  right  to  vote  upon  her  property  previously 
acquired. 

Did  the  act  so  far  modify  'Me  common  law  as  to  affect  his  right  to 
vote  upon  her  property  subsequently  acquired?  The  estate  by  marital 
right  is  evidently  emasculated,  and  shorn  of  its  strength,  but  it  is  not 
utterly  abolished.  It  remains,  protected  from  attachment  for  the 
husband's  debts,  to  be  enjoyed  by  him  until  the  wife  chooses  to  assert 
her  right  under  the  statute  to  take  the  rents  and  profits  herself,  by 
giving  written  notice,  or  by  having,  as  under  another  section  she  may 
have,  a  trustee  appointed  to  hold  the  property  during  coverture,  un- 
less the  trust  is  sooner  determined.  In  Martin  &  Ooff  vs.  Pepally  6, 
R  I.  Rep.  92,  it  was  held  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  state,  that 
under  the  act  the  husband  has  an  estate  which  can  be  conveyed  to  a 
third  person  who  would  be  entitled  to  recover  and  hold  possession  of 
it  until  the  wife  should  interfere  under  the  statute.  This  being  so, 
the  question  is  whether  the  estate,  however  its  value,  and  especially 
its  marketable  value,  may  be  impaired,  is  not  still  a  freehold  estate. 
We  think  it  is ;  for  it  is  clear  upon  authority  that  to  be  a  freehold 
estate,  or  estate  for  life,  the  estate  need  not  be  such  that  it  must  neces- 
sarily endure  for  life,  if  only  it  is  possible  that  it  may  endure  so  long. 
4  Kent's  Com.  26.  We  think,  therefore,  that  the  law  of  1844  did  not 
in  any  way  affect  the  right  of  the  husband  to  vote  under  Article  II, 
Sec.  1,  upon  the  property  of  tis  wife,  so  long  as  she  left  him  in  the 
enjoyment  of  it. 

The  law  of  1844  remained  without  material  change  until  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes  went  into  effect  Dec.  2,  1872.  The  General  Statutes 
introduced  an  important  modification  by  enacting  that  the  real 
property  of  a  married  woman  "shall  be  absolutely  secured  to  her  sole 
and  separate  use,"  instead  of  "so  far  secured  to  her  sole  and  separate 
use  that  the  same  and  the  rents,  profits  and  income  thereof  shall  not 
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be  liable  to  be  attached  or  in  way  taken  for  the  debts  of  the  husband." 
It  is  true  that  the  old  provision  that  the  husband  may  receive  the 
rents  and  profits  until  the  persons  who  are  held  for  them  are  notified 
in  writing  by  the  wife  not  to  pay  them  to  him,  remains  unaltered. 
But  this  does  not  authorize  us  to  conclude  that  the  modification 
is  of  no  effect  It  is  easy  to  construe  that  provision  as  being  simply 
in  the  nature  of  a  license  or  permission  from  the  wife^  which  may  be 
presumed  until  it  is  expressly  repudiated  or  revoked.  But  there  can 
be  no  estate  by  marital  right  in  property  which  is  absolutely  secured 
to  the  sole  and  sepamte  use  of  the  wife.  The  estate  is  utterly  incom- 
patible with  so  exclusive  an  appropriation.  See  Martin  dt  Ooff  vs. 
PepaU,  6  R.  I.  Bep.  94.  Nothing  remains  for  the  husband  which 
he  can  really  call  his  own.  We  think,  therefore,  that  no  husband 
who  has  married  since  Dec.  2,  1872,  or  whose  wife  has  acquired  the 
property  on  which  he  claims  the  right  to  vote  since  Dec.  2,  1872,  can 
be  entitled  to  vote  under  Art.  II,  Sec.  1,  simply  as  tenant  by  marital 
right. 

The  new  statute  contains  no  saving  in  favor  of  estates  by  marital 
right  acquired  previous  to  its  enactment.  Can  the  statute  retroact  so 
as  to  destroy  an  estate  by  marital  right  previously  acquired,  and  thiu 
disfranchise  the  tenant?  We  think  not.  The  estate  previously  ac- 
quired was  a  vested  estate  and  could  not  be  devested  by  a  mere  legis- 
lative enactment  (Cooley's  Const.  Lim.  360,  361.)  We  think,  there- 
fore, that  any  person  who  had  acquired  a  right  to  vote,  previoas  to 
Dec.  2,  1872,  as  tenant  by  marital  right,  and,  a  fortiori^  as  tenant  by 
the  curtesy  initiate,  was  not  affected  in  his  right  by  the  new 
statute  which  then  went  into  effect. 

One  other  question  remains  to  be  considered  namely:  Can  a 
husband  who  has  married  since  Dec.  2,  1872,  or  whose  wife  has  ac- 
quired the  property  on  which  he  claims  the  right  to  vote  since  Dec. 
2,  1872,  be  entitled  to  vote  under  Art.  II.  Sec.  1,  if  he  has  had  issue 
by  her  capable  of  inheriting  it?  The  new  statute  (Gen.  St,  Ch.  152, 
§14)  provides  that  the  right  of  the  husband  in  the  real  estate  of  the 
wife  as  tenant  by  the  curtesy  shall  not  be  impaired.     But  this  cannot 
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mean  that  this  right  as  tenant  by  the  curtesy  initiate  shall  not  be 
impaired,  for  the  absolute  appropriation  to  the  use  of  the  wife  neces- 
sarily excludes  that  right  as  well  as  the  mere  marital  right.  It  means 
doubtless,  that  tenancy  by  the  curtesy,  in  its  stricter  sense,  as  con- 
summate by  the  death  of  the  wife,  shall  not  be  impaired.  Does  it 
follow  from  this  that  the  right  to  vote  is  lost?  We  think  we  are 
bound  to  uphold  the  estate,  so  far  as  we  can  consistently  with  the  law, 
and  while  we  think  the  estate  cannot  begin  in  enjoyment  during  the 
life  of  the  wife,  we  can  see  no  reason  why  it  may  not  be  held  to  vest 
during  her  life,  not  to  be  enjoyed  until  after  her  death.  The  Testing  is 
not  inconsistent  with  her  absolute  use.  We  think,  therefore,  that  the 
estate  vests,  during  the  life  of  the  wife,  there  being  issue  capable  of 
inheriting;  though  its  enjoyment  must  be  postponed  until  the  wife 
has  deceased.  In  other  words,  the  statute  creates  a  new  kind  of 
vested  remainder.  Will  such  an  estate  entitle  its  owner  to  vote?  We 
see  no  reason  why  it  may  not.  Estates  in  remainder  are  enumerated 
in  Art.  II,  Sec.  1,  among  the  estates  which  will  qualify  their  owner  to 
vote,  if  no  other  person  is  qualified  by  the  same  property,  and  we  can 
see  no  good  reason  why  a  remainder  created  by  statute  should  not  be 
as  efficacious  as  a  remainder  created  by  deed  or  will.  To  hold  that  it 
is  as  efficacious  does  not  contradict  the  letter  of  the  constitution,  and 
is  eminently  accordant  with  its  spirit.  We  think,  then,  that  a  hus- 
band, married  since  Dec.  2,  1872,  or  whose  wife  has  acquired  the 
property  on  which  he  claims  to  vote  since  Dec.  2,  1872,  may  be  entitled 
to  vote  under  Art.  II,  Sec.  1,  if  he  has  had  issue  by  her  capable  of 
inheriting  it. 

In  conclusion,  to  answer  the  question  submitted  to  us  briefly,  we 
would  say: 

1.  Any  husband  who  married  his  wife  previous  to  Dec.  2,  1872, 
and  whose  wife  acquired  the  property  on  which  he  claims  the  right  to 
vote  previous  to  Dec.  2,  1872,  is  entitled  to  vote  under  Art.  II,  Sec. 
1,  if  he  is  ^otherwise  qualified  and  if  the  property  is  a  freehold  estate 
of  the  value  prescribed  in  the  constitution,  whether  he  has  had 
children  by  his  wife  or  not. 
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2.  Any  husband  married  since  Dec.  2,  1872^  or  whose  wife  has  ac- 
quired the  property  on  which  he  claims  the  right  to  vote  since  Dec. 
2,  1872,  is  entitled  to  vote  under  Art.  11,  Sec.  1,  if  he  is  otherwise 
qualified  and  if  the  property  is  an  estate  of  inheritance  of  the  yalue 
prescribed  in  the  constitution,  provided  he  has  had  issue  by  his  wife 
capable  of  inheriting  it, — but  otherwise,  not.

ISSIONERS  OF  SHELL  FISHERIES. 


To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly  at  its  January  Session  holden 
at  Providence,  A,  D.  1878. 

The  Commissioners  of  Shell  Fisheries  present  their  annual  report : 

During  the  year  ending  December  31,  IS^tl,  the  sum  of  $6,200.65 
was  paid  to  the  General  Treasurer  for  oyster  rents,  the  sum  of  t44.35 
having  been  expended  for  necessary  expenses,  making  the  total  re- 
ceipts from  this  source,  t6,245. 

Since  January  1st,  1878,  the  sum  of  t6,427.50  has  been  paid  to  the 
General  Treasurer  for  rent  of  oyster  beds,  and  the  sum  of  t505  is 
still  due,  which  will  be  collected  as  soon  as  possible. 

Of  fees  for  services  there  have  been  received  the  sum  of  $353,  de- 
ducting from  which  $54.60  paid  for  advertising,  leaves,  total  receipts 
from  this  source,  $298.40. 

Although  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  receipts  of  the 
State  for  the  rent  of  oyster  beds  during  the  past  year,  this  business 
has  suffered  in  common  with  all  other  business.  Sales  have  not  been 
so  quick  or  large  as  formerly.  The  general  distress  of  the  people  has 
given  rise  to  more  depredations  and  thefts  from  private  oyster  beds. 
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It  is  evident  there  have  been  combinations  for  the  purpose  of  stealing 
from  these  beds,  which  is  done  in  the  night  time  by  men  in  row  boata, 
with  watchmen  ready  to  give  alarm  at  the  approach  of  danger,  and 
thas  in  many  instances  they  are  able  to  escape  detection.  Under  the 
direction  of  the  Commissioners  there  have  been  eight  persons  arrested 
recently  for  stealing  from  private  oyster  beds  in  the  night  time,  of 
whom  six  have  been  indicted  by  the  Grand  Jury,  and  are  awaiting 
trial,  the  other  two  have  been  bound  over  to  await  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Jury.

To  the  Honorable  General  Assemlly  at  their  January  Session^  A.  D. 

1878: 

The  Commissioners  to  build  a  new  Court  House  for  the  County  of 
Providence  beg  leave  to  present  this  their  final  report. 

At  the  date  of  their  last  reix)rt  the  building  was  nearly  completed 
externally,  and  the  finishing  of  the  interior  had  been  commenced. 
Prom  that  time  the  work  progressed  steadily  and  satisfactorily  until 
its  completion  and  dedication  with  appropriate  ceremonies  on  the  18th 
day  of  December  last 

The  Commissioners  have  drawn  from  the  State  Treasury,  upon  the 
orders  of  the  Governor,  the  whole  amount  of  the  appropriation, 
J>225,000;  they  have  received  for  old  materials  sold,  $254.69,  and  for 
interest  on  deposits  in  the  Rhode  Island  Hospital  Trust  Co.,  i|572.84; 
amounting  in  the  whole  to  the  sum  of  1225,878.53.  They  have  ex- 
pended the  sum  of  $225,753.70,  leaving  a  balance  of  $73.83,  which 
they  have  returned  to  the  Treasury. 

The  Commissioners  were  charged  with  the  duty  of  furnishing  the 
building;  to  this  they  have  attended  to  the  best  of  their  ability.  The 
appropriation  for  this  purpose  was  $27,500,  which  has  been  drawn  and 
expended  as  follows:

the  amount  of  the  appropriation,  leaving  no  balance  in  the  hands  of 
the  Commissioners. 

The  appropriation  of  1350,  for  the  expenses  of  the  dedication,  has 
not  been  drawn.  The  expenses  of  that  occasion,  amounting  to  the 
sum  of  $498.75,  were  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  furniture, 
which  the  Commissioners  trust  will  be  satisfactory  to  the  General 
Assembly. 

The  Commissionera  have  incurred  expenses  for  many  things  which 
were  never  included  in  any  estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  building  or 
furnishing,  as  for  instance: 

For  fencing,  grading,  curbing  and  concreting tl,135  00 

For  the  retaining  wall  on  Benefit  and  College  streets 2,000  00 

For  steel  shutters  in  the  fire  proof  part  of  the  building 1,100  00 

For  tower  clock,  including  cai'pentera'  work  on  same 800  00 

For  marble  tiling  in  the  main  halls 3,300  00 

For  stand  pipe  and  hose  for  extinguishing  fire 700  00 

For  covering  steam  pipes 450  00 

For  fire  proof  safe  in  sheriff's  department 260  00 
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For  insurance 300  00 

For  warming  the  building  during  construction 1,000  00 

Amounting  in  all  to  the  sum  of $11,035  00 

This  expenditure  seemed  to  the  Gommissioners  necessary  and  proper 
to  complete  the  building,  and  they  will  meet  the  approval  of  your 
honorable  body. 

The  Gommissioners  present  herewith,  as  a  part  of  their  report,  a 
detailed  account  of  their  expenditures  for  constructing  and  furnishing 
the  building,  duly  audited  by  the  State  Auditor.  They  also  return  to 
the  General  Assembly  all  their  books,  papers,  contracts,  correspond- 
ence and  everything  pertaining  to  their  ofBicial  action.  Also  detailed 
drawings  showing  the  position  of  the  drains,  sewers,  water,  gas,  and 
air  pipes  connected  with  building,  which  they  would  recommend  be 
lodged  in  one  of  the  clerk's  offices  in  the  Gourt  House  for  convenient 
reference. 

The  Gommissioners,  when  they  reported  the  plans  and  estimates  of 
the  cost  of  the  building,  in  March,  1875,  informed  the  General  As- 
sembly that,  for  the  estimates  they  depended  upon  their  professional 
advisers,  the  architects;  and  could  only  undertake  to  expend  honestly 
and  with  all  the  economy  their  care  and  intelligence  could  secure, 
whatever  sums  the  General  Assembly  shall  entrust  them  for  this  pur- 
pose. We  claim  to  have  redeemed  the  pledge  then  given.  We  present 
you  a  grand  and  majestic  building,  which  every  passer-by  stops  to  ad- 
mire, elegant  and  commodious  in  all  its  internal  arrangements,  well 
adapted  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  intended,  furnished  with 
every  convenience  which  modern  science  has  invented,  and  all  within 
the  original  estimates  of  cost. 

On  the  5th  day  of  May,  1877,  Dr.  Thomas  P.  Shepard,  one  of  the 
Gommissioners,  was  removed  by  death.  The  survivors  caused  to  be 
entered  upon  their  records  resolutions  expressing  their  appreciation  of 
his  character  as  a  man,  and  the  valuable  services  he  rendered  to  the 
State. 
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On  the  12th  day  of  May,  1877,  Governor  Lippitt  filled  the  vacancy 
in  the  Commission  by  the  appointment  of  the  Hon.  John  H.  Stiness, 
one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

To  the  architects,  Messrs.  Stone  &  Car})enter,  for  their  constant 
care  and  attention  to  the  work  in  every  stage  of  its  progress,  for  their 
rare  professional  skill  and  ability  shown  in  every  part  of  the  bnilding, 
the  Commissioners  return  their  thanks. 

At  the  dedication  of  the  bnilding,  the  architects,  in  commenting 
upon  the  appearance  of  the  bare  walls,  said  to  the  Commisssioncrs 
and  the  assembled  audience: 

''  Who  can  estimate  the  added  value  of  this  building  to  future  gen- 
orations,  if,  like  the  old  buildings  on  the  continent  of  Europe,  it  con- 
tains the  best  work  of  the  best  artists  of  this  country?  Let  us  follow 
the  example  of  that  city — Manchester,  England — which  we  more 
nearly  resemble  in  our  industries  than  any  other.  She  has  just  com- 
pleted a  Town  Hall,  which  is  also  a  Court  House,  and  has  given  to 
the  world  one  of  the  noblest  specimens  of  modern  architecture,  em- 
bellished and  crowned  by  the  works  of  true  art." 

The  matter  of  coloring  or  tinting  the  walls  of  the  building  was  con- 
sidered by  the  Commissioners;  but  was  thought  impracticable,  not 
only  from  want  of  means,  but  also  because  they  were  not  sufficiently 
dry  and  hard  for  that  purj^se.  In  a  few  years  they  will  become  dingy 
and  defaced,  and  need  to  be  renovated.  Then  we  would  heartily  join 
in  the  recommendation  of  the  architects — that  the  nobible  scenes  and 
events,  in  which  the  history  of  the  State  so  richly  abounds,  should  be 
emblJizoiied  on  its  walls  and  thus  handed  down  tcfuture  generations.

The  Commissioners  are  under  obligation  to  Messrs.  T.  P.  Shepari 
&  Co.  for  the  use  of  their  counting  room,  kindly  tendered  to  them 
free  of  rent  ui)on  their  organization,  and  which  they  have  freely  used 
to  the  i)resent  time. 

In  relation  to  tlio  i)ay  of  the  Commissioners,  the  executors  of  Dr. 
Shepard  have  notified  us  they  will  present  no^  claim  for  services. 
Judge  Stiness  does  not  consider  it  proper  to  make  any  claim  for  com- 
pensation. 
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The  other  Commissioners  have  charged  for  services  three  hundred 
days  each,  at  $3.00  per  day,  the  rate  of  compensation  prescribed  by 
the  act  creating  the  Commission,  being  an  average  of  less  than  two 
days  per  week  during  the  period  of  about  three  years  occupied  in  the 
construction  of  the  building.
